1. The Government having had under consideration that contracts of Contracts for 
an immoral character are made in some parts of,the State by which women ee a 
are kept in enforced servitude to the owners ¢*, brothels, it is hereby 
notified that such practices, being contrary to mc .atity and to the laws of 
all civilized States, will not be countenanced by the Government, nor enforced 


in the Courts nor by the Police or other authorities of Perak.

1. It is hereby ordered that from and after the 1st February, 1890, 
stamp duties, as detailed in the Schedule annexed, will be imposed in the 
State of Perak. 


2. Documents executed prior to the Ist February, 1890, with the 
exception of those under Section I. of the Schedule, which are unstamped, 
must be fully stamped before the Ist February, 1890. 


3. Stamps, for the purpose of this Order, can be obtained, on pre- 
payment, at the office of the State Treasurer, Taiping, and of Assistant 
Treasurers in the Districts, at all Post Offices in the State, and at such other 
places as the Resident shall notify in the Government (iazette.

4. (1), Prever affixes any adhesive stamp to any instrument 
chargeable@wiéh duty, and which has been executed by any person, shall, 
when affixing such stamp, cancel the same, by writing or marking distinctly 
the date in ink, either wholly on the stamp, or partly on the stamp and 
partly on the paper on which the stamp is affixed, or in such other manner 
as the British Resident may, from tige to time, direct, so that the stamp 
cannot be used again ; and whoever ree any instrument on any paper 
bearing an adhesive stamp shall, at tIW ime of execution, unless such stamp 
has been already cancelled in manner aforesaid, cancel the same in manner 
aforesaid, so that it cannot be used again.

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(II). Any instrument bearing an adhesive stamp which has not been 
cancelled so that it cannot be used again shall, so far as such stamp is 
concerned, be deemed to be unstamped. 


5. Subject to the provisions of the next succeeding section, all instru- 
‘ments chargeable with duty and executed by any person in the State shall 
be stamped before, or at the time of, execution. 


6. Any instrument unstamped or not sufficiently stamped may be 
stamped by an authorised stamp-seller any time within three days, exclusive 
of Sundays and holidays, if the stamp-seller be satisfied that the omission to 
stamp has not arisen from intent to evade the stamp duties. 


On stamping any instrument under this section the stamp-seller shall 
write on the instrument the words “duly stamped,” and shall add his 
signature or initial thereto, together with the date of stamping. 


7. The consideration (if any) and all otfr facts and circumstances 
affecting the chargeability of any instrument chargeable with duty, or the 
amount of the duty with which it is chargeable, shall be fully and truly set 
forth therein. 


8. In the absence of an agreement to the contrary, the expense of 
providing the proper stamp shall be borne— 


a. In the case of a conveyance, by the grantee ; 


b. In the case of a lease or agreement to lease, by the lessee or 
intended lessee ; 


c. In the case of a counterpart of a lease, by the lessor ; 


d. In the case of an instrument of partition, by the parties thereto, 
in proportion to their respective shares in the property comprised therein ; 


. f. In the case of an instrument of exchange, by the parties, in equal 
shares. 


9. Every person having by law or consent of parties authority to 
receive evidence, and every person in charge of a public office, before whom 
any instrument chargeable, in his opinion, with duty is produced or comes, 
in the performance of his functions, shall, if it appears to him that such 
instrument is not duly stamped, impound the same. 


Provided that, in the case of a Judge of the Supreme Court, the duty 
of examining and impounding any instrument under this section shall be 
performed by the Registrar or Deputy Registrar, or such other officer as 
the Court appoints in this behalf. 


10. No instrument chargeable with duty shall be admitted in evidence 
for any purpose by any person having by law or consent of marties authority 
to receive evidence, or shall be acted upon, registered, o L Neticated by 
any such person or by any public officer, unless such instrfimdnt is duly 
stamped: Provided that— 


Ist. Any such instrument, not being an instrument chargeable with a 
duty of three cents only, or a bill of exchange, or promissory note, shall, 
subject to all just exceptions, be a, -Ytted in evidence on payment of the 
duty with which the same is charg’fole, or in the case of an instrument 
insufficiently stamped, of the amount required to make up such duty, 
together with a penalty of fifty dollars, or when ten times the amount of 


f 
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the proper duty or deficient portion thereof exceeds fifty dollars of a sum 
equal to ten times such duty or portion. 


2nd. Nothing herein contained shall prevent the admission of any 
instrument in evidence in any proceeding in a Criminal Court. 


3rd. When an instrument has been admitted in evidence, such 
admission shall not, except in the case of an appeal to a High Court, be 
called in question at any stage of the same suit or proceeding, on the ground 
that the instrument has not been duly stamped. 


11. When any penalty is paid under Section 10 the British Resident 
may, upon application in writing made within one year from the date of the 
payment, refund such penalty, wholly or in part. 


12. When any bill of exchange or promissory note, chargeable with 
the duty of three cents, is presented for payment unstamped, the person to 
whom it is so presented gay affix thercto the necessary adhesive stamp, 
and upon cancelling the same in manner hereinbefore provided, may pay 
the sum payable upon such bill or note, and may charge the duty against the 
person who ought to have paid the same, or deduct it from the sum payable 
as aforesaid, and such bill or note shall, so far as respects the duty, be 
deemed valid and good. But nothing herein contained shall relieve any 
person from any penalty he may have incurred in relation to such bill or 
note. 


13. Stamps of the same description and value, or of any other 
description to the same amount in value, shall be given in lieu of stamps 
spoiled or misused under the following circumstances :— 


(1). Inadvertently spoilt before the execution of a document. 


(2). On a bill of exchange or promissory note not negotiated or in 
any way made use of. 


(3). On a bill of exchange or promissory note cancelled after negotia- 
tion owing to its having been rendered useless from any omission or error. 


(4). On instruments found by a competent Court to be absolutely void 
in law from the beginning or found useless for the purpose originally 
intended, owing to any error or mistake; or which cannot be completed 
owing to the death of any person or of refusal to execute the same, or to 
advance any money intended to be secured thereby; or which totally fails 
of its intended purpose owing to the refusal of any person to act under it ; 
or which is useless in consequence of its intended purpose being effected by 
some other instrument duly stamped; or which has been inadvertently 
spoiled after execution and replaced by another duly stamped and executed 
paper. 

Provided that, in the case of an executed instrument :

(b). 1e application for relief is made within six months after the 
date of the instrument, or, if it is not dated, within six months after the

The following Regulations are published for general information : 


Revisep ReGuLaTIons under which a Bonus may be granted to Officers 
in the Service of the Perak Government for passing in Native Languages. 


1. His Excellency the Governor having approved of a bonus being 
granted, under certain circumstances, to Officers who may attain a certain 
standard of proficiency in Native Languages, the British Resident has been 
pleased to issue the following Revised Regulations under which such bonus 
will be paid : 


2. Officers will be allowed to take up the study of a language under the 
bonus scheme if, in the opinion of the Resident, the language they take up 
is likely to be of use to them as public servants, The amount of the bonus 
given will be $250, and in order to obtain it they will be called upon to 
enter ,into an agreement to serve the Qovernment for a further period of 
five years from the date of the payment of the bonus. 


3. No bonus will be given for knowledge of a language acquired by 
an Officer previous to joining the service of Government, nor to any 
Junior Officer, whose duty it will be to acquire a knowledge of one tative 
language, to be selected by Government. As a general rule, it will be 
necessary for all Junior Officers to pass their final examination in the 
language selected before receiving any promotion or increase of salary, and 
any Junior Officer failing to pass in the native language selected within a 
reasonable time may be called upon to resign his post. 


4, Each Officer must satisfy the Board of Examiners that he has a 
knowledge of the leading principles of grammar of the language, as regards 
its orthography and etymology, and he must be able: 

To converse with a fair degree of ease and fluency in the native language. 

To read an easy passage in print and manuscript. 

To write fairly from dictation. 

To translate an ordinary letter from English into the native language 
and vice versd.

5. Each Officer must satisfy the Board of Examiners : 

That he can converse with a fair degree of ease and fluency in any one 
dialect ; 

That he knows the radicals, and understands the use Of a Chinese 
dictionary ; . 

That he can read and translate an ordinary Chinese bill or statement of 
accounts ; and 

That he can read and translate some easy Chinese book. 


6. An Officer who has passed i } Chinese, taking up a second dialect 
of Chinese, will be expected to converse with greater ease and fluency than

7. The Government is prepared to assist an Officer who proposes to 
take up the study of any language, or any dialect of Chinese under the 
above Regulations, by allowing him from $10 to $15 a month, to be Lond fide 
expended in paying a teacher. Such books as the Government may possess 
will also be lent, on application. 


8. The Board of Examiners will consist of gentlemen appointed from 
time to time by the British Resident, who will hold periodical examinations, 
the date of which will be certified previously. They will also indicate 
from time to time, so far as may be necessary, the line of study to be 
pursued and the books to be used. 


9. An Officer drawing the allowance for the teacher must apply to the 
Board for examination at the close of each half-year, with a view to test his 
progress and to show that he is making good use of the teacher. He will 
be liable to be called upon to refund the salary of the teacher should he fail 
to make due application or the examiners not be satisfied with his progress. 


10. Whenever an Officer is required by the above Regulations to pass 
an examination in a native language, either as a Junior Officer, or by reason 
of his drawing an allowance for a teacher, it will be the duty of the Head of 
his Department to see that these Regulations are strictly observed and the 
periodical and final examination$ duly held.

To THE ActTinc SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAaIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward herewith my report for the month 
of December, 1889. 


2. A case of cholera, reported to have been brought in from Ipoh, 
occurred in an eating-house at Kuala Kangsa on the 3rd. 


3. On the 4th the Assistant Auditor arrived, and remained here until 
the 11th auditing the accounts. 


4. Walked up to Pasir Panjang with the District Engineer, and 
visited Syed Musa’s pepper plantation. Government have advanced up to 
date $2,890 on account of this estate. Sixteen acres are being opened up, 
and nine orlongs (twelve acres) are already planted with pepper. I did 
not count the vines, as this was done in OctoBer last by Mr. Wise, who 
reported that there were‘about 8,000 growing ; about 25 per cent of those 
planted having died owing to the wet. Syed Musa has now, however, 
adopted a more satisfactory system of drainage, which will no doubt tend 
to decrease this percentage. In the nurseries there are over 6,000 vines, 
but these will not be ready for putting out for some months. In the 
clearing first opened the vines are about twenty months old, and a number 
of them are coming into bearing. Neurly all the vines in this block are 
planted against dedaps, but, by way of experiment, a few were put in 
against hard-wood posts. These latter I noticed were far in advance of the 
others. Syed Musa has now let contracts for the supply of 3,000 hard- 
wood posts, which he intends using in future in preference to the dedap 
trees. Having inspected the estate, which is well looked after throughout, 
I examined the contracts of the fourteen Javanese coolies, who are em- 
ployed there on contract work, and then went through the estate accounts 
with the krani. The books are well kept, though, as I pointed out to Syed 
Musa, there are not sufficient details given in some of the entries. 


5. Syed Musa’s success in pepper planting has been a great encourage- 
ment to others, not only in his own mukim, where planters would have 
the benefit of his experience and advice, but throughout the whole district. 
Numerous applications for pepper land have been received from all parts, 
and there is reason to hope that the whole of the land available for pepper 
planting between Gapis and Kuala Kangsa will shortly be taken up. It is 
surprising in a district where there is such a large expanse of land, of 
easy access, and admirably adapted for the cultivation of pepper, both as 
regards soil and situation, that, until lately, people should have been so 
slow to avail themselves of the liberal terms on which Government offer to 
lease it. 


6. On leaving Pasir Panjang we proceeded up river to Rambutan 
Gading, where we remained for the night, walking on to Kota Tampan 
early the next morning. 


7. The bridle-path over which we walked from Enggor to Kota 
Tampan was in fair order for the first 21 miles, considering the recent 
heavy rains and the number of buffloes that daily pass over it. After 
the 21st mile the road has not been k spt in repair, and most of the bridges 
are down. , E 
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8. At Kota Tampan the District Engineer: inspected the Police 
Station and out-houses ; the latter having been unfavourably reported on by 
the Magistrate, Upper Perak. 


9. We returned down river the same afternoon, reaching Pulau 
Kamiri at dusk, and remaining there for the night. 


10. On the morning of the 7th we attempted to get the boat up the 
Plus river, as I wished, if possible, to see something of the country through 
which the new road at Ulu Plus will pass. The river, however, was too 
high, and, though several attempts were made to pass the first “tanjong,” 
the boat was on each occasion carried back to the ‘kuala”. by the force 
of the current. Proceedéd down river to Kuala Kangsa, where we arrived 
early in the afternoon. 


11. On the evening of the 12th I accompanied Mr. Thomas Fraser, 
Manager of the Waterloo &state, to Padang Rengas, where we remained 
for the night, and inspected the Government pepper plantation at the foot 
of Pondok early the next morning. The soil is very rich, and the vines 
appear to be doing well. The natives do not consider the soil here so 
suitable for pepper planting as that on the other side of the road. They 
say the rain does not penetrate it sufficiently.

13. On the 19th a report was received from the Penghulu of Senggang 
that the body of a Chinese hawker named Ah Yu had been found floating 
down the river; the boat of the deceased, containing goods of various 
descriptions and $250 cash, having been discovered a few days previously 
at Ekor Pulau Semat, half full of sand and water. 


14. Left for Pulau Semat, with the Chief Inspector and apothecary, 
early on the morning of the 20th, and on arrival there held an inquest on 
the body. It had heen recovered not many yards below the spot where 
the boat was found. A certain witness whose evidence was necessary being 
absent, the inquest was adjourned sine die. There can be no doubt that it 
is a case of murder, as there was a wound on the back, and a “ kuali’’ and 
an earthenware jar tied tightly to the neck with a piece of “tali iju.” 
So far, no clue to the murderers has been obtained. 


15. During the last month there have been four cases of small-pox 
admitted to the hospital. Of these, one proved fatal, two have already 
been discharged, and the one remaining will be discharged shortly. Since 
the 19th there have been no fresh cases. 


16. On the 30th Mr. Gibson arrived from Ulu Plus, where he is 
cutting a trace for the proposed road. He has completed about eight 
miles, but is working under great difficulties, owing to the irregular supply 
of provisians for his coolies, and the impossibility of obtaining anything at 
Ulu Plus.

To rae Acting Secrerary To GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPINe. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for December, 1889. 


2. Early in the month, with the two Kinta Datohs, I sat in the 
Appeal Court; we also heard cases sent up for trial from the Assistant 
Magistrates. ; 


3. Crime has been very prevalent during the month—four murders, 
several gang robberies, and a great quantity of minor offences, no doubt 
partly owing to the coming Chinese New Year, and the reckless way 
Chinese keep and travel about with their money. 


4, Iam again able to report a large increase in tin revenue, which 
has reached $53,204.81 for the month; a portion of this excess is no doubt 
owing to the nearness of the Chinese New Year, but as their month is 
divided with ours, the excess will not be in one month—.e., January will 
also show a considerable increase. 

5. An elephant, that has being doing considerable damage to crops, 
was captured in the Gopeng division by means of a “ kraal.” I believe the 
elephant to be one of the many that got away after the Perak disturbances 
from ex-Sultan Abdullah’s herd. 

6. I visited Ipoh during the month, also Blanja and Laiang-Laiang. 

7. The earthwork and bridging on the seventh mile section of the Kuala 
Dipang-Gopeng main trunk road has been completed by the contractors, 
Messrs. Woodgate and DeMornay, in a very satisfactory manner. 


8. I attach the meteorological returtt for the month:

No. 35.—Rerort From THE Actina Assistant Mactstrate, Gorenc. 


To tar Actinc. CoLLEctor AND Macistratr, 
Kinta, 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward you my report for the month of 
November, 1389, 


2. I arrived here from Taiping on Sunday, 3rd instant, at 4 p.m. 
I was glad to find that Mr. Lee Tong Sen had filled in the big water-hole 
at the end of the town, which he undertook to do on the condition that 
he would be entitled to six of the building lots from the sites so reclaimed. 
This filling-in has greatly improved, the appearance of the town, and has 
done away with an eyesore which Ar long time was a blemish to it. 


3. On the 13th’instant I rode out to Batu Pipis. Haji Omar’s 
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nephew came and requested that he might be granted some land on the 
low-lying hills round this place, on which he proposes to plant pepper 
and Liberian coffee. 


There have been many applications for coffee plants and seeds from 
the Malays, and I would suggest that an acre or so of land, behind 
the Magistrate’s quarters in Gopeng, be opened for the construction of 
nurseries, for the purpose of supplying plants and seeds to the natives 
requiring them. 


4. On the 15th and 21st two gang robberies by armed men were 
reported from Sungei Raya; the first one took place at Ulu Pulai, the 
second one at Kampong Kapayang; on the latter occasion the robbers 
got away safely with booty valued at over $500. 


The gang is computed at 30 men, three of whom are armed with 
revolvers. Spite or revenge was evidently their object as well as plunder, 
for the same man was the Victim on both occasions. 


5. On the 24th inst. I went to Kota Bahru with the Fourth Assistant, 
and on the following morning proceeded to Tanjong Toh Allang. On 
our way down stream we found a Malay named Itam Hussain, who was 
preparing to hold a tuba fishing in one of the back-waters of the Kinta 
river. I ordered him to stop, and to remove his blit. I heard that Syed 
Sapi had held a fishing at Tukang Deli on the previous day, at which 
over four pikuls of fish had been destroyed. 


6. On our arrival at Tanjong Toh Allang we walked up to the town 
and visited the mines. Ho Kam, manager of Sun Chong, complains that 
the Government have not fulfilled their promise in making the road across 
the swamp passable for carts, part of the road through the swamp being 
six inches under water when we went over it. We proceeded by boat 
from Tanjong Toh Allang on the same day, up the Kampar river as far 
as Kampong Changkat, where we stayed the night. I would draw your 
attention specially to the state of the Kampar river, which, as you know, 
is the route by which the mines in Kampar get their supplies. This route 
is now practically impassable, due to the silting up of the kuala by the 
sand from the mine above. Stores for Kuala Dipang have now to be tran- 
shipped by means of dugouts across the shallows to the boats beyond 
in the deep water, and vice versd for tin going out of the mukim, a 
procecding which adds very materially to the freight of the stores. 


7. This silting is due mainly to the immense amount of matter brought 
down by the Sungei Dipang into the Kampar, and deposited at the kuala, 
where the water becomes less rapid ; by this means the river bed has been 
raised above the level of the low-lying country in its immediate neighbourhood, 
and the greater part of the volume of water in the river now finds its way 
into the Kinta through the wide-spreading swamps which line its bank on 
both sides. 


@ 

8. I am of opinion that this could easily be remedied, and without 
any very great expenditure by closing the many small outlets which have 
been formed: by means of dams, and by partly removing the sand from the 
old bed, the stream would revert qgain to its original course. I would 
strongly recommend that lampan woifing be stopped for the time being in 
certain parts of the Kampar mukim, Mnore especially, in the Dipang valley, 
as it is from this locality that the greatest amount of silt has been derived. 
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9. The village of Tekah is beginning to show signs of reconstruction 
at last: Toh Domba has erected two very good wooden houses with tile 
roofs, and has another one under construction; San Kay Long has one 
house completed, and another under construction; Eu Kong and Wong 
Ghee Tai have three other houses, which will be completed at the end of 
the month. 


10. The road between 'ekah and Kampong Kapayang is in a dreadful 
state, and is practically impassable. This road was originally made by 
widening out the native foot-path, and is without any gradient whatever, 
following simply the undulations of the land through which it passes, and 
could never be made into a first class road. I would suggest that in place 
of spending money in repairing the road, except as a temporary measure, 
a new road be constructed, passing to the south of Gunong Pipit and 
joining the main road somewhere about the upper boundary of the French 
concession. 


I do not estimate the distance of the proposed road to be above half 
mile in length, as the line of country is a very easy one. .

Sir,—I have the honour to forward you my report for the month of 
December. 


2. On the 8rd instant I returned from Batu Gajah, where I had been 
to meet the State Auditor. 


8. The sanitation of Gopeng has been greatly improved by a large 
drain cut parallel to the High street behind the houses on the left hand 
side of the road: the sides of the drain are being protected by shect piling, 
and when the intervening space, between the drain and the houses, has been 
filled in and levelled off, it will facilitate greatly the scavenging, as the brook 
which runs at the back of the houses will have ceased to act as the recep- 
tacle for the rubbish and sewage of the whole town. The convicts are now 
employed in their spare time in clearing up the drains and the ground at 
the backs of the houses in the town. 


4. On the 16th instant four men armed with revolvers attacked the 
temple at Kuala Dipang; on the arrival of assistance the gang-robbers, 
after firing several shots, decamped, taking with them property tothe value 
of $30. A murder at Ulu Pulai was reported on the 29th instant; the 
perpetrators are unknown. The man was found in his house with his bowels 
protruding, and his head almost severed from his body. There was no 
apparent motive for the murder, as the, man was a lampan worker, and very 
poor. 

i 

5. Several cases sf burning forbidden timber by the Chinese have 

been brought in from Tanjong Toh Allang, and UluGopeng. Great apathy 
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is shown by the Penghulus in assisting the Government in the detection of 
the burning of forbidden timber. All these cases are brought in by 
foreign Malays, who ask for permission to “range,” in the anticipation of a 
reward in the event of a fine being paid up. 


6. There have been four cases of death from hydrophobia, two of 
which were attended by paroxysms and foaming at the mouth. In one case, 
a Kling, who died in Gopeng Hospital, I had the body exhumed and a post- 
mortem held on it: part of the brain and spinal cord being removed and 
placed in a bottle, and forwarded to the Acting District Surgeon for trans- 
mission to the Colonial Surgeon in Penang. In the other two cases the 
patients slowly declined and died. Imum Prang Jebrunun, the Assistant 
Penghulu of Gopeng, has done good work in the destruction of dangerous 
and unowned dogs, over 70 having been destroyed by him since the 
commencement of the scare. 


7. On the 26th instaat an elephant, which had been committing great 
havoe with the padi crops in the neighbourhood, was enticed into a “kubu” 
at Gunong Panjang by the means of female elephants. The site selected 
for the “kubu” was a splendedly situated spot, being in all about tw6 acres 
in extent, and surrounded on all sides by high limestone bluffs, with the 
exception of one place, about 40 yards in width, across which a strong 
“pagar” had been thrown. This fence was for six days and nights pluckily 
guarded by 13 Malays, who had undertaken the elephant’s capture, against 
the persistent attempts of the beast to escape: the animal was successfully 
tied up on the 31st instant. 


8. The five brick houscs erected conjointly by Messrs. Lee Tong Seu 
and Cheng Len Seu are now completed and partly occupied, and prove a 
very handsome addition to the*town. It is proposed to adopt the same 
style of building for the brick houses now about to be erected by Mr. Eu 
Kong and others. 


9. The roads throughout the district are in good condition and 
first-rate order, with the exception of Tekah Sungei Raya road, which is 
now being taken in hand. The Kuala Dipang road is now completed as far 
as the earthwork goes, and I understand has been taken over from the 
contractor.

2. On the 4th instant the Stafh Commissioner of Lands and the State 
Auditor came to Ipoh. : 


8. Next day the State Auditor went through my Court books. 
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4. On the 6th I went to Lahat and met Foh Choon, who has applied 
for more mining land at Olak Lahat. 


5. This land, which is situated to the east of the Ipoh-Papan bridle- 
path, bids fair, I think, to beat most of the other mining districts in Kinta. 

6. The land is shallow, and fairly rich, and the tin is of very good 
quality. 

7. Speaking roughly, I should think that there are quite 2,000 acres 
of available tin land in this valley. 

8. Onthe 7th instant Mr. Scott, the Inspector of Mines for Larut, 
came here with Mr. Kennedy. 


9. We went and saw Klian Gugop, and afterwards went on to Silibin 
and saw Mr. Taylor’s mines, out of which Mr. Scott washed some very good 
samples of ore. 

10. On the 10th instant Leong Fee, thes principal Chinese towkay 
here, came back from China, where he has been for the past five months. 

1]. Onthe 11th I went with Pére Barillon and selected a site for 
the Roman Catholic Mission at Ipoh. 

12. On the 16th the Acting Magistrate came here, with the District 
Engineer, in onnection with a hospital enquiry. 

13. On the 17th I went to Batu Gajah. 

14. Mr. Donald, Messrs. Hill and Rathborne’s representative here, 
has had to go to Taiping on account of a very bad attack of fever. 

15. The new hospital ward is now nearly finished, and will, I hope, 
be ready shortly. 


16. Iam afraid that this year has nét been a very profitable one for 
the Chinese here, and that in a number of cases wages will not be able to be 
paid in full.

2. The case of Mahomed Kassim, convicted of the murder of a 
Malay woman named Siti, at Kampong Dew, which was before the Council 
on the 21st November last, is further considered, and the sentence of death 
passed upon the prisoner by the Residency Court at Taiping is confirmed, 
and ordered to be carried out at Taiping, on the 21st instant. 


3. The sentence of death passed upon three Chinese named Chang 


Ah Lin, Yeung Ah Ming, and Chin Kiong, by the Residency Court at Teluk 


Anson, ‘tor the murder ‘of Lian Yun Kwi, at Durien Sabatang, on the 28th 
September last, is commuted to penal servitude for life. 


4. The Resipenr reads to the Council a letter from the Hon. the 
Colonial Secretary, Straits Settlements, stating that His Excellency the 
Governor has received a despatch from the Secretary of State in which His 
Lordship expresses his satisfaction at the determination of the State 
Council to punish the organising of Secret Societies by other than capital 
penalties. 


5. Regulations for the inspection of steam engines and boilers in use 
ashore by Licensed Surveyors are passéd. 

6. The Resipent submits Stamp Regulations, which are passed, and 
ordered to come into force on the Ist February. 
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7. Haji Ensah (Che Dewi), whose pension of $50 a month ceased on 
her recent marriage, is granted a pension of $15 a month. 


8. Amid is appointed Penghulu of Kampong Kedah, on a salary of 
$15 a month. 


9. The Council confirms the appointment of Alang Ahmat to succeed 
the late Toh Paduka Raja as Penghulu of Pulau Tiga. 


10. An Order is passed prohibiting the destruction of fish by 
poisoning streams. 


11. The appointment of Haji Mahomed Yassin, as Assistant to the 
Penghulu Haji Omar of Kuran, approved by the Resident, is confirmed by 
the Council. This appointment will lapse on the resignation or death of 
Haji Omar. 


12. Rules and a form of license for prospecting for metals are 
approved. . 


13. The Council confirms the Regulations for the registration of dogs 
and prevention of rabies which appeared in the Government Gazette of the 
20th December, 1889. 


14. Haji Mat Tassir is appointed to the vacant Penghuluship of Teluk 
Bharu, on a salary of $15 a month. 


15. The Penghulu Toh Muda Samat, of Changkat Jong, who is 
reported to be infirm and no longer capable of performing his duties, is retired, 
on a gratuity of one month’s salary for each completed year’s service, and 
it is decided to appoint no successor to the post, but to place a Krani at 
Changkat Jong, on a salary of $10 or $12 a month. 


16. The Council consider various complaints made against Penghulu 
Haji Mahomed Yakub, of Kota Stia, and His Highness the Sultan and the 
Resident, who will shortly visit Lower Perak, having consented to make 
further enquiries, the Council entrust the disposal of the case to them. 


17. A pension of $10 a month is granted to Neah Ensah, the widow 
of the late Toh Sri Lela, Penghulu of Kota Lama Kanan. : 


18. The pension of Raja Johara, the wife of Raja Chulan and niece 
of the late Sultan, is increased from $10 to $15 a month. 


19. <A pension of $25 a month is granted to Raja Abdul Hamid, and 
a similar allowance of $15 a month to Raja Alang Iskander, the sons of 
His Highness the Sultan. 

20. The pension of Che Ensah, widow of the late Tuan Sheikh Mat 
Taib, is increased by $5 a month. 

21. The question of damage done by elephants to fenced lands, which 
was raised by the Kinta chiefs at the last meeting is again discussed, and, 
the Resident having promissed to make further enquiries, the matter is 
deferred until the next meeting of Council.

Stamp duties 1. Itis hereby ordered that from and after the lst February, 1890, 
to peimposed stamp duties, as detailed in the Schedule annexed, will be imposed in the 


after Ist 


Feb. 1890. State of Perak. 
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2. Stamps, for the purpose of this Order, can be obtained, on pre- 
payment, at the Office of the State Treasurer, Taiping, and of Assistant 
Treasurers in the Districts, at all Post Offices in the State, and at such 
other places as the Resident shall notify in the Government Gazette. 


3. (I). Whoever affixes any adhesive stamp to any instrument 
chargeable with duty, and which has been executed by any person, shall, 
when affixing such stamp, cancel the same, by writing or marking distinctly 
the date in ink, either wholly on the stamp, or partly on the stamp and 
partly on the paper on which the stamp is affixed, or in such other manner 
as the British Resident may, from time to time, direct, so that the stamp 
cannot be used again; and whoever executes any instrument on any paper 
bearing an adhesive stamp shall, at the time of execution, unless such stamp 
has been already cancelled in manner aforesaid, cancel the same in manner 
aforesaid, so that it cannot be used again. 


(II). Any instrument bearing an adhesive stamp which has not been 
cancelled so that it cannot be used again shall, so far as such stamp is 
concerned, be deemed to be unstamped. 


4, Subject to the provisions of the next succeeding section, all 
instruments chargeable with duty and executed by any person in the State 
shall be stamped before, or at the time of, execution. 


5. Any instrument unstamped, or not sufficiently stamped, may be 


stamped by an authorised stamp-seller any time within six days, exclusive 
of Sundays and holidays, if the stamp-seller be satisfied that the omission to 
stamp has not arisen from intent to evade the stamp duties. 


On stamping any instrument under this section the stamp-seller shall 
write on the instrument the words “duly stamped,” and shall add his 
signature or initial thereto, together with the date of stamping. 


6. The consideration (if any) and all other facts and circumstances 
affecting the chargeability of any instrument chargeable with duty, or the 
amount of the duty with which it is chargeable, shall be fully and truly set 
forth therein. 


7. In the absence of any agreement to the contrary, the expense of 
providing the proper stamp shall be borne— 


a. In the case of a conveyance, by the grantee ; 


b. In the case of a lease or agreement tojlease, by the lessee or 
intended lessee ; 


c. In the case of a counterpart of a lease, by the lessor ; 


d. Inthe case of an instrument of partition, by the parties thereto, 
in proportion to their respective shares in the property comprised therein ; 


f. In the case of an instrument of exchange, by the parties; in equal 
shares. ; 


8. Every person having hy law or consent of parties authority to 
receive evidence, and every person in charge of a public office, before whom 
any instrument chargeable, in his opinion, with duty is produced or comes, 
in the performance of his functions, shall, if it appears to him that such 
instrument is not duly stamped, impound the same.

11. When any bill of exchange or promissory note, chargeable with 
the duty of three cents, is presented for payment unstamped, the person to 
whom it is so presented may affix thereto the necessary adhesive stamp, 
and upon cancelling the same in manner hereinbefore provided, may pay 
the sum payable upon such bill or note, and may charge the duty against the 
person who ought to have paid the same, or deduct it from the sum payable 
as aforesaid, and such bill or note shall, so far as respects the duty, be 
deemed valid and good. But nothing herein contained shall relieve any 
person from any penalty he may have incurred in relation to such bill or 


note. 

12. Stamps of the same description and value, or of any other 
description to the same amount in value, shall be given in lieu of stamps 
spoiled or misused under the following circumstances :— 


(1). Inadvertently spoilt before the execution of a document. 


(2). Ona bill of exchange or promissory note not negotiated or in 
any way made use of. 

(8). On a bill of exchange or promissory note cancelled after negotia- 
tion owing to its having been rendered useless from any omission or error. 

(4). On instruments found by a competent Court to be absolutely void 
in law from the beginning or fourd useless for the purpose originally 
intended, owing to any error or mistake; or which cannot be completed: 
owing to the death of any person or of refusal to execute the same, or to. 
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advance any money intended to be secured thereby ; or which totally fails 
of its intended purpose owing to the refusal of any person to act under it ; 
or which is useless in consequence of its intended purpose being effected by 
some other instrument duly stamped; or which has been inadvertently 
spoiled after execution and replaced by another duly stamped and executed 


paper. 
Provided that, in the case of an executed instrument : 


(a). such instrument is given up to be cancelled ; and, 


(b). the application for relief is made within six months after the 
date of the instrument, or, if it is not dated, within six months after the 
execution thereof by the person by whom it was first or alone executed, 
except where, from unavoidable circumstances, any instrument for which 
another instrument has been substituted cannot be given up to be cancelled 
within the aforesaid period, and in that case within six months after the 
date or execution of the substituted instrument, and except where the 
spoiled instrument has been sent out of the State, and, in that case, within 
six months after it has been received back in the State. 

13. A similar allowance shall be made when a wrong stamp has been 
used on an instrument, or when an instrument not chargeable with duty has 
been inadvertently stamped.

When this has 
been done, the applicant hall report the fact to the District Land Officer. 


4. As sodn as the land applied for has been demarcated the Inspector 
of Mines or other Officer shall be sent to examine it. : 


5. If the Inspector of Mines rgports that there is no objection to 
granting a prospecting license for the land demarcated, the District Land 
Officer shall require the applicant to deposit twenty-five dollars for the 
prospecting license, and a sum sufficient to defray the cost. of survey. 
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6. On receipt of this deposit the District Land Officer shall, as soon 
as possible, have the land surveyed, and a prospecting license prepared on 
the form described in the Schedule annexed. 


7. When more than one person applies fo for a prospecting license in 
the same place, the applicant who first demarcates the land, as described in 
paragraph 3, after receiving a do so, shall have priority, so far 
as the right to prospect is concerned. 


8. These rules are not to be’ taken as prohibiting the granting of 
general prospecting licenses in which no specified land is stated, but no 
license to prospect can be issued. without the consent of the Government. 


9. Asarule licenses will not be granted for prospecting for alluvial 
mining on land already alienated for agricultural or other purposes; but 
where such are issued, the surface owner will, in the case of titles issued 
subsequent to the date of the Land Regulations of 1885, have the prior 
right to mine on the land Govered by his ‘title. / 


10. If the applicant wishes to prospect for both lode and alluvial 
mining, he must take out a separate license for each,’

REGISTRATION OF DOGS AND PREVENTION OF RABIES. 


Passed by His Highness the Suntan of Psrax in Council on the 16th day 
of January, 1890. 


F, A. SWETTENHAM, 
British Resident. 


1. Onand after the 1st January, 1890, the owner of any dog in Perak 
shall be required to register each dog in his possession, if in the State and 
over three months’ old. 


2. A registration fee of twenty-five cents per annum will be 
charged for each dog registered; and, on payment of the above fee at the 
chief Police Station of the district, the owner will be supplied with a metal 
registered number, which must be affixed to the dog’s collar, and renewed 
during January of each successive year, at a charge of twenty-five cents per 
annum. 


8. Should the owner of any dog sell, or otherwise transfer the 
possession of the animal, the person to whom it is sold, or otherwise trans- 
ferred, must be registered as the new owner of the dog, but no fee will be 
charged for registering the transfer. 


Both the new and old owner of the animal will be held responsible in 
case this provision is not complied with. 


4, Should the owner of a dog change his place of abode, he must 
report the same in writing, or verbally, at the office where the dog is 
ee so that his new place of abode may be noted by the Officer in 
charge. : 


5. Any dog found straying at large, whether registered or not, may 
be destroyed by any Officer deputed by the chief Police Officer of the district 
to enforce these regulations. 
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6. The owner of any dog over three months’ old who shall fail to 
destroy or register any such animal within one month after 31st December 
of each year, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding ten dollars, or simple 
imprisonment not exceeding one month. 


7. Should there be any doubt regarding the ownership of any dog, 
the proprietor or tenant of the usual place of abode of such animal shall 
be deemed to be its owner, and shall, at the discretion of any Magistrate, 
be liable to punishment under paragraph 6, should he fail to destroy or 
register such animal. 


8. Any person failing to destroy or confine any dog or other animal 
which may be considered to show signs of rabies, or is suspected to have 
been bitten by a rabid animal, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or rigorous imprisonment not exceeding six months, and the 
animal may be summarily destroyed. 


9. In case of rabies* appearing in a district, or in case it should be 
considered expedient, in the interests of the public, the Officer in charge 
of any district may order, by proclamation, the confinement of all dogs for 
a certain period, to be duly notified, and any person who fails to obey such 
order shall be liable to the penalty laid down in paragraph 8. Any dog 
which is not confined in obedience to such order may be summarily destroyed. 


10. In the event of rabies appearing in a district, it shall be lawful 
for the Government, within limits to be duly proclaimed, and which may 
embrace the whole or any part of the district, to order the destruction of all 
dogs within the said limits, and any one obstructing or attempting to evade 
this order shall be liable to the penalty mentioned in paragraph 8 above.

DISCOURAGEMENT OF LADANG CULTIVATION. 


Passed by His Highness the Sutran of Perak in Council on the 16th day 
of January, 1890.

With the object of discouraging the cultivation of ladang and 
encouraging permanent agriculture, the following Order will be enforced 
throughout the State of Perak :— 


2. On and after the lst January, 1390, no jungle, except secondary 
growth of not more than five or six years’ standing, shall be felled for 
ladang cultivation, and, to ascertain what jungle may be cleared for this 
purpose, the following test shall be applied: jungle that can be felled with 
a parang or golok may be cleared, but jungle that cannot be felled without 
the use of an axe or biliong may not be cut for ladang cultivation. 
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8. The fee for a permit to fell jungle for ladang cultivation shall be 
fifty cents for every acre or part of an acre. 


4, Any person committing a breach of this Order or using land for 
ladang cultivation which was granted for the purpose of permanent 
agriculture shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, to a fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars for every acre or part of an acre so felled or 
cultivated, and any Penghulu who knowingly allows a breach of these 
regulations to be committed in his mukim shall be liable to the penalty 
herein provided. 


5. Nothing in this Order is to be interpreted as prohibiting persons 
from felling jungle for the establishment of permanent cultivation.

VACCINATION ORDER. 
1. The State Surgeon shall be the Superintendent of Vaccination 
in Perak, and the District Surgeons Deputy Superintendents for their 


respective districts. 
e 


2. The Resident may appoint such public Vaccinators and other 
subordinate Officers as he may deem necessary, and make rules for the 
effective working of this Order and for the isolation of persons suffering 
from small-pox or other infectious disease. 


3. Parents are required to take their children for vaccination to the 
Public Vaccinator of the district in which they may be residing as follows :— 


(a) Every child now in the State, of the age of seven or under, not 
being already vaccinated, within three months of the coming into operation 
of this Order. 


(b) Every child which may hereafter be brought into the State of the 
age of seven years or under, not being already vaccinated, within three 
months of its arrival in the State. 


(c) Any child born in the State, within three months after its birth. 


4, Public Vaccinators are required to vaccinate all children brought 
to them for that purpose with all reasonable despatch. 
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5. The same day in the following week after the vaccination has been 
performed the parent shall take the child to the place directed by the Public 
Vaccinator to be inspected by the Deputy Superintendent of Vaccination, 
or other person authorised by him, to ascertain the result of the operation, 
and the Public Vaccinator may take from the child lymph for other 
vaccinations. 


6. If the vaccination is unsuccessful the parent shall, if directed by 
the inspecting Officer, cause the child to be again vaccinated and inspected, 
as on the previous occasion. 


¢. A record of all vaccinations shall be kept by the Deputy 
Superintendent of Vaccination in each district, and a copy thereof furnished 
by him monthly to the Superintendent of Vaccingtion, and a certificate of 
successful vaccination shall, upon request, be granted on payment of a fee of 
twelve cents. 


8. If a Deputy Superintendent of Vaccination considers that a child 
is not in a fit state to be successfully vaccinated he shall give the parent a 
certificate to that effect, which shall remain in force for two months, and 
shall be renewable for successive periods of two months until the child is 
certified to be fit, when it shall be vaccinated as above provided. 


9. At the end of each successive period of two months the parent 
shall take the child to be examined by the Deputy Superintendent of 
Vaccination. 


10. The Deputy Superintendent of Vaccination shall give a certificate 
to that effect in the case of any child who, after being three times vaccinated, 
isfound insusceptible of vaccination, or who has had small-pox, and such 
child shall thereafter not be required to be vaccinated. 


11. Any breach of Sections 3, 5, 6, and 9 of this Order shall, unless 
reasonable cause for such breach is shown, be punishable, on conviction 
before a Magistrate, with a penalty not exceeding five dollars, and the 
Magistrate may make an order directing the child concerned to be vacci- 
nated within a certain time, and if the order is not complied with (except in 
the case of achild unfit for vaccination) the offender shall be liable, on 
conviction before a Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars. 


12. Any person who, without reasonable cause, neglects to do 
anything that is required of him by this Order, or by Regulations framed 
by the Resident under this Order, shall, be liable, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, where not otherwise specially provided for, to a penalty not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, or imprisonment of either description not 
exceeding six months, or both. 
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13. Every Public Vaccinator neglecting to perform any duty required 
of him by this Order or by the Resident’s Regulations under this Order, 
shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, to a penalty not 
excceding ten dollars. 


14. Innoculation or the wilful attempt to produce small-pox in any 
child or person is prohibited, and shall be punishable, on conviction before 
a Magistrate, with a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, or 
imprisonment of either description not exceeding six months, or both. 


15. The word parent shall include any person having custody of a 
child, and to take a child shall include to cause to be taken. 


16. Any District Officer may, at hisdiscretion, by written proclamation, 
exempt any mukim in his,district from the provisions of Sections 3, 5, 6, 8, 
and 9 of these Regulations, should he consider that the enforcement of the 
said sections will cause undue inconvenience to the people ; provided that, 


a. Any child liable to vaccination under Section 3 shall be vaccinated 
when the Vaccinator visits the mukim in which such child may be residing, 
due notice being given beforehand by the Vaccinator of such intended visit. 


b. Should the Vaccinator be able to re-visit any such place within a 
week or within two months after performing vaccination he shall give notice 
to the people, who shall be required in such case to comply with the 
aforesaid sections under the penglty laid down in Scction 11 of this Order. 


17. Should the Vaccinator, without reasonable cause, fail to re-visit 
any such place on the appointed date, after having notified his intention of 
doing so, he shall be hable to the penalty provided in Section 13 of this 
Order. 


18. This Order shall come into operation on the

Whereas by Orders in Council, dated respectively the 26th day of 
June, 1879, the 31st day of December, 1883, and the 29th day of November, 
1884, provision has been made for the surrender by the Governor of the 
Straits Settlements to Foreign States, in the case of which the Extradition 
Act, 1870, does not apply, of persons accused or convicted of the commis- 
sion of certain crimes and offences within the jurisdiction of such States : 


And whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the said Orders: 


Now, therefore, it is hereby ordered by Her Majesty, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, as follows :— 


1. 


In this Order in Council— 


“The Governor” means the person for the time being administering 


the Government of the Straits Settlements. 


“The Colony” means the Straits Settlements. 
“ Protected States’? means the States specified in the Second Schedule 


to this Order, and the Confederation or Group of States known as 
the Negri Sembilan, shall be deemed for the purposes of this Order 
to be one State. 


‘“‘ Fugitive criminal”’ means any person accused or convicted of any 


crime committed either before or after the date of this Order, 
which, if committed in England or within English jurisdiction, 
would be one of the crimes described in the First Schedule to this 
Order, or of having counselled, procured, commanded, aided, or 
abetted the commission of, or of being accessory before the fact 
to, any such crime as aforesaid. 


“Fugitive criminal of a State’? means a person accused or convicted 


of any such crime as aforesaid, or of having counselled, procured, 
commanded, aided, or abetted the commission of, or of being 
accessory before the fact to any such crime as aforesaid, committed 
within the jurisdiction of that State. 


With reference to each of the protected States, “fugitive criminal ” 


and “ fugitive criminal of a State,” include any person accused or 
convicted of a breach of a contract of service to be performed 
within the jurisdiction of such State, committed either before or 
after the date of this Order within the jurisdiction of such State, 
which, if it had been committed in the Colony, and the contract 
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broken had been a contract to be performed in the Colony, would 
have been punishable under the law of the Colony with imprisonment 
or with fine, and with imprisonment in default of payment of such 
fine. 

“Crime” includes any such breach of contract, as aforesaid, com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of any of the Protected States. 

“ Charge” includes “ conviction.” 

“The crime charged” includes the crime of which the fugitive 
criminal is alleged to have been convicted. 

“Conviction” and “convicted” do not include or refer to a convic- 
tion which, under foreign law, is a conviction for contumacy, but 
the term “ accused”’ includes a person convicted for contumacy. 

The mascvline includes the feminine. 


2. For the purpose of this Order every Colony, Dependency, and 
constituent part of a Foreign State shall be deemed to be within the juris- 
diction of such Foreign Sthte. 

3. If requisition be made to the Governor by any Foreign State in the 
case of which “ The Extradition Act, 1870,” does not for the time being 
apply, or by any person recognised by him as an authorised Minister or 
Officer, Consul or Vice- Consul of such’ State, or, in the case of any of the 
Protected States, by any officer appointed by Her Majesty, or by the 
Governor as British Resident or Superintendent or Secretary to the 
Government in such State, for the surrender of a fugitive criminal of such 
State, who is or is suspected of being in any part of the Colony, the 
Governor may issue an Order under his hand and seal to any magistrate or 
magistrates of the Colony, directing him or them or any of them to inquire 
into the truth ot the charge. 

4, The Governor shall not®be bound to comply with a requisition for 
the surrender of a fugitive criminal under this Order, but may, at his 
absolute discretion, cither comply with any such requisition, in accordance 
with the provisions of this Order, with or without conditions, or refuse to 
comply therewith. 

5. Every such Order for inquiry shall signify that the requisition for 
surrender has been made, shall state the nature of the crime charged, the 
name or designation (if the name be not known), and any other description 
that may be thought necessary of the fugitive criminal, and shall require 
the magistrate or magistrates to whom it shall be directed, or any of them, 
to inquire into the truth of the charge, and proceed in pursuance of this 
Order. 


6. The Order for inquiry shall be sufficient proof of the requisition 
having been made, and a sufficient justification for all acts done in pursuance 
thereof, and upon production thereof to any magistrate to whom it is 
directed, he shall have the same powers as if the crime charged had been 
committed within his jurisdiction. 

7. If the evidence adduced shall be such as would, in the opinion of 
the magiStrate, have justified the apprehension of the fugitive criminal 
named or designated in the Order if the crime charged had been committed 
within his jurisdiction, he shall issue his warrant for the apprehension of the 
fugitive criminal. 


8. Any magistrate of the Colony may issue his warrant for the 
apprehension of a fugitive crimial, without the production of any such 
Order for inquiry as aforesaid on such information or complaint, and on 
such evidence, or after such proceedings as would, in his opinion, have 
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justified the issue of such warrant if the crime charged had been committed 
within his jurisdiction. 

Provided that a magistrate issuing a warrant under this Order without 
an Order for inquiry shall forthwith send a report of the fact of such issue, 
together with the evidence and information or complaint, or certified copies 
thereof, to the Governor, who may, if he thinks fit, order the warrant to be 
cancelled, and the person apprehended on such warrant to be discharged. 


9. Every warrant for the apprehension of a fugitive criminal issued 
under this Order shall be issued in the same manner as if the crime charged 
had been committed within the jurisdiction of the magistrate issuing it, and 
shall contain a memorandum stating that it is issued under this Order and 
may be executed in any part of the Colony. 


10. A fugitive criminal apprehended on a warrant issued under this 
Order shall be forthwith brought before a magistrate within whose juris- 
diction he shall be apprehended, and such magistrate shall, subject to the 
provisions of this Order, deal with the case in the same manner as if the 
fugitive criminal were charged with an indictable offence committed within 
his jurisdiction. 

11. <A fugitive criminal apprehended ona warrant issued under this 
Order without an Order for inquiry shall be committed by the magistrate 
before whom he is brouglit to some prison in the Colony for detention until 
an order shall be made with respect to him by the Governor, either for 
inquiry or for his discharge : but such fugitive criminal shall be discharged 
by the said magistrate unless such magistrate within such time as, with 
reference to the circumstances of the case he dcems reasonable, reccives from 
the Governor an Order for inquiry with respect to such fugitive criminal. 


Upon the receipt of such Order for inqyiry the magistrate shall proceed 
in the same manner as if the Order for inquiry had preceded the issue of 
the warrant for the apprehension of the fugitive criminal. 


12. Ifa fugitive criminal shall, in pursuance of this Order, be brought 
before a magistrate other than the magistrate who issued the warrant for 
his apprehension, the depositions and documents upon which the warrant was 
issued, or copies thereof, certified under the hand of the magistrate by whom 
the warrant was issued, shall, upon the requisition of the magistrate before 
whom the fugitive criminal shall be brought, be forwarded to such last- 
mentioned magistrate. 


18. Depositions, statements on oath, or affirmations taken in a Foreign 
State, and copies of such original depositions or statements or affirmations, 
and foreign certificates of, or judicial documents stating the fact of a 
conviction, may, if duly authenticated, be received in evidence in proceedings 
under this Order. Such depositions, statements, or affirmations, and copies 
thereof, and such certificates or judicial documents shall be deemed to be 
duly authenticated for the purposes of this Order as follows :— 


(1.) If the depositions or statements or affirmations purport to be 
certified under the hand of a judge, magistrate, gr officer 
of the Foreign State where the same were taken to be the 
original depositions, statements or affirmations, or to be 
true copies thereof, as the case may require: 

(2.) If the certificates or judicial documents purport to be certified 
by a judge, magistrate, or officer of the Foreign State 
where the conviction took place, and if in every case the 
depositions, statements, affirmations, copies of certificates, 
and judicial documents (as the case may be) are authenticated 
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by the oath of some witness, or by being scaled with the 
official seal of some Minister of State; and all courts of 
justice and magistrates in the Colony shall take jadicial 
notice of such official seal. 

14. The magistrate before whom a fugitive criminal accused of a 
crime shall be brought in pursuance of this Order shall, if such evidence is 
produced as would, according to the law of the Colony, justify the com- 
mittal for trial of the fugitive criminal if the crime of which he is accused 
had been committed in the Colony, commit him to prison in the Colony, 
but otherwise shall order him to be discharged. 


15.\ The magistrate before whom a fugitive criminal of any of the 
Protected States accused of any such breach of contract as aforesaid shall 
be brought in pursuance of this Order shall, if such evidence is produced as 
(subject to the provisions of this Order) would, according to the law of the 
Colony, have justified the committal for trial of the fugitive criminal if the 
breach of contract of whjch he is accused had been an indictable offence 
and had been committed in the Colony, commit him to some prison in the 
Colony, but otherwise shall order him to be discharged. 


16. The magistrate before whom a fugitive criminal alleged” to have 
been convicted of a crime is brought in pursuance of this Order shall, if 
such evidence is produced as, subject to the provisions of this Order, would, 
according to the law of the Colony, prove that the prisoner was so con- 
victed, commit him to prison, but otherwise shall order him to be discharged. 


17. Whenever a magistrate commits a fugitive criminal to prison in 
pursuance of either the 14th, 15th, or 16th clause of this Order, he shall 
inform such fugitive criminal that he will not be surrendered until after 
the expiration ‘of fifteen days, and that during such fifteen days he may 
appeal to any Judge of the Supreme Court of the Colony. 


18. Any person who is committed to prison under the 14th, 15th, or 
16th clause of this Order may, within fifteen days from the date of such 
committal, appeal against such committal te a Judge of the Supreme Court 
of the Colony, and such Judge shall, upon hearing such appeal, either 
affirm the order of committal or order the vlna to he discharged from 
prison, in which latter case no order shall be made for his surrender to the 
Foreign State from which the requisition for his surrender proceeded. 


19. Every magistrate who shall commit a fugitive criminal to prison 
under this Order shall forthwith report the result of his proceedings to the 
Governor, together with any remarks which he may deem it necessary or 
proper to make upon the case, and together with a copy of all depositions 
and documents used before him. 


20. Upon receipt of a magistrate’s report of the committal of a 
fugitive criminal under the provisions of this Order, the Governor may, 
after the expiration of fifteen days from the date of committal, or after the 
affirmation of the order of committal by the Judge before whom the appeal 
of the fugitive criminal is brought, as the case may be, or after such further 
period ag may be allowed in either case by the Governor, by warrant under 
his hand and seal, order the fugitive criminal to be surrendered to such 
person as may, in his opinion, be duly authorised to receive the fugitive 
criminal by the Foreign State from which the requisition for his surrender 
proceeded, and such fugitive criminal shall be surrendered accordingly. 


Provided always, that no fugitive criminal shall be surrendered under 
this Order if— . 


(1) the offence in respect of which his surrender is demanded is of 
a political character, or if it is shown, to the satisfaction 
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of the Governor, that the requisition for his surrender has 
been made with a view to try or punish him for an offence 
of a political character; nor 

(2) unless provision is made by the law of the State from which 
the requisition for his surrender proceeds, or by arrange- 
ment, that he shall not, until he has been restored to Her 
Majesty’s Dominions, be detained or tried in that State 
for any offence committed before his surrender other than 
the crime in respect of which he is surrendered. 


21. It shall be lawful for the person to whom a fugitive criminal shall 
be so ordered to be surrendered to receive, hold in custody, and convey 
within the jurisdiction of the Foreign State from which the requisition for 
his surrender came, such fugitive criminal, and if such fugitive criminal 
escapes out of the custody of such person, it shall be lawful to retake him 
in the same manner as any person accused of any crime against the laws of 
the Colony may be retaken upon an escape from lawful custody. 


22. If any fugitive criminal committed td prison under this Order 
shall not be surrendered and conveyed out of the Colony within two calendar 
months after his committal, it shall be lawful for any Judge of the Supreme 
Court of the Colony, upon application by or on behalf of the fugitive 
criminal, and upon proof that notice of the application has been given to the 
Governor or to the Colonial Secretary, to order the fugitive criminal to be 
discharged out of custody, unless sufficient cause is shown to the contrary. 

23. The Schedules to this Order annexed shall be taken to be part of ~ 
this Order.

T'o THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to fgrward my report for the month of 
December. 


2. On the 4th I met the Hon. J. Vermont and the Deputy Colonial 
Engineer with reference to the proposed bridge at Nibong Tebal, and the 
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connecting road through Mr. Boo Ann’s estate to join the Krian road 
system. I understand that the scheme has been finally sanctioned, and the 
work will be shortly commenced. 


3. The Adjutant 1st Perak Sikhs arrived on the 5th, and inspected 
the station, returning the following day. 


4. By the Resident’s instructions, I wrote to the lessecs of the Farm, 
on the subject of export duties on timber, as they have been charging less 
than the schedule rates. The Lessees, whilst promising to charge the full 
rate in the future, have pointed out that they are handicapped owing to the 
fact that the Kedah authorities charge woodcutters very smal] duties on the 
export of timber. The consequence is, of course, that all the woodcutters 
flock into Kedah, consuming opium and spirits which would otherwise be 
sold by our Farmers. It is a great pity that the two farms exist side by 
side under different lessees; much friction and annoyance is occasioned, 
and, of course, a great deal of smuggling. 


5. Complaints are made by the steamers trading here of the want of 
survey of the entrance to the Krian river. There are no buoys or beacons 
of any kind, and any attempt at marking out a channel is left to the energy 
and enterprise of any one who puts a bakow stick into the mud wherever 
he thinks proper. [or tongkangs leaving and entering the river during 
the night the difficulties are, of course, still greater. Only yesterday I saw 
a whole cargo of firewood which had to be jettisonned from a tongkang 
which got on a mud bank near the kuala. I imagine that the tonnage 
trading to the Krian is infinitely greater than that to Bukit Tambun, and, 
whilst the channel to the latter port is well buoyed, the entrance to the 
Krian has been quite neglected. I feel sure that if the Resident would 
represent the matter to the Colonial authorities a survey would be made and 
a proper channel buoyed. I am aware that the channel is a shifting one, 
but the buoys could be shifted too. 


* 6. We have had another unusually dry month, and the late sown padi 
is yellow and sickly. 


y 


7. At the request of the Dutch Consul, I have been making enquiries 
as to the existence of a cane disease called ‘“‘sereh,”’ which is said to be 
doing much harm in Java. I have made extensive enquiries, but can hear 
of no such disease in Krian, nor is the name familiar to any of the planters 
here. 


8. Several of the sugar planters have applied for loans from the 
Government on the security of their estates, the difficulty experienced in 
raising money in Penang on Perak securities being their reason for the 
application. Where the security has appeared to me ample I have for- 
warded their applications for the consideration of the Government.

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No. 88.—Kuata Kanesa Monraty Report. 


To raz SecreTaRy TO GOVERNMENT, 
TaIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
January. 


2. On the 8th a number of Malay Chiefs and raiats assembled in the 
grounds of the Istana for the purpose of erecting a “ Balei Mandi,” or 
“Balei Hantu,” the spirits of the country having been invoked and 
propitiated for some days previously, with a view to securing long life and 
prosperity to His Highness the Sultan. The Balei, the building of which 
was commenced at daybreak and completed a little after midnight, was 
about forty feet in height, and composed of eleven tiers or “tengkats.”’ 
The topmost tier was covered with an ornamental roof, in each corner of 
which a large bamboo stem filled with water had been fixed. Small 
boxes covered with red and gilt paper, containing sirih and cakes, 
propitiatory offerings from the Chiefs and Penghulus, were suspended from 
the awnings and posts of the “Balei.” The usual ceremonies attending the 
invocation of the spirits were continued throughout the night, a number of 
skilled Pawangs having been summoned from all parts of the State for the 
occasion. At 4 a.m. the Sultan, attended by a number of Rajas and Malay 
ladies, ascended the Balei. The bamboo cisterns were then broached, and 
His Highness and certain members of his family proceeded to bathe them- 
selves in the water that flowed from them. This concluded the ceremony, 
which, although incompatible with the tenets of the Mohamedan religion, 
is one that is always performed by the Perak Malays on a Sultan’s succes- 
sion to the throne, and on other occasions when they consider the 
intervention of the spirits would be benefiqal to the country. 


8. The British Resident who, on the invitation of His Highness the 
Sultan, had come to Kuala Kangsa that evening to witness the performance 
of the above-mentioned rites, left for Taiping shortly after their conclusion. 


4. The Resident returned to Kuala Kangsa on the 14th, and remained 
here until the 20th. 


5. A meeting of the State Council was held here on the 16th. 


6. His Highness the Sultan and the Resident proceeded down river 
to Teluk Anson on the 20th, accompanied by a number of native chiefs and 
followers. 


7. The Chinese New Year holidays passed off without any distur- 
‘bance of a serious nature occurring. 


8. The Secretary to Government arrived here on the evening of the 
25th, and proceeded the next morning to Ipoh. On the way there he 
inspected the Kamuning coffee and pepper estate, and expressed himself 
pleased with the progress it had made since he last visited it. 


9. On returning from Ipoh on the 27th the Secretary to Government 
inspected Messrs Smith and Williams’s tin mine at Salak, which is being 
worked on the tunneling or underground system, and proceeded to Taiping 
the following morning. , 


10. The Assistant Inspector of Mines and Mr. Williams, of Salak, 
who has had a good déal of experience with regard to mining land, are 
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very favourably impressed with the appearance of the Serulih Valley, 
and the results obtained by the Malays who are mining there. The 
Assistant Inspector in now making preparations for a thorough investi- 
gation of the valley, which much resembles that of Tupai, in Larut. 


11. The Magistrate of Kinta reports rabies to be prevalent in the 
Kinta district. Measures have been adopted to prevent dogs from there 
being brought into this district. 

12. A few cases of foot and month disease occurred amongst some 
cattle in the Padang Bala district.

No. 89.—Lower’ Perak Montutry Revorr, December. 


To te Secrerary TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour herewith to forward my monthly report for 
December, 1859. 


On the dth the Acting Protector of Chinese and Mr. Strachan, of the 
Taiping Branch of the Chartered Bank, arrived from Kinta. 


On the 8th I went to Tapah, and on the 10th to Chendariang, returning 
to Tapah the next day. 


I went with the Penghulu and some Chinese, and saw some land which 
they wished to work. 


We then visited Sungei Ular and Sungei Bilek, returning to Naga 
Bahru by Sri Muka. 


The Malacca Mining Company at Sungei Robo have worked out the 
first small paddock they sank, and are now stripping more ground. 


The karang is not very thick, but it is very rich, and they were, I 
understand, washing at the rate of 10 pikuls of ore per day with one 
sluice. 


On the 14th I sold a part of the herd of Government cattle. The sale 
realized $325; the sale was continued on the 18th, when $125 were obtained, 
making a total of $450. 


On the 20th I left Tapah for Teluk Anson, arriving at noon. 


The® following morning I heard that the Farm at Naga Bahru, 
Chendariang, had been attacked and robbed, and the Sikh watchman shot. 
It appears that about 8 p.m., while the watchman was having his food at 
the rear of the shop, three Chinese with blackened faces entered the Farm, 
threatened the men who were smoking in the inner room, and, while one 
kept guard, the other two rifled the place, taking money and valuables to a 
considerable amount. © 
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Hearing some noise the Sikh came in, and at once seized the man on 
guard, who called to his friends, one of whom ran out and shot the watch- 
man in the stomach. The robbers then decamped. 


The people, both Malays and Chinese, behaved very badly, not a soul 
going to the assistance of the Farm or attempting to arrest the robbers. 


When Messrs. P. Taylor and Baldwin appeared on the scene, some 20 
minutes later, they found all the people in the village shut in their own 
houses. 


Mr. Taylor sent a mounted man into Tapah to report, and the Assistant 
Magistrate, Mr. Tranchell, Inspector McNamara, and the Dresser went out. 


I sent up the Apothecary from here, but the Sikh died before his 
arrival. 

I regret that no clue to the murderers has been obtained; they were 
last seen making for Kampar. Z 

The 25th and 28th inclusive were holidays, during which some athletic 
sports and a regatta were held in Teluk Anson, which proved successful. 

On the 30th I returned to Tapah for the closing up of accounts, &e. 


On the 13th Mr. Tranchell, the Assistant in Batang Padang, went to 
Lower Sungkei, returning on the 16th. 


The Superintendent of Penghulus left Teluk Anson on the 6th for 
Utan Milintang with Inspector Symes. 


He reports that the nutmeg gardens at Teluk Kerdu are looking very 
well. 


Having met Raja Indut at Sabak “nd settled some business, he 
returned to Utan Mélintang and went down to Bagan Pasir, and took over 
the lighthouse and stores and arranged for the men to get their stores 
from Perak next year. 


On the 8th a man was taken by a tiger at Sungei Nipah, Bagan Datoh. 


On the 26th, as the steamer Perse was leaving the Perak river, she 
ran down a tongkang loaded with firewood, and one man was lost.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for January, 
1890..

_ 4 On the 13th, with Raja Bila as Visiting Justice, I made a minute 
inspection of the Kinta Prison, and found everything in order, and received 
no complaints. 
* * * * * * 

6. The complaints by coolies in the matter of wages this New Year 
have been very trivial. 

7. Onthe 19th I travelled from Batu Gajah to Teluk Anson, landed 
at Kota Bahru, and inspected the village and the new roads and bridges. 
Great improvements have been made here, and the work done on the river 
is very noticeable; few dangerous snags to navigation now remain. 

8. Some striped Cannonore cloth I ordered from the Basel Mission, 
for the convicts, has been made up. I consider it a great success; the 
colours are yellow and dark grey—almost black. It is cheap, and very 
strong, and will wear much longer than the drill hitherto used. It being so 
different to any material worn by natives will render the escape of convicts 
more difficult. 

9. On the 27th, at Ipoh, the Secretary to Government sentenced a 
Tamil to death for the murder of a woman. 

10. Several rabid dogs having appeared in Batu Gajah, biting every- 
thing that came in their way, I issued a proclamation ordering all dogs to 
be confined for six weeks from the 1st February, and all found straying at 
large to be summarily destroyed. If this does not check the rabies, I shall 
order all dogs in the district to be killed. 

11. Preparations have been made at all Assistant Magistracies, 
Treasuries, &c., for the sale of stamps under the new regulations from 
the 1st February. 

12. The tin duty for the month amounted to $51,423.93, which 
is very close to that collected in December, as I anticipated last month.

No.» 91.—ReEporT FROM THE ASSISTANT MaGIsTRATE, GOPENG, FOR JANUARY. 
To raz Actina CotLEctor AND Magistrates, 
Kinta. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward you my report for the month of 
January, 1890. 
2. The Chinese New Year passed of very quietly, and without any 
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disturbance whatever. I visited the different Chinese centres during the 
festival. 


8. The crime return for the month has been very small. There 
were two small gang-robberies reported, both of which took place in the 
outskirts of the village. 


4. On the 10th instant notices were issued to the effect that, on and 
after the 28th February, 1890, all shops situated at Tekah Sungei Raia, 
other than those built on the town lots recently sold by the Government 
there, are to be closed. 


5. On the 11th instant Sharm Singh, a constable in the Perak Sikhs 
force, was brought before me, charged with being drunk on duty, and 
with using criminal force to a Chinaman named Fo Eng Wan, at Sungei 
Raya, by stabbing him with his sword bayonet. He was sentenced to one 
year’s rigorous imprisonment. 

6. On the 27th instant I rode to Kuala Digang, accompanied by the 
Fourth Assistant, and thence proceeded on foot to Pulau Pisang, a large 
kampong situated inland to the west of the Kampar river, containing 
some three hundred Malay inhabitants. The padi harvest is now well 
on here, and the crop seems to be generally a fair one. The land is 
peculiarly well adapted for bendangs, but the inhabitants are unable to 
avail themselves of its advantages, owing to the want of capital necessary 
to bring in a sufficient water supply. ‘The scheme entertained by the 
Pulau Pisang people is to bring in the water from the Jelentoh river, which 
crosses the bridle-track between the twelfth and thirteenth mile-post 
on the Gopeng-Kuala Dipang road, by means of which some 4,000 acres of 
bendang land could be brought under cultivation. 

On the 28th I returned to Kuala Dipang, proceeded by boat to 
Kampong Chankat, and returned to Gopeng on the 29th instant.

No. 92.—Report oF THE Assistant Magistrate, Ipon, ror JANUARY. 


To tar Actinc MacistratTE, 
Kinta. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
January. 

2. During this month I have been very busy settling up petty 
disputes between coolies and their employers. There were only four cases 
of any importance, and these were arranged satisfactorily. 

8. During the whole of the Chinese New Year everything went off 
very quietly. A 

4: I was agreeably surprised at having so very few complaints 
from coolies as regards their wages, as, from the apparent dearth of ready 
money in Ipoh, I expected to have a great many more disputes reported to 
me. The mines must be doing a great deal better than is generally 
reported, if towkays can afford to pay their coolies up in full. 

5. On the 3rd of the month I went to the Ulu Pari, to see some land 
applied for by the Datoh Temenggong. This valley is a long way from the 
main range of hills, and I do not think it will prove to be very rich in tin; 


. 
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there will probably be a lot of wolfram in the ore. I should think that the 
land would be better higher up the valley. 


6. On the 5th I went to Selebin, Mr. Taylor’s mine. Mr. Treloar, the 
manager, has got a syphon working, which draws water from a mine 
20 feet deep to the pumping shaft, about 200 feet away. I believe 
this is the first time that this method of drawing water has been tried in 
Perak, and I think it would prove of great use to the Chinese, who 
frequently have a deep ditch connecting their mines to the sump shaft. 
When this syphon was first tried at Selebin the Chinese could not make 
it out at all, and were greatly astonished to see water being pumped from 
a mine without the help of any mechanical force. 

7. On the 11th instant I went out to Tekah-Menglembu, and saw Ah 
Chin’s mine, which is being opened up very well. There are about 1,200 
men working in it now. 

8. On the 16th I wgnt round Lahat District with Inspector Ephraums. 
This place is being opened up very rapidly. I have given out over 1,000 
acres within the past three months or so, and every block of land is being 
opened up satisfactorily. : 

9. On the 17th I went out to Sungei Raia, and went up to Pulai. 
The miners in this district do not seem to be doing very much, but I 
expect this is due to the want of a road, and to the present high rates of 
transport. 

10. On the 22nd I went out to Menglembu with Messrs. Ortlop and 
Wragge, &c., to look at the lode, and from there we went through the 
mines at Kledong to Selebin. 


11. On the 26th the Secretary to Government came here, and on 
the 27th sat with the Datoh Panglima in Court on the case of a Kling, 
who was charged with murder, of which he was convicted, and sentenced to 
death. 


* * * * * * 

13. On the 28th Mr. Hooper came here from Selama, and on the 29th 
I took him round to see four lodes. Mr. Hooper was very much pleased 
with the prospects here, and stated that he would come down again soon. 


14. Mr. Patteson gave me a piece of native bismuth which was found 
at Tambun; I have given it to the Taiping Museum, as it is the first time 
this mineral has been found in the State. 


15. Inspector Ephraums has taken a census of the town of Ipoh. 
The total number of inhabitants in the town limits amounts to 2,055. I 
should think this is not equalled by any township in Kinta. 

16. The price of land round here seems to be on the increase. I 
casually inquired the price of a piece of kampong land situated on the 
Batu Gajah bridle-path, one fourth of a mile from Ipoh, and the owner told 
me that he had refused $700 for it, although it was only an acre in extent. 

17.. Land situated on the Chankat is not to be had at any price. 

18. Elephants around here are beginning to be dangerous. Once 
belonging to the Datoh Panglima knocked a Chinaman down on the Ipoh- 
Lahat bridle-path, and ripped one of his legs open. The man is now in 
hospital. a

The evening of the 20th was spent at Blanja, the 21st at Bota, the 
22nd at Pulau Tiga, the 23rd at Bandar. On the 24th the Sultan landed 
at Teluk Anson for a short time, and then proceeded to Kota Stia. 


On the 25th the Sultan and his party, after visiting a shoal at the 
mouth of the Perak river, in accordance with an ancient custom, returned 
to Durien Sabatang, whence they will return up river. The Resident left 
in the s.s. Mena, and arrived at Port Weld on the morning of the 26th.

To Buanpa Marox. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TaiPine. 


Sir,—I have the honour to inform you that, in accordance with the 
instructions of the British Resident, I went with the Commissioner of 
Lands and the Inspector of Mines to Blanda Mabok, and the latter pointed 
out the spot from which the silver-lead specimens were obtained. 


2. They were found in the first cutting made by Mr. McDonald 
(the highest up the valley), about 150 yards from the place in which 
Mr. Plumbe subsequently discovered a mineral lode. 


3. The lead ore occurs in some large masses of quartz. These latter 
are at a depth of six to seven feet from the surface, but are not ‘n situ, 
though their appearance indicates that they have not travelled far. 


The rock has not been reached in this cutting, but attached to several 
of the pieces of quartz were portions of the country rock, a soft ferruginous 
slate. 


4, From the indications we saw it is reasonable to suppose that a 
large lode exists, and the Commissioner of Lands is going to have this 
cutting cleared out and extended, and I shall then be able to report further 
on the subject. 


5. We found in the same stone both tin and lead ore, proving that 
the lodes of these two minerals in this locality at least are of the same 
age, a fact which has been doubted by some of the miners here. 


6. The lode in Mr. Plumbe’s shaft has, as I reported before, a 
direction of W.N.W. and §S.S.E., and it may be expected, as they are 
evidently contemporaneous, that the lode higher up the valley will be 
roughly parallel to it. ° 
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7. I may mention that the Collector and Magistrate of Upper Perak, 
who accompanied us, and who has had a good deal to do with lead mining 


in the Peninsula, was very favourably impressed with what he saw at 
Blanda Mabok.

The specimens found 
appear to me good, and, as far as I can see, there is little or no wolfram 
mixed with it. Land has been selected by some Chinese for making 
mines. 

3. I visited Ulu Selama three times during the month, and, as far as 
appearances go at present, the harvest this year promises to be a very 
abundant one; in the lower part of the district some of the crops have 
already been gathered in. 

4, At the latter end of the month the Commissioner of Lands, 
accompanied by the Inspector of Mines, visited the district, and went to 
view the Selama Tin Mining Company’s workings.

To THE SEcRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TaIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
January. 


2. The State Commissioner of Lands and the Assistant Indian Immi- 
gration Agent arrived on the 2nd. 


3. On the 5th a brutal murder was reported as having occurred off 
the coast during the night of the 1st January. The victim was an old man, 
an inhabitant of Kurau, who had been selling fish at Nibong Tebal, and was 
on his way home. The supposed murderer, his coolie, has been committed 
for trial. : 

* * * * * * 


5. Early sown padi is being cropped in places, and, as was the case 
last year, is the only really fine healthy looking crop in the country. It 
seems impossible to impress upon the natives that this is generally the case. 
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They waited for the September rains, which never came, and the conse- 
quence has been most disastrous. From Bagan Tiang along the coast to 
Kurau there is hardly an acre of padi to be seen, and the inhabitants have 
cleared out wholesale. 


6. The farmers have made up their accounts for the year, and I am 
afraid they have had to work for nothing, even if they have not lost money. 
The farm is well managed, but the adjoining Kedah farm is a great thorn 
in their side. When the farms are re-let it should, if possible, be arranged 
that the same lessee has the two farms. 


7. There have been so many convictions lately of Gula Estate statute 
coolies, for desertion and other offences under the Ordinance, that I have 
had to send a batch of prisoners into Taiping. A small police station and 
lock-up on the estate would be a distinct advantage. 


8. A Malay brought in the tail of a rhinoceros which he had shot on 
the 26th at Sungei Samambu. He told me he had been chased by the 
animal and narrowly escaped being killed. This is the second rhinoceros 
that has been killed lately at the same spot.

On the 8th, with the District Engineer, examined the books, and held 
an inquiry into the general management of the hospital, Tapah, and 
reported on it, for the information of the British Resident. 


The next day I went out with the Assistant Surveyor and several 

Chinese and marked out the site for a temple which the Chines propose 

building here.

On the 25th His Highness the Sultan, with the British Resident and a 
large following, arrived from Kuala Kangsa. They landed in the afternoon, 
Soa received at the Custom House by most ‘of the Officers of the Lower 

erak staff. 


The same evening His Highness the Sultan, the British Resident, and 
a large number of the Sultan’s relations and followers, proceeded down 
river in the s.s. Mena and s.s. Rapid to Kota Stia. 
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On the 27th, accompained by Mr. F. W. Brewster, I went to Sungei 
Durien, the Orang Kaya Datoh Raja Mahkota’s place, and later in the 
afternoon the s.s. Mena and s.s. Rapid arrived from Kuala Perak. The 
Sultan and Resident and the Rajas and Chiefs who accompanied them 
landed, and were entertained by the Raja Mahkota. 


We left about 6 p.m., and arrived at Teluk Anson about 7 p.m., the 
British Resident leaving for Larut in the s.s. Mena about 8 p.m. 


The following day I drove His Highness the Sultan round the town. 
He spent most of the day in Teluk Anson. 


The Sultan left for Bandar early on the 28th.

Whereas, it is necessary to encourage the cultivation of bendang land 
in the State, it is hereby ordered as follows :— 


1. From and after the 1890, any registered owner 
of bendang land, or person holding under him, whose growing crops are 
damaged by fire or by vermin, notwithstanding the exercise of due and 
customary care and precaution on his part, shall be entitled to sue and 
recover damages from the owner of any adjoining or neighbouring bendang 
land, or person holding under him, who shall have neglected to clear and 
burn off his land, in the customary manner, should there be, in the opinion 
of the adjudicating Magistrate, reasonable grounds for the presumption that 
the damage occasioned by such fire or vermin is due, in whole or in part, 
to the omission so to clear and burn off such adjoining or neighbouring 
bendang land. 


2. Cases brought under this Order shall be heard and determined by 
one Magistrate, assisted by at least one native Magistrate or Penghulu. 


8. The word vermin shall mean and include rats, mice, and insects. 


4. In districts or sub-divisions of districts, when requested to do so 
in writing by a majority of two-thirds of the Penghulus, or of the padi 
plantefs, it shall be lawful for the District Officer to frame rules prescribing 
the dates on which the various operations of planting and harvesting padi 
on bendang lands shall take place, and imposing penalties for breaches of 
such rules. 


5. Such rules, after being approved and confirmed by the British 
Resident, and after publication in the Government Gazeite, and after being 
posted up, in the Malay language, for the space of a fortnight, on the 
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mosque, or other conspicuous building or place in the villages affected 
thereby, shall have the force of Law for twelve months. 


6. Such rules shall deal with the following subjects, and no others: 


I. The dates on which nurseries, irrigation, planting out, 
fencing, and burning stubble shall be commenced and 
completed. 


II. The nature and dimension of the fences, if any, and the 
portion of each fence to be completed by each planter, 
where bendang fields are contiguous. 


No. 126.—Krian Monvuty Report For Fesrvary.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my ‘report for the month of 
February. 


2. "The Deputy State Engineer arrived on the 4th, and remained 
till the 22nd, to complete his survey for the Bukit Panchor water supply, 
and will report on the scheme. 


3. On the 7th and 8th I made a tour round the district. Along 
the coast there is hardly any padi to be seen, but between Kurau and 
Bagan Serai, and in places up the Selama road, a fair crop appears. 
A rogue elephant is said to be doing much damage to the crops on 
the Selama road, and I have given the Penghulu permission to kill him, 
if possible. 

* * * s * * 

5. Ang Khan, who murdered his towkay in a fishing boat, off 
Kurau, on the Ist January, was tried at the Assizes at Taiping, and 
condemned to death. 


6. On the 19th the Deputy Colonial Engineer arrived, and left next 
day. He informs me that the pontoon bridge and connecting road will 
probably be open for traffic this year. A bridge at Sungei Gedong, to 
replace the present ferry, which is out of repair, will then be the only link 
necessary to connect Butterworth and Taiping by good driving roads. 

* * * * * * 

8. Onthe 27th I had a sale of some town lots in Bagan Serai. Two 

lots fetched $21 each and the rest $17. A considerable population is 


settling in this place, which has daily communication by steam launch with 
Penang. 


9. Contracts have been let for metalling the main trunk road towards 
Bagan Serai and for a new cart road to Tanjong Piandang, on the Kurau 
coast; also for the new hospital buildings in Parit Buntar.

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No. 127.—EXTRACTS FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMANDANT PERAK 
SIKHS, FOR THE YEAR 1889. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward, for the information of the British Resident, 
my report on the Force under my command for the year 1889. 


STRENGTH OF THE FORCE. 
RETURN A. * 


2. On the last day of the year the establishment was 1 Sergeant, 28 Privates 
(Sikhs), 1 Drum-Major, 1 Detective, 1 Charge-taker (Chinese), under the strength; 
ten Malay privates over the strength. 


RECRUITS, SIKHS. 


3. In 1889, 306 recruits offered themselves for enlistment, as against 364 in 1888, 
316 in 1887, 148 in 1886, 215 in 1885, 320 in 1884, 262 in 1883. Of these, 50 were 
enlisted in India by Subadar Lehna Singh; the remaining had found their way down, 
on the off-chance of being enfisted. 


4. Of the 306 recruits, 24 of whom had seen service in the Indian Army, 160 
were rejected by me for being either of inferior class or under the standard height of 
5 ft. 8in. Nine were medically rejected. The majority of the men that offer them- 
selves are, as I have reported on previous occasions, far below our standard, both as 
regards physique and caste, and I see no reason for altering my well-considered opinion, 
gained after much experience, that the best way to recruit the Force is to send for 
them in batches of 25 or 50, the duty being entrusted to a Native Officer. This was 
first attempted by myself in 1883, when it proved eminently successful, and I think 
established a good field for recruits. In 1887 Subadar Chanda Singh carried out this 
duty, enlisting 50, whose height averaged 5 ft. 104 in., and chest measurment 34% in., 
and last year, Subadar Lehna Singh brought down the same number, whose height 
averaged 5 ft. 104 in. and chest measurement 34 in. ; 107, however, were taken before 
the Medical Officer at Amritsar befoge the 50 were selected. These men are easily 
distinguished from those enlisted locally, whose height averaged 5 ft. 9 in. and chest 
measurement 34% in., and are besides a decidedly better class of men. The average 
cost per man recruited last year on this system by Subadar Lehna Singh was $28.86, 
which cannot be considered high. It is satisfactory to report that in this duty the 
Native Officers received the utmost support and assistance from the Punjaub Govern- 
ment and the Inspector-General of Police of that Presidency. 


5. I again venture to point out the necessity of securing the pick of the Punjaub 
for the Force, as all our old men must naturally begin leaving us after 10 years’ service, 
and to replace the tried and experienced Native officers and non-commissioned 
officers will be no easy task. The demand for Sikhs in the East is increasing, though 
I see that Burmah is not draining the Punjaub as it was when the police battalions in 
that dependency of the Crown numbered 24,000. I have every reason to be satisfied 
with the existing state of our recruiting field, though I earnestly hope the vacancies 
in the establishment will be filled by recruits brought.down from India and not 
recruited locally. 


RECRUITS, MALAYS. 


6. One hundred and eleven Malays offered themselves for enlistment in 1889, 
against 56 in 1888, 152 in 1887, 69 in 1886, 70 in 1885, 62 in 1884, 79 in 1883. 


7. Of the 111 who offered, 58 were enlisted, 35 at Head-Quarters, the remainder 
at out-stagions; five were medically rejected. Their class and physique were about 
the average, the latter being 5 ft. 4 in. in height and 32 in. chest measurement, against 
5 ft. 34 in. and 32} in. last year, for 56. Those who seck boat service are a very fine 
lot of men, and are found in the Krian District, but the others are decidedly poor, and, 
unless they turn out good detectives, are of little use. I shall not find it an easy task 
to secure good men for the additional 84*that have been added to this branch of the 
Force, as the establishment for boat work is complete. 


Ree 
* Assrract.—A total of 951 Officers, Non-commissioned Officers and men. 
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DISCIPLINE. 


8. The high standard of discipline that exists in this Force has been very 
satisfactorily maintained during the year under review. That such a standard is 
necessary | am convinced, as the men must necessarily at out-stations be left to 
themselves to some extent, and the love of usury, so conspicuous and deep-rooted in 
the Sikh, has great scope in this State, and accounts for much of the crime amongst 
them. A great deal of it has, however, died out, as the charge of “ disobedience of 
orders” is brought against all who lend or borrow money without leave. Many of 
the charges in the return might be treated as irregularities, and I am of opinion, 
considering the immense amount of work the men have to do, the fact that they 
seldom or ever get a single night in bed, that they are on patrol duties, extending 
over a large area, away from their stations for many hours together, the return is most 
satisfactory. 

* * * * * * * 


ARMS. 


13. [attached a report from the Armourer, Mr. Field, to which I beg to draw 


the special attention of the Resident. * 


14. Of the 660 rifles on charge but 300 are serviceable, many of those now in 
use being absolutely useless, if accuracy of fire is deemed an essential qualification 
for an artM of precision, and some are undoubtedly dangerous. There are but 67 
spare arms in the armoury, where, I respectfully submit, there should be 200 at least. 


15. Of the 200 carbines in use 100 only are serviceable, the other 100: being of 
that pattern long since condemned by the British Government as dangerous, as, owing 
to the construction of the breach block, it is liable to be blown open. There is not a 
spare carbine in the armoury, and | am of opinion there should be 50 at least: none 
even to issue to recruits already joined. 


16. As the Armourer reports, there is a great deal of wear and tear on the rifles 
in this climate, the browning of which does not last anything like as long as at home. 
To keep them in thorough order they should be browned once in 18 months. 


17. I beg to bring very strongly to the notjce of the Resident the very serious 
and, I consider, grave condition of our rifles. In many instances the rifles date back 
as far as 1857, and the only ones we can say are really serviceable are 100 received 
in 1883, 100 in 1888, and 100 last year. The unserviceable condition of some of these 
weapons is well known to the men, who return from the rifle range disheartened 
with the result of their shooting, due entirely to the rifle, and it is undoubtedly 
demoralising to the men being armed with such. f 


18. I consider the time has arrived when the arms should be changed, and the 
“ Martini-Henry” substituted for the short Snider. I do not for a moment insinuate 
that it is necessary the men of this Force should be armed with the best and most 
perfect weapon of the day, but, as the time has arrived to re-arm two-thirds of the 
Force, it is eminently the right thing to do away with the Snider, which has become 
almost an obsolete weapon, and the machinery for making which has, in the principal 
manufactories, been broken up and converted for the Martini-Henry. 


19. The cost of a Martini-Henry rifle and bayonet landed here is $21.99; 1000 
such $21,990. A carbine would cost landed here $21.99, the same; 200 such $4,398. 
Total amount for 1000 rifles and 200 carbines, $26,388, calculating the dollar at 3s., 
and allowing 20 per cent for freight, &c., from home. 

The Field Rifle Company, Birmingham, is, I understand, prepared to supply 
Martini-Henry rifles, Government viewed, for £2 6s., bayonet gs.; Martini-Henry 
carbine the same; sample of each I have at present in the office. 

This would leave us with 300 spare rifles and carbines in the armoury,, I have 
little doubt that the serviceable and spare Snider rifles could be disposed of, but I 
would recommend their being retained for the many watchmen who are employed in 
the State, numbering not less than 154, and for whom application is constantly being 
made by their owners for the loan of a rifle. 

20. Without encroaching on the revenue of the State to any serious extent, and 
considering the serious importance of having a reliable arm of precision in the hands 
of the men, I trust this re-arming of the Force may be a matter for the immediate 
consideration of the Resident. 
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21. I can speak very highly of the manner the Armourer and his staff]have 
carried out their duties. The fact that the rifles, such as they are, are in their present 
condition, that 250 have been browned during the year, every rifle stripped and over- 
hauled, and that the three 7-pounder mountain guns have been browned, speak for the 
efficiency and the good work done in the armoury. 


STORES. 


22. The stores received through the Crown Agents were, in the majority of 
cases, most satisfactory. I repeat that I think it unfortunate they do not keep sealed 
patterns in their offices, to which reference can be made when manufacturers tender 
for the supplies. It would save such an amount of unnecessary reference and trouble 
in forwarding samples yearly. 


23. The stores are in charge of the Quartermaster, Mr. Howman, who is 
responsible for their condition and issue, and who carries out his duties very 
satisfactorily. 


ARTILLERY. 


24. The strength of this Force remains the same—viz., 7 non-commissioned 
Officers and 33 Gunners; their efficiency, which is of a very high order, remains the 
same, under the supervision of that valuable officer, Inspector McKeon. 


25. Though nominally 40, the strength of this branch is considerably more, as 
there are many men not serving in the Artillery who are efficient gunners, due to 
their having been drafted out of that branch on promotion. The gunners, as a rule, 
are exceptionally smart men, and, when promoted, must leave the guns, in case the 
establishment is complete, but are liable to rejoin when vacancies to a higher rank 
occur. 


26. The annual practice at Passir Hitam commenced on the 28th October, and 
was completed on the znd November. The wd voce examination, a part of the 
course, was held on the 14th of November. 


27. Twenty-nine men went through the course, against 33 in 1888 and 31 in 
1887; 41.30 per cent qualified for th® badge of cross guns, against 48 per cent in 1888 
and 29 per cent in 1887. This result would have been more satisfactory had the 
marking at the 2,000 yards range not been misunderstood. <A copy of the battery 
report is attached. 


28. The practice was good: the fuzes gave satisfactory results, except when 
fired with small charges and the double shell, when the priming failed to ignite. The 
friction tubes were in excellent order: no miss-fires. The men have to fill their own 
shell, bore and fix the fuze, lay the gun and fire, and the results and work are noted 
in every instance. 


29. The rocket practice was excellent. 


30. The accompanying return shows the distribution of the armament throughout 
the State. The Krupp guns in the fort require re-venting, and I propose to ask that 
the Armourer be supplied with the necessary implements, which will obviate the 
necessity of sending the guns down to Singapore for this purpose. 


31. The 7-pounder mountain guns, with their equipment, are in perfect order, 
as is the 24-pounder Nordenfelt and Gardner machine guns. I regret that no notice 
was taken of the recommendation that application be made to the Hochkiss Company 
to supply automatic attachment to the Nordenfelt gun, to check the jamming which 
invariably occurs after the fifth round. 


32. °The 7-pounder mountain gun and rocket trough which, in charge of 
Sergeant Kuas and a gunner, was sent to North Borneo on 30th December, 1888, to 
assist in the subjection of Pangeran Shabandar in Padas Damit, was returned on 
26th July last, and it is very satisfactory to have to record that the Officer Commanding 
the Forces, Padas Damit expedition, reported that “the capture of Fort Galila, 
which terminated hostilities, was, to a large extent, due to the manner they brought 
into action and served the mountain gun, and to their efficiency on that day.” 

* * * * » * * * 
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FIRE BRIGADE. 


42. No addition has been made to the strength of the Fire Brigade at head- 
quarters, which is shown in the accompanying return. The plant, consisting of hose 
reels served from hydrants and divided into five divisions, with a sixth consisting of a 
hook or ladder party, is in excellent order and highly efficient. 


43. The “Canvas Burnetised Rob Roy” and Merewether’s “ Canvas oak bark 
tanned” are the class of hose in use at Taiping and Kamunting, and give satisfaction. 


44. The manual engine which was furnished to Kamunting in October, 1887, is 
in good order, and the Chinese continue to furnish the 40 hands necessary to work it 
with the same interest as when they started. 


45. A powerful manual engine has been supplied to the following towns in the 
State—Teluk Anson, Gopeng and Papan, and are manned on the same principle as 
the one at Kamunting. 


46. I believe the brigade at Taiping to be efficient and smart, and would get at 
their fire in a very short time, but I look forward with some anxiety to the result 
should a fire once get hold of a block of brick houses, constructed as they are 
without party walls, and full of the most inflammable timber, I repeat my warning that 
Ido not think it safe to trust the town to a brigade supplied only with hydrants, 
however high the pressure may be and however great the number of hydrants. Were 
anything to, happen to the main at a critical time, as actually did once occur, a 
great conflagration would be the result, and stagger the traders, who are not now in the 
position to build as they were once. For 4660 an excellent steam engine, of the 
“Greenwich” type, capable of pumping 360 gallons per minute, with necessary plant 
and 1,000 ft. of hose, could be landed here. Its upkeep would cost $350 per annum. 


47. The brigade at Taiping was called out four times during the year, but only 
twice did it come into action, and then only against attap buildings on the outskirts 
of the town limits, when for a short time the town was in danger. 

* * * * * * * 


TROOPERS. 


49. This branch of the Force consists of oge Ressaldar, 3 Duffadars, and 20 
Sowars, 1 Duffadar and six Sowars being stationed in Kinta. 


50. Their efficiency is highly satisfactory. I find them invaluable for patrolling 
the roads now used for so many miles from the Police Stations, and which it is 
absolutely necessary to patrol. For Kinta they are eminently suited, and are so 
stationed as to patrol the bridle-paths connecting Batu Gajah, Gopeng, Ipoh and 
Lahat. I cannot over-estimate their value. The conduct of the men is excellent. 

* * * * * * * 


HOSPITAL. 


59. The health of the Force is pronounced good. The Medical Officer in his 
report explains the difference in the returns between 1889 and 1888. It is, however, 
very apparent that the health of the men begins to give way after seven years’ service. 
I notice men who have joined young and strong after seven years lose much of their 
energy and strength. The constant wear and tear on their constitutions caused by 
incessant work, seldom getting a clear night off duty, and that in a climate with 
its heavy rains, accounts for this. 

* * * * * * * 


CLOTHING. 


63. The clothing was supplied, as in previous years, by Messrs. Little and 
Company, whose contract expires in July next. I have every reason tobe gatisfied 
with it in every way. The ‘‘Leemann’s” fast-dyed khaki has worn admirably, and 
is a perfect success. 


PENSIONS. 


64. Forty Sikhs and one Malay retired of their pensions, against 32 and 1 in 
1888. The total number of pensioners amounts to 113 Sikhs and 13 Malays. Six 
Malays commuted their pensigns. 


65. The pensions in 1889 amounted to $2,833.16, in 1888 to $1,338.45. 
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66. Two pensioners (Sikhs) died during the year; one was deprived of pension 
for misconduct. 


STATE OF CRIME. 


67. There were 16,867 cases, including 5 belonging to previous years, reported 
to the Police throughout the State in 1889. 
* * * * * * * 


69. I attribute the increased number of cases reported throughout the State to 
its general development and confidence the people have in the Police, to whom they 
now unhesitatingly report all cases, however trivial, and which are here recorded. 

jo. The percentage of discovered cas viz., 73-85, slightly under 1888, but 
over all other previous years, speaks for the efficiency of the Force. 

* * * * * * * 
SECRET SOCIETIES. 

187. Reports have been received of the movements, on two occasions, of agents 
from the societies in order to enlist recruits in the Larut District, but, though most 
searching enquiries were made, nothing was proved. A pillow box belonging to a 
Chinaman which had been I@ft with another was found to contain Ghi Hin tickets: 
the owner of the box disappeared. A serious fight took place in a mine at Kamunting, 
during which a miner was killed. It was popularly supposed that the fight was 
organised by the Ghi Hin and Hoh Seng Societies. There, however, vas not the 
shadow of evidence to establish it, neither did the circumstances of the case admit of 
such supposition. Why these societies have ceased to cause us that grave anxiety 
which at one time they certainly did, I am not prepared to say, but they certainly 
might not exist for all the trouble they give us now as compared with the last three 
years, and I am satisfied that the force is capable of coping with their intrigues, and 
that their movements can be followed and detected with a degree of certainty which 
admits of no doubt. 


188. The Order in Council of 5th August, 1889, has given the Police what they 
have long urged—the power to prosecute any one in whose possession any insignia 
or rules relating to a secret society is found. 


189. Provision is also made for the prosecution of any one found organising or 
attempting to organise such a society. An agent appears to have been overlooked, 
and I think he should be included in the section. 

190. The Order, which was promulgated very extensively, has undoubtedly had 
an excellent effect, and there can be little doubt that, as long as the Police Force does 
its duty, there can be no fear from, and no necessity for, such dangerous societies. 


EXTRADITION. 


191. Seventy-seven fugitive criminals were extradited, 75 to Penang and 2 to 
Selangor, during 1889, against 116 in 1888, 61 in 1887, 58 in 1886; 23 were rendited 
to the State, against g in 1888, 7 in 1887, 6 in 1886; amongst these was Santu, a lite 
prisoner, who effected his escape from the Larut Gaol in 1888, and succeeded in 
reaching his native town in India. He was betrayed, and handed over to us at 
Ajmere, to which place we had sent the necessary evidence and escort.

EDUCATION. 


19y. Twenty-five Sikhs went up for the Malay examination, and 2 passed, 
against 4o in 1888 when 23 passed, 55 in 1887.when 25 passed. 


200. The falling off is due to the reluctance the men have of presenting 
themselves before the examiners, whereas many who have not passed or do not go up 
have a éair colloquial knowledge of the language. The boys in the drums attended 
the school at Taiping.

DECLARATION AS TO THE AGE OF PROSTITUTES. 


Passed by His Highness the Surran of Purax in Council on the 4th day of 
March, 1890.

Whereas it has been brought to the notice of His Highness the Sultan 
in Council that a case has occurred in which registration was granted by 
the Chinese Protectorate to a Chinese girl under the age of sixteen years, 
contrary to the tenor of the provisions of the Order in Council dated 5th 
May, 1887, owing to misrepresentations as to the girl’s age, it is hereby 
ordered as follows : 


1. When there is reasonable cause to suspect that a person for whom 
registration is applied for is under the age of sixteen years, the Protector 
of Chinese, or other Officer empowered to grant such registration, shall, 
before registration, call upon the brothel keeper, or other person applying 
for the registration, to sign a declaration to the effect that such person is 
not under the age of sixteen years. 


2. Insuch cases the Protector of Chinese, or other such Officer as 
above, shall further require such person to be examined by a Government 
Medical Officer, whose certificate as to the probable age of such person so 
examined shall be conclusive. 


8. This Order shall be sufficient authority for any Government 
Medical Officer to make such examination as shall be necessary on the 
requisition of the said Protector of Chinese, or other Officer as above. 


4, The penalty for making a false declaration under Clause I. of this 
Order shall be the same as is provided for the crime of perjury under the 
provisions of the Penal Code.

No. 183.—Kuata Kanesa Monraty Report, Fepruary. 
To THe Srcrerary TO GOVERNMENT, 
TaIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
February. 


2. At Enggor, on the 2nd, a child was bitten on the ear by a rabid dog, 
and brought to hospital for treatment. The dog, which had been secured 
by the Police, was shot. On inquiry it was found that it had bitten several 
goats and fowls the same day. ‘The child is still under medical treatment, 
but, so far appears to have sufred no ill effects from the bite. A bullock 
and three goats supposed to have been bitten by the same dog have since 
died. One of the goats was brought into Kuala Kangsa, and showed 
unmistakeable signs of rabies. 


38. Mr. F. Bede Cox arrived here on the 6th, to take up the 
appointment of Assistant Magistrate, relieving Mr. Marcus E. Holmes, who 
left the same day for Krian. 


4. It has becn decided by the Resident that, with a view to making 
a cart-road from Padang Rengas to Kota Tampan next year, no more 
money is to be spent on the present Petani bridle-path than is absolutely 
necessary to keep it open. 


5. Mr. Lee Kong Lin, of Kuala Kangsa, has cleared a considerable 
area of land in the Kampong Buaya District, which he intends planting 
with pepper, and is now erecting lines for the coolies, who are shortly 
expected from Singapore. The pepper plants he is also obtaining from 
Singapore, as those procured from the Province have not been satisfactory. 
It is his intention to use dedap supports for the vines on 15 acres of the 
land he has cleared, and hard wood posts for the remaining five acres; the 
latter being situated on the eastern slope of the hill he has selected for his 
estate. Mr. Lee Kong Lin is also managing Mr. Lim Ah Kai’s estate, 
which adjoins his own. 


6. During the month the fokowing Government Officers visited the 
district on business connected with their respective departments: the 
State Engineer, the Indian Immigration Agent, the State Surgeon, and the 
Assistant State Auditor. 
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7. The river has been very high all through the month owing to the 
exceptionally heavy rains at the Ulu. This has delayed the work on the 
ferry approaches at Enggor, which would otherwise have been completed 
by now. 


8. As there are a number of Europeans almost daily passing through 
this district, I would suggest that the accommodation which the Rest-House 
here affords to travellers be advertised in the (iovernment Gazette, most of 
those who have occasion to break their journey here being, apparently, 
unaware of its existence. It is a comfortable building, and most 
conveniently situated, being within easy reach of the Government offices, 
the club, and the commercial portion of the town.

Srr,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for February. 


2. On the Ist the Stamp Regulations were brought into force by 
the Acting Magistrate. 


8. On the 5th the Datoh Panglima Kinta and Acting Magistrate, 
tried the Sawah gang robbery case, and discharged all the prisoners, as the 
evidence against them was insufficient. 


4. On the 12th Hadji Saleh, a Javanese, was sentenced to five years’ 
rigorous imprisonment for obtaining money under false pretences by per- 
sonating a Government contractor. There were seven previous convictions 
against him. 


6. IL arrived in Taiping on the 16th, and reached Kinta on the 18th 
having stopped to mect Mr. Brewster, the Acting Magistrate, at Kuala 
Kangsa. The following day I took over the Treasury from Mr. Tranchell, 
the cash balance amounting to $40,164.80. I then inspected the hospital, 
gaol, and other buildings, which were all in a satisfactory state.

8. I have arranged, now that the appointment of First Assistant is 
permanently filled up, to hold Court once a week at Papan. This will be 
of great advantage to the Papan people, who have hitherto had to take 
all their cases to Batu Gajah.

10. I find that the boat tariff passed in Council in 1885 for the 
Kinta river is no longer enforced, and that the boatmen are allowed to 
charge what they like. The Government now pay $28 for a boat for 
which they used to pay from $14 to $16, and the Chinese the same—ie., 
double the transport they used to pay two years ago, although tin is only 
half the price now that it was then. 
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11. Tin duty for February, $26,424.31—a very fair month for the 
time of the year.

18. An innovation has been made in the tin mining industry during the year 
under review by the Straits Trading Company having in Kinta and Batang Padang 
established depéts at the chief mining centres for the purchase of tin ore, which 
is exported by the Company and smelted in Singapore. For the purpose of export 
duty every 100 catties of ore is reckoned as 63 catties of metallic tin, but charcoal 


duty is remitted altogether. 


19._ The dutiable weight of ore thus exported in 1889 was 6,306 pikuls 48 catties, 
which gfves some idea of the company’s operations. 


20. One important advantage derived by Government through the ore not being 
smelted in the country is the preservation of valuable timber which would other- 
wise be destroyed for charring: and,it also tends, by lessening the demand for 
charcoal, to keep down the cost of smelting tin in that part of the State.

Thus it will be seen that the excess eee jover Liabilities on 1st January, 1890, 
exceeded what they were at the beginning of the year by $655,663.86. 


* * * * * * * 
LOANS. 


43. On the 1st January, 1890, the outstanding loans made by Government for the 
encouragement of trade and agriculture, and for other purposes, amounted to 
$280,881.89, or an excess of $102,685.12 on the sum outstanding on 1st January, 1889. 

44. This excess is due to heavy loans made to the revenue farmers and to 
traders and planters who have interests in the State: the former being necessitated 
by losses on the farms and the latter by the strained state of the money market 
throughout the year. 


GENERAL. 
45. With this report will be found the usual annual list of new appointments, 


promotions, Officers who returned from leave during the year, Officers on leave at end 
of the year, retirements, resignations, deaths and dismissals. 
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46. During the ycar it was arranged that each District Treasury should deal 
direct with the Audit Office, without any reference to, or control from, the Larut 
Treasury: this has been productive of considerable advantage in enabling me to 
accomplish much that would otherwise probably have remained undone. The work in 
all the Treasuries has increased greatly ; it has been well carried out by the responsible 
Officers, and to the efficient and cheerful co-operation of the District Treasurers may 
be attributed some of the despatch with which the Audit Office has been able to deal 
with the accounts of the year. 


47. For irregularities in connection with the collection of Customs duties in 
Lower Perak, two Officers were tried criminally, convicted, and dismissed the Service. 


48. Later on, the chief clerk in the Medical Department was detected by the 
Audit Office in irregularities which led to his being charged with criminal misappro- 
priation, but, being allowed bail, he absconded before the case was concluded. 


49. My staff has been rearranged and further strengthened by two new appoint- 
ments being created and filled up, but it is not yet nearly strong enough to cope 
satisfactorily with the work which is thrown upon it, and the sooner this fact is 
recognised and remedied the better will it be for Goverhment. It would not be fair 
for me to allow this opportunity to pass without recording again that, though every 
endeavour is made to perform the work well and efficiently, it is utterly impossible for 
the preserft staff to exercise that efficient watchful care and attention which the 
thorough supervision of accounts demands. I say this because I feel it equally my 
duty to myself, to the department, and to the Government. I consider it detrimental 
to the interests of all concerned to continue as we have done in 188g in order to keep 
up with the duties of the department; in financial work especially there should be an 
entire absence of rush or hurry of any description, so that every Officer may go to his 
work with a clear head, refreshed by fair rest; but in the year just closed, my Officers 
have experienced the very reverse by having to constantly work overtime and on holi- 
days, to keep pace with the heavy demands made upon them. Speaking personally 
I can unhesitatingly say that, in the whole course of a very busy carccr, I have never 
gone through such a laborious, anxious, and trying period as that covered by the 
twelve months of 1889. A 

50. The actual total cost of my Department to the country bears the following 
proportion on the

51. In addition to dealing with correspondence, the ordinary routine of office 
work, and the regular monthly accounts which are sent in by the Treasurers at the 
end of each month, the Audit staff has been engaged on the usual revenue audit. 
Every district of the State has been visited, and the accounts audited, and I am in the 
extremely proud position of being able to record that at the close of the year the 
accounts of every district and department, with two exceptions, had been audited 
up to the three-monthly period required by General Orders. 


52. The two exceptions were Batang Padang and Upper Perak, the former 
being up to August and the latter to September. 


53- This has been accomplished at the expense of a very severe strain upon my 
staff, and, looking back, it is a matter of utmost surprise to me how much work was 
got through. Every member of the staff has rendered me the fullest possible assis- 
tance, and it is owing to their efforts that I am now able to complete, earlier than 
has ever been done before, this report and the numerous returns which accompany it,

Notes. 


Tue Inspector of Mines, Larut, reports that the operations of wood- 
cutters and charcoal-burners have opened up a large valley, some miles in 
extent, to the north-east of Blanda Mahok, and led to the discovery of 
extensive alluvial tin deposits. In many places the overburden is only 2 ft. 
deep, while the wash is about 6 ft. thick. 


Capitan Ah Yam is the pioneer in this valley, which will probably be 
known as the Ayer Klinsing Valley. 


Tue following account of how pepper was planted in Pinang some 
90 years ago will be of interest to District Officers in those parts of the 
State where the natives are vigorously taking up the cultivation of the 
vine :— 


“The Manner of Cultivating fhe Pepper Vine. The Result of Personal Experience of a 
Cultivator, being an Appendix to ‘A Short Account of the Settlements, &c., of Prince 
of Wales’s Island, in the Straits of Malacca.’ Sir Georce Lerrn, Bart, Major 17th Foot, 
and late Lieutenant-Governor. London: 1804.” 


The vines are propagated from either slips or cuttings, and planted in 
rows at the distance of 6 or 8 feet, varying in this respect according to the 
judgment of the cultivator. 


The supporter to the vine is usually planted at the same time, or very 
shortly after, the vine. 


There are several sorts of supporters—the dedap and *mongkudu trees, 
are, however, generally preferred; the former, which is propagated from 
cuttings, is esteemed the best its spreading branches and thick foliage 
affording more shelter and support to the vine than the latter, but the 
uncertainty attending the rearing of it in many soils causes the mongkudu, 
which is raised from the seed without difficulty, to be more commonly 
used, particularly since the improvement introduced in training it with three 
or four perpendicular branches instead of one, which was the usual mode; 
this is done by cutting off the leader when the plant is between four and 
five months old; this causes it to throw outside shoots, three or four of 
which only are suffered to remain and trained in a perpendicular manner. 


When the vine is first planted it is covered with the branch of a 
tree called piah, something like the nipah, to protect it against the effects 
of the sun, until it has taken root, and is fit to be brought to the stick; 
this happens usually about six weeks after planting, when a stick of about 
three inches in circumference, and seven or eight feet long, is planted near 
it, to which it soon adheres (being first slightly attached to it by a string), 
and creeps: up towards the top. 


In eleven or twelve months the vine generally begins to show blossoms, 
at which period it may have attained the height of six feet: it is then fit for 
training* down; this is done by loosening the vine from the stick and 
removing that entirely; the leaves are slipped off the stem, leaving only a 
small tuft at the top; a pit is then dug close to the roots, about twenty 
inches in diameter, and nearly the same depth, at the bottom of which the 
stem of the vine is coiled horizontally, bringing the top or tuft before 


*Mongkudu.—A common jungle tree. The Malays make*a medicine from its fruit. 
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mentioned to the supporter already planted for that purpose, to which it is 
fastened by a string; the pit is then filled, covering the stem in that 
position. 


The increasing size of the vine in a short time after the above opera- 
tion has been performed shows that roots are springing abundantly from 
the stem; the whole skill of the cultivator is now shown by the manner 
in which he trains the vine, as this naturally takes a perpendicular direc- 
tion; his care is to prevent its ascending too rapidly, which, if not checked, 
it will certainly do. This was an error the majority of pepper planters 
fell into at the first settlement of the island, when the cultivation of this 
valuable plant was not so well understood as at present. 


The top of the vine, therefore, and a length of some feet below it, 
is consequently not allowed to adhere to the supporter, but, being pendant 
and inclining to the ground, throws outside shoots, by which it increases in 
bulk proportionably to its height. E 

Although the blossom on the vine thus turned down comes to maturity, 
the prodyice even of the third year is trifling, averaging perhaps, in a large 
plantation, about an eighth of a catty; from the third to the fourth year 
half a catty; increasing half a catty a year, until it will average two or 
two and-a-half catties, at which time the vine may be considered to be 
in full vigour. As there are not many plantations on the island much 
above ten years old, we can only judge from information how long the 
vine will continue bearing. From intelligent Chinese, who have lived at 
Tringano and other places on the eastern side of the Malay Peninsula, we 
learn that it continues in full vigour to the age of fifteen years, and then 
gradually declines, still, however, yielding fruit,if properly attended to, 
to the age of twenty-five or thirty years. ,This opinion differs very mate- 
rially from that entertained by the original cultivators on the island, who 
supposed the vine would cease bearing at sixteen years; there is, however, 
every reason to suppose the mean of the two opinions will prove nearly 
correct: a garden eleven years old, situated at Songhy Chuan, containing 
8,000 plants only, has lately been let for three years for seventy piculs 
of pepper per annum, which makes each, plant average 23 catties, a strong 
argument in favour of the vines bearing longer than sixteen years, as did 
it then cease giving fruit entirely, the gradual decrease would certainly 
have commenced at eleven years: but it has been before observed that the 
vine in full vigour will not average more than 2} catties per plant. The 
renter of this garden is thought by his countrymen, the Chinese, to have 
made a very good bargain. 


There are few soils on this island unfavourable to the vine: the dark 
mould mixed with gravel is generally preferred ; it thrives in high and low 
situations—best in the latter, if sufficiently raised to prevent the water 
in the heavy rains from settling ; if the roots were to be covered with water 
for six or eight days the vine would infallibly be killed. A plantation, if 
properly taken care of, should be kept perfectly free from weeds and grass 
and for the first five or six years the earth should be regularly turned, 
twice a year; after that period once turning will be sufficient. Four 
coolies will take care of a laxa (10,000) of plants, if properly attended to; 
they must, however, be allowed a cook, but they will require additional 
hands when the crop is gathered ; the number will, of course, depend on the 
fertility of the vines. . 
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The vine blossoms twice a year—after the commencement of the rains in 
the setting in of the south-west monsoon in April and May, and when they 
cease in December ; the former crop is gathered the latter end of December, 
January, and February ; the latter in May, June and July. The quality of 
the pepper depends in a great measure upon the care taken in the gathering 
and drying. The pepper when plucked before it is fully ripe diminishes both 
in size and weight, so much as frequently to occasion a difference of upwards 
of 30 per cent between what is gathered in this state and that which attains its 
full maturity. The Chinese planters fall frequently into this error from want 
of funds, and the necessity they are often reduced to of realising cash at a 
fixed period in order to satisfy those who have made them advances at 
most extortionate interest, and also from a wish to save expense in collect- 
ing the pepper gradually as it ripens (which is when the fruit becomes a 
reddish colour) they pluck the whole or the greatest part of the pepper at 
once from the vine, instead of those bunches only which are perfectly ripe. 
This mode of course is more laborious and expensive. When gathered 
it is exposed to the sun ongmats, and in the course of the day begins to turn 
black ; it is then put into a large wicker basket in the shape of a tray, and 
trod upon to separate the pepper from the stem on which the bunch is 
formed : in favourable weather it will be perfectly dry in the course of four 
days, when it is packed in gunnies and ready for the market. A picul of 
green pepper if allowed to remain on the vines till perfectly ripe will yield 
from 35 to 36 catties when dry. 


The vines seldom fail of showing much blossom in gardens which are 
properly taken care of ; but it is subject to be blighted even after the fruit 
has attained some size when the season proves either unusally hot or dry; 
when this happens considerable quantities of pepper will drop off: a few 
hour’s rain soon puts a stop to it. 

e 


The pepper of this island when gathered in a proper state, and carefully 
dried, is esteemed equal in taste, weight, and size to that of any place 
whatever, and superior to most. 


European cultivators make their plantations by contract; the usual 
price is $525 per thousand: this includes every expense of tools, houses, 
digging wells, and clearing the ground, and every other item, the price of the 
young plant excepted. 


The pepper plant was first introduced into the island from Acheen, 
by the then Captain China Che Kay, under the patronage of Mr. Light, who 
advanced him money for that purpose ; this was about the year 1790.

70. The Regulations regarding the duties of the Medical Department, 
in respect of public Officers and their families, are as follows : — 


I. Public Officers when ill will be entitled to the gratuitous attendance 
of the Medical Department, including ordinary dental surgery, when 
available, provided they reside within the radius covered by the Medical 
Officer’s horse allowance. If the distance is greater than this, the Medical 
Officer must have a carriage provided for him. Medicines will be supplied 
to all officers and their families at the public expense. 


II. The above rule applies also to the families of those Officers whose 
salaries do not exceed $1,500 per annum. 


III. The families of those Officers who draw salaries exceeding $1,500 
a year will be entitled to medical advice and treatment on payment of one 
week’s salary for each year of medical attendance, or half the amount for 
six months’ attendance, provided that no fee exceeding $100 a year can be 
claimed. 


The fee is irrespective of the number ¢f visits paid, or the number of 
persons in the family attended. 


The above applies to the medical attendance of qualified medical 
practitioners, such as the State Surgeon or a District Surgeon. 


IV. It is to be understood that these rules in no way prevent the 
making of private arrangements by the parties themselves, either by 
payment for each medical visit, or for less periods than twelve or six 
months ; if, therefore, any Officer objects to make the fixed payment for a 
fixed period as above, he must make his own arrangements with the 
Medical Officer. 


V. <Any Officer can, subject to the terms of Section 1 above, call 
in any qualified Medical Officer he pleases within such Medical Officer’s 
district. 


VI. Officers drawing more than $660 a year are entitled to attendance 
at their quarters for themselves and their families. 


VII. A subordinate Officer, on a salary of less than $660 per Annum, 
will not be entitled to medical attendance at his own house, if the Medical 
Officer is of opinion that he would, with more advantage, be treated in the 
hospital, and that proper accommodatign is there available. He should 
present himself, if able to do so, at the General Hospital between the hours 
of 8 and 10a.m. If unable to attend, he should send a letter, setting forth 
clearly his address, to the’Chief Medical Officer, who will then visit him, or

depute a District Surgeon or an Apothecary to do so. A Medical Officer 
is structed to report to Government whenever he considers he has been 
sent for unnecessarily. 


VIII. The wife and family of such subordinate Officer may receive 
medical aid and medicines gratuitously at the General Hospital or Govern- 
ment Dispensary on the same terms as provided in Section 7. But, except 
in the case of prescriptions, medicines will not be made up nor provided by 
the Apothecary until the Medical Officer shall have seen and initialled the 
requisition. 


IX. For the scale of charges for Government Officers in hospital and 
the Regulations respecting the dietary of native police constables in 
hospital, see appendix. 


Bills for these charges should be made out monthly, and sent to Heads 
of Departments. * 


X. Officers who are compelled, in passing from one part of the State 
to another, on duty, to travel vii any place outside the State, such for 
instance as Penang, and who may fall ill at such place, will be entitled to a 
refund of charges for medical attendance and medicines during such 
detention, not exceeding four days, provided they are attended by the 
Government Medical Officer of such place, and not otherwise; and if an 
Officer’s illness is such as to necessitate more than four days’ detention, the 
Officer should have recourse to the Government Hospital, himself bearing 
the charges, at the same rates as private individuals—viz., $2.50 a day for 
the Officers’ Ward and $1.25 a day for the General Ward. Personal 
Allowance will not be paid for the period during which Officers are detained 
by sickness in any such place outside the State, without the special sanction 
of the Resident. 


XI. Fully qualified Medical Officers of the Government are entitled 
toa fee varying from $25 to $50, according to the circumstances of the 
paticnt’s family, for attending on the wives of Officers during accouchement. 
This fee is payable in addition to that for ordinary attendance, but is not 
chargeable for attendance on the wives of Officers whose salaries are less 
than $1,500 per annum.

No. 143.—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MAGISTRATE AND COLLECTOR, KUALA 
KANGSA, FOR THE YEAR 1889. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1rR,—I have the honour to forward herewith my report on the Kuala Kangsa 
District for the year 1889. 


FINANCE. 
REVENUE. 


1. I attach a statement showing the amount of revenue collected during the 
year 1889, and the excess or deficiency as compared with the estimates and the 
revenue collected in 1888. 


2. The Revenue for the year amounted to $67,996.35; this being $5,176.65 
under the estimate, and $37,478.71 less than the amount collected in 1888. 


3. Compared with the figures of 1888 every item except Postal and Telegraph 
and Reimbursements showed a deficiency. 


e 
4. Land Revenue, estimated $8,840, actual $9,612; deficiency, as compared 
with 1888 receipts, $148.86. There was a deficiency of $284 under premia on leases, 
as no Government lands were sold. It is, however, satisfactory to note that the 
collections under land rents have exceeded those of the previous year by $324, and 
the amount estimated by $413. 


Rents exclusive of land show an increase of $222, owing to arrears of rent 
on the Waterloo Estate having been paid in addition to the rent for the current year. 
I am unable to explain why this should be credited to rents exclusive of land, and not 
land revenue; but I see that it has been credited to the former item for the last two 
years. There has been a considerable falling off in the rents collected from the 
Government brick shops. In 1888 they amounted to $345, and this year to $80.50. 


6. Licenses show an increase of $299.60 over the estimate, and a deficiency of 
$13,546.40 as compared with the collections of 1888, the Farm having let for $13,440 
less in 1889 than in the previous year. There was also a falling off of $124 under 
Charcoal Licenses. 


7. Customs: the amount collected under this heading is $5,354 under the 
estimate, and shows a falling off of $20,122 as compared with the preceding year. 
The duty on tin was reduced from $12 to $10 per bhara, which would account for the 
estimate not being realized ; the large falling off, as compared with the previous year, 
being due to the closing of most of the mines in Salak. 


The tenths collected on gutta were also considerably under the amount 
estimated, but this, I think, is principally owing to the failure of the system that was 
first adopted of collecting the tenths at the port of export. Mr. Wise’s suggestion of 
allowing the Penghulus to collect the tenths proved more satisfactory, but un- 
fortunately was not adopted until the last quarter of the year. 


8. Fines and Fees, although exceeding the estimate, show a considerable 
falling off as compared with 1888. In consequence of the decrease in the mining 
population at Salak, there have been no riots, and consequently very few heavy fines 
inflicted. 

g. Fees of Office: the items under this heading were, I think over-estimated, 
Wayong Passes showing a deficiency of $75, Bail Bonds §65, and Passes to Pedlars 
$115. 

10. Miscellaneous Receipts: estimated $2,703, collected $1,503.81 ; decrease as 
comparesl with collections of 1888, $2,310. Under this heading $1,800 were estimated 
for produce of Government Plantations, but during the year only $659 were paid 
in on this account by the Superintendent of Government Plantations, though the 
outstanding accounts for coffee and tea supplied amount, I believe, to a considerable 
sum. The receipts in 1888 were much larger, owing to $2,000 having been paid in 
as proceeds of sale of coffee in London. 


11. Reimbursements show an excess of $236 over the estimate, hospital fees 
having exceeded the amount estimated by $212. . 
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EXPENDITURE. 


12. The attached statement, marked B, shows the amount estimated under each 
head of expenditure during the year 1889, the supplementary votes, the revotes, 
and the amount expended as compared with the estimates of 1889, and the expendi- 
ture of 1888. 


13. The total expenditure for the year amounted to $211,297, against an 
estimate of $236,305, and an actual expenditure in 1888 of $220,332. The above 
expenditure includes $8,966 for the installation of His Highness the Sultan, and 
$52,882 for Salaries, Allowances and Pensions to Native Chiefs. ; 

14. In 1889 the expenditure on Salaries to Native Chiefs exceeded the similar 
payment in the previous year by $2,247, while the other principal increases were on 
Pensions, $2,677, and Special Payments $8,015; the latter including the $8,966 for 
installation of the Sultan. On the other hand, Establishments show a decrease of 
$4,727, Allowances to Native Chiefs a decrease of $10,408, owing to the falling off 
in chabut paid on tin duty, and the previous year’s payment having included a 
sum of $7,308 arrears of chabut paid to the Datoh Temenggong and Penghulus of 
Kota Lama Kanan, and Works and Buildings, a decrease of $8,610. 

15. Before closing the financial portion of this rgport, I would express my 
regret at having to send in such very unsatisfactory returns, showing as they do a 
Revenue quite unproportionate to the Expenditure, and a number of deficiencies as 
compared with the collections of the two previous years. The explanation of this is 
the almost total collapse of mining enterprise in the Salak District, which has 
affected not only the tin and charcoal duty, but directly or indirectly almost every 
other item of revenue. There is, however, no reason to despair of again raising the 
revenue derived from tin in this district to a figure at least equal to any it has reached 
in former years, and it may be hoped that this will come to pass when the sub- 
districts of Ulu Plus and Ulu Bruas, in both of which tin is known to exist, have been 
rendered more accessible. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


16. The following appointments were made here during the year. 

Mr. Marcus E. Holmes, Tutor to His Highnes, the Sultan, and Second Assistant 
to the Collector and Magistrate, Kuala Kangsa, to act as First Assistant during the 
absence on leave of Mr. B. Gaynor. 

Mr. C. de Trafford to be District Engineer, Kuala Kangsa, with effect from rst 
January. 

Mr. A. Butler, to be Collector and Magistrate, Kuala Kangsa, vice Mr. W. G. E. 
Hervey, retired. 

Mr. F. J. Weld, Junior Officer, was appointed to act as Second Assistant to the 
Collector and Magistrate, but was shortly afterwards removed to Taiping. 

Mr. Angus McDonald to be Assistant Inspector of Mines. 

a Mr. J. E. Mathews, Second Clerk, Public Works Department, Taiping, to be 
Clerk of Courts, vce Mr. J. M. Scully promoted. 

Mr. J. M. Scully, to be Chief Clerk, Land Office, vce Mr. H. L. Taylor promoted. 

Puteh Jalil, Assistant Penghulu at Enggor, was dismissed, by an Order in Council, 
for insubordination towards the Penghulu. 

Mat Daud to be Assistant Penghulu of Saiong. 

Che Kulop Mahomed, of Kuala Kenas, to be Assistant Penghulu of Senggang. 

Alang Karem to be Assistant Penghulu of Kampong Boya. 

17. Ata meeting of the State Council on the 19th February it was notéfied by 
His Highness the Sultan that he had appointed Raja Ahmat bin Almerhom Raja 
Iskander to be his Malay Secretary, and Raja Mansur bin Sultan Abdullah to be 
his English Secretary. These appointments are of an honorary nature, the two Rajas 
being already in receipt of Government pensions. 

18. I assumed the duties of my appointment here on the 23rd October, relieving 
Mr. Wise, who had been acting as Magistrate and Collector since Mr. Hervey’s 
departure. 
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19. Having been in the district for only two months, I am scarcely in a position 
to report on the work performed by the native headmen ; their collections, however, 
have been satisfactory, and, with few exceptions, they may, I think, be considered to 
have done good work. The return of their collections for the year shows a total of 
$10,499, being an increase of $526 on the collections of the previous year. Of the 
above amount $1,555 was paid in by the Penghulu of Kampong Boya, the next 
highest receipts being those of the Penghulus of Kota Lama Kiri, Kota Lama Kanan 
and Saiong, who collected over $1,000 each. 


20. The services of the Orang Kaya Datoh Temenggong are too well known to 
Government to need any comment, still, I would wish to record my appreciation of the 
advice and assistance he has so willingly afforded me both in the Court and in the 
disposal of all work in connection with native affairs, the co-operation of so shrewd 
and influential a chief being, of course, of the greatest value and importance in a 
district such as Kuala Kangsa. I have also received great assistance from Datoh 
Sri Maharaja Leila and Toh Krani Abdullah of Blanja. 


LAND. 


21. The Land Revenue for the year was $9,612, but although this exceeds the 
amount estimated by $779.09, it shows a decrease of $148 as compared with the 
receipts of the previous year. This is principally owing to there having been no sales 
of Government lands, and no surveys made. There is also a falling off of $219.85 
under rents for mining lands, so many of the latter having been abandoned. 


22, Attached are returns (marked C and D respectively) showing the revenue 
collected by the Land Department during 1889 as compared with the amounts 
estimated, and the collections of the previous year; also a statement (marked E) 
showing the monthly collections of the Land Department during the year. 


23. Nearly the whole of the Land Revenue is collected by the Penghulus. The 
amounts collected by each Penghulu and the total collections for 1889 as compared 
with those of the previous year are shown i in the attached statements, marked F and 
G respectively. 


24. At the end of the year the total area of land occupied was as follows :— 
Mines, 1,520 acres ; agricultural lots, 12,108 acres; town lots, 149,554 square feet; 
village lots, 97,200 square feet, an@ burial grounds, 52 acres. 


25. No survey work was done in connection with the Land Office, there being 
no Surveyor attached to the staff here. The total area of land demarcated by the 
Land Department during the year was 360 acres, against 199 acres in 1888. 


AGRICULTURE. 


26. The prospects of the present rice crop are very hopeful, and there are 
a good many more fields under cultivation than usual, a number that have been lying 
fallow for years having been planted up. 


27. The natives are beginning to realize the advantages the district affords for 
the cultivation of pepper, and applications for land under the Special Regulations are 
now almost daily received. During the year 196 acres have been allotted, though, 
owing to unavoidable delay in the demarcation, agreements have only been issued 
for a few blocks. It is to be regretted that the Perak Malays understand so little 
about pepper planting, though they will have opportunities of learning something of 
it from the Banjer and Menangkabau Malays, who are now coming into the district 
with the intention of opening up pepper land. Mr. Cock’s plantation at Gunong 
Pondok and Syed Musa’s at Passir Panjang have both been very successful so far, 
and the sudden rush for pepper land is no doubt attributable to this. As yet the 
majority of natives have a very vague idea as to the cost of opening up a pepper 
plantatjon, and I have several times received applications for a hundred acres from 
people who have not command of sufficient labour or capital to open up two. 


28. Messrs. Huttenbach and Thomson Low examined the land along the northern 
side of the Taiping-Kuala Kangsa road with a view to selecting 2,500 acres as part 
of Mr. Huttenbach’s agricultural concession. They pronounced the soil to be superior 
to any they had seen in other parts of Perak. 


29. Coffee planting also bids fair to prove a success. The estate at Kamuning 
is doing well, and Mr. Thomas Fraser, manager of thé Waterloo Estate, whose long 
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experience of coffee planting in Ceylon and several years’ experience in Perak, enable 
him to offer a valuable opinion, writes as follows :— 


“The cultivation of coffee promises well, and, where land is judiciously selected 
and opened, it cannot fail, in my opinion, to be a success, with such liberal terms as 
the Government is now offering to the public to take up and cultivate land with coffee 
Arabica. There should, when these terms are better known, be a very considerable 
demand for land.” : 


Mr. Fraser has kindly furnished me with the following statement of the acreage 
of Waterloo Estate now under cultivation :—

30. The experiment at the Hermitage Estate of Peasing, at a nominal rent, 
seven acres of tea trees to four Chinamen, for a year, resulted satisfactorily. Three 
qualities of tea were produced. The first, styled Lun Fong Cha, was valued by the 
Superintendent of Plantations at 1od. per Ib.; the second, Pak Cha, at gd. or rod., 
and the third, Nun Chum Cha, was reported to be of better quality than that sold 
locally at 25 cents for less than an ounce. 


31. The “Cicely” tea estate is also to be leased to some Chinese, but there 
has been delay in preparing the title deeds, and they have not yet taken the estate 
over. There is, however, nothing to prevent them doing so now, as their objection to 
the duty clause, which was the reason of the delay, has now been withdrawn. 


32. During the year 2,982 titles for agricultural lots were issued, the total 
acreage of land alienated being 3,775 acres. 


MINES. 


33. The output of tin, which from 23,439 pikwls in 1887 went down to 11,472 in 
1888, has again fallen, the total output for this year being 7,505 pikuls only. The 
annexed return (marked H) shows the tin exported and duty paid monthly during 
the years 1888 and 1889. The amounts shown in this return include 251 pikuls 
exported from the Laiang Laiang mines, the duty on which, $1,007, and charcoal duty, 
$42, were collected in Kinta, and credited to this station. 


34. The district has been thrown back very much as regards mining on account 
of its having been left so long without a prospector. In last year’s report the Magis- 
trate stated that prospecting in Ulu Bruas, where successful borings were made, had 
been interrupted, owing to the sudden transfer of Mr. Pike, the Inspecter of Mines, to 
Kinta. Since then there has been no one to continue the work, the health of Mr. 
McDonald, who was recently appointed as Assistant Inspector, not permitting of 
his undertaking it. The natives here speak very confidently of there being rich mining 
land at Ulu Plus, but I believe very little or nothing at all has been done there in the 
way of prospecting. The greater portion of the valley, at the foot of the range 
running from Padang Rengas to Kota Tampan, also still remains unprospected. If 
the services of a prospector can be secured, who knows something of the language 
and the people, and is physically capable of undertaking the rough work which pro- 
specting entails, there would soon be an improvement in the aspect of mining affairs in 
this district. It might be supposed from the rapid and continued fall in the output of 
tin for the last two years, that the mining resources of the district were exhausted, but 
to prove that this is not the case, I feel contident it is only necessary to appoint 
a prospector such as I have described, who could make a thorough examination of the 
country, encourage miners, and advise them in the selection of mining land. 


35. Messrs. Williams and Company have commenced a system of underground 
mining at Salak which bids fair to be a success. The wash-dirt is extracted through 
drives or tunnels that are made into it, the overburden being supported by substan- 
tial sets of timber. They are thus enabled to work at a profit land, which if worked 
on the ordinary system, would not pay for the stripping. 
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36. There were 15 titles issued for mining lands during the year, the total 
acreage alienated being 203 acres. 


POLICE AND CRIME. 
37. Of 801 cases reported to the Police 580, or 72.40 per cent, were discovered. 


38. Two cases of murder have occurred during the year. A Chinese named 
Chin Ah Chu was murdered at Ara Panjang. Three Chinese were arrested on suspicion, 
one of whom, named Lu Ah Si, was found guilty and sentenced to be hanged. 
Another supposed murder was committed at Pulau Semat, the body of a Chinese 
hawker named Ah Yon having been discovered floating in the river with an earthen- 
ware jar and a fwa/i tied tightly to the neck, and a wound in the back. The 
boat of the deceased had been found, half under water, a few days previously. No 
clue to the murderer or murderers has yet been discovered. With the exception 
of these two cases, the district has been particularly free from crimes of any serious 
description. 

GAOLS.

40. The lock-up is under the supervision of Chief Inspector Buswell, a head 
warder and two under warders being in charge of the prisoners, who are employed on 
useful work. No escapes have occurred. The daily average of prisoners in the Gaol 
has been 29°30. ° 


41. The Superintendent of Prisons inspected, and reported favourably on the 
management of the lock-up, though he suggested improvements to the lower ward, 
which he considered unwholesome and badly ventilated. In accordance with his 
recommendation, provision has been made in this year's estimates for a clerk to enter 
up the prison books, hitherto none having been kept. 


42. The lock-up was also inspected by the State Surgeon, and, subsequently, 
by the Senior District Surgeon, who was sent to report on the sanitary arrangements, 
in consequence of an outbreak of cholera amongst the prisoners in November. Dr. 
Wright condemned the lower portion of the building as being unfit for the confine- 
ment of human beings, and provision has now been made for extending the upper 
ward. 

COURTS. 


43. The subjoined is a Comparative Statement of the number of cases disposed 
of in the Kuala Kangsa Courts during the years 1888 and 188g.

45. The cost of printed forms and stationery for 1889 amounted to $458.26. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 
WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 


46. The principal works carried out by the Public Works Departments were a 
Police station at Enggor, completed in August at a cdst of $1,000; quarters for 
Second Assistant Dresser, at Kuala Kangsa, completed in July ; a permanent latrine 
for the use of the married Sikhs; shingling roof of No. 2 Ward at the hospital; 
stables at the Magistrates’ quarters, and a boat store and landing stage at Kuala 
Kangsa. 


Under minor works, pounds were erected at Enggor, Salak, and Padang Rengas ; 
the Police station at Salak was re-roofed, and a fence put up round the station at 
Padang Rengas. 


. A Rest-house at Plang, commenced in 1888, was completed about the 
middie of the year. 


48. A total of $1,855.10 was expended on current repairs; $800 for shingling 
the Residency having been paid out of this vote. 


An Istana for the Sultan was to have been commenced, $10,000 having 
been provided for this purpose, but nothing yet has been done, owing to delay in 
preparing the plans, His Highness having taken some time in deciding on the style 
of building he wished to be erected. 


50. The steam ferry at Enggor, for which $3,200 was provided, has not been 
erected, and it is now proposed that a pontoon bridge should be constructed instead. 


ROADS, STREETS AND BRIDGES. 


51. The metalling of the Kuala Kangsa-Enggor road has been completed, with 
the exception of about g chains. The earthwork and bridges were completed in 
January, and the road would have been metalled and opened for traffic in June, had 
it not been for the failure of the original contractor to fulfil the terms of his contract. 
The work has again been delayed owing to the recent floods, which prevented 
gravel and sand being brought from across the river; otherwise Messrs. Hill and 
Rathborne, to whom the contract for metalling was transferred, would have probably 
completed it before the end of the year. 


52. The ferry approaches at Enggor have been cut, and about 313 feet of 
concrete metalling done on them. The portions of the approaches to be metalled with 
concrete are 5 chains long, and rise at a gradient of 1 in 22. In the course of a few 
weeks the ferry will be in working order, a ferry boat having already been 
constructed for taking over bullock-carts, gharries and cattle. The ferry, however, 
is only a temporary arrangement until the pontoon bridge has been completed. 


53. The construction of three miles of metalled cart road from Gapis to the 
Ijuk range, at a gradient of one in twenty-two, “was let on contract to Messrs. Hill and 
Rathborne in August. This road, which should be completed by the end of the year, 
will open up a large tract of wery fertile country. 
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54. Sixty-three chains of road through the Salak mines was constructed by the 
District Engineer, departmentally. This is a portion of the Salak-Ipoh road that had 
hitherto been kept up by the Chinese miners, who wished to work the land under the 
line of the proposed road. 


55. Through traffic from Enggor to Ipoh was established in August, and as soon 
as the ferry at Enggor is completed there will be uninterrupted road communication 
between Ipoh and Taiping. 


56. Most of the money spent on the Enggor-Ipoh road was in metalling and 
improving the road through the Enggor village, and in opening up the quarries, 
a road thirteen chains in length having been made to the Enggor quarry. There are 
now nine hundred yards of metal ready stacked along the road, in addition to three 
hundred yards in the quarry at Kamuning, and four hundred in that at Enggor. A 
mile of road near Padang Balak was also metalled. 


57. The Taiping-Kuala Kangsa road, on this side of the pass, was considerably 
improved during the year, the work having been performed departmentally; nineteen 
permanent bridges were put in on the main road, in addition to three on a branch 
road to the quarry. About five miles of metalling was completed, and the road was 
widened ten feet for about three miles. At Rumah Papan ten chains of the.road were 
widened on both sides. 


58. A new bridge eighteen feet broad was built over the Kangsa river, at a cost 
of $1,735.29. 

59. The Patani bridle road has been kept in average repair this year, as far as 
the Kuala Kangsa boundary (about twenty-seven miles), and can be ridden over 
for the first thirteen miles. In this year’s estimates sufficient money has been provided 
to rebuild the bigger bridges and put the road into thorough order. It is a difficult 
road to keep in repair, owing to the damage that is constantly being done to it by 
elephants and buffaloes, and until this year there has never been sufficient money 
provided for its proper upkeep. 


60. A trace was cut from Kamuning to Kuala Kerbau, on the Plus river, and a 
chain and compass survey made. Eight miles of a trace for a cart road that is now 
being run in a north-easterly direction from Kuala Kerbau have been completed. This 
road will probably be connected at Salak with the main trunk road to Kinta. 


61. The railway trace from Laiang-Laiang to Lumut was opened up with a view 
to making a road through this year. At Laiang-Laiang the trace runs through about 
two miles of swamp. 


62. A survey was made of the Perak river from Kuala Plus to Blanja. The 
road from Enggor to Ipoh was traversed, and a station erected on Gunong Saiong. 


63. The Government gardens at Kuala Kangsa have been well looked after, and 
an abundance of fruit has been obtained from the pomeloe and lime trees. The neat 
and well-kept grounds do credit to the Public Works Department, who are responsible 
for their upkeep. 


HEALTH. 


64. The apothecary (Mr. Colomb) reports that “the general health of the dis” 
trict was, on the whole, satisfactory, though towards the close of the year, a small out- 
break of cholera and small-pox occurred.” 


65. The death-rate during the past year, as in preceding years, was in excess 
of the births, the former amounting to 531 and the latter to 509. 


66." During the year under review there were 813 male and 154 female patients 
treated in the hospital, making a total of 967, against 1,000 treated the previous year. 
Of these 801 were discharged, 127 died, and 39 still remained under treatment at the 
end of the year. 


67. In the out-patient dispensary 745 patients were treated, against 1,014 in 
1888. Of these 245 were Malays, 174 Chinese, 191 Tamils, 71 Bengalis, 15 Singha- 
lese, 39 Moors, 4 Javanese, 1 European, and 5 Eurasians 
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68. The subjoined statement shows the percentage of deaths that have occurred 
in the hospital during the past year among the different nationalities treated there.

69. The apothecary in his report divides the Tamils into two classes—viz., those 
voluntarily seeking admission, and those sent in from the estates; the percentage of 
deaths among the former being 22°53, and the latter 9:27. Those voluntarily seeking 
admission were chiefly destitute people, who had been professional beggars, road 
coolies, or cast-away coolies from the estates, most of whom when admitted had been 
ill for some time and were past all chance of recovery.

71. Small-pox was introduced into the district by a Malay who had returned 
from a pilgrimage to Mecca. Subsequently a few cases broke out in adjoining 
villages, attended with three deaths. Mr. Colomb, as in all matters connected with 
his department, was most zealous and untiring in his endeavours to prevent the disease 
spreading, and it was entirely owing to his efforts that it was so soon stamped out. 


72. Five sporadic cases of cholera broke out in the Gaol, four of which ended 
fatally. Shortly afterwards two cases occurred in the town, one only proving fatal. 
The cause of the disease could not be traced. 


73. Vaccination was performed on 127 persons during the year, being an in- 
crease of 71 over last year, when only 56 were vaccinated. Of the 127 operations 89, 
or 70°07 per cent, were successful. The apothecary was put to great inconvenience 
owing to subjects vaccinated not presenting themselves for examination on the ap- 
pointed day, this very often occurring when he had taken a long and fatiguing journey 
with the express intention of obtaining lymph from them. An Ordinance compelling 
people operated upon to present themselves for examination on the eighth day is 
very much needed here. There is not the least difficulty in getting them to come in 
for vaccination, they being most anxious to undergo the operation, especially when 
small-pox is reported in the district. 


74. The health of the prisoners up to the month of October was very satisfac- 
tory, when a sudden outbreak of cholera occurred, resulting in four deaths. By strict 


precautionary measures, and the removal of the prisoners into another building, the 
disease was completely staraped out. 
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TEMPERATURE AND RAINFALL. 


75. The return of thermometrical and rainfall observations taken at Kuala 
Kangsa during the year show that the maximum temperature recorded was 97° F, on 
the 8th and oth April; and the minimum, 68° F, on the gth and roth March; the mean 
temperature for the year being 81-99° F. 

76. The rainfall was considerably less than it has been for the last three years ; 
the greatest rainfall recorded in 24 hours being 2°38 inches, on the 3rd January. The 
total for the year was 64°39 inches, whereas in 1888 it was 83°62, and in 1887 and 
1886 76°66 and 76:21 inches respectively. 


EDUCATION. 

77.. Mahomed Ibrahim succeeded his father Mahomed Sedik as schoolmaster at 
Kuala Kangsa, in March. There were then 52 pupils. Subsequently 47 pupils were 
enrolled, making a total of 99. Of these 16 were studying English and 83 Malay. 
During the year 47 boys left the school, leaving 52 under tuition at the end of 
December. : 

78. The Inspector of Schools has visited this institution twice during the year. 
In November the yearly examination was held, the results being most satisfactory. 
Of the four boys present@d for examination in English, all were successful: and 
of nineteen examined in Malay, only two failed. 


POST AND TELEGRAPHS. 

. The telegraph line from Kuala Kangsa to Kinta, which formerly ran along 
the old bridle-road, was diverted vid Enggor and Salak, a cable having been laid 
across the river at Enggor. 

80. The sole right of running for hire horse and bullock buses, between Kuala 
Kangsa and Taiping, was granted to Mr. Jourdin for a period of 12 months from the 
8th September; and that on the road between Enggor and Ipoh to Petapermal Chitty 
for 12 months, dating from completion of the road. Although the horse busses to and 
from Taiping have ensured a fairly regular delivery of the mails twice a day, they have 
not proved a success as passenger conveyances. They are most uncomfortably fitted 
up, and the horses are generally in a wretched condition, most of them being lame, 
galled, or otherwise injured. a 
GENERAL. 

81. His Highness Sultan Idris bin almarhom Bendhara Iskandar Shah, Com- 
panion of the Most Distinguished Order of St. Michael and St. George, was publicly 
installed as Sultan and Yang-de-per-Tuan of the State on the 5th April, at Kuala 
Kangsa, Sir Hugh Low, G.C.M.G., late British Resident, the Hon. the Acting Colonial 
Secretary of the Straits Settlements, the Secretary to Government, and the principal 
Rajas, Officers, and Penghulus of the State being present. 

82. An Order was passed in Council for the encouragement of bendang culti- 
vation in the District of Kuala Kangsa, by which the Collector and Magistrate was 
empowered, in cases where a sufficient number of people enter into an agreement 
to open up a new tract of land, to release the land from quit rent for the first 
three years, provision being made for the due cultivation of the land by the persons 
applying for it. 

83. During the year there were eleven meetings of the State Council held here. 

84. Small floods occurred during the month of November, the river on one 
occasion rising about eleven feet; they were not, however, attended with any serious 
results, beyond the flooding of the shops and houses on the river bank in the lower 
portion of the town, whereby the occupants were put to some expense and temporary 
inconvenience in having to remove their furniture and goods. 

85., Raja Alli, a nephew of the late Sultan, died from cholera at Bukit Chandan. 


86. Syed Musa, the Penghulu of Chigar Galah, was granted a loan of $2,000 for 
the purpose of extending his pepper plantation at Chigar Galah. 

87. It was ordered in Council that the main stream of the Sungei Temboh 
should be the boundary between theeKuala Kangsa and Kinta District, Siputeh, 
Mirabau, Suntong, Slinsing, Kris, Tronoh, Jelutong, Kantang, Kechil, and other 
streams on the Perak side being within Laiang-Laiang, which is joined to the mukim 
of Blanja. : 
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88. Cattle disease was prevalent during the first quarter of the year, as many as 
39 buffaloes having died from it during the month of February. 


89. I regret having to record the deaths of Mr. C. T. Wight, late manager of 
the Kamuning Estate, and Mr. W. Walters, who was employed on work in connec- 
tion with the Public Works Department. 


go. The attached return (marked J) gives an approximate idea of the population 
of the district. The total population is 26,454, comprising 15 Europeans, eight 
Eurasians, 11 Singhalese, 20,567 Malays, 4,143 Chinese, 1,492 Tamils, 145 Bengalees, 
and 73 Sakeis. It has not been possible to make a complete census of the Sakeis, 
this return showing only those residing in Malay kampongs, and a few others who 
occasionally trade with the inhabitants.

62. The long-continued falling off in the output of tin would lead one to expect 
a proportional decrease in the Chinese population; it is therefore surprising to note 
that in 1889 the latter should have exceeded that of 1888 by 426; the Malays, on the 
other hand, numbering 840 less than in the preceding year. There are still 
1,757 Chinese miners in thé district, though they are now very much more scattered 
than they were before the closing of the larger mines at Salak and Lawit. The 
remainder of the Chinese population is made up of shopkeepers and their coolies, and 
market gardeners, of whom there are 1,277 in Kuala Kangsa and Salak alone.

TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report for the year 1889 on the 
Kinta District. 
FINANCE. 


REVENUE. 


1. The revenue for the year amounted to $857,597.24, to which should be added 
more than half of the $442,680 received from the Perak Opium Farm, the whole of 
this sum being accredited to Larut. Several other considerable items are also credited 
to the Larut District—viz : $42,500 under heading Interest, $236,400 North and 
South Larut and Lower Perak Chandu Farm; sale of Government Stores, $10,000 ; 
Fees of Office, $18,000. I mention these facts to show that this district and others 
would show a larger revenue if these items were fairly distributed. 


2. The increase of collections over ‘last year amounted to $341,167.57, and is 
$86,854.24 in excess of the estimated revenue. In comparison with 1888 the chief 
increases are shown under—

EXPENDITURE. 


3. The total expenditure for the year ammounted to $398,606.37, against an 
estimate of $345,752, and an actual expenditure in 1888 of $350,005.12. 


4. The principal expenditure was incurred on the following—viz: Works and 
Roads, $189,083.01 ; less than previous year by $964.64 on both. Other increases of 
note were— ;

5. The cost of permanent and provisional establishments was $62,986.93, or 
about 7 per cent of the revenue, not including any of the items specially mentioned 
in paragraph 1 of this report. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


6. A very large number of alterations in my staff took place in 1889, too many 
to enumerate here. 


7. For a large portion of the year I was without any one at Gopeng as Assistant 
Magistrate. The Land Office was also for a long time not up to its full strength. 
A large amount of work was thrown on the District Magistrates owing to the bad 
state of the money market among the Chinese; and the want of an efficient staff to 
represent the Chinese Protectorate, which should deal with many of the cases by 
arbitration, was much felt. 


8. The native head-men I cannot say have done good work; certainly the two 
members of Council, Datoh Panglima Kinta and Toh Muda Wahab, have sat many 
times with me in Appeal Court, and on cases sent up for trial by the three Lower 
Courts ; but I found that they invariably showed a decided tendency to partiality ; this, 
I think, is to be expected, as they have private interests in mining and other matters 
with Chinese. 


9g. Among the Penghulus, Che Hussein of Ulu Kinta (Ipoh) has done seme little 
work, but he, as all other Native Chiefs, is wrapped up in private speculations. The 
Penghulus Datoh Domba and Syed Jaffar, of Sungei Raya and Teja respectively, are 
getting very old and do little but come in and draw their chabut, which is enormous. 


10. The best man as a useful officer is Imam Prang Jeberuman, Assistant 
Penghulu of Gopeng: he gets no chabut, and a very small salary, but does more 
actual work than all the others put together; the fact is the others are very rich, and 
keep clerks, who really represent them. 
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11. I attach a table of chabut given to each Penghulu and Native Chief for this 
year and last.

12. Comparing the receipts for 1888 and 1889, the lattersshow an increase of 
$453.60, but a deficiency of $2,673.87 on the estimate; the reason is the smaller 
quantity of mining land alienated in 1889 compared with 1888, the estimate for rents 
which was $10,000, the actual being $7,743, which is, nevertheless, an increase of 
$1,786.25 over 1888; again, under Mining Licenses and Leases the estimate was 
$1,000, whereas only $190 were received; both these show how erroneous and mis- 
leading were the amounts estimated. The result under town and agricultural lands 
are better. Against an estimate of $4,500, I have actual $5,687.13, an increase of 
$1,187.13 over the estimate, and compared with 1888 an increase of $1,010.35. 

AGRICULTURE. 

13. I regret that little is done in the way of agriculture in the district; the few 
Malays that plant do so chiefly in the shape of plantains, which they sell at high prices 
to the Chinese; there is not a really well-cultivated ten acres of rice in the whole 
district.

16. Mining industry has steadily advanced, though nothing in the way of work- 
ing the supposed lodes has yet been undertaken. 

Messrs. Muhlinghaus and Sword have obtained a concession of 108 acres, 
and started a company with a capital of $150,000. 

The Mining Assistant, Mr. Pike, reports the discovery of many lode out-crops in 
the Ulu Kinta part of the district. The Societé des Etains de Kinta have not had a 
good year, and at the present time are working all their land on the tribute system by 
Chinese. The Malacca Mining Company have spent a considerable sum in opening 
at Selebin; the results have not been great, but appear inclined to improve. Messrs. 
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Sword and Muhlinghaus have opened a branch of their Trading Company here: the 
result has been beneficial to buyers, sellers, and the district generally. The Chinese 
take kindly to a ready-money transaction.

POLICE AND CRIME. 


17. The district is noted for its want of the former and plentifulness of the 
latter. The Sikhs have, I believe, done hard work in the way of sentries, patrols and 
escorts, parades, musketry practice, &c. I do not intend to quote criminal returns, 
but I know they are very heavy. I can call to mind at once five or six murders, several 
gang robberies, cutting and wounding, and such will be the state of things till we 
have an efficient Police and detective force. It cannot be expected that Sikhs, highly 
trained as soldiers, and not knowing even Malay, can be,smart policemen amongst 
Chinese and Malays. During an examination of some twelve men this year who 
presented themselves, | found only one could speak at all passably, and I doubt much 
if he could have made a thorough inquiry into a case. 

* * * * “% * * 


19. There were ninety prisoners in Gaol on the 31st December, 1888, nearly all 
short sentence. General health good; deaths from complaints contracted outside the 
Gaol, and deaths only took place among the lowest scum of a diseased mining popula- 
tion, of which a large percentage die in our Gaols, Hospitals, or on the roads and 
paths. Very few escapes took place considering the amount of out-door work that has 
been done in the vicinity of the jungle; several who attempted escape were recaptured 
by the warders, and severely punished. Very excellent work was done by the 
prisoners both in and out of the prison, and the Gaoler, Mr. Harfleet, has taken the 
keenest interest in his work. 

20. Total actual receipts for work performed amounted to $381, and other 
works to $5,353, calculated at 20 cents per man per day, which is very low for this 
district, where wages are 30 to 45 cents per day.

22. The amount of work in all three Courts—viz: Batu Gajah, Gopeng and Ipoh— 
has been very heavy, and often carried on with a much reduced staff; no assistance 
from the Chinese, with two exceptions, has been given; the others have been asked to 
help, and the result was a miserable failure. The Assistant Kathi heard and disposed 
of some 56 ecclesiastical cases and the native headmen of 795 civil cases in sums not 
over §25, and 57 petty assault cases. These figures are not included in above return, 
but the fees are, adding them to the 3,301, the total of 4,209 cases, with a revenue of 
$17,146.61, is the result for the whole district. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 


5 * * * * * * 


24. There were 38 items of expenditure under the regular estimates (works and 
buildings), of which number 36 were completed during the year, and an additional 11 
items came under supplementary votes, and these were all completed by the end of 
the year. 

25. The actual money voted during the year for works and buildings (including 
supplementary votes) amounted to $57,300, of which sum $48,528.46 was expended, 
leaving an unexpended balance on works and buildings of $8,771.54 at the end of the 
year. Included in this unexpended balance is a sum of $5,000 for a sanitarium for the 
Kinta District, which it was impossible to spend, owing to the unavoidable delay in 
fixing upon a suitable site. There was also included in this unexpended balance a 
sum of 52,500 for Magistrate's quarters at Ipoh, which quarters were built in the 
year 1888.

27. A total sum of $179, 526.20 was voted under the regular and supplementary 
estimates for works under this head of expenditure, and of this amount $140,510.88 
were spent, leaving an unexpended balance at the end of the year of $39,015.32. 

28. Of this unexpended balance $19,357,02 remained on the vote of $42,000 for 
the Gopeng Kuala-Dipang Road, and a sum of 86,160.25 was not required for the 
completion of the Ipoh-Salak section of the Main Trunk Road. 

29. During the year 11 miles 17 chains of earthwork and bridging on cart- 
roads were completed; 1o miles 50 chains of metalling completed; about 6,000 
cubic yards of metal broken in the quarries, but not carted; 38 miles of cart-road 
maintained; 88 miles of bridle-paths maintained ; 20 miles of the Kinta_ river 
improved, where necessary ; and the various townships in Kinta—viz., Batu Gajah, 
Papan, Ipoh, Gopeng, and Kota Bahru, inspected periodically, and improvement carried 
out where considered necessary. . 

30. The above table and facts point out all the principal works done by this 
department ; at the same time it must be understood thaf the whole of the bridle-paths 
have been kept up purely departmentally, and the result, as compared with last year,

when done by contract, is very marked. The carrying out of works in an up-country 
district like Kinta entails an enormous amount of worry and constant attention, and 
the greatest credit is due to the District Engineer and his assistant, who, with one 
European and a few native overseers, have done everything. 

HEALTH. 

31. There are three Hospitals in the district, which have been so far not over- 
crowded; extensions were found necessary at the end of 1888, and have been added. 
No epidemic visited the district, an odd case of small-pox or two only. The death- 
rate is, of course, high, and in such a district, with such a population, always will be. 

32. The health of Government Officers has, I consider, been excellent, and I am 
of opinion that if a man is sound to start with, and does not do all he knows to spoil 
his constitution, there is no reason why he should not keep well. I further think this 
the healthiest district in Perak. I have now been here nearly a year and a haif, and 
find we do not get the long spell of rain and drought experienced in other places. 

EDUCATION. 

33. There is one school in the district, and is well patronised. The agricultural 
or peasant Malay, when educated, in my opinion, is spoilt completely ; he shuns his 
own people, and prefers to loaf about Government officgs gaudily dressed: he is a 
nuisance to himself and those with whom he comes in contact. 

POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS. 

34. The improvement in this service has been very marked, especially as regards 
the telegraph and efficiency of all the lines compared with last year; the interruptions 
for 1888 were 162 days, while in 188g they only numbered 34, and these of very 
short duration, the greatest being four days, which occurred twice only. 


Some 16,762 messages passed through the offices, and 46,205 covers, parcels, &c. 
The total revenue received amounted to 51,217.87. 

35. The Inspector of Posts and Telegraphs has done much good and hard work, 
and deserves the credit of it. 

POPULATION. 

36. Approximately 60,000, from rough census taken last year; the returns of 

births and deaths are kept by the Police. 
GENERAL. ® 

37. The actual Revenue over expenditure for 1889 amounted to $461,990.87. 

38. During the latter half of the year a Municipal rate was levied, at three 
per cent on annual rental of house property, and $1,550 were collected. 

39. The prospects of the Kinta District are very favorable; the more one secs 
of the tin deposits the more they appear to develop. The headmen, both Malay and 
Chinese, say, and they are right, that only one or two really big mines have yet been 
opened, although we exported 118,983.90 pikuls during 1889. 

40. His Excellency the Governor visited the District in January, and personally 
inspected and saw all the principal works completed and in progress. His Excellency 
pointed out to the Kinta Datohs the very great advantage to be derived from 
agriculture; adding that he regretted to see so little land under cultivation. If the 
Government wish to introduce agriculture they must not look to the Malay, especially 
the Kinta men; they do not believe in it, when for ten days’ work in a month they can get 
enough to keep them the other twenty; they will not exert themselves, and there is no 
doubt they get more and more apathetic. Both Sir Hugh Low and Mr. Swettenham 
visited the district during the year, and I believe were satisfied with what they saw. 

41. It should be noted that transactions in the Kinta Treasury amounted to 
$1,680,402.72 against $930,922.30 in previous year; the greatest credit is due to the 
Financial Assistant, Mr. Bain, who has done exceptionally hard work. 


42. Before closing this report [ must again, as I did in my last, brings to the 
notice of Government the good feeling that prevails between all departments, thus 
rendering hard and tedious work a pleasure; without any exception, from the office 
orderlies upwards, I am sure the Government have received good and true work 
from all.

Sir,—I have the honour, in the absence of the Acting Magistrate and 
Collector, to forward herewith the monthly report for March, 1890. 

2. In accordance with iftstructions from the Acting Resident, exhibits 
of sugar, sugar-cane, and rum shrub were sent to the Singapore flower show, 
as samples of the products of this district. 

3. On the 20th instant the State Surgeon arrived on a tour of inspec- 
tion, and visited the site of the new hospital buildings, where the work is 
now being rapidly advanced. 

4. On the 26th the Commandant Ist Perak Sikhs arrived on a tour 
of inspection, and left the following day. 

5. Mr. Lim Ah Khye has proposed, on behalf of himself and friends, 
to take up about 2,500 acres of padi land in this district, with the intention 
of trying to raise two crops in one year—one of padi and one of white 
beans, 

6. The Acting Protector of Chinese arrived on the 29th instant to 
visit the kongsis in this district. 

7. Contracts have been signed this month for the new police station 
and lock-up, the new ferry approach at Sungei Gedong, and the new 
quarters for the Customs clerk. 

8, attach the meteorological returns for the month.

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No. 159.—EXTRACTS FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ACTING SUPERIN- 
TENDENT, LOWER PERAK, FOR THE YEAR 1889. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward herewith my Annual Report for the District 
of Lower Perak for the year 1889. 
* * * * * * * 


LAND. 


39. The estimated revenue from this source was $16,275, but only $10,889.10 
was collected, being a deficiency of $5,385.90, but an increase over the collections 
made in 1888 of $1,838.76. 

40. Nearly every item under land revenue proper has realised less than was 
expected. Under premia on leases $2,000 was estimated, but only $33.85 was 
received, but this was because no town land was sold. 

41. Timber royalty was much over-estimated, less than half of the $5,000 only 
having been obtained. > 


42. During the year the Land Office of this district has been reorganised. 

43. When Mr. Machado took charge of it in May it was in a state of chaos, 
but it is now in good order. 

44. The total number of titles issued up to the end of the year was 4,880, of 
these 399 were town leases and agreements for leases. 


45. The total area of land comprised in these titles is 7,821 acres 1 rood 
1 pole. 

46. 1,301 acres 22 poles of agricultural land were alienated during the year, 
and 6 acres 27 poles of town land. 

47. During the year 4o new houses have been built in Teluk Anson, and the 
roads and drains in and around the town have been very much extended and 
improved. 

47A. The Macao Chinese have commenced a temple; the centre building is 
complete, and was opened on the 23rd of December. When finished it will be a fine 
building. 

48. In February the Assistant Surveyor, with the sanction of the British Resident, 
made a survey of the road from Kuala Lepis, on the Bidor River, to Tanjong Malim, 
a distance of about 45 miles. 

49. Just as this work was completed Mr. Pemberton was prostrated by an 
attack of fever, and was taken down to Teluk Anson in an exhausted state. 


50. He was subscquently under treatment in the Penang General Hospital for 
over a month. 

51. He resumed work on the roth of May and proceeded to Sungei S'tiawan 
to check some demarcation work there, lay out some traces for roads, &c. 

52. On his return to Teluk Anson he surveyed the opposite bank of the Perak 
River within harbour limits, and surveyed two minor circuits in main circuit No. 2. 
These have been closed and proved. 

53. The area of the minor circuit is 227 acres 2 roods 23 poles, and of the 
river circuit 236 acres 17 poles. Total area, 463 acres 3 roods. 

54. Since July the Assistant Surveyor has been employed altogether on Land 
Office work, with the exception of about two weeks, when he was surveying the 


Kuala Bernam. . 


55. He has surveyed g8g acres 2 roods 27 polcs in 1889, as against 97 acres 
3 roods 13 poles in 1888. 


56. This work has been plotted and connected up with the township map of 
Teluk Anson. . 

57. Granite posts are being substituted for the bakow wood posts which were 
used formerly as boundary marks. 

58. These granite posts are 4’ 6” x 6” square, and only cost in Teluk Anson 
40 cents each. 
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AGRICULTURE. 


‘ 59. There is, I am sorry to say, very little progress to report as far as the 
immediate neighbourhood of Teluk Anson is concerned. 

60. This isin a great measure owing to the removal of prohibition on gutta 
collecting. 

61. The settlers here being nearly all foreigners, knew nothing of the resources 
of the up-country, but imagined, from what they heard from Syed Abubakar and other 
sanguine persons, that they had only to go up towards the hills to get as much gutta 
as they liked. 

62. The chicf Chinese merchants here appeared to entertain the same views, 
and the result was that the Malay settlers obtained some thousands of dollars from 
the Chinese as advances to be repaid in gutta, and in most cases gave the titles of 
their lands as security. 

63. The result is: that the money was all spent, and very little gutta obtained, 
not enough to pay the food and expenses of the searchers. 

64. Nearly all the able-bodied men went to different parts of the State, leaving 
their women and children to look after the gardens. 

65. Many have not returned, and those that have come back are, for the most 
part, heavily in debt. 

66. During the year 1889 only 41.30 pikuls of gutta was exported, having an 
estimated value of $2,051.25. 

67. In and around Sungei S'tiawan the settlers have made good progress during 
the year, and for several miles on either side of the road to Lumut the land is taken up, 
and some very nice gardens are being made. 

68. A large quantity of Liberian coffee and pepper has been planted. 

69. At Kota Stia the Chinese are building new shops with tiled roofs: ten have 
been already erected and more are to follow. 

jo. Inthe mukims up the Perak River and also at Jandarata and Utan Malintang 
some land has been taken up for bendangs and kampongs. 

71. By the advice and under the supervision of Mr. H. Berkeley, Superintendent 
of Penghulus, very extensive and selid pig fences have been put up by the planters 
in many places, notably at Utan Malintang, where there is three miles of nibong 
fence, to protect the young cocoanut plantations, &c., at Bandar, Sungei Kayan and 
Kuala Bidor. 

72. But asmall amount of padi was planted round Teluk Anson, and that chiefly 
by the Tamil immigrants. 

73. It is not looking at all well; the rats are damaging it in parts, and it is much 
infested by a flying bug. 

74. Up country, however, it is very fine in places. 

POLICE AND CRIME. 


75. The Police force in Lower Perak (exclusive of Batang Padang) is as 
follows :— 

76. Teluk Anson: Two European Inspectors, one native officer, one sergeant, 
one corporal, one drummer, 27 privates (Indians.) 

77. Malays: One corporal and 11 constables, but two of the latter are orderlies, 
so that there are really only nine for duty. In addition to these there is one charge- 
taker (Malay), two detectives, (one Malay and one Chinese),and one Chinese interpreter. 

78. It will thus be seen that there are 38 men only to provide six guards, which 
occupy 24 men, leaving 14 for rounds, escort over prisoners, escorts for treasure, to 
attend Pblice Court, &c. 

79. The force is 32 men below its strength, and Mr. Inspector Symes reports 
that ‘these men have now been nine months working like this, and not a man 
amongst them knows what it is to have a clear night’s rest.” ; 

80. At Kota Stia there is one corporal and five Indian privates, and one Malay 
doing duty as charge-taker. 

81. At Utan Malintang one sergeant and five Maly constables, and at Sungei 
S’tiawan one lance-corporal and three Malay constables. 
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82. The conduct of both non-commissioned officers and men has been good, 
and the charges against them few. 


83. Mr. Symes reports that the coast district is in good order, that the wood- 
cutters all have passes, the fishermen licenses, and the boats numbers. 

84. Though the coast population is increasing, there has been very little crime in 
that part of the district. 


85. The Police stations and other buildings throughout the district are in fairly 
good order. 

86. There have been five murders in Lower Perak during the year. The first, a 
Malay named Abu Syed attacked his wife and mother-in-law with a dadek. The 
wife died. Abu Syed was tried and sentenced to death. 

87. Inthe second case, two men, named Abu Aris and Nawi, went to the house 
of one Usman and called him. He went out, and they assaulted him. His brother, 
hearing his cries for help, went to his assistance, and was hit over the head with a 
heavy stick and killed. 

88. Abu Aris was sentenced to death, but the sentence was subsequently 
commuted to 20 years’ rigorous imprisonment, owing to his youth. 


89. The third murder was at Fasir Salak, on the’5th September. A Malay 
named Mat Akib assaulted a Chinaman named Chi Ah Tong, who subsequently died 
from the effects of a fractured skull. He was convicted of culpable homicide not 
amounting to murder, and sentenced to six years’ rigorous imprisonment. 

go. The fourth case was that of a Chinaman named Leow You Kwee, who was 
murdered by the crew of a boat which was taking him to Kinta. 

gt. Three of the men concerned, including the chief boatman, were arrested, 
tried and convicted, and sentenced to death. 

g2. The fifth was that of a newly born child. The body was found in the out- 
fall of the main drain, Teluk Anson. 

93. The utmost endeavours of the Police failed to trace the crime home to any- 
one; it was a female child, and the medical evidence went to show that it had been 
strangled. 

94. There was only one case of gang robbery reported. This took place on the 
Teluk Anson and Tapah road. Money and property valued at $208 was taken. 
Two of the gang were arrested and sentenced to two years’ rigorous imprisonment. 

95. There were four cases of causing grievous hurt. 

96. In each case the offenders were arrested and punished. 

97. The other cases were of a trifling nature. 

98. The total number of cases reported to the Police was 1,658, of these 1,247 
were discovered. 

In 1888 1,234 cases were reported and gtr discovered. 

99. During the year eight inquests were held. A return showing particulars 
has been sent to the Coroner. 

too. Rewards were paid for the destruction of three tigers, one leopard, and 48 
crocodiles, besides a large number of snakes, crocodile eggs, &c. 

* * * * * * * 


ROADS, STREETS, AND BRIDGES. 


116. Late in the year the work of deepening and widening the Jandarata Canal 
was commenced. This work when finished promises to be of very -great service, 
connecting as it does the Perak and Bernam rivers. 

117. Hitherto it has been necessary to make a long and sometimes dangerous 
voyage out to sea to get from one river to the other, whereas when this ganal is 
completed ordinary river cargo-boats will be able to load at Teluk Anson and go 
right up to Ulu Bernam or Slim without risk or loss of time. 


118. When the Jandarata is finished it will be a matter for the consideration of 
Government whether the Sungei Buloh canal shall not be completed also. 

11g. If this is deepened to the same level as the Jandarata river it will shorten 
the journey between the two nivers by several miles. 

120. Itis interesting to notice what these two canals, or rather ditches (for they 
were little more), have done for the country through which they pass. E 
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121. When they were made the country through which the line ran was an 
uninhabited tract of swampy jungle; now the whole of the land along both sides of 
the Jandarata is taken up, and a considerable portion of that on the banks of the 
Buloh, and there is now a considerable population there. 

122. The streets in the town of Teluk Anson have been very much improved 
during the year. : 

123. The principal ones which were not done in 1888 have been raised and 
metalled. 

124. The roads outside the town through the native gardens and the cart-road 
to Bata Rabit have been raised in the middle, giving a good roadway of 12 feet, and 
good hard-wood bridges have been put in to replace the temporary ones, so that it is 
now possible to drive over several miles of the so-called agricultural roads round the 
town. 

125. Atthe latter part of the year the contract with Messrs. Hill and Rathborne 
for the upkeep of the bridle-paths in Lower Perak and Batang ladang was 
terminated. They had become almost impassable, but the Public Works Department 
at once commenced to raise and practically reconstruct them, so that by the end of 
the year they were very mueh improved. 


126. The bridle roads at Sungei S'tiawan were improved and extended, and I 
hope that in a few months there will be a good road connecting S’tiawan with Kota 
Stia. 

127. Perhaps the most important work of the year has been the continuation 
of the drainage of Teluk Anson. 

128. About 4,700 feet run of brick drains, built upon inverted concrete blocks, 
have been constructed, at a cost of about $14,000. 

129. When this work is finished, the sanitary state of the town will be very 
much improved, and the malodorous drains, for which Teluk Anson has so long been 
celebrated, will be a thing of the past. 


130. The manner in which these drains are being constructed reflects great 
credit on Mr. Ward, the Assistant District Engineer, under whose supervision the 
work has been carried out. 

° HEALTH. 

131. I am happy to be able to report that the district for the first time has been 

practically free from cholera. Only one case was reported, but that proved fatal. 


132. Small-pox appeared on the Perak river, and 205 cases were treated, of 
these 41 cases proved fatal. cg 

133. Great trouble was experienced in dealing with these cases, as the people 
did all they could to prevent the isolation or removal of patients. 

134. In many cases they refused to be treated by the Medical Officers, and in 
such cases the affected houses were isolated. 


135. I have no figures from which I can draw a comparison of the death-rate of 
those treated in their own houses by native methods and those removed and treated 
in temporary wards, but I found in 1887 and 1888 in the Batang Padang District that 
the death-rate in the wards was less than half that of those left in their own houses 
and to the care of their own people. 


136. Great difficulty was experienced in getting the people in these kampongs 
to submit to vaccination, but latterly they have thought better of it, and 441 persons 
have been vaccinated; of these 381 were successful. _ 

137. The vaccination is being carried on by Mr. Alvisse, and I hope that, now 
they find no harm results from the operation, there will be no further trouble. 

138. The hospital returns show that 500 persons were admitted to the hospital, 
and 45 remained from 1888, making a total of 545 treated during the year; of these 
479 were discharged, 45 died, 2 absconded, and 19 remained at the end of December. 

139. The number of out-door patients treated was 734. 

140. The health of the district, as a whole, has been good, but I regret to say 
that there has been a good deal of illness amongst the European Officers, chiefly fever 
and diarrhoea. 

141. Mr. Nadar, the Apothecary in charge, deservés great praise for the excellent 


order in which the hospital is kept; it is a model of neatness and cleanliness. 
* * * * * * * 
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POPULATION. 

157. The return of births and deaths furnished by the Penghulus are, I fear, still 
far from being as reliable as they should be. 

158. There has been a very great falling off in the number of arrivals in the 
State. Whereas in 1888 27,922 male Chinese came into the port, only 8,452 arrived 
in 1889, and 1,192 Chinese females came in 1888 against 633 in 1889. 

159. The falling off both in Malay and Kling immigration was also considerable. 

160. On the other hand, it will be noticed that there is also a great decrease in 


the number of departures. 
* * * * * * * 


GENERAL. 

168. During the year there have been a great many changes amongst the staff 
in Lower Perak. 

169. In August I took over charge of the district from Mr. Noel Denison, who 
went home on leave very much out of health. 

170. Mr. F. W. Brewster, Magistrate of Selama, was sent down specially to 
assist the Superintendent. 

171. Mr.J. F. J. Andrews was removed to Larut, andgwas succeeded as clerk 
by Mr. Peché, who was replaced by: Mr. Hendricks. 

172. The Assistant Treasurer, Mr. Crawford, and the Assistant to Collector of 
Customs were both dismissed. The former was succeeded by Mr. F. J. Radcliffe and 
the latter by Mr. Peché, who was transferred to the clerkship in the Superintendent’s 
office, and was succeeded by Mr. A. Murray. 

173. Mr. J. R. Barclay, Acting Land Officer, was succeeded by Mr. Machado, 
who was sent from Larut to take charge of the Land Office here. 

174. In October Mr. Machado, who had done excellent work, was unfortunately 
laid up with fever, and early in November went on two and a half months’ leave. 

175. Mr. F. Bede Cox, Junior Officer, acted for him in the Land Office. 

176. There have, besides, been several changes amongst the clerks. 

177. During the year two Penghulus have died—viz., Paduka Raja, of Pulau 
Tiga (and has been succeeded by Allang Ahmat), and Mat Taib, of Teluk Bahru. 

178. The Penghulu of Rungkup, Penghulu Joh&n, has retired on account of old 
age, and has been succeeded by Haji Bakar. 

179. In January His Excellency the Governor arrived in Lower Perak, and went 
up to Kinta, where he met the late British Resident, Sir Hugh Low. After a stay in 
Kinta they visited Batang Padang, and returned to Teluk Anson, leaving on the 23rd 
of January. 

180. The British Resident, F. A. Swettenham, Esq., C.M.G., visited the district 
in August and again in November, when he tried the men charged with murder and 
robbery on the river. 

181. The Secretary to Government visited the district three times during the 
year to hold Assizes. 

182. In October the demarcation of the boundary between the States of Perak 
and Selangor, ve fishery purposes, was carried out by the Assistant Surveyor and 
Superintendent of Penghulus, and a survey of the channel was made as far up river as 
Tanjong Bagan. 

183. The deep channel was demarcated with posts as a temporary measure until 
the river can be properly buoyed. 

184. The progress at Sungei S’tiawan has been satisfactory. 

185. The settlers have planted a large quantity of nilam (patchouli), which they 
sell to Chinese merchants. 

186. The price has fallen somewhat, but it still pays them very well. ° 

187. Nothing has been done towards the construction of the talked-of section 
of cart-road between Sungei S’tiawan and Lumut. 

188. The difficulty at S’tiawan is to find suitable work for the settlers and a 
market for their produce—vegetables, fruits, &c.® 

189. The steam launch Sri S’¢/awan commenced running between Pangkor and 
Sungei S’tiawan in April, and yroved a great convenience. 

190. .In October I visited the timber cutting kongsis at Raja Itam with the 
Superintendent of Penghulus. 
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1g1. It appears to me that the amount of timber in this locality has been much 
over-estimated, and the Chinese themselves told me that there was only enough to last 
them for about eighteen months. 

192. The Achinese who were settled at Changkat Jong and Kruh have not 
proved a success—they cleared a considerable amount of land and planted dedap and 
a certain amount of pepper, and then deserted. 

193. At Kruh all three plantations were deserted, and at Changkat Jong there 
remain two old men only. 

194. Some of the pepper planted by Sumatra and Kelantan Malays at Sungei 
S'tiawan is looking very well, and so is the Liberian coffee on the higher grounds, but 
that planted on the sandy land close to S’tiawan river looks yellow and unhealthy. 

195. In September the survey of the proposed railway line from Teluk Anson 
to Tapa, vid Changkat Jong, Sungei Krusi, and Junka was finished, and the second 
section—s.e., from Tapa to lpoh—was commenced. 

196. In December a survey of the original or direct line to Tapa was com- 
menced by Mr. Swan, and nearly finished. It is to be regretted that nothing has yet 
been done towards carrying out the scheme for supplying Teluk Anson with 
wholesome water. 

197. As long as there is no dry weather the river water is passably good, but 
directly there is even a short drought the water in the wells becomes so bad as to be 
unfit for bathing purposes even, and the river water appears to become foul. At any 
rate, it has always been found that cholera invariably makes its appearance at such 
times and ceases with the return of rain. 

198. Want of drainage and the gencrally unsanitary state of the town had 
doubtless much to do with it, and it will be interesting to note whether during the next 
dry season the improvements which have been made in this respect prove sufficient 
to ward off the usual outbreak of sickness. 

19g. It is with regret that I have to report that the year closed with a period of 
great trade depression. 

200. Though the returns show no falling off in the exports, and the amount of tin 
produced was greater than that of the preceding year, still trade was very dull and 
money very scarce. 

201. The leading Chinese téll me that the mines up country, though producing a 
large quantity of tin, are not, as a whole, paying, and further they say that money is 
very scarce in Penang, as capitalists there appear afraid of advancing money on 
mining ventures. 

202. The scarcity of money is seen in the reduced numbers who frequent the 
gambling farm and the shutting up of most of the brothels. 

203. There are eight steamers trading regularly to this port. 

204. The stores and provisions for Kinta and Batang Padang are taken up river 
in cargo boats, of which there are on the register 2,350. 

205. The Straits Trading Company commenced business in July, when they 
exported 609.02 pikuls of tin ore, in December they exported 1,848.11 pikuls. The 
total exported by them for the six months was 6,306.48 pikuls, on-which they paid duty 
to the extent of $25,225.92. 

206. The cost of printing and binding for the year, executed at the Government 
Printing Office, Larut, amounted to $76.31 only. 

207. The two Native Magistrates, the Tuan Haji Sleyman, Datoh Raja Mahkota 
and Raja Musa, have afforded me great assistance. 

208. They are always ready and anxious to do all in their power, and the 
experience of the Raja Mahkota and local knowledge and influence of both of them, 
has been a great help to me. 

2e9. In concluding this report 1 beg to be allowed to bring to the notice of the 
Government the excellent work performed by Mr. F. W. Brewster, the Assistant in 
Lower Perak. He is an energetic and hard-working Officer, and it is due to his 
cordial co-operation and assistance here and that of. Mr. E. W. Tranchell, in Batang 
Padang, that | am able to undertake the charge of the two districts.

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report on the Krian District for the year 


pee: * * * * * * 


LAND. 
FINANCIAL. 


15. Areference to the abstract of revenue will show that on an estimate of 
$21,925, it was only found possible to collect $14,832.85, showing a deficit of 
$7,092.15. It would, no doubt, have been possible to collect more rent if harsh 
measures had been resorted to; but, in view of the depression in agriculture, and 
the series of bad harvests which padi planters have had to contend with, such action 
would have been most unwise, and have led to a further exodus of the population. 
Under the heading of Premia there is a large excess of $4,039.50, due to the sale of 
nipah lands, but for which the deficit would have been still greater. 


WORK OF THE LAND OFFICE. 


16. During the year 1,038 agreements for leases were prepared and issued 
for 192 acres of new agricultural land; 1,067 talis of nipah land and 13 lots of new 
town land were marked off and surveyed; g2 agreements have been prepared and 
issued for sub-divisions, or in exchange for old titles. 

17. The following is a comparative statement of mortgages and transfers for 
the last three years :—

18. The staff of the Land Office consists of only two English-writing clerks. 
There is, besides, a Field Assistant at Bagan Serai, hut the appointment was vacant 
until the middle of June. The gencral supervision of the Land Office falls upon 
Mr. Duberly, the Assistant Magistrate. 


PADI CULTIVATION. 


1g. Out of an approximate area of 36,455 acres alienated it is estimated that 
only about 7,500 are under cultivation this season. I have referred so many times 
in reports and minutes to the causes which have led to this disastrous falling off 
that it is not necessary to touch upon it further. An almost unprecedented drought 
in September and October destroyed the nurseries and the young padi that had 
been planted out. I attach, as being of interest, a table which the Assistant 

Magistrate has caused to be prepared, giving the condition of the crops and the 

causes which led to the failure of the same from 1884 to the present year. To avert 

these the three great remedies are drainage, irrigation, and a supply of drinking 
water. They are the crying needs of the district, and until they are attended to, 
agriculture will not flourish in Krian on a sound basis. 

Apparent remedy and 
most pressing wants. 
1884-1885.—Crops fairly good, destroyed in only a few places by Asupply of drinking 
rats and wild pig. Cholera, however, appeared in a water, to prevent 

bad form during the harvest, and the people abandoned cholera. 
their crops and fled from the district. 

1885-1886.—A very promising crop seriously damaged during the Drinking watet, as 
very wet weather by the padi insect, which appeared in last season, and 
for the first time in great numbers. This appears to drainage to carry 
have been due to the excessive wet. Cholera also off the excessive 
appeared, as in last season. > rainfall. 

1886-1887.—Heavy rains with insufficient drainage drowned out Drainage. 
the early planted padi, the second planting being 
attacked by insects, as is usual with late padi.

is usual. This points to a want of drainage. 
188g-1890.—For the first time for many years drought was the Irrigation and pro- 
cause of failure, though a few insects and rats did bably drinking 
damage in the mukim of Bagan Serai. It remains to water. 
be seen whether the want of drinking water will not 
be severely felt during the coming dry season. 


SUGAR CULTIVATION. 

20. There are 22,414 acres alienated for the purpose of sugar cultivation, 
distributed as follows :— 

Krian river 10,781 acres, Kurau 5.379 acres, Gula 6,000 acres, Bagan Tiang 254 
acres. Of this land it is estimated that 7,190 acres are this year under cultivation as 
against 7,120 in the previous year; a slight increase, and asign that this industry is 
flourishing. The estates under cultivation consist of 3,745 acres on the Krian river, 
2,477 acres in Kurau, goo acres at Gula, and 68 acres at Bagan Tiang. 

21. Estate owners have not found it so difficult to procure labour this year, as 
will appear from the fact that 1,199 Sin-kehs were registered this year as against 561 
in 1888. 


Season. Condition of Crop and principal causes of failure of same. 


NIPAH LAND. 

22. Nothing has been done of late years which has been so appreciated by the 
Malays as the sale to them at a fair price of the nipah lands of the State. It has 
come at a time when padi cultivation was unusually depressed, and has, I have 
no doubt, prevented hundreds of families from leaving the district, and perhaps 
the State. 1,067 lots, of a tali frontage each, have been alienated and the titles issued. 
The recent order forbidding the export of nibongs will also help the attap trade. 

* * * * * * * 
PQLICE AND CRIME. 


30. The Police force consists of 2 Inspectors, 23 Sikhs, and 31 Malays, stationed 
at Parit Buntar, Simpang Lima, Bagan Serai, Kwala Kurau, and Sungei Mugat Aris. 
With one or two exceptions, the conduct of the men has been satisfactory, and 
reflects credit on the Inspectors. 

31. It is gratifying to record that the district has been singularly free from 
serious crime. During the whole year it was only necessary to commit one case for 
trial before the Supreme Court. This was a case of highway robbery with violence, 
committed by five Kedah Malays, who were all convicted and sentenced. 

* * * * * * * 


ROADS, STREETS, AND BRIDGES. 

43. The expenditure was $22,773.71, on an estimate of $27,500. The up-keep 
of some 65 miles of roads and bridle-paths cost $8,362.79, and this included the bills 
for December, 1888. The roads are divided into sections, the rates varying from 
$8 to $11 per mile per mensem, according to the work to be done and nature 
of the soil. In dry weather these roads are very good for travelling. About 6} miles 
of the Selama bridle-path have been widened to a 20-feet road, and a ditch was dug 
along the northern side at a cost of $3,000. By this means a considerable area of 
swampy land has been drained, and settlers are taking up land along the road. 

44. From a vote of $5,000 for making parits for draining agricultural lands 
$3,407.50 have been spent. With this money 707 chains and 46 links have been 
cut at various prices from 5 cents to 17 cents a foot. It is an excellent work, 
and a similar vote should appear in the estimates for several years to come. Another 
useful work has been the clearing of Sungei Semang, a tributary of the Krian river, 
at an expense of $800 upon an estimate of §1,000.

FINANCE. 


REVENUE. 


The estimated revenue, exclusive of Farms, was $22,257, and the actual collections 
amounted to $28,941.37, being an excess over the estimate of $6,684.37. 

There was an increase under every head of revenue except Interest, under which 
$12 less was received. 

As compared with the estimates the chief increases were: 

Land Revenue $2,149.54, Licenses (exclusive of Farms) $334.55, Customs$1,842.19. 
Sale of Government Property $411.52, and Reimbursements §1,032.24. 

As compared with 1888 the increase was $7,778.09. Every item of revenue shows 
an increase except Fines and Fees of Courts and Interest. 

The chief increases were Land Revenue $2,663.80, Customs $3,102.10, Sale of 
Government Property $344.70, and Reimbursements $1,044.87. 

There was a falling off of $137.89 under Fines and Fees of Courts, and $12 under 
Interest. 

EXPENDITURE. 


The total estimated expenditure was $160,795. The actual was $119,085.47, 
showing a saving of $41,709.53. 

The chief heads of service in which the expenditure was less than the estimate 
were Establishments $830.53, Revenue Services $621.36, Medical $488.59, Transport 
$893.22, and Roads, Streets, and Bridges $43,560.73. 

The items which exceeded the estimate were Police $2,896.07, Salaries and 
Allowances to Native Chiefs $67.19, Works and Buildings $1,597.63, and Special 
Payments $309.81. 

The saving under Establishments was owing to the appointment of Land Office 
Surveyor not having been filled up. 

The sum for Police, though it appears as an excess in the local accounts, is not 
really so, as it is charged against Larut. 

The saving under Revenue Services is for money unexpended for expenses of 
survey. 

Under Medical, a sum of $540 for medicines was unexpended, also burials $63. 
and contagious diseases $146, but supplementary votes for diets and miscellaneous 
were sanctioned. 

Transport: There were unexpected balances under Personal Allowances, Horse 
Allowances, &c. 

The excess under Works and Buildings was caused by the building of a Public 
Works store and offices, which was not provided for. 

There were excesses on some of the votes under Roads, Streets, and Bridges, but 
a saving of $60,781 on the vote for Pahang Road. 

As compared with 1888 there was an increased expenditure of $52,603.26. 

The heads of service on which the chief increases occurred, were Establishments 
$6,863.23, Police $344.07, Salaries and Allowances $735.04, Medical $261.05 Miscella- 
neous Services $874.21, Works and Buildings $4,848.26, Roads and Bridges $37,956.61, 
and Special Payments $309.81. 

The total amount of revotes of unexpended balances from 1888 and supplementary 
votes in 1889 was $64,707.62, of this $57,655.88 was for re-votes on account of Roads, 
Streets, and Bridges. ~ 

LAND. 


The Land Revenue collected during the year amounted to $6,2y9.54, against 
$3,568.09 received in 1888, or an increase of $2,731.45. 

The estimated Land Revenue for 1889 was $4,150, which was exceeded 
by $2,149.54. 

As compared with 1888 there has been an increase under every sub-head of 
Land Revenue.

The chief increases were Premia on Leases $968, Land Rents $498.50, Tin and 
Gold Royalty $276.20, Miscellaneous $203,25, and Mining Land Rents $460. 

The revenue under this head would have been very much larger had a Surveyor 
been appointed earlier in the year. 

It was only on the 18th of October that Mr. Beatson was sent to fill the appoint- 
ment of Assistant Surveyor and Inspector of Mines. Consequently, very little has 
been done during the year in the way of survey or demarcation. 

Early in the year I laid out a number of building lots in Kuala Lepis and 
Naga Bahru, and since Mr. Beatson’s arrival he has surveyed some in Tapa. 

The amount of land held under certificates of title and agreements for lease 
is roughly 1,200 acres. Of this only 249 acres has been properly demarcated. 

The certificates of title are being exchanged for agreements as fast as the 
demarcation can be carried out. 

There are 665 certificates of title and 125 agreements for agricultural lands 
issued. 

The Rent Rolls show a total of 592 town lots, divided thus—Tapa 237, 
Kuala Lepis 174, Naga Bahru 148, and Chumor 33. 

These pay an annual rent of $2 each, except those of private land, which only pay 
when built on. In Tapa a*premium of $25 has been paid on gg lots. 

Mining Lands: There are 221 mining licenses issued for undemarcated lands, 
having an area of, roughly, about 1,326 acres. 

Agreements for leases have been issued for 525 acres of demarcated lands, 
and leases for two small ancestral mines. 

There are also applications for some hundreds of acres of land which is yet to be 
selected. 

The staff of the office consisted (till October) of cne clerk on $20 a month. 

The tin exported amounted to 4,351.02 pikuls, the duty on which was $16,858, 
or an increase of $2,920.13 over 1888. 

The last three months of the year show a great falling off, or the increase 
would have been much more. 

This is partly due to the breaking up of the Relau Semut furnaces, which were 
formerly used, and, as the miners refused to begin to build other furnaces till the old 
ones were destroyed (though they had numerous notices), many mines were unable 
to smelt. 

The Malacca Mining Company also had not shipped any of their tin ore up 
to the end of the year. 

I am unable to form any estimate of the gold produced during the year. 


AGRICULTURE. 


A considerable amount of land has been taken up during the year in different 
parts of the district, but it has not yet been demarcated. Near Tapa, along the road 
to Bidor, there are a number of new gardens being cleared and planted, and also 
at Sungei Lur, on the road between Naga Bahru and Batu Pepis. 

A good deal of new bendang land is being prepared in Slim for cultivation next 
year. Smaller quantities are being planted in other parts. 

The pepper planted by Haji Ali near Tapa, the oldest of which is three years 
old, is loaded with fruit, and the Liberian coffee first planted at Sungei Raia and 
Mirbau is now bearing. 

The trees at the coffee (Liberian) estate planted by the late Mr. P. L. Smith at 
Geletin, Slim, are breaking down with fruit, but they have been so neglected for years 
that the plantation is ruined. 

The padi fields of Slim are very well cultivated, and I should like to see some of 
the fine lands of the Sungei and Bidor valleys brought into a similar state of 


cultivation. 
e 


MINES. 

There is not as much progress asI expected, for, with the exception of the 
Malacca Mining Company and Mr. Chang Yok Seng, none of the Europeans and 
Chinese who took up mining land commenced work. 

In 1888, 3,801.06 pikuls of tin were exported, and in 1889 4,351.02; there was 
an increase during the first nine months of 925.23 pikuls, but a falling off during the 
last three months of 375.27 pikuls as compared with 1988. 

A great deal of prospecting has been done during the year. 
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The boring operations commenced in 1888 by Mr. Carr, on behalf of the 
Melbourne Company, were continued, and 250 acres of land selected. 

The Malacca Company selected their land, and commenced work with satisfactory 
results, and there is every prospect of the mine paying. 

Their first shipment of ore was made in January of this year only. 

Mr. Buchanan prospected for several parties, and has selected certain lands 
which gave very rich results for his borings. 

Mr. McIntyre, of Penang, opened a small mine in Sembiliang, but has done very 
little. 

Mr. Chang Yok Seng opened a piece of ground in Junka in the latter part 
of the year, which promises well; the “karang” is about four feet thick and rich; 
at his first smelting recently the ore yielded 65 per cent of tin. 

An association of miners from Kinta have opened several pieces of land in 
Slim, and they tell me they are satisfied with the results so far. 

The Datoh Raja Mahkota’s mines in Sungkei have hitherto proved a heavy loss, 
but he tells me that they have now come on some good ground, and he has every 
hope of recouping his losses. 

POLICE. 


The Police force consists of a European Inspector, oné corporal and ten privates 
(Indians), one sergeant and two constables (Malays), one Malay charge-taker; and at 
Tanjong Malim, Ulu Bernam, one corporal and three constables. 

The district has been comparatively free from serious crime. 

In December the pawn-shop at Naga Bahru was attacked by three Chinese with 
blackened faces, they were armed with revolvers, and one of them shot the Sikh 
watchman who attempted to arrest them. He died about twenty-four hours after. 

The robbers got off with about $500 worth of property. 

Besides this a case of gang robbery was reported from Kuala Lepis. In this 
instance there is a good deal of doubt. A large quantity of property was removed 
from the farm. 

Lesser forms of crime have been on the increase, but it has not been of a serious 
nature. 

The total number of reports received by the Police during the year was 689, 
against 529 in 1888, while the arrests were 345 and 253 respectively. The number 
of convictions was in 1889 259, and in 1888 162.” 

The number of Police in this extensive district is quite inadequate to the 
requirements of the place, and it frequently happens that there is not a man in the 
place available for any sudden emergency. 

The Police are scarcely ever able to visit out-lying parts of the district. 

The conduct of the men stationed in the district has been, on the whole, good.

POST AND TELEGRAPH. 


As mentioned in my report on Lower Perak, there has been a very great 
improvement in the Telegraph Service this year; this is doubtless chiefly owing to the 
re-laying of the line. 

From Teluk Anson to Tapa, and from Tapa on towards Kinta, the line has 
been re-made, and good, hard wood posts have been substituted for the very inferior 
ones which were put in originally. 

The number of telegrams passing through the office shows a great falling off as 
compared with last year. This is due to the alterations made in the working of the 
line, so that telegrams go through now instead of being re-transmitted as they 
were formerly. 

The total number of telegrams received and sent was 7,755, against 15,954 in 
1888. The private telegrams sent numbered 665, and Service 1,463. The total 
number received was 5,627. 

The total number of covers received was 5,000 and despatched 3,000. 

The Money Order Department shows a large increase, the total amount sent 
being $5,628.96 against only $2,100.70 in 1888. 

The total amount paid was $243.76, bringing the whole for 1889 up to $5,872.72. 

Money orders on India amounted to $1,474.71, to offices in the Straits $1,229.98, 
and to offices in the State $2,924.27. 

The fees collected by the,office amounted to $319.11, or an increase over 1888 
of $149.62.

GENERAL. 

In the beginning of the year His Excellency the Governor visited the district with 
the late Resident, Sir Hugh Low, G.C.M.G. 

In August the British Resident, Mr. F. A. Swettenham, C.M.G., accompanied by 
the Commandant 1st Perak Sikhs, came over from Kinta and made a stay of several 
days, and visited Naga Bahru, Tapa, and Kuala Lepis, &c. 

The Secretary to Government, when Acting British Resident, visited the district in 
May. 
ce May Mr. Wing Easton, who was lent to this State by the Netherlands India 
Government, arrived and spent some time boring in the country between Tapa and 
Teluk Anson, to ascertain whether there was any prospect of obtaining a water supply 
for Teluk Anson by means of Artesian wells, but the results were unsatisfactory, as he 
nearly always came down on to granite or on to the bed of clay overlaying it. 

Probably the most important work of the year is the surveys undertaken by 
Mr. A. Swan for the proposed line of railway from Teluk Anson to Tapa, being 
the first section of the Kinta Valley Railway. 

The survey of the first line, that v/¢ Changkat Jong, Kuala Krusi, and Junka to 
Tapa, was finished at the end of September, since which time a survey of the direct 
line has been undertaken. ¢ 

The padi crop throughout the district promises to be good, that in the extensive 
bendangs in the Slim Valley being remarkably fine. 

The last houses built in Tapa are of a much better class than any we had before: 
they are all tile-roofed. 

The town has been much extended and improved. 

Cheng Lok Hing, of Penang, has started brick and tile works at Chendariang, and 
has every hope of establishing a good business. He has also two extensive saw 
works employing a number of men. 

Chendariang has made considerable progress, and there are now some very 
goods shops there. 

The Malacea Mining Company is already working, and when the Melbourne 
and several other companies who have obtained land in this part of the district 
commence work, the village of Naga Bahru may be expected to increase rapidly. 

Kuala Lepis, in Bidor, has not progressed so well as | had hoped and expected. 
Several Chinese who took up landsthere for mining purposes have failed to commence 
work, and this has had a bad effect on those who built houses, &c., in anticipation 
of a rapid opening up of the mukim. 

Ulu Sungei and Slim are both progressing slowly ; all this part of the country 
requires population and improved means of transport. 

In April Mr. E. H. Wallich arrived and took up his appointment as District 
Engineer, taking over charge of the Public Works Department, which up to this had 
been under my supervision. 

Mr. James McLean, Inspector of Works, died in December in the Larut Hospital. 

Mr. Beatson took up his appointment as Land Officer and Surveyor in October. 

There has been a great demand for Liberian coffee plants by the Malays, and 
I distributed over 30,000. I could easily have disposed of two or three times that 
number if [ had had them. 

The Sumatra men who had received a few hundred dollars loan when they first 
settled near Tapa, repaid the balance of the loan during the year. 

I have had some trouble in introducing the Relau Tongka, as both Chinese and 
Malays have steadily set their faces against the new form of furnace. However, 
there are several at work now, and I am gradually breaking up the old form. 

The total cost of printing for the District during the year was $124. 

The Penghulus have, I believe, done what they could to assist, but with two or 
three exceptions they are quite uneducated, and are not distinguished by particular 
ability or energy. 

The other members of my staff have worked well and cheerfully, though the office 
hours are longer than in most parts of the State, or the work could not be got through. 

I beg to be allowed to bring the services of Mr. E. W. Tranchell to the notice of 
Government; his knowledge of accounts and the business-like way in which he 
performs his duties makes him a valfable Officer, and I am very much indebted to 
him for the cheerful and ready assistance he has always given me.

TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to enclose herein my Annual Report on this district for 

the year 1889. 
REVENUE. 
The following figures show the revenue collected from 1885 to 1889 :— 
1885, $679.80; 1886, $727.71; 1887, $963.40; 1888, $1,310.40; 1889, $1,551.38. 

The revenue collected in 1889 shows a decrease of $258.62 against that estimated 
for the year, which is mainly due to the large amount estimated for tenths on gutta— 
viz., $540, of which this station only received a credit of $1.86. During the year 33 
passes were issued for the collection of gutta, but owing to the heavy rains not much 
was collected. In my letter No. 12/90, I pointed out to Government the very 
unsatisfactory system that exists in the collection of the duty on gutta, and if my 
request be granted I am sure I shall be able to furnish a more satisfactory report on 
this source of revenue. 

EXPENDITURE. 


The total expenditure for the year amounted to $13,509.27, against an estimate of 
$19,429.50, showing an unexpended balance of $5,920.23. This would have been 
considerably less had it not included the purchase of three elephants, for which 
$1,648.50 were expended, and a sum of §1,875 spent during my absence in Kelantan 
by Mr. Wray, who came on a journey of exploration of the Piah river. 


TRADE. 


The following return shows the amount of padi and number of poultry and cattle 
exported from the district during the year :-— 


Padi 12,700 gantangs, 1,009 fowls, 1,550 ducks, 410 cattle, 58 goats. 


Padi.—The amount shown as the export of this product was from only two 
mukims—viz., Temelong and Lengong, and was exclusive of the padi supplied to the 
people of the Kenering mukim, who entirely depend on the two first-mentioned mukims 
for their supplies. 


Poultry.—The number shown in the return was that actually exported from the 
upper country, and does not include those reared and sold in the district. The Chinese 
have, in a way, established a few agencies in different parts of the district for this trade, 
and have frequent intercourse with the people of Ipoh, &c., in the supply of poultry. 

Cattle.—The export would have been greater during the year had not the disease 
set in when, of course, I had to put a stop to the import of cattle. 


No duty was charged on the export of poultry, padi, and cattle. 


Rattans have also been exported for the first time, and there being plenty round 
about the upper district, I expect a good revenue from this source next year when it 
becomes known to the natives. 


ADMINISTRATION. 
The following were the changes made during the year :— 


Mr. Lesslar, the Clerk here, was promoted to the Larut Land Office, and 
Mr. Velge succeeded him. A new Penghulu was appointed in the Temelong mukim 
in place of Penghulu Toh Amor, who retired. 


LAND. 


The Land Revenue shows a small decrease of $45 against the estimated 
amount, owing to there being no land sales duging the year, but in the Kenering 
mukim, where no land has yet been demarcated, $219 were collected on krah tax, which 
shows an increase of $84 over that estimated. Owing to my absence from the district 
I was unable to carry out my project of having a thorough demarcation made of all 
the holdings here, which I intend doing shortly, and when this has been completed I 
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anticipate a larger revenue on land rents, as, since the different allotments were 
demarcated in 1884, almost all the lessees have cultivated beyond their boundaries, 
and for this land, of course, no rent has been paid. Up to the end of the year 835 
allotments were granted, and the total area taken up was 930 acres and 4 poles, all 
under cultivation. The area alienated during the year was 21 acres 1 rood 
13 poles. It is in a great measure due to the irrigation works carried out in 1887 and 
1888 that several lots unsuitable for the cultivation of padi in past years were taken 
up and cultivated with great success. It is very satisfactory to note the steady 
increase in the revenue, although without the development of mines and other export 
duties. 


AGRICULTURE. 


This has made no progress, except in Sawah, where the land had once been 
abandoned ; tracks of it were taken up and planted over with padi, and with very good 
results. With regard to tobacco, sugar-cane, &c., only a small quantity has been 
cultivated, enough for consumption. 


MINES. 


The mines at Sump#an, opened by the Penghulu formerly, and taken over by 
Chinese, and afterwards abandoned owing to thedeath of the Towkay, were again 
prospected in various directions by the Penghulu, who, from recent reports, I learn 
has obtained some good tin ore which has as yet not been smelted. When this has 
been done, I shall purchase tin on Government account and send it to Taiping for 
analysis. I also granted a free permit to some Malays to prospect in the lower parts 
of Sumpitan, where there is a vast expanse of available land, and am also waiting for 
a report from them on the results obtained, which, should they be good, would be the 
beginning of mining operations in this district. Some thirty Chinese I hear intend 
coming here shortly from Kuala Kangsa with a view to prospecting this place. 
Owing to my absence when the estimates of this district were forwarded, I was 
unable to provide for the construction of a six-mile cart road from Kota Tampan to 
Kuala Temelong, which will be necessary for these mines. On this subject I shall 
write later on, reporting the necessity for this expenditure. 


ROADS, STREETS, AND BRIDGES. 


Petani Road.—A sum of $1,324.08 was spent on this road. A contract was 
entered into with the carpenters here to repair and replace the bridges on this road, 
and they undertook the work at a payment of $2 per foot, supplying their own timber, 
which had to be no other than chinghai. The above amount was paid to them for 
600 fect bridging and other little works. Besides this, gor feet of sound bridging 
were done in 1887 and 1888, which will not require repairing for some time to come. 
There still remains to be done the construction of bridges from Kota Tampan towards 
Kuala Kangsa, which work will be put in hand soon. 


Bridle Road, Mirah to Kuala Kenering.—Here $134 were spent in certain 
repairs and removing fallen timber. 


Track Mirah, Kenering Village—Spent $51, principally in removing a quantity 
of fallen timber, which rendered the road impassable by elephants. On general 
expenses on road works, a sum of $19 only was spent for wages of labourers convey- 
ing stores, &c.

IMMIGRANTS. 


During the year nine families settled in the Kenering mukim, and have done very 
good work indeed. These are Siamese mostly, and a few Chinese. Patches of land 
ignored by the Malays were cultivated by them, and with good results. They have 
also taken up padi land, which they cultivated on their own account. Besides these 
there have been a few other families from Kedah and Kelantan settling in different 
parts of the district, and of whom I am sorry I cannot say much. 


GENERAL. > 


The Government cattle here, although few in number, have thrived remarkably 
well. 


I am glad to say that the condition of the natives here has, financially, 
wonderfully improved. In the Lengong mukim a mosque was erected of good 
square timber by Chinese contractors, and this building cost a little over $400. 
Another is also under construction. These two permanent mosques go to show that 
the natives are better off, and look to the good future of the district. They are also 
purchasing timber for the construction of plank houses from Chinese sawyers, who 
entirely depend for their living on the sale of these timbers. This also shows the 
improved condition of the natives. In former days it was the custom for Korinchi 
pedlars to come to this district, selling cloth to the natives, and fixing such exorbitant 
prices for same, which was of very inferior quality, that the natives, being unable to pay 
the prices asked, used to give in exchange so many gantangs of padi. This bartering 
went on for some years. The natives, when thei? crops were in, had to carry same 
to large rafts belonging to these Korinchis, who used to wait by the river side to 
receive the padi, for which, of course, the natives only received half of the actual 
value. In 1887 I saw as many as 15 large rafts, each containing over 1,000 gantangs 
of padi. On enquiring into this matter, which was an evil to the district, I discouraged 
the hold which the Korinchis had over the natives, and, after advising both the 
Penghulus and the natives, I am glad to say that the latter took, and are still taking, 
their crops down to Kuala Kangsa for sale, the result being that they receive the 
actual market price for same, and in return purchase goods at market prices also.

GOVERNMENT VESSELS. 


29. Thes.s. Mena has not been docked this year, but she has been periodically 
beached at Pangkor, the copper well scrubbed, and patches of new copper put on 
where required; no heavy rypairs have been effected, and she has done her work 
cheaply and satisfactorily, and reflects credit on the Master and Engineer. 
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SHIPPING. 


30. The s.s. Afena has been run hard this year, and has covered 11,109 miles, 
consuming 244,900 pieces of firewood and 19 tons of coal, at a total cost of 
$1,835.10. 


* * * * * * * 


LIGHT-HOUSE AND BEACONS. 


32. The light at Tanjong Krang is in good order, but some repairs are 
necessary to the house and landing steps. 


33. The beacons at present are all in good order, and have been of small 
expense to maintain during the year. 


34. Two new leading lights (red) have been exhibited in the Larut river, one 
on the beacon at Kuala Sapetang, and the other on the beacon off Tanjong Krang, 
to the southward. I have carried out the instructions left by Mr. Dew with regard 
to the position of these lights. 


35. These additional gghts will be of comparatively small expense to keep up: 
an additional hand has been stationed at the light-house, and one at the Kuala 
Sapetang Police Station. 

36. I have also purchased two new sampans, a large one for the use of the light- 
house men, and a small one for the Kuala Sapetang light-keeper. 


No complaints have reached me from the masters of vessels with regard 
to any fault in the lights. I may, therefore, report that they are well looked after by 
the attendants. 


38. With regard to the Port Weld lights, there are two at the entrance of the 
creek of little practical use, also one on a mast at the old tongkong wharf. It is my 
intention to propose an alteration, and remove the mast light to the south end of the 
new wharf, as a guidance to vessels coming alongside at night time. 


39. The following return shows the number of steamers and sailing craft 
entering and leaving the ports of Igrut, with the tonnage compared with 1888. 


40. The table gives 714 steamers, representing a tonnage of 107,253; the same 
number and tonnage left. All the steamers run between Penang and Larut ports, 
excepting the Malay coast Singapore boat, which calls fortnightly at Port Weld. 


41. The number of sailing craft reached 2,104, representing a tonnage of 24,166; 
the table shows a decided decrease comparing with 1888. These craft consisted of 
tongkongs and junks, and discharged their cargo principally at Tcluk Kertang; the 
steamers all arrived at Port Weld.

CATTLE. 


45. A few remarks upon the health of cattle in the district may be of interest. 
Last year cattle disease broke out and decimated the district, although every care was 
taken and the cattle isolated; in consequence of this, stringent measures were passed 
preventing for atime the importation of cattle, and now that has been relaxed. To 
have all cattle thoroughly examined by a Medical Officer, as they arrive, we have a 
quarantine shed in which they are detained, and it seems to have had the desired 
effect, no disease having appeared this year. 


* * * * * * * 


. GENERAL, 


51. At Port Weld, the opening of the new wharf and railway station to 
traffic marks a new epoch; this work, together with the houses now under completion 
for the Government Officers, and the fresh water supply from Taiping, will transform 
what was a short time since a mud flat into a prosperous looking port. Steamers 
now come alongside the new wharf, and the trains are timed to meet them, giving 
every facility and convenience for work, and displayinggon the whole great progress 
during the year. 
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52. The Customs and Harbour Departments have been allotted new offices, and 
the old buildings have been pulled down. Mr. Thomas is the Head Clerk here, from 
whom I have received very valuable assistance. 


53. A new store for the Harbour Department has also been built. 


54. At Matang, the most important public work has been the cutting of the 
bridle-path and connecting Matang with the railway; this is very useful, and, if there 
is not a great deal of traffic, it has nevertheless met a most desirable object—viz., 
that of opening up the land for bendang. 


55. The Mahomedan mosque has been re-constructed, and the lock-up enlarged. 
56. The roads and bridges in the district have been kept in good order. 


57. The land which was cleared by Messrs. Hill and Rathborne at Trong, for 
tobacco cultivation under Mr. Toynbee’s supervision, has not, I fear, proved so 
successful as was anticipated, although the land, at it now stands, may favour some 
other cultivation. 


58. Pepper planting is being carried on by the Malays near the foot of the hills 
in the district, the soil being found much more favourable in these particular parts. 


59. Padi cultivation, as I have reported in a formér monthly letter, has been 
on the increase. The people complain of the destruction and havoc which the rats and 
pigs make, but it always appears to me to look in fine form, and, allowing for a certain 
percentage of salt, perhaps they do suffer some loss through these pests. 


60. The Penghulus of the district, more particularly Penghulu Abdurrahman 
of Trong, have done their work well; it is very pleasing to report this, considering 
my imperfect knowledge of the language, which has at times placed me at a disadvan- 
tage. This precludes me, to a certain extent, from entering thoroughly into their views, 
which a more experienced Officer would naturally have done, and probably have 
forwarded their interests. 


61. The difficulties which arose some time since with regard to the issue of port 
clearances to tongkongs leaving the Bruas with Perak produce, have been settled in a 
satisfactory manner, and no further complaints have reached me. 

62. I took up the duties here as Acting Magistrate, Collector, and Harbour 
Master on April 7th, Mr. Dew having left a few days previously, so that I‘ lost the 
opportunity of conferring with him personally, but the notes of instruction which he 
left, and the general work of the district, I have endeavoured to carry out to the 
best of my ability, and in this 1 may say I have received assistance from those with 
whom I have been brought in contact.

To tHe SzcreTary to GovERNMENT, 
“TarpIne. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for March. 

2. On the 1st a Rambau Malay ran amuck in a fit of jealousy, 
and wounded four persons in Sungei Raia. One of the wounded, a 
lad sfamed Nauk, died the next day. Toh Domba, the Penghulu of Sungei 
Raia, behaved very badly on this occasion, for although he and his two sons 
were in their house close to where the crime was committed, and heard the 
screams of the wounded, yet ngither of them went out to see what was 
wrong, and the murderer got clean off without the slightest effort being 
made to stop or follow him. The murderer was captured some days after 
by the Assistant Penghulu of Gopeng, and com{nitted for trial on the 27th. 
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8. A second wild elephant was driven into the kubu at Gunong 
Maisa, and remained there nearly a week, but broke out in the end when 
the Malays had gone away leaving only three little boys in charge of the 
kubu. 


4. On the 6th I rode through Papan and Lahat to Ipoh. The first 
two villages are very well kept, but Ipoh is not at all satisfactory, the drains 
being especially bad. 


5. The next day I rode out with the Datohs and principal Chinese, 
and selected sites for the Chinese and Malay cemeteries at Ipoh; then went 
on to Selibin, Mr. Taylor’s mine, which is showing better prospects than 
hitherto. In the evening I inspected Ipoh hospital, which was in very good 
order. 


6. On the 9th Mr. Dinnan, road overseer, died in Batu Gajah hospital. 


7. Palen, a Tamil, sentenced to death for murder, was executed in the 
Batu Gajah gaol on the 11th. 


8. Father Barillon has applied for some more land for his Christian 
gardeners at Ipoh. His colony of gardeners are doing very well, but are 
much annoyed by the elephants of the Datohs, which destroy their crops 
at night. 


9. The Auditor visited the district during the month, and found 
everything correct. 


10. On the 21st the Superintendent of Posts and Telegraphs visited 
the district, and, with the consent of the Commandant, a telegraph was 
substituted for the telephone on the police wire from Batu Gajah to 
Gopeng—a great improvement. 


11. The demarcation of the Sultan’s mines in Kampar by Mr. 
de Mornay is going on well, and, when competed, will be a great benefit to 
Kampar mukim, which has always been the most backward mukim in Kinta, 
owing to the elastic nature of the Malay ancestral mines held by the 
Rajahs, and the heavy chabuts taken from the Chinese who worked them. 


12. On the 29th I rode to Gopeng and went through the Assistant 
Magistrate’s books, as Mr. White is going on leave; also inspected the 
village and hospital. Gopeng is much the best kept village in the district 
now, and does great credit to the Assistant Magistrate and the Police 
Inspector. 

13. A Chinese died of hydrophobia in Batu Gajah hospital on the 29th. 

14. The District Engineer, Mr. McGlashan, left Kintaon leave on the 
27th, and Mr. Harper, Assistant Surveyor, on the 31st. 

15. Tin duty for March, $33,619.36—a very fair month for the time 
of the year.

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No. 174.—EXTRACTS FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ACTING CHIEF 
SURVEYOR FOR THE YEAR 1890. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING, 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward the following report on the working of the 
General Survey Department for the year 188g. 


* * * * * * * 


2. The following is a statement of the work which has been performed :— 
Miles. Chains. 
(a.) Survey of road from Fort Carnarvon to the trigono- 
metrical station on Caulfield’s Hill. Distance 10 50 
Six permanent re ferring marks were put in on this 
survey; it entailed some 12 miles of chaining and the 
booking of 590 angles. 
(4.) Survey of path from Lembah Nenering to Selama. 
Distance 17 32 
Four hundred and. fifty. -one » angles were taken on this 
work. ‘bhis survey was made with a chain and pris- 
matic compass; the new road which is now being 
made, almost on the same line as the above path, will 
be surveyed with a theodolite. 
(¢c.) Survey of a portion of the Kuala Kangsa and Ipoh 
road for about 10 miles and 56 chains along the 
road towards Ipoh, and then up a path to the summit 
of Gunong Sayong. Distance : 13 00 
This work, started from the Kuala Kangsa trig, was 
connected to the Enggor trig, and closed on the 
Gunong Sayong trig. Four referring marks were put 
in, 300 angles were taken, and the actual chainage 
on it was about 14} miles. 
(d.) Survey of road from Padang Renee! to an Weld's 
Bungalow. Distance ... ee 0 68 
Ten angles were taken in this surv rey. 
(e.) Survey of a line from Trong Tobacco Estate through 
forest, and then along the track of the Changkat 
Jering and Trong Road, to where the road crosses 
the Trong River. Distance ... on ee Bein gas) 14 
Forty angles being observed. 
(f) Survey of the Kurau River from Kampong Pondok 
Tanjong to the source of the river. Distance we 21 47 
Kampong Pondok Tanjong is situated on the north 
bank of the Kurau River, and is about 4} miles to the 
west of Lembah Nenering. The actual chaining on 
this survey, with off-sets, was over 32 miles, and 737 
angles were booked. This survey is connected to the 
Lembah Nenering and Sungei Pulau trigonometrical 
stations, and has seven referring marks on its line. 
The Kurau rises on the eastern side of the range of 
hills on which Maxwell’s Hill Bungalow is situated. 
The river, from its source to the valley of Kurau, flows 
over very steep and rocky ground, 
(g.) Survey of a portion of the Sungei Pulau. Distance... 4 00 
This survey was commenced at the mouth of the Pulau, 
and continued towards its source. Seven referring 
marks were put in on the line of survey, 100 angles 
were taken, and, with the off-sets, about five miles of 
chaining was gone over. The Sungei Pulau rises 
near the summit of the south end of the Tiga Puloh 
Tiga range of hills,‘and about 2} miles south-west 
of Gunong Biong; from the foot of the above range 
of hills it flows through the valley pf Kurau_ until 


ee ne ee ne a 
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Miles. Chains, 
it joins the Kurau River. Only four miles of the 
Pulau have been surveyed, but it is my intention to 
continue this survey to the point where the river 
leaves the foot of the hills. I find that such surveys 
are the means of giving a good deal of information 
regarding the general features of the country. There 
is another river that flows through the Kurau Valley. 
It is called Sungei Samambu; it also rises in the Tiga 
Puloh Tiga range, but to the west of Gunong Biong; 
it passes through the valley of Kurau, and falls into 
the Pulau near that river’s mouth. I intend to survey 
this river also. 
(4.) Survey of the Perak River from Blanja to Kuala Plus. 
Distance ... ae es abe See eat saree 19 
This work is connected to Kuala Kangsa, Enggor, and 
Plus trigonometrical stations. Seventeen referring 
marks were put in on the line of survey; the actual 
chainage on it was over 50 miles, and the number of 
angles taken 1,990. 
(z.) Survey of a portion of the Kangsa River from Lady 
Weld’s Bungalow to the mouth of the river. Distance 12 43 
This survey was connected at six points (by tie-lines) 
with the Taiping and Kuala Kangsa Road traverse. 
With the tie-lines and off-sets, the chainage was 16 
miles, and 479 angles were taken. This survey was 
made with a prismatic compass and chain, it was 
started from a fixed point, and closed on another 
fixed point. The tie-lines were so short, and when 
the work was plotted it fitted into its position so well, 
that I look on it as being a very satisfactory survey. 
3. Total number of miles of roads and paths surveyed during the

11. Ofice Work.—All the surveys made during the year have been plotted, 
checked, reduced to one and to four miles to an inch, and placed on the one and the four- 
mile-to-an-inch maps. Fifty-four plans and maps have been issued to the public and 
other departments. Twenty-five tracings and plans have been made for record in the 


Office. 
* * * * * * * 


14. Office Accommodation.—The British Resident has sanctioned new offices 
for the Survey Department, and I trust that these will be built by the middle of the 
present year, for suitable office accommodation for the Survey Department is most 
urgently required. The room in which the draftsmen are at present has nothing like 
sufficient light in it, and is not at all suited for the purpose for which it is at present 
used. 

15. Base Line Rods.—Early in 1889 the base line rods were sent to England 
to be calibrated; nothing officially has since been heard of them. I am most anxious 
to receive the result of the testing of them, for without it I do not like to enter in 
the angle and calculation books the records of the trigono metrical survey, nor do 
I care to put the trigonometrical and general survey work on the scored sheets 
without having these results. 

16. I regret to say that very little has been done towards extending the actual 
trigonometrical survey of the country during the year. I have had no one whom 
I could depute for this work, and as I could not entrust the supervision of the 
department to any of the staff assisting me, I could not undertake it myself.

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No. 175.—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STATE COMMISSIONER OF LANDS, &C., FOR 
THE YEAR 1889. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—Herewith I have the honour to forward the Annual Report of the Land and 
Mines Department for 188g; not having received the returns sooner is the cause for 
the delay. 

1. Return marked A shows the comparative revenue collected by the Land and 
Mines Department in the years 1888 and 1889. This shows a decrease of $3,682.03. 
The districts principally responsible for this are Larut and Krian. 

2. In Larut the decrease is under the heading premium, due to a larger number 
of building lots having been sold by auction in 1888 than in 1889. The estimated 
revenue was exceeded by $5,386.11. 

3. In Krian, however, [ regret to say this matter is more serious, as there the 
deficit is due to the rents not having been collected, $5,472.58 less having been 
collected in 1889 than in 1888; had it not been for an increase of $3,604.80 in premium 
for nipah land, the Krian returns would have shown a deficit of nearly twice what 
it did. There was a deficy in the estimated revenue of $7,092.15. 

4. Batang Padang shows the largest increase for 1889 over 1888; the estimate 
is also largely exceeded, and yet the Magistrate in his report makes excuses for its 
not being more. 

5. Lower Perak, although showing an increase of $1,838.76 for 1889 over 1888, 
shows a deficit of $5,270.90 on the estimated revenue. The Acting Superintendent 
attributes this to over-estimating. 

6. The total estimate was a very close one: estimated $90,727, collected 
$91,174.92. 

The return marked B shows the land revenue of the State from 1878, the 
first year of its collection, down to the end of 1889. This return does not agree with 
return A, the latter being the revenue actually collected by the Land offices, including 
licenses, &c., in addition to the land revenue proper, which is all that is shown by the 
return B. 

8. Although Lower Perak and Krian show an increase over 1888, they are both 
considerably below their estimateg Larut on the other hand, although 1889 is below 
1888, is yet $3,415.71 over the estimate. 

g. The table marked C shows the land alienated during the year. The small 
average size of the holdings in some districts is noticeable. In the upland districts, 
this was due to the granting of small holdings for pepper cultivation; in Krian, to 
the alienation of the nipah land which was formerly Government reserve. This nipah 
land was given out in blocks of a tali (120 feet) foreshore, with a depth not exceeding 
150 feet—that is, less than three-fifths of an acre per allotment. 

10. Return D shows the total area of land alienated in the State up to the 31st 
of December, 1889.* 

11. I append comparative returns, E and F, of survey and demarcation work 
done during the years 1888 and 1889. As much progress as I should have desired 
has not been made with this work, principally due to the fact that the establishments 
could not be kept up; in Larut, especially, the Survey staff was particularly short- 
handed—in fact, for a great part of the year there was no Assistant Surveyor in either 
the Land or Mines Department, and the Settlement Officer, who should have carried 
on the demarcation work, was taken away from his legitimate work to act sometimes 
for the Magistrate, and generally for the Assistant Collector of Land Revenue. 

12. I will now proceed to speak of the districts separately, but desire to state that, 
not having had the Assistant Collector of Land Revenue to take charge of the local 
Larut office, | have not been able to give as much attention to the District Land Offices 
as I would have desired. Since my return from leave in October, 1889, I have only 
been able to pay hurried visits to Kinta, Krian, and Selama. 


KUALA KANGSA. 

13. Although by table C 2,982 lots of new land for agricultural purposes, 
representing 3,775 acres, have been ,alienated during the year, only 320 acres are 
shown as having been demarcated ; 1n other words, 3,455 acres have been alienated 
without demarcation, granted principally for ladang cultivation. This method of 
cultivation, so destructive to the forests, and generally reprehended, will, it is to be 
hoped, be considerably curtailed by a recent Order forbidding the felling of any but 
small secondary jungle for this purpose. 


* ApsTRACT.—Mining Land, 11,995 acres. Agricultural Land, 145,674 acres. Town Lots, 4,829 lots. 
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14. Pepper cultivation has been fairly started in this district, 195 acres of 
pepper land having been demarcated. 

15. , Until demarcation and settlement has been carried out in this district, but 
little reliance can be placed on the returns of land alienated. Almost all the titles in 
this office consist of permits granted under the Land Regulation of 1879. The 
regulations of 1885 can hardly be said to have been introduced into this district yet. 
The late Magistrate worked the Land Office on a system which, under the circum- 
stances, was probably as good as could be adopted, but if it is to be brought into line 
with the remainder of the State, demarcation and settlement will have to be systema- 
tically carried out. It remains for the lately appointed Magistrate to see how far he 
can do this. 

UPPER PERAK. 

16. My last paragraph also applies to this district. Whether the inhabitants are 
ready for demarcation and settlement is perhaps doubtful, its introduction this year, 
as the Magistrate promises in his report to do, will at any rate, have the effect of 
educating the people. One advantage he will have will be that, he will begin de novo 
and not have to alter work already done. 


LOWER PERAK. . 

17. The appointment to this district, as Land Officer, of Mr. Machado, formerly 
Chief Clerk of the Larut Land Office, has had a very beneficial effect on it: his prede- 
cessors in the Land Office having had no training or experience in Land Office work, 
naturally left a good deal for Mr. Machado to do to get it into order. 

18. The titles in this office consist principally of agreements for leases which 
were issued without any settlement, and are therefore, practically, only the old 1879 
permits on another form; a great deal of the land in this district is similar to that in 
the Kuala Kangsa and Upper Perak districts, consisting of old kampongs and 
bendangs along the banks of the Perak river. These, although of but small value 
while inaccessible, become very valuable as soon as roads or mines are opened near 
them. It is therefore very desirable to have a record by which the owner, the situation 
of the land with regard to the adjacent holdings, and, approximately, the shape and 
area of the land can be ascertained. This the present agreements for leases do not 
supply. Demarcation and settlement are the remedy. 


BATANG PADANG. 

19. Out of about 1,200 acres of agricultural land held on certificates and 
agreements for leases, only some 250 have been demarcated; the Magistrate states in 
his report that as fast as he can get the land demarcated, agreements for leases are 
being substituted for the old titles. 

20. In common with most of the District Officers, the Magistrate of Batang 
Padang complains of insufficient staff to enable him to keep up with the applications 
for land, consequently, he says, he has issued 221 mining leases for undemarcated 
land, comprising an approximate area of 1,326 acres. Under the circumstances, this 
was, I suppose, the only course open to him. The practice, however, of allowing either 
mining or planting on undemarcated land should be discouraged, if it is at present 
impracticable to forbid it. 

LARUT. 

21. During the latter half of the year a much-needed reform was effected—viz., 
the amalgamation of the Land and Mines departments ; these have always been worked 
as one in all the other districts of the State: their being separated in Larut led toa 
good deal of confusion. 

22. Hitherto the practice has been in Larut to grant permits for all mines under 
To acres in extent, of these 31 were issued during the year, for 72 acres 1 rood 
3 poles. At the end of the year a commencement was made to prepare leases instead 
of these permits, but the mines clerk having left on sick leave, this work has been 
delayed. There are 302 of these permits to be replaced by leases; the work js only 
clerical, as the land has all been surveyed. 

23. During the latter portion of the year what almost amounts to a rush has 
been made on the new mining field at Blandah Mabok. Applications are crowding 
upon one another faster than the department can give out the lots, and, as the land 
already granted is being cleared, new valleys, the existence of which was not known 
of before, have been opened up. The land is very shallow, and therefore easily worked, 
and if a road or even a bridle-,ath by which coolies could carry full loads up to the 
mines were opened up this valley, for two or three miles from the Larut-Sclama road 
towards Batu Kurau, it would materially effect the out-put of tin from Larut in 1890, 
and also the traffic on the Kamunting railway. The existing path is dangerous to 
walk on even without a load.

24. The tendency of the tin mining at present is to move north from Larut, 
where there are large tracts of unworked land still available; in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of Taiping, practically, all the stanniferous land has been alienated, and the 
best of it worked out. 

25. Pepper cultivation has attracted a good deal of attention, seven lots, 
representing 5,733 acres, have been alienated for this purpose during the year. The 
number of applications were very much larger, but a good many were weeded out 
by requiring the applicants to demarcate or deposit the fees for demarcating the land 
they applied for. 

26. The titles under which land is held in Larut are classified as follows :—

27. Inthe Larut Land Office the municipal rates for water and lighting in the 
townships of Taiping, including Kota and Kamunting, are collected. In Taiping four 
per cent on the assessed yearly rental is charged as a water rate, and three per cent 
as alight rate. In Kota and Kamunting three per cent as alight rate is charged; the 
water not having yet been laid on to these townships, no water rate is charged. 

28. In addition to these rates, stalls are licensed in Taiping, Kamunting, and 
Kota; in the two former places $1 per month is charged, in the latter 50 cents. There 
is also a charge of 10 cents each for the municipal number plates for the houses. The 
total municipal collections in 1888 were $7,790.40, in 1889 $10,209.60, increase 
$2,419.20 

KRIAN. 

29. ‘The failure of the padi crop in Krian, and the steady falling off in the land 
revenue is, perhaps, one of the most remarkable events of the year in connection with 
the Land Department. It would be worth while enquiring whether other causes than 
the failure of the padi crop have had anything to do with producing this; in 1884 a 
similar depression existed, not attributable to bad crops. When in Krian lately [ 
noticed that there appeared to be a great deal more padi planted on the Province 
Wellesley side of the boundary ditch than on the Krian side. 

30. It is, I think, to be regretted that a greater effort has not been made to 
extinguish the remaining old titles (certificates and permits) in this district. As all 
the land for which these old titles were granted has been demarcated, this could easily 
be done. 

31. The attached return shows what has been done in this way since the 1885 
Regulations came into force. 5

32. The alienating to the ryots of the nipah land, which was formerly Govern- 
ment reserve, and as such was farmed triennially, has proved to be the saving of this 
district; not only has it induced a large part of the population to remain. who would 
otherwise have abandoned their land, but the nipah plants themselves have been 
better cared for. 
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SELAMA. 

33- The Magistrate, Selama, says in his report that, by way of encouraging 
new settlers, he gives land to dond fide strangers, rent free, from one to three years. 
This principle of granting land rent free is generally admitted to be a mistake; in 
exceptional cases, however, with comparatively few settlers under the constant 
supervision of the District Officer, it may be allowed at first, but as soon as settlers 
begin to come in in any numbers it should be stopped. 

34. There are a good many people taking up land for pepper along the new 
tracks to Kuala Ijuk and to Briah, and it is, I think, a hopeful thing for the district 
that these men are Javanese and Banjar men. Hitherto, Rawa men, one of the most 
clannish races of Sumatra, have had Selama all to themselves; they always played into 
each others hands, and I believe it was largely due to their extortions that every 
Chinese miner that ever went there was ruined. 


GENERAL. 

35. It gives me great pleasure to have to report that a great improvement is 
apparent in the way in which the Land Offices generally are being worked, which show 
marked improvement since I last reported on them; a great deal more care is evinced 
in the way in which the registration is done, and to a great extent uniformity has been 
introduced throughout the State. There still remains a gobd deal to be done, and I 
would like that all new District Land Officers should spend atime in the Head-quarter 
Office in Taiping, learning how the work is done, before assuming charge of the 
district office. 

36. In speaking of the different districts, 1 have laid a good deal of stress on 
demarcation and settlement, and with a view to expedite this [ am having intelligent 
Malays taught the use of the plane table, so as to be able to supply demacators to the 
out-stations, as they are required. With a plane table one of these men can prepare 
very fairly accurate sketch maps of small holdings, which will enable the Land Officers 
to ascertain the area quite nearly enough for revenue purposcs, and define the 
boundaries between adjacent lots. This is the preliminary work to the regular survey, 
which can be taken up when more pressing work has been disposed of, and when the 
land becomes more valuable ; at present a great deal of the land in the State would 
scarcely bear the expense of survey. 

37. I attach a set of the various forms of title now being granted in the State 
(return M); several of them are new, such as thdse for land granted for pepper 
cultivation, land granted for special purposes (generally religious or charitable), 
alluvial mining land granted since the rst of November, 1886, “when rent was first 
charged. Advantage was taken of the introduction of this form to introduce several 
amendments into the lease form. My object has been to have an agreement for a 
lease or a lease for each class of title. Forms and rules for prospecting licenses 
for both alluvial and lode mining have been adopted and printed. This is preliminary 
to the prepartion of a form of lease for lode mining which is at present under 
consideration. 

38. During the year under review lode mining has attracted a good deal of 
attention. The defunct Hong-Kong and Shanghai Tin Mining Company, having been 
resuscitated under the name of the ‘ Selama Tin Mining Company,” has spent a large 
sum of money and done good work, making roads, building houses, and sinking a shaft 
to prove the lode, originally prospected by the old company. They have now got a 
shaft timbered down to between 80 and go feet, which would do credit to any mine. 
When 150 fect is reached they propose driving i in the supposed direction of the dip 
of the lode. Another association of miners, called the ‘Shanghai Syndicate,” have 
also been prospecting on the surface for the line of the out-crop, hitherto unfortunately 
in vain. Several other adventurers obtained prospecting licenses for land along the 
supposed line of the out-crop of the same lode, but so far have done nothing to look 
for it. 

39. Another lode has been discovered, and is being prospected, at-a place ealled 
Blandah Mabok, in the Larut District, between Selama and Kamunting, which, from 
samples obtained, appears to be very rich in silver. 

jo. A lease has been applied for for a galena lode at Assam Kumbang, close to 
Taiping. ° 

41. Another company is making preparations to prove atin lode near Ménglembu, 
in Kinta. In addition to these several other lodes of tin and copper pyrites have been 
reported during the year. * 

42. Mr. Wellington, on behalf of the Sandhurst Company in Larut, has obtained 
a concession of land in Batang Padang, in which he is going to make gold the 
principal and tin the secondary object of his scarch, his idea being that the Chinese 
miners, with their imperfect methods of washing, lose the most of the gold which, by 
treating the wash with mercury, he will get. 
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43. At Salak Messrs. Smith and Williams are making a most interesting 
experiment : working an alluvial mine underground, instead of stripping all the over- 
burthen. That this method of mining was practicable and economical was proved some 
years ago in Larut by Mr. Scott, the Inspector of Mines, but a superstitious dread 
of working underground, amongst other causes, prevented the Chinese following his 
example. If these Salak miners make it pay, the Chinese may be induced to follow 
their example. There is a great deal of deep, poor ground which can be profitably 
worked in this way, which it would be ruinous to attempt mining under the present 
system. 

44. Klian Sorakei, in Kinta, near Lahat, of which Sir Hugh Low spoke in his 
Annual Report of 1888, still continues to be the richest tin mine in Kinta, perhaps in 
the world. After stripping some 20 feet of overburthen the wash dirt was reached ; 
the miners have sunk some 80 odd feet through this, and have not yet reached the 
bottom. 

45. If Sorakei is the richest, Mr. Khu Ong Chong’s mine, a little to the north 
of Kamunting, is the best worked mine in the State. He has got nearly half a 
mile of face opened, and he is working the whole width of his block, throwing his 
overburthen behind him on worked-out land. I should like every Officer connected 
with mining in the State @o see this mine, with the object of inducing other miners 
to copy it. 

460. During the year Messrs. Sword and Mullinghaus have been so successful in 
buying tin ore in Kinta and Batang Padang and taking it to Singapore to be smelted 
that there is a prospect of the old Straits Smelting Company's works in Larut being 
re-opened again. 

47. The year 1889 has therefore seen the initiation of new methods of mining 
in more than one direction; by the end of 18go it will probably be known whether 
they will be successful or not. 

48. Return G. shows the comparative out-put of tin for the years 1888 and 
1889, which shows an increase of 16,812.80 pikuls, Kinta having outstripped Larut 
by 14,964.52 pikuls. 

49. Table H is a comparative monthly return of tin exported from the different 
tin producing districts for the years 1888 and 1889; whatever truth there may be in 
the falling off in the number of miners employed, there is certainly no falling off in 
the quantity of tin produced. When in Kinta recently, in reply to the question that 
I put toall sorts of people, “ How is it that, if the population is decreasing, the out-put 
of tin is increasing?” the answer usually was that the miners worked longer hours 
in 1889. There is no doubt that improved means of transport will increase the 
out-put of tin all over the State. 

50. Table marked J is a return of lampan passes issued in each district during 
the year, and the revenue derived therefrom. These lampan passes correspond very 
closely to the Australian “miners right.” Armed with this a man is allowed to wash 
for tin ore in a certain locality on his own account. The western slopes of the Larut 
range of hills overlooking Taiping is a favourite place for these individual miners, 
and they constantly come on rich pockets of ore amongst the boulders. 

51. It was in this locality that the only two fatal accidents occurred that I have 
had reported in connection with mining during the year. Within a fortnight of one 
another, two Chinamen were killed by land-slips. Working as these men do singly 
or in small parties, often in almost inaccessible places, it is practically impossible to 
guard against occasional accidents of this nature. 

52. Return H shows the number of steam boilers in use in the State. 

53. Return L shows the average monthly price of tin. 

54. In conclusion, I have the honour to again point out the inconvenience and 
loss resulting from the system of promoting men to and from the Land Department. 
It is special work, requiring special knowledge and special training, and the longer a 
man has been engaged in it the more useful he becomes, and yet the more likely to 
leave it. I would therefore recommend that there should be a fixed salary for each 
appointment, and that it should increase by small annual increments up to a maxi- 
mum; by this means the longer a man had been in an appointment the less anxious 
would he be to leave it, at any rate until he reached the maximum. 

Another matter of vital importance is that of office accommodation. The 
Larut Land Office is inadequate and unsuitable for the district work, in addition to 
to which office accommodation is needed for the general land and mining work of the 
State.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of March. 


2. The Sultan returned from down river on the 2nd, having been 
absent since the 20th January. His Highness was received at Bukit 
Chandan jetty with a salute of 17 guns and a guard of honour ; a number of 
the principal European and Malay officials having assembled at the landing 
place to meet him. : 


3. The Resident arrived on the 3rd, and attended a meeting of the 
State Council the following day, returning to Taiping in the evening. 


* * * * * * 


5. Before daybreak on the morning of the 7th, the hut of a Chinese 
shop-keeper on the Main Road at Padang Rengas was broken into by three 
Chinese robbers. The owner, who endeavoured to defend himself and his 
property, was mortally wounded, but managed to escape from the hut, while 
the robbers were still there, and inform the Police, the station being about 
a mile from his hut. The Sikh corporal in charge telephoned the report 
to the Chief Inspector at Kuala Kangs&, and also to the Police at Bukit 
Gantang, instructing the latter to send out two men along the road towards 
Padang Rengas, with orders to examine all the Chinese they might meet on 
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the way. This was done, and resulted in the arrest of two of the robbers 
within three miles of the hut they had broken into, the third man, who was 
with them at the time, escaping into the jungle. The two former were 
brought into the Padang Rengas Station and identified by the wounded 
man, who was then in a dying condition, though still quite conscious. In 
the afternoon he was removed to the hospital at Kuala Kangsa, where he 
died the same evening. The third man concerned in the murder was 
arrested a few days later at Kamunting, through information volunteered 
by one of his two confederates. The prisoners were committed for trial, 
and tricd in the Residency Court on the 25th, when they were found 
guilty of murder, and sentenced to be hanged at a time and place to 
be fixed by the State Council. The Acting Resident, having passed 
the sentence, commended the corporal for the promptitude he had displayed 
in securing the arrest of the prisoners. 


6. The Acting Resident arrived on the 7th, and the following day, in 
the Residency Court, sentenced two Chinamen, who were convicted of house- 
breaking and theft at Padang Rengas, to seven years’ penal servitude. 


7. In the evening I accompanied the Acting Resident to the Waterloo 
coffee estate, where he remained the guest of the manager, Mr. Thomas 
Fraser, until his return to Taiping on the morning of the 9th. During his 
stay there the Acting Resident inspected the greater portion of the estate. 


8. On the 21st the accounts of Syed Musa’s pepper estate were 
audited. Government have advanced him $3,990 up to date. 


9. The Acting Resident arrived here on the morning of the 25th, and 
tried the three Chinamen referred to in paragraph 5, with the Orang Kaya 
Datoh Temenggong, in the Residency Court; and the following day inspected 
the offices and Government buildings, returning to Taiping on the morning 
of the 27th. : 


10. During the month some cases of rabies were reported by the 
Penghulu cf Blanja, as having occurred in his district. A rabid dog, said 
to have come over from Batu Gajah, was shot there, but not before it had 
bitten several goats and a buffalo, all of which died from the effects. 


11. The rules for the registration of dogs have been strictly enforced, 
and during the month a large number of those unregistered were destroyed. 
So far, no cases of rabies have occurred on this side of the river. 


12. The District Engineer, Mr. C. de Trafford, left for Tapa on the 
28th to take up the Acting appointment of District Engineer there, 
Mr. Hulbert having been appointed to act for him in Kuala Kangsa. 


13. On the 2%th a prisoner was shot by a sentry while endeavouring 
to escape from a gang of convicts, with which he was working in the 
upper portion of the town. Though still alive, he is not expected to recover 
from the wound, the bullet having passed through his right lung. The 
Assistant Commissioner, who arrived here on the 31st, and made full 
enquiries into the circumstances of the case, is of opinion that the sentry 
did not exceed his duty in shooting the prisoner.

TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to make my Annual Report on the working of this 
department during 1889, and enclose comparative statements of the different branches, 
together with the Inspector Posts and Telegraphs’ report on the work done on lines 
in the districts immediately in his charge. 

TELEGRAPH BRANCH. 

Owing to the bad state of the lines in Kinta, Batang Padang, and Lower Perak, 
expenditure on this side was kept down as much as possible, to enable the Inspector 
Posts and Telegraphs to make every possible improvement in the working of the 
lines in his district, with the result that working has been much improved. 

PENANG EXTENSION. 

An extension of 26 miles, including cable across Prai River, and cable between 
Kuala Prai and Penang, has been added to our telegraph system; this, when the 
arrangements now nearly completed by the Telegraph Department, Penang, have been 
effected, should reduce delay on Perak work to a minimum. 

KUALA KANGSA-TAIPING: ADDITIONAL. 

Ten miles of this line were run during 1889, and is®progressing well towards 
completion ; new posts are being substituted throughout for the old Tampinis posts, 
which have been in use eight years, but which will not now carry the necessary 
number of lines. When this work is finished, Kuala Kangsa will have an independent 
line to Taiping, Taiping and Batu Gajah will use the new line for through working, 
and when the translators, already ordered, arrive, Penang will be able to work direct 
to Batu Gajah, probably Teluk Anson, &c., as condition of lines is improved. 

Interruptions on this side have been few and of short duration, the worst being 
caused by trees falling across the line in the Pass; lightning has also been trouble- 
some, on one occasion fusing some half-dozen Morse instruments.

POSTAL BRANCH. 

Money Orders: Decreases appear under Straits and Selangor orders; the former 
is due to the opening of the Chartered Bank here, the latter, cause unknown—business 
with the Native States is very uncertain. British postal orders show also a decrease, 
due perhaps in part to the Bank, but principally, to the Colony charging full commission 
to Perak on all orders supplied, thus, when our commission of fifty per cent of their 
commission is added, the rate becomes almost a prohibitive one, and naturally drives 
business away. Other returns, especially letters, parcels, &c., show most satisfactory 
increases. 

REVENUE. 

Under this head an increase, as against total amount estimated, appears, and will, 
I think, be considered fairly satisfactory. 

I have to thank Mr. Buckell, Inspector of Posts and Telegraphs, for the able and 
energetic manner in which he has seconded me during the year, sparing himself 
neither trouble nor exposure to improve the general working ; when he has the assist- 
ance of a Sub-Inspector at Tapa, further improvement will no doubt be the result. 
Mr. D’Aranjo, Chief Postmaster, has, as heretofore, given me every satisfaction. 
Messrs. Coughlan and Hardy, of the Indian Government Service, took up their 
appointments as Postmasters, Teluk Anson and Batu Gajah, in February last; the 
former, especially, has proved himself a careful and good clerk. 

I cannot close without once more urging Government to seriously consider the 
advisability of obtaining clerks from the Postal Telegraphs at home. It must be 
borne in mind that a Post and Telegraph department, in a country like Peyak, is 
necessarily an expensive thing, still, by getting out professional clerks, such a number 
of incompetent clerks need not be employed; better results would be ensured, and 
ultimately, a more economical service obtained. My present staffis composed of not 
less than two-thirds probationers.

S1r,—I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1889. 

2. The total number of schools of all kinds in this State is now 19, with an 
enrolment of 626, as against 14 schools, with an enrolment of 519, last year. 

Of these schools 8 are English and 11 Malay vernacular schools.

3. The following schools were cpened in the course of the year :—

GHANGES AND PROMOTIONS. 

4. The following changes and promotions took place :— 

B. J. Jalleh, Monitor, Taiping School, v/ce Lim Ah Kam resigned ; A. H. Pereira, 
Assistant Teacher, vice C. Cheang Chuah promoted; C. Cheang Chuah, Second 
Master, vice J. Heiler transferred to Public Works Department; Miss A. Towers, 
Teacher, Girls’ School, Taiping; Paramanandum, Teacher, Tamil School, Matang ; 
Mahomed Ibrahim, Teacher, Kuala Kangsa; Mahomed Junis, Teacher, Batang 
Padang; S. Seraphim Pillay, Tamil School, Teluk Anson; Mahomed Hassan, Teacher, 
Jalan Bahru, Krian; Bahan, Assistant, Selama School. 

REVENUE. 

5. The total revenue from fees and sale of books, &c., was $726.32; and the cost 
of printing for the department was $20.85. 

ANNUAL INSPECTION. 

6. On the 12th November | proceeded on a tour of inspection and examination 
of all the schools in the State, and, unlike last year, was able to visit every school, 
completing the inspection with the examination of the Larut Tamil Mission School on 
the 7th of December. 

7. I attach a few brief details of the examination of each school, and will 
conclude this report with a few general observations, more especially with respect to 
the Malay vernacular schools in out-districts. 

KUALA KANGSA SCHOOLS. 

8. This school has only been re-opened since March last. The total number on 
the register is 49, of whom 4o belong to the Malay school and nine to the English 
school. These nine are composed of three Malays, five Chinese, and one Tamil. 
Twenty-three boys were presented for examination, sixteen beginners, having only 
studied for a few months, not being presented. 

In the first standard nine boys and in the second seven were presented, of whom 
only one was rejected in each standard. In the third standard all passed. The best 
results in each standard were obtained in arithmetic, the knowledge of which was 
creditable. The writing was poor. The knowledge of English displayed by the four 
boys presented in this subject leaves much to be desired. In this, as in other schools 
in the State, English is taught in a perfunctory manner, out of most unsuitable text- 
books. I will make separate reference to this subject at the close of this report. 

BATU GAJAH SCHOOL. 

g. Only 28 are on the register, of whom 18 were examined, six being girls; and 
I confess that the latter displayed the greater intelligence. Six of the absent boys 
come from Ipoh, some of the wealthy Malays of that place sending their children to 
live at Batu Gajah in order to attend the school. The poorer people, are of course, 
unable to do this, and it is high time ¢hat schools were started at Ipoh and at Gopeng. 
1 trust this will be done next year. The general progress of the school is fair; but I 
cannot report very favourably on it. Of arithmetic hardly any knowledge at all was 
displayed ; and the attendance is not good. : 
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TELUK ANSON SCHOOL. 


10. There are 31 boys on the register, of whom 1g are Malay and Chinese, and 
12 Tamil. Twenty-nine boys were presented for examination. This is an English 
school, and has two masters, a Malay teacher, who has been in charge of the school for 
about two years, and a Tamil teacher, recently engaged by the Magistrate. I was 
unable to examine this school last year, and, though this was done by the Magistrate, 
I found that the boys had not been placed according to standards, and this rendered 
any regular examination out of the question. <All I could do was to examine the 
school in a general way, and to place the boys in standards, according to their 
intelligence and general progress. The visiting teacher who has been provided for 
next year will put an end to irregularities of this kind. The boys showed a fair 
knowledge of arithmetic and of writing English from dictation, but the general 
knowledge of English was poor. Again I noticed the perfunctory mode of teaching 
and the strangely unsuitable text-books. Three boys were placed in the third 
standard, about six in the second, and the same number in the first standard, the rest 
being ranked as beginners. I am sending Mr. Grecne down to thoroughly overhaul and 
re-organise this school. 


SELAMA SCHOOL. 

11. This school has 59 boys on the register, against 32 last year. They are 
divided as follows:—Fourth standard, 6 boys; third standard, 7 boys; second 
standard, 7 boys; first standard, 13 boys; beginners, 26 boys; of whom 12 were 
advanced to the first standard. In the first standard only six boys passed. The 
teacher does not follow the standards closely enough, and expects too much of his 
junior boys. In the second standard five passed, in the third standard all passed, 
in the fourth standard all passed. This school still maintains its high reputation. 

KRIAN SCHOOL. 
KAMPONG KEDAH. 

12. This school has 28 boys on the register, of whom only 15 were present for 
examination ; six boys were presented in the first standard, four in the second, and five 
were beginners. I noticed two very promising boys, but the system of standards was 
in confusion; and a school of which only half the boys can be got together for 
examination is a depressing spectacle. 

SUNGEI MEGAT ARIS») 

13. I took this school on my way to Kurau, but owing to the state of the roads 
(I may mention incidentally that it took me seven hours and a half to cover 14 miles) 
I arrived about one o'clock, and found that the teacher had given me up and 
dismissed the boys. 

12. Sending out messengers for the scattered scholars, I succeeded in recovering 
five. Of the 25 boys on the register, all of whom are in the first standard, 13 had 
been induced to present themselves. Of the five thus taken at hazard, all showed 
fairly satisfactory progress. The teacher informed me that the attendance is most 
irregular, that the people are hostile to education, and turn an equally deaf ear to 
the advice, somewhat timidly advanced, I have no doubt, of the schoolmaster, and to 
the exhortations of the Government. 

SUNGEI SIAKUP SCHOOL. 

14. This school, opened at Kurau by Mr. Hewett in October, 1888, numbers 
only 16 boys, of whom 14 were presented for examination, there being eight boys in 
the first and six boys in the second standards. Five boys passed in the former and 
all seven in the latter. The weak point of the school was arithmetic. 

BAGAN SERAI TAMIL MISSION SCHOOL (ST. JOSEPH’S.) 
(a) BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

15. This school now numbers 48 boys, of whom 4o were present at the 
examination. Of the 48 boys, there are in Standard III. 12 boys, Standard II. 11 boys, 
Standard I. 6 boys, all of whom obtained passes. There are also 19 beginners. The 
elder boys are just beginning English. The best results were obtained in arithmetic, 
the boys working out the results with an ease and accuracy which I have not 
seen equalled in any other school. But Tamil boys appear to have a natural genius 
for figures. Taking arithmetic asa criterion, I Am able to report favourably on this 
school. I was, of course unable to examine them in Tamil. 

16. The late teacher has recently been removed, on grounds with which I am 
unacquainted, by the Mission priest and the Magistrate of the district. His 
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successor is a plausible person, who does not scruple to arrogate to himself, although 
he has only been there three months, the credit of the whole year’s progress. He 
also asked me to recommend him for an increase of pay. At the same time, he 
seems to have the boys well in hand and to know what he is about. 

(4) GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

17. This numbers about 20 girls. In Standard II. there are 6 girls, Standard I. 7 
girls, beginners 7 girls. About 18 were present, and all those presented obtained passes. 
I am glad to report an improvement in this school; for when I saw it last year the girls 
knew absolutely nothing. I therefore suggested to the Mission authorities that this 
teacher had better be removed; and I fancy that the effect of this was soon felt. Her 
own explanation of the contrast between this year and last is that the acquisition of 
knowledge is necessarily a gradual process. 

BAGAN SERAI MALAY SCHOOL. 

18. This has now 32 boys, of whom the large majority are’ beginners. In 
Standard I. there are g, in Standard [I]. none, in Standard III. 4. All the third 
standard and five of the first standard passed. The school appears to be suffering 
badly from the chronic complaint of irregular attendance. 

SIMPANG LIMA SCHOOL. 

19. This has 20 boys on the register, of whom seven had been induced to 
present themselves for Gxamination. Standard HI. 2 boys, Standard II. 1 boy, 
Standard-I. 4 boys. The first three were passed, but the last four were rejected. I 
was going to suggest that this school had better be closed, but the Magistrate has 
explained to me that the lamentable decadence of this school (it had 30 boys last year) 
is partly due to a local feud which he has taken steps to extinguish. 

JALAN BAHRU SCHOOL. 

20. Opened in May last. Has 40 boys on the register, all of whom are in the 

first standard. Eighteen were presented, and 15 passed. 


LARUT SCHOOLS. 
MATANG TAMIL SCHOOL. 

21. This school was opened in March of the present year, and has ever since 
shown a steady increase in the number of scholars, which has now reached 21. The 
Acting Magistrate, Mr. Cobb, has taken great interest in this school, and has done all 
in his power to help it on. Only four boys are in the first standard, the rest being 
classed as advanced beginners gg beginners 8. The first standard boys were advanced 
to the second standard, and the nine advanced beginners to the first standard. 
Although originally intended for Tamils only, the school includes one small Chinese 
girl, three Chinese and one Malay b I feel that I am justified in reporting on this 
school as being, in a modest Way, a success. 

KAMUNTING SCHOOL. 

32. This school has 41 boys on the register, against 38 last year. They are 
classificd as follows: Standard II. 10, Standard [. 20, beginners 11. All were 
present, and only two boys (in Standard I.) failed to pass.. This is an English 
school; and though the arithmetic and writing were good (Chinese boys appear to 
take as naturally to writing the English character as Tamils do to figures) the English 
leaves much to be desired. [t is not to be wondered at; for I discovered that, while 
the majority of the boys are Cantonese, the sons of Cantonese shop-keepers in the 
town, and have a very slight knowledge of Malay, the teacher is Hok-kien, and has a 


very slight knowledge of Canton Under these circumstances, | urged him to 
attack and master Cantonese, promising to recommend him for a slight increase of 


pay when he has done so. 

This is the only Government school in Perak in which Chinese is taught. Under 
an arrangement effected in 1887 between the Government and the Chinese of 
Kamunting, the latter built the school on the understanding that the Government 
provide a Chinese teacher to teach the boys Chinese in the afternoon. This is an 
anomaly; and the arrangement is, I believe, contrary to a recent ruling of the 
Seerétary of State forbidding the teaching of Chinese in Government schools. But the 
arrangement having once been concluded, I do not see how it can be abolished without 
breach of faith; and there is no doubt that it adds much to the popularity of the school, 
and secures a good attendance. The boys are an intelligent, well-disciplined lot of 
lads, and I have good hopes for this*school in the future. 

TAIPING GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

23. This school was opened in May of this year, after being for some time under 

consideration. In reply to circulars issued to parents in Taiping, very little promise 
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of support was obtained ; but in the hope that, the venture once started, parents would 
send their children, a house was rented in Kota Road, and the school opened under 
the care of Miss Towers, a qualified teacher. The school now numbers eight, 
of whom six are girls, and two small boys below the age of seven. Since August last, 
when Miss Towers unfortunately met with an accident, the school has been under 
the charge of Mrs. McKeon. Under her care the school has made good progress, and 
some specimens of needlework produced by the girls have been submitted to a lady 
of Taiping, who considered them creditable. 

There were presented for examination: Beginners, 2; primers, 2; Standard I, 
2, Standard II., 1; Standard IV., 1. Percentage of passes, 84 percent. Next year the 
school will, I hope, be moved nearer in to the town, and will then, I trust, prove a 
success. I am informed that the Penang Girls’ School presented only seven girls for 
examination in its first year. 

TAMIL MISSION SCHOOL, TAIPING. 

24. This school has twenty-two on the register. 

Presented for examination: Standard I. 5, Standard II. 3, Standard III. 3, of 
whom all but one in Standard I. passed. This school is an off-shoot of the Taiping 
Protestant Church, and was originally supported by voluntary contributions, through 
the failure of which it has now lapsed into a somewhat anomalous position, with 
respect to which I will address a separate communication to the Government. 

TAIPING CENTRAL SCHOOL. 

25. This now numbers go boys, divided thus: Primer boys, 18; beginners, 2 
Standard L., 18; Standard II., 13; Standard III., 9; Standard [V., 5; 'Standard V., 
Standard VL, 1.

The 
general features of this school are so well known that a very brief report will suffice. 
Mr. Greene has been much hampered during the year by having a somewhat 
inefficient second master, since transferred to angther department, who was unable 
to assist him in teaching the higher boys. The staff has recently been improved and 
strengthened, but too late in the year to avoid certain small defects in the year's 
instruction, which I have pointed out, and which will doubtless disappear next year. 
On the whole, the school still continues to do excellent work, and I think it must be 
a source of gratification to the Government that it possesses, at any rate, one well- 
organised and well-disciplined English-teaching school, under the care of an energetic 
and capable Head Master and a qualified staff which has trained, and will continue 
to train, many intelligent lads for the Government Service. 
THE PRESENT MODE OF TEACHING ENGLISH. 

26. The following does not apply to the Central School, Taiping, except as it 
regards the elementary reading books, the same being in use there. 

As regards all the other schools, I have no hesitation in saving that the present 
system is as bad as it can be. It could not possibly be worse. The teachers seem to 
teach English, not as though it were a living language, but as though it’were some 
dead thing made up of a number of meaningless sounds. It must be confessed that 
they are much handicapped by the books out of which they teach. These are cle- 
mentary Primers and Royal Readers such as are used in England, and I understand 
that they are in use in the schools of the Straits Settlements, but I am surprised 
that nothing better has been devised. They are quite unsuited for native children: 
for they deal with scenes on which they have never set eyes, and with maxims of a 
school of morality to which they are and will always remain strangerse They 
therefore begin their study of a strange language by coming into contact with ideas 
which they cannot possibly grasp. I may illustrate my meaning by transcribing the 
titles of some of the tales in these books: ‘ A weck at the Farm,” “T will not hurt 
my little Dog,” “ Mary’s little Lamb,” Spring” ‘“ Autumn,” The last cross words,” 
“Washing Day, ” “Tidy Tom,” “A willing Boy.” 


These things are all very Well for little English children, but are hardly the stuff 
to set before the sons of Tamil cattle-dealers and Chinese shop-keepers, who wish 
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to learn English in order to be able to buy and sell and speculate, and transact the 
practical business of life in it. 
What, again, is an ordinary Eastern boy to make of such effusions as the 
following ? 2 
I must not throw upon the floor 
The crust I cannot eat; 
For many a hungry little one 
Would think it quite a treat. 
Tis wilful waste brings woful want, 
And I may live to say: 
“Oh, how I wish I had the bread 
Which once I threw away.” 
It is like setting an Englishman to learn Chinese out of a Chinese treatise on 


metaphy 
27. 


he teachers appear to proceed as follows. Having taught the boys enough 
simple words to enable them to read these primers, they cause them to do so ina 
mechanical manner, translating each word, just as it comes, into Malay, without 
the slightest regard to the meaning of the whole sentence, to context, grammar, or 
indeed to any rule of rcasop or common sense. The results are very remarkable. 
Innumerable examples might be given, but I will confine myself to three: 

“ He is going to eat.’ 

“Dia ada pergi pada makan.” 

2. “He does not fear.” 

“Tia buat tidak takut.” 

“Tt lives on small birds.” 

“Dia diam atas burong kechil. 

This subject will have to engage the early and earnest attention of the visiting 
teacher when he comes. In the meantime, I have told the teachers how English 
should not be taught, and given them a few hints as to how it should; and I will try 
to get some proper books. 

THE GENERAL CONDITION OF TITE VERNACULAR SCHOOLS. 

28. From the details given under the heading of annual inspection, it will be 
gathered that the Malay schools, as a whole, are in a highly unsatisfactory state. The 
schools at Sclama and Kuala Kangsg are exceptions, the former being the best verna- 
cular school in Perak, and the latter having a larger enrolment (fifty) than any other 
out-district school. The other schools are cither stationary or falling off. The school 
at Simpang Lima, in Krian, has fallen from 30 to 20 boys, of whom only seven could 
be collected for examination. At the school at Bagan Serai, Mr. Grey one day 
noticed that only one boy was present! On inquiry he found that the average 
attendance had suddenly fallen to six ; and had he not at once brought his influence 
to bear on the parents it would seem that the school might have collapsed altogether. 
Last year the general cry of the teachers was for compulsory attendance, and this 
:ar they repeat it ; adding that the +y are powerless, and asking whether the Government 
wii! do nothing to assist them. I did not last year see my way to recommend any 
kind of compulsion, fearing that it might call forth a sullen opposition on the part of 
the Malays, which would lead to education being thrown back by the measure instead 
of helped forward. As an alternative remedy the personal influence of District 
Magistrates, exercised through the Penghulus, and backed up by Government notifi- 
cations, has been tried; but I fear it must be pronounced a failure, chiefly, I believe, 
because the majority of the Penghulus decline to use their influence, and because 
the majority of the people leave the whole question to the caprice of their children. 

Of course, pressure could be brought to bear on the Penghulus. In districts like 
Krian, the padi crop and the state of the roads are both alleged as reasons for 
non-attendance. Neither of these, however, holds good for more than a part of 
the year, 

Another cause of the present state of things is, from what [ hear, the unpopu- 
larity of the teachers. Most of these come from the Straits Settlements, and their 
relations with the Perak people appear not to be good. 

The teacher at Simpang Lima is at feud with some ofthe people of that place; 
the teacher at Batu Gajah is not popular; and the one at Teluk Anson is much 
disliked by the Malays. On the other hand, Mahomed Ibrahim, at Kuala Kangsa, who 
is a Perak Malay, manages to fill his school. At the same time, these men are 
qualified teachers appointed by the Government, and mere social unpopularity should 
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not be allowed to cause their teaching to be addressed to empty benches. A fact 
which I noticed on this occasion was that the best results are sometimes obtained 
from schools only recently opened. The teachers admit that this is the case. 
According to them, the opening of a new school is followed by a rush of curious and 
eager scholars. Then the novelty of the thing wears off, the constraint of school 
discipline and regular hours become irksome; the attendance becomes less and less, 
and the school goes from bad to worse. This form of the evil should, I think, be 
definitely put a stop to, and the practice in force in the Straits would ensure this. 
I have recently been in correspondence with the Superintendent of Education, 
Penang, who has courteously furnished me with a form of civil contract (marked A) 
which has to be entered into by the parent of a boy, before he is allowed to enter 
any Government vernacular school, and which ensures his attendance for three years, 
at 150 days in the year, unavoidable causes excepted. Attached, marked B, is the form 
of notice served on the parents when the boys’ attendance becomes irregular. I 
cannot do better than attach a copy of Mr. Jacobson’s letter on the working of this 
system (marked C). 

It is a question for the Government whether the same system might not with 
advantage be introduced here, the fullest precautions being taken to avoid any mis- 
understanding as to the nature of the contract. It is possible that the very liberality 
with which Government treats the question of vernacular éducation, and the anxiety 
shown to bring it, free of charge, to the people’s doors, has had something to do with 
the low value they set upon it. Perhaps they would rate it higher were a system 
introduced under which the Government would no longer approach them, but they the 
Government, under which each parent is personally and pecuniarily responsible for 
his son’s attendance, and |the (Government schoolmaster has no longer to hunt after 
and collect his capricious and scattered scholars.

No. 199.—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT INDIAN IMMIGRATION AGENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1889. 

TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, ° 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for 1889. 

2. The number of arrivals for the year was 782, an increase of 104 on the 
preceding year. 

3. I am glad to be able to report fewer deaths this year, the number being 92, 
or a percentage of 4:12. There were no deaths on the Government Plantations 
or the Larut-Krian Road works; only one on Sungei Bogah estate, while the 
percentage for Gula is an improvement on last year, being 2°52 as compared with 
3°72, but I regret to have again to report the death-rate on Kamuning and 
Waterloo being very high, the percentage on the former being 14°81, and on the 
latter 9°34. 

4. I am entirely unable to account for the large number of deaths on these two 
estates, Waterloo especially, which has a fine climate, excellent water, and an 
experienced manager. Kamuning is a hot, steamy place, surrounded by jungle, which 
has, I have no doubt, a great deal to do with the death-rate, but I hope when it is 
older it will be fairly healthy. 

5. There were 358 deserters during the year, of whom 223 were arrested. 

6. Four hundred and one coolies were discharged in various ways. 

7. Nothing occurred during the year to call for special mention; the coolies 
seem well contented and looked after, and the employers always ready to carry out 
any suggestion I may make. , 

8. The cost of printing for this Department was $30.90. 

9. I attach returns received from the different employers of labour.

2. The Acting Resident, accompanied by the Assistant Secretary to 
Government, arrived on the Ist, and inspected the offices, hospital, &c., 
returning to Larut the same night. 

8. Major Tranchell, the Superintendent of Prisons, arrived the same 
afternoon, inspected the lock-up, and left the next day. 

4, On the 2nd the Acting Magistrate, Mr. Welman, left for Colombo 
on eighteen days’ leave, the district being in charge of the Assistant 
Magistrate, Mr. Holmes, during his absence. 

5. On the 22nd Dr. Wheeler left in the Mena for Kinta, to which 
district he has been appointed, the Medical Department meanwhile being 
left in charge of the Dresser, until the Apothecary, Mr. Colomb, grrives 
from Kuala Kangsa. 

6. On the 24th I arrived to take over charge of the district from 
Mr. Welman, who handed over the Treasury cash to me on the 28th, and 
left Penang for Selangor by the Teutonia on the 29th. 

7. The metalling of the main trunk road is proceeding slowly, and 
the contractors ask for three months’ extension of time in which to 
complete the work. I agreed with Mr. Welman to allow two months, which 
will give them till the end of this year. 

8. The Hospital buildings are progressing steadily; the new Police 
station and Gaol were commenced during the month, the foundations have 
now been partly completed, and the framework of the Customs’ shed is

Marca. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TalPine. 


Sir,—I have the honour to report as follows : 


On the Ist I went with Mr. Brewster, the Datoh Raja Mahkota, and 
Rajah Musah to the Jenderata and Kota Stia, where we inquired into the 
nipa question, and settled several small cases, and returned to Teluk Anson 
in the evening. 

2. On the 5th the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent came from 
Larut. At 10 p.m., accompanied by the Assistant District Engineer, the 
Superintendent of Penghulus, and Inspectcr Cardew, I left for Kota Stia. 

8. The next morning I arranged with the Assistant District Engineer 
to lay out the village aud begin the new roads. We then went to Sungei 
Nibong and visited the new settlers, and went on to Bagan Datoh. 

4. We then went on to Pulau Katak, where we landed and inspected 
the light-house, new jetty, &c. We afterwards went on to Lumut. 

5. On the 7th we went on to Sungei S’tiawan. In the afternoon I 
went with the Superintendent of Penghulus té Bagan Si Lanchor, where 
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there is a fine extent of bendang land, which it is proposed to open this next 
padi season. 

6. The following morning I visited the gardens along the Lumut Kiri 
road, and left for Teluk Anson, where I found Mr. Spence Moss. 

7. The State Surgeon visited Teluk Anson on the 9th. 

8. On the 14th I went with the Assistant to Superintendent to 
Tukang Sedin, and settled a very old-standing dispute about a dusun. 

Mr. Brewster returned to Teluk Anson, and 1 went to Tapa. 

9. On my arrival I found that the house occupied by the Inspector of 
Police, Mr. McNamara, had been burnt down early in the morning. 

10. The fire took place about 2a.m., and in about half an hour the 
house was quite destroyed. 

11. Owing to the rapidity with which the fire spread very little was 
saved, though two European Officers and some Malays were quickly on the 
spot and worked hard to save property. 

12. There is very little doubt but that the fire was the act of an 
incendiary. 

; 13. On the 15th the Adjutant of the 1st Perak Sikhs arrived to 
inquire into the matter. 

14. On the 19th the Assistant Magistrate, Mr. Tranchell, went to 
Bidor with the Adjutant, and visited Ikor Ayer, Prankut, Brusai, &e. 

15. On the 21st I went to Chenderiang with the Adjutant, and visited 
Sri Muka, &c. 

16. The Inspector of Mines, Larut, arrived in Tapa in the evening, 
accompanied by Messrs. ‘I’. Fraser and Wellington. 

17. The Acting State Auditor arrived on the 24th, and was engaged 
inspecting the accounts till the 26th, on which day us Superintendent 
of Prisons came from Teluk Anson. 

18. I visited Chenderiang on the 28th, and held an inquiry into the 
working of the Sri Muka Mines, as there hav® been many complaints both 
by and of the coolies. 

19. I went to Teluk Anson with the Superintendent of Prisons on 
the 29th. 

20. On the 18th the State Engineer, and Harbour Master, Matang, 
visited Lower Perak, and went tosee the site of the screw-pile light at 
Kuala Perak. 

21. The Assistant to Superintendent, Mr. F. W. Brewster, left on the 
29th with Dr. Fox and Inspector Symes to hold an inquest on a Chinaman, 
who died suddenly after a row at S’tiawan. It appeared that the cause of 
death was heart disease. 

22. I append an abstract of the metcorological returns for the month.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


1. The general health of the State has been good, with very little epidemic 
disease compared with 1888. 
CHOLERA. 
2. A slight outbreak of a sporadic type occurred among the prisoners at Kuala 
KXKangsa, of whom five died; also at Krian and Selama. f 
SMALL-POX. 
3. A rather severe outbreak occurred in Lower Perak, principally in the 
kampongs above and below Teluk Anson, but did not spread beyond. 
4. The total number of cases treated in the In-door Department of the State 
Was 13,432, against 14,042 in 1888, a decrease of 610. 
5. There were 2,203 geaths against 2,169 in 1888, or a percentage of 16'4 against 
154 in 1888.

29. From a minute inspection of the town at the end of the year, when | 
examined every house and locality, | am ina position to state that, for purely a native 
town, it compares very favourably with others of the same description. 

30. The drainage has been very much improved, but requires extending through 
some of the principal streets, where only mud ones still exist.

34. The drainage of this town has much improved, and consequently the sanitary 
condition, having been quite free from epidemic cholera during the whole of the year.

35. Vaccination was very satisfactorily performed during the year, 1,176 subjects 
having been operated upon, the greater number (441) in Lower Perak, where Vaccinator 
.\lvisse has been working since his appointment. 

CATTLE DISEASE. 

36. Nocases have been reported during the year., All cattle landed at Port Weld 

and Matang have been examined, entailing considerable extra work on the staff of the 
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General Hospital. A special Officer should be appointed for this duty, who would also 
examine passengers landing, with a view to prevent lepers being brought into the 
country. This should be done at Teluk Anson also.

14. Number treated in hospital 585—v7z., 514 males and 71 females, an increase 
of 231 over the last year 1888.

Diarrhoea and dysentery and fevers are the diseases most prevalent among 
Tamils in this country, from which the greater number admitted into hospital suffer. 
A large number of these patients are paupers found about the streets, and sent by the 
Police, usually in an emaciated and filthy condition, requiring food rather than 
medicine. It is becoming a serious question what should be done with this class. 
Most of them are broken-down Government coolies, and now some are discharged 
coolies from the estates. Many of them die, but a large number, after recovering are 
discharged, only to return again in a short time in the same state, making quite a 
home of the hospital. °

26. There were 1,303 visits paid to the out-door dispensary, of these 451 were 
new cases and 852 repetitions.

YENG WAH HOSPITAL, TAIPING. 

58. It will be seen from the tables compiled in Dr. Wright’s report that beri- 
beri, the great scourge of Larut, now takes quite a secondary position in the list 
of diseases treated, dysentery and fevers forming now the greatest number of cases 
admitted for treatment. 2 

59. I quite concur in the opinion of the Senior District Surgeon that the 
principal cause of this diminution in the cases of beri-beri is from the improved 
sanitary condition of the kongsi houses and surroundings of the mines, whence all the 
cases treated still continue to be admitted. 

60. This is also the reason why cases of beri-beri now derive benefit, and, 
in some cases, are cured without admission, treated as out-patients by medicine only. 
They have not now to live in the unsanitary state they formerly did, and medicine 
has good effect, even though they remain at the mines. 

61. There were 71 cases of leprosy treated. The isolation of them is now 
being dealt with. 

* * * * * * * 


63. No additional wards are required: with the number of patients admitted 
during the last three years, there is now sufficient accommodation. 


LUNATIC WARD. s 

64. On January 21st 27 lunatics were transferred from the Gaol to this 
ward, and on September 26th six others were received from Singapore Asylum. 
Altogether 82 have been treated, with 19 deaths. 

65. The condition of the lunatics has very much improved since their transfer 
from the Gaol to this ward; no restraint being now required, they are allowed 
to take exercise in the open air, a great feature in the treatment of lunacy. 

66. They also make useful articles, such as baskets, brooms, cocoanut fibre 
rope, as well as cultivate a small plot of ground from which a large quantity of 
vegetables is produced. * 
KAMUNTING DISPENSARY. 

67. Atthis dispensary, which is in connection with and attended by the staff 
of the Yeng Wah, 4,337 patients received treatment.

107. From the above it will be seen that wet beri-beri was the most prevalent 
disease, with a large excess at Gopeng, and a death-rate at Batu Gajah of 11°81, 
Gopeng 4°32, Ipoh 6°30.

109. One case of hydrophobia was admitted into Gopeng Hospital at the end 
of the year, a Tamil bitten by a dog a fortnight before admission, terminating fatally. 
This is the first case reported in the State.

168. Fevers of all kinds were rife, and dysentery and diarrhoea cases in larger 
numbers than usual. This Dr. Whecler remarks he has noticed when no epidemic of 
cholera occurs. He attributes the increase this year to the unusually small rainfall, 
only 88-10 inches for the year. 

169. Beri-beri has much decreased, being only 13°62 per cent of the total 
treated, instead of as many as oneghird in previous years.

16. Dysentery.—As in previous years, under dysentery there is a high mortality. 
Few deaths occur from the acute form. In the chronic form, either by running a 
continuous long course or by repeated relapses, after more or less short periods of 
convalescence, the disease leads to a fatal termination. To a very great extent the 
high mortality from dysentery may be accounted for by the fact that the Chinese do 
not appreciate the dangerous nature of the disease, and do not see the necessity of 
having recourse to early treatment, which is all-important.

20. Leprosy.—Seventy-one treated. As regards this, too, it must be understood 
that those who seek admission into hospital are generally the subjects of the disease 
in an advanced stage, and are unable to work and gain a livelihood. There is sufficient 
evidence to show that leprosy is contagious. As there is a correspondence at present 
with reference to the isolation of leprous people, further than hoping that any 
measures adopted will deal thoroughly with the question, and insist on the isolation 
of all lepers, nothing further need be written.

LUNATIC WARD. 


34. On the 21st January the lunatic ward being ready for occupation, 27 
lunatigs who were confined in the Gaol Hospital were removed to the Yeng Wah. 

On the 26th September six Perak lunatics were received back from Singapore 
Asylum. 

; 35. In the Gaol Hospital, for various reasons, those lunatics who were violent or 
restless, had to be kept much under restraint by being chained up or placed in straight 
jackets. They were, besides, subject to the bad effects of overcrowding and being 
confined with convicts suffering from bowel complaints, &c. 

36. At first, after transfer to the Yeng Wah, till the attendants were trained 
and the patients themselves brought under discipline, a certain amount of mechanical 
restraint had to be adopted to prevent the lunatics injurying themselves or others. 
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Gradually, however, all restraint was entirely abandoned, with marked benefit; even 
the use of the solitary cells has been discontinued to a great extent. The patients 
are now given a great amount of freedom, and those who are inclined to be violent 
to themselves or others, instead of being confined are placed specially under the care 

- of one or more attendants, and permitted during the day to go about freely in the 
compound. , 

37. The following works were undertaken and carried by out lunatic labour: 

I. Clearing and levelling over half the present completed Yeng Wah 
compound. 
If. Cultivation of sweet potatoes, beans, and other vegetables, and 
arrowroot. 
Ill. Manufacture of baskets and brooms from bambu, bertam screens, 
preva) of cocoanut fibre ropes and brooms from husk, mending 
ospital clothes. 

38. No money was collected for work in connection with the hospital compound 
or mending clothes, but the proceeds of the other works were sold, and money was 
collected, and deposited in the Treasury as revenue. 

39. It must be specially stated that the lunatics were not made to work merely 
to have certain works done, or as a means of deriving money. Work was introduced 
and steadily carried out as a very important part of thé treatment of the insane. 
The results obtained were highly satisfactory, and aided in many cases in bringing 
about recovery or improving the mental condition. 

40. The present ward is unsuitable ; it is not sufficiently strong, and the general 
plan does not conform with the requirements of a lunatic ward. It is, however, only 
of a semi-permanent nature, and may continue to be used for the convalescents and 
chronic harmless patients. 

41. It will be advisable to provide next year for a smaller ward for the more 
violent and new cases. A house of observation for those not already committed is 
also much needed. 

42. A total of 82 cases were admitted; 12 of these were discharged, after being 
kept under observation, as being not insane. Seventcen of the lunatics were 
discharged after recovery; only one of these had a relapse and was returned to 
ward. One convalescent patient absconded, and was subsequently seen at Teluk 
Anson working as a boatman. There were 1g deaths. This large number of deaths 
may be explained by the fact that many of the lun&tics on admission were deblitated 
and the subjects of chronic disease. 


OUT-DOOR DEPARTMENT. : 

In the Out-door Dispensary, Yeng Wah and Kamunting, a total of 4,337 
paticnts received treatment. This number of patients made in all g,og1 visits for 
medicines. 

The success of the work done in these two dispensaries would appear to be an 
inducement for establishing others in the various out-stations at points where large 
mining populations exist. It will certainly relieve the hospitals and do much good.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report on the Central Prison for 18go. 


1. General Duties of the Prison—The gencral duties of the Prison have been 
carried on in a satisfactory manner. 


BUILDINGS. 


2. New Block of Cells—The sccond or B Block of cells is rapidly approaching 
completion, and ought to be ready for occupation in a few months. I hope the third 
or C Block, for which $20,000 have been sanctioned in the Estimates for 18go, will be 
commenced as soon as possible. I shall be glad to be rid of these temporary attap 
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wards: they are old and dilapidated, and there is always the risk of fire. It is a 
wonder to me that there has never been a fire in the Prison; it would have been such 
an opportunity for some of the desperate fellows to have escaped, for in the hurry and 
confusion always attendant on a large fire they would have had a good chance ona 
dark night. 

3. Administration Offices—The new administration offices were commenced 
about the middle of the year, and are being pushed on rapidly ; will be ready, I hope, 
in two or three months; they are greatly needed. 

4. Female Ward—A new female ward has been sanctioned for 18go, but it 
has not yet been decided where it is to be put; a new hospital is also required and till 
a site for this is fixed upon, the other buildings for which provision is made in the 
Estimates must remain in abeyance.

5. Number of Prisoners —The number of prisoners in the Central Prison on 
st January, 1889, and the number admitted and discharged during the year was as 
follows:

The number is slightly less than last year; this is to be accounted for by the male 
lunatics having been transfe srred to the Yeng Wah, and the bulk of the prisoners in 
the Kinta District being retained in the prison there instead of being sent as formerly 
to the Central Prison. 

Nationalities —Of the prisoners remaining on the 31st December there were— 

Chinese: male 298, female 2; Malays: male 41, female 2; Indians: male 38; 
total 381. 

Of the above number there were— 

Long sentence, 251; short sentence, 117; condemned, 1; waiting trial, 5; lunatic 

female, 1; simple imprisonment, 6; total 381. 

Of the admissions the numbers yere— 

Chinese: males 1,153, females 5; Malays: males 74, females 2; Indians: males 133, 
females 4; total 1,371. 

6. Female Prisoners—Eleven females were cSmmitted during the year; four 
remained on rst January, 1889, making a total of 15. Eleven were discharged, 
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leaving, on 31st December, 4, of whom one is a lunatic, one a Chinese prisoner, and 
two Malay prisoners. 

7. Matron.—Mrs. Nicholl having resigned the post in March last, Mrs. Rawlins, 
who was formerly matron, but had to resign on account of ill-health, was taken on 
again as a temporary measure, and she has been performing the duties very 
satisfactorily, and appears to be very careful with the prisoners under her charge. 

8. Condemned Prisoners.—Five men were executed for murder, four Chinese 
and one Malay. 

g. Lunatics—In January, 28 male lunatics were transferred to the new lunatic 
ward at the Yeng Wah Hospital; the female lunatics are still retained in the Central 
Prison, under charge of the matron. 

10. £scapes.—There was one escape during the year, a short-sentence prisoner, 
one of the scavengers lent to the Municipality. 

11. Re-capture of Prisoner Santu.—A life prisoner named Santu, who 
escaped from the prison hospital early in 1888, was recaptured towards the end 
of 1889 at Ajmere, in North India. The Gaoler, Mr. Rawlins, with the Jemadar of the 
warders, was sent up to identify him; they had no difficulty in doing this; he was in 
due course handed over to escort and brought back, arriving in Taiping on the 27th 
December. On the way down to Calcutta from Ajmere Mr. Rawlins was assaulted 
by the prisoner with a bayonet, and wounded in two places. 

12. Health of the Prisoners—There has been a good deal of sickness amongst 
the convicts during the year; the daily average of sick was 32°42, against 19°21 
in 1888. The exceptionally wet weather no doubt had something to do with it, 
many cases being diarrhoea and dysentery; but many miserable-looking diseased 
creatures have at times been admitted, who have been taken to the hospital at once, 
and have remained there most of their time. The number of deaths was 30, against 
18 in 1888, and three suicides against two. 

13. Conduct of the Prisoners——The conduct of the prisoners has been fairly 
good. A large proportion of the offences being the having prohibited articles in 
possession. This seems to be the common offence in most prisons in the East, and is 
of course very rife where a large number of prisoners work outside. 

14. Assaults—One rather serious assault was committed by prisoner Chew Ah 
Chow on warder Kester Khan; he was sent to the Court for trial, and was sentenced 
to two months’ additional rigorous imprisonment. » 

15. Attempted Assaults—There were a few cases of attempted assault and 
threatening ; but, considering the class of prisoners we have to deal with, we have been 
very free from any serious offences. 

16. Condemned Prisoner Koh Ah Heang.—The condemned prisoner Koh Ah 
Heang on the morning of his execution barricaded the cell door with his bed-boards, 
and did it so effectually that the door had to be forced; he was a big powerful man, 
and had managed in some way to get a piece of nibong, about a foot long, pointed 
and shaped like a dagger; armed with this he succeeded in stabbing and wounding 
three warders before he was overpowered and secured ; he was led out and hanged. 

17. Prison Staff—The Gaoler, Mr. Rawlins, has performed his arduous duties 
very satisfactorily. On his way down to Calcutta from Ajmere with the escaped 
prisoner Santu, he was one night assaulted by him and stabbed in the chest and 
arm; his thick clothing fortunately protected him, and the wounds were not very 
serious. I am glad to say he appears none the worse for them now. 

18. European Warders——Chief warder Newman has done very well during 
the year; he acted for the Gaoler during the latter’s absence on duty in India from 
25th October to 28th December. 

Warders Taylor and Mason have been taken on permanently, and are getting on 
very well. 

Warders Hichens and Moan are both young hands, learning their work, and are 
on probation. < 

19. Native Warders—I am not able to say much in favour of the native 
warders; they cannot be trusted to do their duty strictly when alone, and require 
constant supervision. The difficulty is to keep them from fraternising with the 
prisoners. Z 

20. Labour of the Convicts—There have been 64,390 convicts employed on 
various works inside and outside the Prison in 1889; their labour value amounts to 
$9,811.80. This is exclusive of the labour employed on the industries carried on in 
the Prison.

21. Stone-breaking, Dressing, €&c.—There has been a large demand for road 
metal this year, and our transactions have been on a rather extensive scale.

Tus Kamunting Railway Extension was opened to traffic on the 6th 
instant, a passenger train, conveying the Acting British Resident and a 
large party of ladies and gentlemen, having proceeded along the line from 
the Taiping to the Kamunting Station on the evening of that day. 


The total length of the extension is 3 miles 32} chains, the approximate 
cost of construction is $80,000, and the cost per mile $23,480. It was 
commenced by Mr. Hanson, the Railway Engineer and Traffic Manager, 
on the 30th September, 1889, and opened for traffic on the the 6th May, 1890. 


The total length of the Larut Railway is now about twelve miles, the 
Taiping-Port Weld section being 8} miles in length. This section was 
commenced by Mr. F. St. G. Caillfeild, State Engineer, in January, 1883, 
and was opened on the Ist June, 1885. The capital invested in this 
section is $408,128, and the interest thereon in 1889 was at the rate of 
9.09 per centum, and the profit per train mile $1.23.

1. The Council consider the case of Wong Hing, Chun Kang Chun, 
and Yit Kim Yow, convicted by the Residency Court at Kuala Kangsa on 
the 25th March, 1890, of the murder of Lim Kong, at Gapis, and sentenced 
to death. 

The sentence passed upon the two last-named prisoners is confirmed 
by the Council, and ordered to be carried into effect at Taiping on the 21st 
instant. 

After some discussion, the sentence passed on Wong Hing is remitted, 
and the Council order him to be discharged from Gaol. 

2. The Council approye of the payment of pensions, amounting to a 
total of $2,400 per annum, to the family of the late ex-Sultan Ismail, who 
died in Johore on the 14th September last. 

8. The Council approve of additional Municipal Regulations for the 
better sanitation of Taiping, and pass Order in Council No. 8 of 1890. 

4, The Council approve of the appointment of Mahomed Noh, son of 
the late Toh Sri Lela, to the vacant post of Assistant Penghulu, Enggor, 
in addition to his present appointment as Malay writer in the Kuala 
Kangsa Land Office. 

5. Order No. 9 of 1890 fixing a Schedule of Stamp Duties, to include 
the registration fee, on Chinese documents, leviable in the department of 
the Chinese Protectorate, is passed. 

6. The Council adjourns sine die.

ADDITIONAL MUNICIPAL RULES, LARUT. 


Passed by His Highness the Sutran of Perak in Council on the 17th day of 
’ April, 1890.

1. The following Municipal Rules are to be read with and in addition 
to the Municipal Rules passed by the Council of State on the 5th July, 
1888, and published on the 25th September, 1888, and which in this Order 
are referred to as the Principal Order and to the Order in Council No. 28 
of 1889, entitled “ Additions to Municipal Regulations.” 


2. The Health Officer under this and the Principal Order shall be 
any Officer whose appointment to that office shall have been notified in the 
Government (razette. 


2 
8. An owner or occupier of any house, building, or land, whether 
tenantable or otherwise, who suffers the same to be in a filthy and unwhole- 
some state, or overgrown with rank or noisome vegetation, shall be lable 
toa fine not exceeding twenty dollars, and toa fine not exceeding five 
dollars for every day after conviction for such offence during which the 
offence is continued. 


4. Whenever it appears to the Health Officer that any house is so 
overcrowded as to be dangerous or prejudicial to the health of the 
inhabitants thereof, or of the neighbourhood, he shall cause proceedings to 
be taken before a Magistrate to abate such overcrowding, and such 
Magistrate shall thereupon make such Order as he may think fit, and the 
person permitting such overcrowding shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each day after the date of such Order during which such 
overcrowding continues. 


5. The provisions of this Order and of the Principal Order may be 
extended to any district in the State, or to any town or village in any such 
district, by an Order of the British Resident published in the Government 
Gazette.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for April. 


2. On 14th April, as advertised, the work of dredging the northern 
approach to Port Weld commenced. The dredger is doing very good 
work—far better than I anticipated. At present the work is comparatively 
easy; the chief difficulty will arise when the dredger is moved to the 
middle of the channel, when, as Mr. Gray informs me, the mud must 
be carried off by a shoot, this being the most economical scheme; consider- 
ing everything, I do not hold out any hope that the passage will be clear 
for navigation much before the end of the year. The dredger is in charge 
of Mr. Giffening, who, I feel sure, will do his best to forward the work. 


3. Ihave to report that on two occasions, sincethe outer beacon light 
has been exhibited, tongkongs have collided with it, capsizing the lamp and 
dismantling all the gear ; fortunately, on both occasions, the light-house men 
were on the qui vive, captured the nakodas, and brought them to Matang. 
A recurrence of these accidents suggests the necessity of strengthening 
the outer beacon by driving two more piles, and improving on the present 
arrangements. 


4. On 2nd May I took the s.s. Mena to Pangkor, ran her up on the 
beach, cleaned her, and put some new copper on. Her condition under 
water I have set forth in a separate report. Returned to Port Weld 
on 4th. 


5. On 2nd May direct telegraphic communication was established 
between Matang and Port Weld, and is most useful. The old line to 
Simpang is being removed. 


6. The new quarters at Port Weld are ccmpleted and occupied.

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for Lower Perak and 
Batang Padang for April. 

1. At 3 a.m. on the 4th a report of a pistol was heard in the Gaol 
compound, and a Sikh sentry who was on duty stated that he had »been 
shot in the thigh hy one of the warders. 

2. The wounded man was taken to the hospital, and the accused was 
arrested. " 

3. As there was only a young Chinese dresser in medical charge of 
the district, I sent the steam launch Rapid to Pangkor, and the District 
Officer kindly sent Mr. Sears, the apothecary there, who succeeded in 
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extracting the bullet, which had travelled for about eight or nine inches 
down his thigh. 

4, Ou the 8th the dead body of a Chinaman was seen floating down 
river past the Police Station. 

5. Examination showed that his throat was cut right across, that one 
leg was missing, and that there were other lesser injuries. 

* * * * * * 

10. On the 10th Mr. De Trafford arrived in Tapa, and took up his 
acting appointment of District Engineer. 

11. On the 24th the State Commissioner of .Lands visited Lower 
Perak, and examined the office. 

12. The Commandant Perak Sikhs and the Acting State Auditor 
also arrived from Larut. 

13. The Commandant Perak Sikhs had out the Teluk Anson Fire 
Brigade. 

14. On the 26tH the Assistant, Mr. F. W. Brewster, went to Kota 
Stia with the State Commissioner of Lands, and then on to Sungei 
S’tiawan. 

15. The Assistant Magistrate then went on to Kuala Bernam, to 
inquire into the circumstances attending the burning of the Kuala Bernam 
light-house. 

16. As it appeared to be a case of arson, the light-house keeper was 
arrested. Having arranged fora temporary light to be shown until the new 
house can be erected, Mr. Brewster returned by the Jenderata Canal. 


17. Mr. Symes, Inspector of Police, left for England on leave. 


18. I append an abstract of ‘the usual meteorological returns for the 


month.

No. 221.—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GOVERNMENT PRINTER FOR THE YEAR 1889. 


TQ THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward, for the information of Government, report of 
the work and progress of the Printing Department for the year 1889. 

2. There has been a considerable increase in every description of printing, as 
compared with the previous year. The annual and other indents were, however, 
delivered as soon as required by the respective departments, and there were no 
complaints of delay. 
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3. Some inconvenience was caused to this office by the late arrival of stationery 
from England, and a quantity had to be purchased from Penang. 

4. There were 505 Government requisitions during the year, an increase of 
1g over 1888. , 

5. Thirty-one numbers of the Government Gazette were published, at a cost of 
$1,118.50, average cost per issue, $36.08. 


6. There were forwarded to Government Officers and other authorised persons 
3,777 copies of Gazettes, and 1,240 were disposed of to private individuals. Forty- 
five subscribers were on the office books at the close of the year. 


7. The total value of the work issued from the department amounted to 
$10,628.89, being an increase over the previous year of $1,670.67. 


8. Of this amount $9,798.65 was the value of Government printing, binding, &c. ; 
$528.24 receipts from private printing, &c.; $302 was derived from subscriptions to, 
and sale of, Government Gazettes and receipts from advertisements. 


g. The total expenditure for the year, including salaries, amounted to $8,553.65. 

10. The provision for payment of salaries, including overtime allowance, was 
$6,813; expended, $6,527.10; saving, $285.90. 2 

11. For services exclusive of establishments the sum of $4,470 was provided ; 
$1,830.83 spent; saving, $2,639.17. 

12. The sum of $300 was provided for office contingencies and transport; 
$194.72 was expended ; balance, $105.28. 

13. I attach table showing estimates and expenditure of each vote. 


14. Of the votes for stationery, ink, &c. ($2,300) and for bookbinding materials 
($240) only $408 was spent for the former and $41.97 for the latter. This is owing 
to the Crown Agents’ account under these headings not having been received and 
paid. The saving is, therefore, more apparent than real, and I estimate that $1,800, at 
least, will be required to settle these bills. 


15. Making allowance for this sum, value of material in hand, and printing 
ready for delivery, the department has earned, over expenditure, about $1,500. This 
margin, of course, might easily have been very considerably increased. I have, 
however, endeavoured to obtain good work at its actual cost, with an allowance only 
for wear and tear and depreciation of machinery. 


16. There has, of course, been a larger profit on the private work executed; and 
this branch, if it were desirable, could be greatly developed. I have, however, not 
encouraged this class of work being brought to the office, Government printing, with 
the present staff, being as much as we can ordinarily accomplish. 


17. The departmental staff consists of 17 persons, including myself; and I have 
had the assistance of 21 prisoners daily, with the permission of the Superintendent 
of Prisons. 


18. The value of the prison labour would have been $816. I cannot but admit 
that the work they performed was worth that sum to the office, if it had to be paid 
for, but their labour has not been so satisfactory as last year, owing to three or four 
of the best men having left the Gaol, and their places being taken by prisoners 
who are nearly useless. One good printer is required constantly with them to 
supervise and instruct ; unfortunately, I have not a man to spare for the purpose. 


1g. In conclusion, I would point out that this is the third report on the Printing 
Office, and its usefulness and success has now been conclusively proved. I trust, 
therefore, that a sum will be granted in this year's estimates for the building of a 
suitable office outside the Gaol premises, and the structural alterations that will 
soon be required in the present premises, so far as the Printing Office is concesned, 
need not then be undertaken. 


I attach a statement showing departments for whom printing was executed, with 
cost.

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No. 222.—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CURATOR, PERAK MUSEUM, FOR THE YEAR 
1889. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward herewith the Annual Report for the year 1889. 


During the year a small addition was made to the back of the Museum, and the 
porch which was begun in 1888 was finished. 


2. Seven plate-glass wall-cases, two wall-cases to hold the collection of snakes, 
two book-cases, and two herbarium cabinets were built in 1889. The seven plate- 
glass cases were put in position in the east wing, the two cases for the snakes in the 
central room, and the book-cases and herbarium cabinets into the back verandah. 
This completes the casing of the portion of the Museum at present built, with the 
exception of one herbarium cabinet, which has since been built. 


3. Fifty-four mammals have been added to the collection, bringing up the 
number of specimens to,1o07, and about twenty more are in course of mounting. 
Five skeletons have been prepared, and several more have been partly completed. 


4. Eighty-four specimens have been added to the collection of birds, making a 
total of 637, against 543 in 1888. 


5. A large addition has been made to the stuffed fish, the collection now 
numbering 117 specimens. Fifteen stuffed reptiles have also been mounted. 


6. Five hundred plants have been collected, dried, and forwarded to Calcutta 
during the year, for use in the preparation of the Flora of the Malayan Peninsula. 
Five new plants have been described and illustrated in Hooker's ‘“Icones Plantarum” 
from specimens contributed by the Museum. The paper on patchouli prepared 
in 1888 was published by the Agri-Horticultural Society of India, and subsequently 
copicd into the Kew Bulletin. 


7. Many additions have been made to the ethnological collection, and the series 
of weapons have been increased from 308 to 412, and the stone implements, including 
a few doubtful ones, now number 107 examples. 


8. Both the local and gencral collection of minerals have been much increased, 
but the case-room is unfortunately quite inadequate. Want of room also stands in the 
way of the formation of a geological collection, although a considerable amount of 
material has already been collected for it. 


g. Fifty-eight assays and examinations of various minerals and other substances 
were made—thirty-six for the Government and twenty-two for private persons and 
companies. 


10. The gold workings at Sungei Cherakoh were visited and reported on in 
February, and the Ipoh district was examined in March, when the discovery of the 
Ménglembu tin and copper lode was made. From 24th April to the end of July was 
taken up in exploring the lower part of the Piah Valley, and tin and gold were 
discovered in what appeared to be workable quantities in many of the small valleys 
draining into the main river. In September, Kuala and Ulu Selama were visited and 
reported on. One hundred and forty-one days were taken up by these visits, and, 
whenever possible, collecting was carried on at the same time as the geological work. 


11. In August an Assistant Taxidermist was engaged, with considerable advan- 
tage fo the Museum; and I have pleasure in reporting that the other members of the 
staff have given satisfaction. 


12. I enclose return of visitors for the latter half of the year, a statement ot 
expenditure, and a list of the printing done for the Museum.

2. The year’s working shows an excess over the estimated receipts of $12,670.63, 
and an excess over the receipts of 1888 of $3,619.64. 

3. The increased receipts must be considered satisfactory, as, coincident with 
the introduction of classified rates and charges on the rst January, 1889, a reduction 
was made in the charges on rice and other food-stuffs; consignees obtained the benefit 
of large consignments being charged in bulk, instead of each package separately ; 
special rates were introduced; and a reduction of about 17 per cent was made on 
first class return tickets. 

4. The working expenses for the year show an increase of $3.565.76 over those 
of 1888, accounted for by a large increase of goods traffic, as shown in the comparative 
statement in paragraph 16.

5. The capital account of the railway has been slightly increased by the 
extension of sidings, erection of railway office, &c., as shown in appendix A, and 
now stands at $408,128.85. 

6. Taking the net profit on the year’s working at $37,112.04, the interest 
earned on the expended capital was 9.09 per cent, or, if the salary of the Resident 
Engineer and Traffic Manager is included in the working expenses, 8.36 per cent; 
this is without taking credit for unconsumed stores to the value of $766.69. 

7. Incalculating the interest earned during the year, the whole of the Resident 
Engincer and Traffic Manager's salary should not be charged to the working of the 
railway, as there was in 1889 a large expenditure on works which, although connected 
with the open line, do not actually form part of it. 

8. This expenditure amounted to $55,417.13, and was made of the following 
items :— 

Kamunting extension, $29,913.83; new wharves, Port Weld, $25,503.30; or 
$9,858.54 more than the expenditure on working the railway. 

9. There was also an expenditure of $690.35 on works done for other depart- 
ments in the railway workshops, for which no charge for supervision was made.

I must point out that all the items in the above table have been adversely aftected 
by the reduction in rates and increase of traffic as referred to in paragraphs 3 and 20, 
which lowered the receipts, and increased the train mileage and working expenses. 

11. The train mileage during the year was 30,888, or an increase of 3,178} over 
the preceding year; this increase is accounted for by the increase in goods traffic. 

PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 

12. The number of passengers carried during the year, exclusive of season 
ticket holders, persons travelling with free passes, and passengers booked through to 
Penang, is shown i in the following table, compared with 1888.

There were 30 special trains run during the year, of which seven were not 
paid for. 
THROUGH BOOKING. 
15. There has been an increase under this head. 452 parcels have been received 
and forwarded, and 1,441 passengers have been booked in Taiping and Penang during 


the year. 
GOODS TRAFFIC. 


16. The following statement shows a considerable increase in the quantity of 
goods carried during the year, as compared with 1888.

18. Coffee was not kept separate from the general goods in 1888. The 
quantity shown above was from Waterloo Estate.

20. The above statement, when compared with the comparative statement of 
goods traffic, shows that the increase in total receipts has not been at all commensu- 
rate with the amount of goods carried; this, as | have before explained, is accounted 
for by the introduction of classified rates and the reduction in charges which took 
place in January, 1889. Thus, although there was an increase of 11,466 bags of rice, 
5,652 slabs of tin, 36,277 packages, and 3364 trucks of sundries, there was a decrease 
in the total receipts for goods and tin of $2,754.42. 

21. This reduction in rates has been a relief to the Chinese community, and at a 
time when most required, as shown By the considerable falling off in the import of 
pigs, poultry and opium. 

22. The monthly receipts duce the year have been very regular, the only 
noticeable difference being just before the Chinese New Year. 

23. The higher receipts during the last few montHs of 1888 were caused by the 
port of Matang being closed owing to the prevalence of cattle disease.

LOCOMOTIVE BRANCH. 


25. The locomotives and rolling stock have been kept in good repair during 
the year. 

26. The following vehicles have undergone heavy repairs :— 

Carriages: first class 2, second class 2, third class 3; brake-van 1, covered 
waggons 10, high-sided waggons 4, low-sided waggons 5, timber truck 1, horse-box 1; 
total 29, besides which many have been in the shops for minor repairs. 

27. Locomotive No. 2 was laid off for 14 days for a thorough overhaul and the 
renewal of cylinders, &c. She also received new brasses to all working parts, a new 
funnel and ash-pan, but could not be spared sufficiently long for painting. 

28. A large amount of work was done in the workshops for the new wharves 
and Kamunting extension, and considerable repairs were executed for the Government 
vessels. 

29. The aggregate amount paid in wages for outside work amounted to 
$2,034.89. 

30. The rolling stock is now as under :— im 

First class carriages 2, second class carriages 2, third class carriages 6, pas- 
sengers’ brake-vans 2, goods brake-van 1, horse-box 1, cattle truck 1, water truck 1, 
timber trucks 2, covered waggons 12, high-sided waggons 33, low-sided waggons 10; 
total, 73. 

se PERMANENT WAY, WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 


31. The permanent way was maintained in good order, and is now equal to 
any traffic which can be brought upon it. 

32. During the year 785 new sleepers have been put in the road. 

33. The Locomotive Superintendent’s quarters received a new roof, and the 
other buildings were kept in efficient repair. 

34. The Goods Yard, Taiping, was re-metalled, at a cost of $338.30; the traffic 
in this yard is very heavy, from 200 to 300 carts passing in daily, and it requires 
constant attention. 

CONSTRUCTION. 


35. The new platform crane which arrived in December was erected in position, 
and will be of great use in handling machinery and heavy packages. 

36. The new wharves and buildings at Port Weld were completed during the 
year, and have proved a great convenience both to passengers and to this department 
for handling cargo. 

37. The wharf is 360 feet long, and is provided with one pontoon for Chinese 
steamers. There are two sheds for cargo, booking office, Station Master’s and 
Post Offices, two waiting rooms, lamp and store room, Harbour Master’s and Port 
Offices, and a platform 360 feet long. 

38. The total expenditure up to date has been $47,998.37, of which $25,503.30 
was expended in 1889. > 

39. The other constructive works completed are as follows :— 

Railway Office, $1,500; Extension to Store, $1,500; Shed for Rolling Stock, 
$325.77; Sidings, Port Weld, $2,217.53; Sidings, Taiping, $2,000. 

Five hundred and forty-two lineal yards of siding were laid down in Port Weld, 
and 548 lineal yards in Taiping yard, to provide for the increased traffic. 
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These extensions to sidings represent over half a mile of permanent way. 

40. A length of 3 miles 42.35 chains of foot-path between Taiping and Port 
Weld has been re-formed by the side of the railway, at a cost of $2,715.99. 

41. The works of the Kamunting extension were commenced on September 
goth, 1889, and up to the end of the year the expenditure was $29.913.83. 

Two miles 67 chains of earthworks were completed, fourteen culverts completed, 
fifty chains of ballasting completed, and good progress was made with the buildings 
for the new station and with the Officers’ quarters at Kamunting. 

In addition to the above, about 20 chains of earthwork were nearly completed, 
and one six-feet arched culvert nearly completed. 

The earthworks completed represent a total of about 58,000 cubic yards, and the 
culverts 64 feet g inches of water-way. 

' If no unforeseen delay occurs in the arrival of the permanent way materials, I 
hope to open this section for traffic in April next. 

42. Stores purchased for repairs to Government vessels and outside work, to 
the value of $1,310.18, have been sold during the year; there is still a stock in hand 
to the value of $5,265.34, which was placed to the debit of advances recoverable in 
December. 

STAFF. 

43. Some changes Mave taken place in the staff during the year, which now 
consists of 67 officers and men, exclusive of artisans and coolies. 

44. There have been two deaths, three resignations, and the services of four 
Officers have been dispensed with; these vacancies, with one exception, have been 
filled up locally. 

45. The deaths referred to above were both of Officers who had been a long 
time in the department, and who had proved themselves trustworthy and valuable 
servants of the Government. 

Mr. W. V. Anthonisz, late Station Master, Taiping, died after a short illness from 
remittent fever. 

Guard Paul, while in the act of uncoupling a waggon, fell across the rails; he 
was run over by the train, and died in the hospital two hours after the accident. 

46. For the Kamunting extension works, Mr. H. C. Barnard, Assistant Engineer, 
Public Works Department, was transferred temporarily to this department. 

The temporary staff consists of one clerk and book-keeper, one draughtsman and 
two overseers, besides chainmen amd chain coolies. 

ACCIDENTS. 

47. On 3rd January a Malay woman, travelling by the 1.30 p.m. down train, 
jumped from the train while it was being shunted, receiving some slight injuries; 
she was removed to the hospital. 

48. On 5th May a Jaffna Tamil jumped from the train near the Yeng Wah 
Hospital, breaking his leg; he was removed by his friends to the hospital. 

49. On 28th May Guard Paul fell from a waggon while shunting, and was 
fatally injured. 

GENERAL. 

50. The general increase in goods traffic must be attributed to the lowering of 
the rates and the inability of carts to compete with the railway in the conveyance 
of rice and perishable goods; that the past year was not such a prosperous year to 
the Chinese community as 1888 is shown by the falling off in second class passenger 
traffic, and the decrease in the quantity of opium, pigs, and poultry carried. 

51. The large quantity of bricks imported during the year (about goo tons) seems 
to show that there is a good opening in Larut for brick-make ers, as those imported are 
of a much inferior quality to those made in Taiping, and the ultimate cost must be 
higher. 

52. It will be necessary before long to provide a new station and Station 
Master's house at Simpang; the present buildings are in a very dilapidated condition, 
and ase not worth extensive repairs. I propose to bring this forward in the 1891 
estimates, by which time, I think, it will be necessary to replace the temporary 
quarters now occupied by the Locomotive Superintendent by a permanent building.

To tue Secretary TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. . 
S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for April. 


1. The Chinese convict, who was wounded by a sentry when 
endeavouring to escape on the 29th of last month, died from the effects of 
the wound on the 10th. At the inquest held on the body of the deceased, 
the Coroner returned a veryjlict of justifiable homicide. 


2. The Inspector of Schools visited the school here on the 14th. 
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8. The Acting Resident arrived early on the 17th, and attended a 
meeting of the State Council the same morning. 


4. The Council ordered the release of one of the three men convicted 
of murder at Padang Rengas on the 7th March, and confirmed the sentence 
of death passed on the other two. 


5. The Acting Resident left by boat, late in the evening, for Kinta, 
vid Blanja, and returned to Kuala Kangsa on the afternoon of the 19th, 
proceeding to Taiping early the next morning. 


6. Nine guns were fired on the evening of the 19th to announce the 
commencement of the “ Bulan Puasa. ” 


7. The Superintendent of Prisons, who arrived here on the 23rd, 
inspected the Gaol on the 24th, and left for Kinta the following morning. 


8. The Assistant Collector and Magistrate, Mr. Bede Cox, left on the 
28th, having been granted vacation leave for two months and twenty days, 
to be followed by one month and ten days’ leave on half salary. Mr. F. 
Weld, who has been appointed to act for him during his absence, arrived 
on the 30th. 


9. The Apothecary, Mr. R. P. Colomb, having been promoted to 
Krian, left for that district on the 26th, leaving the Hospital here in charge 
of Mr. Rogers, recently appointed. 


10. Mr. Colomb’s removal is much regretted by both the European 
and native communities in this district. By his patience and tact, and the 
successful work he carried on amongst them, he had succeeded in winning 
the entire confidence of the Alalay 3 > by whom he was held in great repute 
as a doctor.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
Tarrine. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for April. 


In the early part of the month cattle disease was reported to have 
broken out near Ipoh, and three dead bodies of buffaloes were found, but 
they were too much decomposed for the Medical Officer to state what was 
the cause of death. There have been no cases since. 


2° There have been several changes in the staff during the month. 
Mr. Coghlan White, Assistant Magistrate, Gopeng, went on leave on the 
13th. Dr. Wheeler, Acting District Surgeon, Mr. Wallich, Acting District 
Engineer, Mr. Acton, Acting Assistant Engineer, and Mr. Davidson, Road 
Overseer, took up their appointments. 


3. Mr. Dixon, Assistant Surveyor, brought me a map with the two 
road traces he has just completed from Pusing (near Papan), the one to 
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a point a little below Blanja and the other to Ayer Mati, in Bhota mukim, 
both on the Perak River. I think it is a great pity these two traces were 
not taken into Batu Gajah instead of Pusing. The distance would be 
about the same, and the proposed road would come into a large village on 
the Kinta River, instead of into Pusing, which is only a collection of Kling 
hovels. 


4, On the 15th I moved Mr. Pike, Inspector of Mines, from Ipoh to 
Batu Gajah, and in future he will devote all his time to the mines duties, 
instead of the boundary settlements, on which he has hitherto been 
employed. 


5. On the 18th the Acting Resident arrived, and tried the Sungei 
Raya amok case. The prisoner Daud was sentenced to ten years’ rigorous 
imprisonment. 


6. The Acting Resident returned to Kuala Kangsa, vii Ipoh, on the 
19th. : 


7. On the 19th and 22nd I held meetings of the Kinta towkays to 
discuss the proposed increase in the opium duty. They all expressed 
themselves very strongly against the increase, saying they would sooner 
have the tin duty increased. Personal dislike to the farmer is a very 
strong element in their opposition to the proposed increase. 


8. On the 23rd I visited Gopeng. Lieutenant Reid had the Gopeng 
fire brigade mustered and put through fire drill. The brigade turned out 
and went through their drill very well, but I find that for the greater part 
of the village the engine has hitherto been practically useless, owing to the 
difficulty there is at present in supplying it with water. I arranged with 
the District Engineer to put sluice gates in the Gopeng stream, and hope 
by this means to obtain a plentiful supply of water in future for all parts 
of the village. 


9. On the 30th I visited Papan, which from the dirtiest has now 
become one of the cleanest and best kept villages in Kinta. Inspector Foley, 
who has charge of the scavengers, deserves great credit for the reforma- 
tion he has made. 


10. Messrs. J. Y. Kennedy and Cowan visited the district during the 
month, and tried to collect some of the debts due to the firm of Ban Joo 
Hoo, which amount, I believe, to nearly half a million dollars. I understand 
they were not particularly successful. 


11. Theld meetings of the towkays to discuss the proposed substitution 
of an ad valorem duty of 11 per cent on tin for the present fixed-rate 
duty. The Chinese were in favour of the fixed-rate duty. 


12. Tin and charcoal duty, $41,270.02.

W. H. Treacuer, Esq., Acting British Resident, left the State on the 
18th instant to attend the ball given by the Acting Governor in honour of 


Her Majesty’s birthday. 


On Sunday, the 25th instant, the State was visited by His Majesty 
the King of Siam, who arrived at Port Weld by the s.s. Lady Weld at 
11.45 am. fis Majesty was accompanied by his Consort, by Prince 
Devawongse (his Minister for Foreign Affairs), and by Prince Dumrong, the 
Sultan of Kedah, and a numerous suite. The Reyal party were received 
at the quay by Colonel Walker, Commandant Perak Sikhs, accompanied by 
Mr. A. D. Neubromner, the Siamese Consul, Lieutenant Stewart, Assistant 
Commissioner Perak Sikhs, and Mr. Thorold, Acting Assistant Secretary 
to Government. A special train conveyed the party to Taiping, where His 
Majesty was met by all the Heads of Departments present in Taiping, and 
by His Highness Raja Ahmat, brother of His Highness the Sultan, His 
Highness Raja Mansur bin ex-Sultan Abdullah, and the Orang Kaya Datoh 
Temenggong Hassan. 


The Audit Office, Barracks, and the mine of the Sandhurst Tin Mining 
Company were then visited, His Majesty displaying great intcrest in and 
minutely inspecting everything he saw. An adjournment was afterwards 
made to the Residency for lunch, previous to which His Highness the 
Sultan called upon the King and conversed with him for about half an hour. 
After lunch a photograph was taken of a group consisting of His Majesty 
the King, His Highness the Sultan, and some of the gentlemen present. 


His Majesty then visited the Museum, and afterwards drove through 
the town, with the gencral appearance and rapid development of which he 
was much struck, and, after inspecting the Yeng Wah Hospital, adjourned 
to Colonel Walker’s house, where coffee was served to the Royal party and 
suite, who afterwards drove to the railway station. A special train 
conveyed them, accompanicd by Colonel Walker, Mr. Neubronner, and 
Mr. Thorold, to Port Weld, which was reached about 6 p.m., the Royal party 
embarking on board the Lady Weld for the Dindings to join His Majesty’s 
yacht and the fleet of Siamese gun-boats, en route for Selangor. His Majesty 
was pleased to express himself as greatly interested by everything he 
had seen, and as much gratified by the reception accorded him. Before 
leaving the State a telegram to that effect was despatched by Prince 
Devawongse to Bangkok. *

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING, 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of May. 


2. Mr. Kho Bu Ann, who came to see me on the 2nd, is greatly in 
favour of the scheme proposed .by the Acting Protector of Chinese for 
introducing Sin-kehs into the country, and so are other leading Chinese in 
this district to whom I have mentioned the proposal. 


3. On the 8th, accompanied by the Inspector of Works, I rode by the 
boundary and coast roads to Kuala Kurau, and thence on to Bagan Serai 
by the Sungei Siakap road. The up-keep of these roads, which is done in 
sections by local contractors at a cost of from $7 to $10 a mile, is generally 
satisfactorily performed. Certain portions of the coast road are being raised 
and the ditches deepened, and arrangements have just been made to have 
two new water-gates erected at the lower end of the Sungei Siakap road 
and also at Kuala Kurau, which will, I hope, improve the drainage of this 
part of the country. 


4. On the 9th I drove with the Inspector of Works to Sungei Gedong. 
The road to this place is rough and heavy to drive over, but it will 
eventually be metalled, as it forms part of the main trunk road. A 
permanent. ferry approach i is being erected on this side of the river, but it 
will be of little use until the approach on the Larut side, which consists at 
present of deep mire, has been improved. 


5. The State Surgeon and Assistant Indian Immigration Agent arrived 
at Bagan Serai from Gula on the same day, and inspected the contract coolies 
on Sungei Bogah estate. The State Surgeon came on to Parit Buntar, and 
on the following day saw the new hospital buildings, of which he expressed 
his approval. 


6. On the 12th I went to Sungei Bogah with Mr. Knaggs to inspect 
some land through which the Malay settlers wish a drain to be cut. There 
have been three are four applications made during the month for these 
agricultural “ parits,’ which are much appreciated ‘by the Malays, as they 
give easy access to their bendangs and also admit of the cultivation of land 
that would otherwise remain sw ampy. 


7. The Commissioner of Lands was here on the 18th and 19th, and 
again on the 27th and 28th, examining the Land Office records. 


8. On the 25th the Raja Muda of Kedah arrived at Haji Ali’s village, 
opposite Parit Buntar. I went to call on His Highness, who visited Parit 
Buntar in the afternoon, and left early the next day. 


9. On the 26th the now twin screw steamer which is run between 
Parit Buntar and Penang arrived on her trial trip, Mr. Justice Wood, 
Mr. Irving, and Mr. Gibson (of Messrs. Sandilands, Buttery aud Company, 
the owners of the boat), being amongst the passengers. She has the 
appearance of being well suited to the trade, but it will be impossible to 
obtain anything approaching punctuality in the arrival and departure of 
steamers till there are some facilities for entering the mouth of the river. 


10. The complaints of the Coast Farm agents against the Kedah 
Opium Farmers, which have already been brought to the notice of the 
Government by my predecessor and myself, are increasing, and the low price 
at which inferior chandu is being sold across the river, together with the 
amount of smuggling that is carried on, are causing the most serious loss 
to the Perak Farmers. 
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11. The metalling of the main trunk road is now progressing» 
though the contractors have given a great deal of trouble, and I thought a 
short time ago that it would be necessary to cancel the contract. They 
have now purchased 2000 yards of broken metal from Penang, and it is to 
be hoped that the work will be pushed on more rapidly.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward, for the information of Govern- 
ment, my report for the months of March, April, and May. 


2. On March 2nd I opened a school at Ulu Selama, with 46 boys, in 
the old Balci, now converted into a police station; and the erection of two 
school-houses for this part of the district was put in hand. 

3. On March 29th the pumping machinery for the Selama Tin 
Mining Company was landed, and, as there is now a capital road from the 
landing-stage to the mine, no difficulty in the transport was experienced. 


4. Between the 5th and 9th of April I made an expedition into the 
mountain district of Ulu Selama, and while there ascended Gunong Enas, 
one of the higher mountains of Perak, taking with me some Semangs, very 
few of whom are now left in this part of Perak. 

5. The Acting State Auditor arrived on April 17th and inspected the 
Sub-Treasury accounts, and on the same day the State Engincer (accom- 
panied by Messrs. Gibson and Tate) came to examine the roads of the 
district, with a view of extending the existing cart-road system to Selama 
and Kuala Ijau. 

6. During April various minor works were commenced, and _ the 
laying out of the new part of the village of Relau, was, as far as is at 
present necessary, accomplished, shade trees having been planted on both 
sides of the new roads. 

7. On May 17th it came to my knowledge that cholera had been 
brought into Kampong Selama from Deli, and that the nature of the disease 
had been concealed. I proceeded to the kampong, and found one woman ill 
with cholera, who died next day. I took all necessary steps for preventing 
the spread of the disease, and am happy to state that after this no more cases 
occurred. 

8. Before the end of May the Selama Tin Mining Company had com- 
pleted the erection of their pumping gear, and the work will in consequence 
be carried on quicker than hitherto. 

.9. Another robbery from a dwelling occurred on May 25th at Ulu 
Selama, and until police are stationed in this part of the district, I am 
afraid this sort of thing will continue; the Penghulu always seems to be 
unable to procure sufficient information to lead to the detection and punish- 
ment of these robbers. .

No. 262.—State Georocist’s Report on MINeRALS, CHANDERIANG. 
To tHe SEcRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAaIPIne. 


Sir,—I left Taiping on the 7th instant, and reached Tapa the next day, 
but as the Collector and Magistrate, Batang Padang, was ill, he could not 
go out to Chanderiang with me till the 13th. 


2. In the interval I examined some quartz veins at Chumor, and if 
assays of the specimen show that they are of any value, I will make a 
separate report on them. 


3. The sapphires have been found amongst the rubbish heaps at 
Ee Ah Kim’s mine at Sri Muka, Chanderiang, imbedded in a coarse-grained 
lepidolite: and the tin ore which has been obtained in Jarge masses in this 
mine is also associated with the same mineral. We found several lumps of 
lepidolite containing sapphires, but long searching and washing of the sand 
from the mine brought no free sapphires to light. Higher up the valley, 
where mining operations are now being carried on, we also were unsuccess- 
ful in finding either the gems or their matrix. There seems to be little 
doubt that both the large masses of tin ore previously alluded to and the 
sapphires came from a small gully which comes down near the house of 
the Manager of the old Shanghai Company. The mine is now, unfortu- 
nately, filled with water, and so nothing can be seen. 


4. As already reported by the Collector and Magistrate, one or two 
sapphires have been found at the Malacca Company’s mine, about half a 
mile from Sri Muka. We also found several detached crystals at a mine 
at Sungei Belik. One of these was a double hexagonal pyramid (the 
typical form of the sapphire), about whose identify there could be no doubt. 
All those hitherto found are much weatheted, and quite valueless from a 
lapidary’s point of view, and from what I saw there seems to be little 
prospect of sapphires being met with at Sri Muka in sufficient number or 
of a quality or size to be of any commercial value. 


5. We found white topaz at Sri Muka and at Sungei Belik, and the 
Collector and Magistrate had previously found some at the Malacca Com- 
pany’s mine and at Sungei Ular. These stones are very plentiful, as we 
found nearly forty in two days. They are, unfortunately, white, or only 
faintly tinged with blue-green, and are therefore of little value, as the only 
use to which white topaz is put in jewellery is to counterfeit diamonds. 
Were they blue-green in colour they would be worth collecting, as aqua- 
marine, under which name sea-green topaz passes, is much used in jewellery. 
None of these topaz have been found, so far, in their matrix, and so it is 
uncertain where they have come from. Their distribution in Chanderiang 
seems to be wide, and gems of good colour may at any time be discovered. 


6. At Sri Muka, in the upper part of the valley, where the mining is 
now going on, we found a small crystal of precious beryl (emerald), the 
matrix being mica and quartz. This is, I believe the first emerald tltat has 
been found in Perak. 


7. Chanderiang abounds in interesting minerals, of which I made a 
good collection for the Museum. . 


8. I am of opinion that the gully near the old Shanghai Company’s 
houses should be prospected for tin, as the ore found in that part of the 
mine was in large masses, weighing, I have been told, several hundred- 
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weight. There is one large mass in the Museum, which I got from this 
mine when I visited it in 1687. As I have already mentioned, the tin-ore 
is mixed with lepidolite. This latter mineral occurs generally in veins in 
granites and crystalline schists, “especially m those containing tin, and is 
nearly always associated with fluorspar, topaz, tourmaline, and emerald.” 
All these minerals, excepting fluorspar, have been found at Sri Muka, 
and lead one to suspect the existence of a typical tin lode at no great 


distance. ;

Tue following report by Lieutenant G. F. Mann, R.E., on the country 
between the Perak river and the Dindings, written more than thirteen years 
ago, will be read with interest. The original spelling of native names has 
been retained :— 

Governor £ 3516 
Native 76 

Sir,—In accordance with your instrugtions of 26-5-76, under the 
above heading, I have the honour to report that [ embarked on the succeeding 
day, as directed, in the P. and O. s.s. Hindostan for Penang, en route for 
Perak. After a weck’s detention there, I was able to obtain a passage on 
board the s.s. Pyah Pekhet, and arrived at Bandar Bahru, in the Perak 
river, 7-6-76. 

The officer in command of the troops there could not furnish me with 
an escort without referring first to the Commandant at Singapore, and, as 
such reference and its reply implied a fortnight’s delay at the least, I judged 
it best to go on to Pancore (where I hoped to obtain guides) myself in 
advance, leaving the escort, when arranged, to follow and overtake me. 

Having provided myself with coolies, I left Bandar Bahru, and, picking 
up six Malays at Durian Sabatang on my way, proceeded to Pulo Pancore. 
Here I obtained two men, who professed to know the interior of the country, 
as guides, and on 17-6-76 started up the Dinding river. 

In a former expedition I had ascertained that the existing track across 
the jungle from the Sunghei Rajah Etam (a branch of the river Dinding) 
to Bota, on the Perak river, could be converted, at no great expense, into a 
good road throughout the greater part of its length, its eastern end, 
however, being closed by a swamp almost impracticable for road-making. 

As far as I could then judge, higher ground was to be found to the 
north-west of Bota, and I imagined that by a slight divergence northward 
from the existing path, this swamp might be avoided, and—still utilizing a 
greater part of the track—a practicable route for a road, from the river 
Dinding to some point om the Perak river between Bota and Blanja, 
might be found. 
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The Dinding-Bota track starts from a point on the Sunghei Rajah 
Etam, inaccessible at most times of the year to any but the smallest canoes 
(“dug-outs”). My first aim, then, was to discover, if possible, a dry feasible 
route from this point to some place on the Sunghei Rajah Etam, to which 
steam-launches can ascend. 

After several days’ cutting through the jungle I connected the existing 
trail with a spot on the Sunghei Rajah Etam (right bank), about a mile 
above its junction with the Sunghei Sigaree, this spot easily accessible to 
steam-launches. 

I then crossed the jungle by the existing path, reconnoitring the 
ground to the northward at intervals. I, however, failed in finding a 
practicable crossing through the morass before-mentioned to the Perak 
river. Arriving at Bota, I proceeded up the right bank of the Perak river. 
At Campong Lyung, about three miles to the north of Bota, I heard of a 
dry track into the interior, from a point one and a half miles further up the 
river’s bank. 

After obtaining prowisions and a guide, I started to explore this trail. 
Penetrating about a mile into the interior, we again encountered a swamp, 
some three-fourths of a mile broad, in places waist-deep in water. This 
swamp, Without doubt, is a continuation of the one flooding the Dinding-Bota 
track. Our trail came to an end at a hill called Chunkat Lobak, about two 
and a half miles west of the Perak river. 

The guide asserting his ignorance of any further track, I started in 
about a south-westerly direction, cutting through the jungle, and eventually 
struck the Dinding-Bota path at a point half-way between the river Perak 
and the Sunghei Rajah Etam. 

Though a portion of this route skirted high ground, yet the greater 
part lay across the site of a former swamp in dense jungle over semi-dry 
ground, in places exceedingly treacherous. The expense of road-making 
in this direction would be too great, in my opinion, to allow of its considera- 
tion. Convinced that there must be an available route across the jungle 
from the coast to the Perak river, I determined to make one more attempt 
to discover it. 

My guides being utterly useless as such, and the whole of my party 
suffering more or less from sore feet and fever, I returned to Pancore, where 
I was delayed some time from my inability to obtain coolies or Malays to 
accompany me into the jungle. | 

I heard of an old elephant track from Gunong Tunggal (a hill lying a 
little to the north of the Sunghie Rajah Etam) to Blanja. At a village 
called Pantaramis, in the estuary of the Bruas river, I found some men who 
professed to know this track, but, without the permission of their Penghulu 
(Che Ismail), who had gone to Penang, they dared not, they asserted, show 
me the way across the jungle. Although I went as far north as the 
Juru Mas river and Campong Sunghie Tinggit, I failed to obtain guides. 

After long delay I persuaded six Malays living at Teluk Sera to agree 
to come with me into the interior, and, procecding first to Pancore, where I 
engaged five Chinese coolies, I returned to Teluk Sera, as I was informed a 
good psth existed from Teluk Sera to Gunong Tunggal. 

The next day I started from the mouth of an insignificant stream 
flowing into Teluk Sera, called Sunghie Gatal. After going about two 
miles in a southerly direction, following a good track (leading eventually to 
Bukit Sigaree), we left the track’ and, steering by compass eastward, cut 
our way to Gunong Tunggal. Rounding the eastern base of this hill (some 
350 feet in height) we steered N.E., having te cut almost the whole of 
our way, though we occasionally met with traces of elephant paths, only to 
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be lost almost as soon as found. Our way lay through perfectly dry and 
flat ground, the greater part of the jungle being palm trees with little 
underwood. After some five miles we came across a stretch of half-dry, 
treacherous ground, the remains of a former swamp. Crossing this in an 
E.N.E. direction, through the densest jungle, we struck high ground, 
and, after ascending and descending several hills, the gradients being of the 
steepest, we came across a good dry and well-frequented track running 
from Campong Sadang to Chindrang Klobi. 

This path (cut only within the last year by Punghulu Dre, of Chunkat 
Batu) we followed, and eventually struck the Perak river, at the site of a 
former village (burnt by us during the late war) called Campong Sadang. 
On 17-8-76 I started and explored the track from Campong Sadang to 
Chindrang Klobi, returning the next day. 

On the 20th, at daybreak, I arrived at Kota Stia, at the mouth of the 
river Perak, and that same evening embarked on board s.s. Pyah Pekhet, 
arriving at Singapore 24-8-76. 

The routes explored are shown by dotted red lines on the accom- 
anying sketch, the proposed line of road by the dotted black line. 
ts direction is suggested by the following considerations :— 

The route taken by us from Sunghie Gatal to Campong Sadang is, 

throughout almost the whole of its length, practicable for road-making at 
“no large expense. 

Teluk Sera (the estuary of the river Bruas) is, however, very shallow, 
aud very much exposed. Steam-launches can, at high tides only, approach 
within half a mile of the shore, and with a westerly breeze communication 
would be very difficult. The river Bruas has a bad entrance, is very 
narrow and shallow. ‘These considerations render it unadvisable to have 
the terminus of the proposed road in that locality. The Dinding river, 
however, forms a good sheltered and easy approach into the interior. 

About 10 miles from its mouth it branehes off into two streams, the 
Sunghie Sigaree and the Sunghie Rajah Etam. Their junction, called Kota 
Rajah Etam, is a hillock surrounded by swamp, this swamp extending about 
a mile along the right bank of Sunghie Rajah Etam. At this point a 
stream from the N.W. flows into the Sunghie Rajah Etam, and at its mouth, 
easily accessible to steam-launchcs, the proposed road might take its 
beginning. 

As regards the eastern end of the road, from all I could gather by 
personal observation and enquiries, the swamp before-mentioned, which 
closes in the end of the Dinding-Bota track, extends northward, parallel to 
the river Perak, as far as the point marked A in accompanying sketch, and 
I do not think any practicable crossing of this swamp, except at great 
expense, can be made (unless means are found hereafter for draining it) at 
any point southward of A. Thus, roughly speaking, a N.E. direction 
should be preferred for the proposed road uniting the Dinding and Perak 
rivers. 

The swamp marked B on sketch, encountered by us in our march from 
Sunghie Gatal to Campong Sadang does not, from all I could ascertain, 
extend far northward, and might be shortened, if not altogether avoided, by 
a slight divergence of the road to the northward on the edge of the swamp 
being reached. 

The difficulties of the swamp B having been lessened, if not overcome, 
the next objective of the road might be the’ village of Chindrang Klobi. 

This village, though at present consisting of only some 49 inhabitants 
(the smallness of the number being due, I imagine, to the absence of swamp 
‘or easily cultivated ground in the neighbourhood), is yet deserving of 
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consideration in any scheme for opening up the interior of this part of the 
country for the following reasons: it is connected with the Perak river by 
two tracks, one running through Tapoos to Blanja and the other to 
Campong Sadang. It has communication by a very rough and circuitous 
(but still a frequented) path with Bruas village, near the mouth of the 
Bruas river, and also with Larut, by a track branching off from the last- 
mentioned route at a point near the village of Chunkat Batu. Tin has been 
discovered in the neighbourhood of Chindrang Klobi, and a mine was 
opened there by some Chinamen, and worked till the outbreak of the war 
drove them away. 

The track from Chindrang Klobi to Campong Sadang, though of 
necessity tortuous (lying as it does amongst a range of hills), is yet a very 
good, dry one, crossed only by a few insignificant streams, the gradients 
being, throughout the greater part of the distance, very easy ones. This 
path is used daily, and during the two days I was on it I met no less than 
four separate parties of Malays travelling by it. The other track from 
Chindrang Klobi to Baanja through Tapoos is swampy, and steep in its 
gradients, rocky in places, and its conversion into a road would be 
expensive. 

On the other hand, almost the whole of the existing track from 
Chindrang Klobi to Campong Sadang could be converted by mere widening 
of the path into a good road. 

The total length of route suggested above, from Sunghie Rajah Etam 
to the Perak river, would be a little more than 25 miles. Its first portion, 
from Sunghie Rajah Etam to Gunong Tunggal, will be over perfectly level 
ground, dry, and through thick jungle. After leaving the base of Gunong 
Tunggal, the liue of route will be chiefly through palm trees, with little 
underwood, level and dry, until the swamp B is reached. Thence onwards 
the character of the country will be alternately thick underwood (in the 
valleys) and palm trees witk little underwood (on the hills), the jungle 
gradually thickening as the river Perak is neared. 

Very probably the swamp B might be circumvented by a path to the 
southward of it, and a shorter route for a road obtained from Gunong 
Tunggal to point marked A on sketch. 

In my ignorance of this line of country, I think some such route as 
that laid down in the accompanying sketch a preferable one, connecting, as 
it will, several existing tracks and villages with the river Dinding.

1. I.—If any person, not licensed Products on 
or authorised in that behalf, shall cut, aan aa the 
dig, or take away from any State land Government. 
any live or dead timber, or other 
vegetable product, or any beeswax, 
guano, mineral, gravel, stone, coral, 
shell, sand, loam, brick, earth, or sther 
product, or cut, saw, remove or sell 
any timber or produce lying or being 
on State land, or strip or remove 
bark from any tree on any State land, 
or kill, capture or wound any elephant 
or rhinoceros (except in self-defence 
in case of attack), every such person 
shall be liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars.

6. I.—Any person who shall cut, 
dig, or remove any timber or jungle 
growth on the Government reserve on 
the Hijau range, as hereinafter defined, 
or on any other reserve which the 
Government may, from time to time, 
notify and define in the Government 
Gazete, shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding two hundred dollars, and 
shall, in addition, pay to the Govern- 
ment the valfie of all such timber or 
jungle growth so cut, dug, or removed, 
the value to be fixed bythe con- 
victing Magistrate. 
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II.—The present boundaries of the 
Hijau reserve are as follows :— 

A line following the foot of the 
Hijau range from Kuala Sungei Jana 
round the foot of Speedy’s Hill to 
Ulu Ayer Larut, and thence in a 
straight line to the trigoaometrical 
station on Wray’s Hill, and back 
along the ridge to the Ulu Sungei Jana. 
7. I.—Except as is hereinafter or 
by any special Order in Council pro- 
vided, a tithe, either in kind or in 
value, at the option of the Govern- 
ment, is leviable by Government on 
all timber, and other natural products 
of State lands, animal, vegetable or 
mineral. > 
II. The royalty in lieu of tithe 
on firewood exported from the State 
is at the rate of oue-fifth of the 
quantity, or 20 per cent of the value, 
exported, but on firewood taken for 
use on board steam vessels trading 
with ports in the State and on fire- 
wood for use on estates in the Krian 
river, the tithe only is leviable. 

III.—For the purpose of calculating 
the amount of the tithe in value to be 
levied, the value of the produce shall 
be taken to be the price it would 
fetch on the spot after collection and 
before removal. 

IV.—It shall be lawful for the Gov- 
ernment to farm out the collection of 
tithes and royalties leviable under this 
Order, and to frame and vary rules 
for the management of such farm. 

V.—Exemptions and exceptions :— 

a. Firewood cut for the use of 
engines in mines in the district in 
which it is cut. 

b. Charcoal which is not exported 
from the State, an export duty at the 
rate of 50 cents a bhara on metallic 
tin, or such other rate as the Govern- 
ment shall, from time to time, fix by 
notification in the Government Gazette, 
being levied in lieu of tithe. 

c. Chief District Officers, and in 
Larut the State Commissioner of 
Lands, may, with the sanction of the 
Government, commute “the tithe or 
royalty on sawn timber for a fixed 
monthly tux to be paid by each person 
engaged in the trade of sawing timber.

Regulations approved by Her Britannic Majesty’s Acting Resident on 
24th May, 1884, with respect to the study of the under-mentioned foreign 
languages by Officers and men of the Perak Armed Police: 


1. Bonuses at the following rates will be paid to each Officer who 
shall qualify in any of the following languages : 


Any dialect of Chinese, $250; Hindustani, $200; Tamil, $200; 
Malay, $150. 3 


In addition to satisfying a Board of Examiners that he possesses a 
colloquial knowledge of any of the above-mentioned languages, an Officer 
will be required to write in the language he selects a letter of instructions 
to a non-commissioned Officer in charge of a station, and in the case of 
Malay, to write an ordinary letter to a Penghulu. 


2. Men of the Force qualifying by a colloquial knowledge only of the 
following languages will receive a bonus at the rates shown: 


For any dialect of Chinese, $50; English, $50; Tamil, $50; Malay, $30. 


3. Where any Officer or man has entered the service with a colloquial 
knowledge of any language or any dialect he may wish to take up under 
this scheme, he will be required to satisfy the examiners that he can read 
and write such language in order to qualify for the bonus. 


4. Any Officer taking up the study of a language or of a dialect may 
draw teacher’s allowance at the rate of $10 per month for his tutor, who 
shall receive an additional $5 per month for each extra pupil taught. No 
such teacher shall receive more than $25 a month, even though the pupils 
number more than four. 


5. Officers who cannot after six months’ study satisfy the examiners 
that they are using proper diligence, and who are unable to qualify within 
18 months, will be called upon to refund such sums as may have been 
disbursed by Government in respect of their tuition. In the case of Officers 
studying Chinese, two-and-a-half years will be given for the study of the 
first dialect of Chinese. 


6. Test examinations will be held at intervals of six months before a 
Board of Examination to be appointed by Her Britannic Majesty’s Resident. 


7. Officers who may have passed a final examination under this 
scheme will be allowed to compete for the higher bonuses provided under 
the scheme affecting the general Service of the State, and, should they 
succeed, will be entitled to the difference between the bonus they have 
received and that provided under the geneyal scheme for all Officers.

To THe SecreTary To GovERNMENT, - 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of May. 


2. On the 4th the State Surgeon and the Indian Immigration Agent 
inspected the cooly lines on the Waterloo estate, and on the 6th visited the 
estate of Messrs. Hill and Rathborne at Kamuning. 


8. The State Engineer arrived on the 8th, and remained here until 
the 11th, the main object of his visit being to select a site for a bridge over 
the Perak river at Enggor. 


4. The cultivation of pepper is not making so much progress as 
might be wished, owing to the want of capital, and the difficulty in pro- 
curing plants. There are still a number of applicants, principally Achi- 
nese, for pepper land, but the majority of these people are only able to 
take up from one to three acres each, and they are very often unable to 
bring even one acre under cultivation, unless they can obtain advances. 
Kong Lin, however, is making good progress with his estate. He has 
cleared thirty acres of land in addition to the original clearing of ten acres, 
which is now almost planted up; but he, also, has experienced difficulty in 
obtaining pepper cuttings, and informs me that about 50 per cent of those 
sent over from Penang are not worth planting. He is now clearing ten 
acres of land near his pepper estate, which he intends planting with orange 
trees from Kelantan. The fruit of these trees, he informs me, is superior 
to any produced in the Straits, and command a ready sale. 


5. I have not lately been able to visit the pepper estate at Pasir 
Panjang, but Syed Musa informs me that it is progressing favourably, and 
is now partly in bearing. He has about 20,000 dedap cuttings for sale, and 
can also supply a few pepper plants. 

6. On the evening of the 9th there was a small riot at Salak, between 
some 'l'amil road coolies employed by Government in that neighbourkood, 
and about seventy Chinese mining coolies; the police, however, succeeded 
in arresting the ringleaders before any serious damage was done.

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No. 283.—Kinta Monrary Report For May. 
To THe SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly letter for May. 
2. Haji Alli, of Pusing, murderer of the former Shahbandar, and a 


very well known man in Perak, died early in the month. 


3. Messrs. Tait and Gardner have completed the trace of the cart- 
road from Ipoh to Lahat. The line is almost straight, and passes through 
the best mines in Kinta. 


4. The sanitation of Ipoh being still very unsatisfactory, I have had 
fresh notices issued, giving owners of houses a week’s time to clean their 
premises. 


5. On the 6th fhere was a fire at Papan, about twenty small attap 
houses being destroyed. The estimated loss was only $1,000, as the houses 
were inhabited by poor people. 


6. Onthe 7th Mr. Donald, of Messrs. Hill and Rathborne, accompanied 
me over the new road from Ipoh to Sungei Raia. The earthwork is finished, 
as also are the bridges, except that over the Sungei Pinji, and a quantity 
of metal is broken and ready to spread. The road will be completed in 
September. 


7. The farmers are $8,000 in arrears with their rent this month. Up 
to this they have paid the Kinta portion of their rent in full, but now they 
say they cannot even do that, as the sub-farmers are not paying them. 
There is no doubt the farmers are losing money, and that the present 
system of letting the farms needs alteration, as it is only when the farmers 
are making large profits that the Government can get the rent paid. 


8. On the 18th and 14th, assisted by the Datoh Penglima Kinta, I held 
an examination in Malay, at which Mr. Mahony, the Land Officer, passed 
the high standard, and Lieutenant Reid passed the progress examination. 


9. The Hari Raia was celebrated on the 20th, and passed off quietly. 


10. On the 24th the Queen’s birthday was kept. The Sikhs were 
paraded, and a Royal salute fired. In the afternoon sports were held, which 
passed off very successfully. 


11. On the 29th Mr. Pinkney, Acting Inspector of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, reported his arrival. 


12. On the 31st the accounts for the month were closed, the tin and 
charcoal duty amounting to $43,258.79, which is a very satisfactory return, 
considering that the tin duty was reduced from $12 to $11 on the 7th of 
the nfonth. 


13. It appears strange that the out-put of tin continues to increase in 
the face of the tact that almost all advances from Penang have stopped and 
that immigration has almost entirely ceased, but it is accounted for in two 
ways—first, wages are nearly 30 per cent lower than they were, and coolies 
work much longer hours; and, secondly, the gystem of mining advances is 
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undergoing a great change. The mining towkays formerly worked entirely 
on credit, getting stores advanced them by Penang towkays, and paying in 
smelted tin at the end of the year. Now they sell their tin ore for cash to 
the Straits Trading Company, and buy their stores themselves, thus saving 
the large percentage they had to pay the advancers. The new system is a 
much sounder one, and will, I hope, continue when the present depression 
has passed.

I found the Chinese put in by him were working right up to 
the lower. boundary of Captain Dewal’s claim, which Mr. Cologan is about 
toopen up. I arranged to have the boundary cut dividing the two claims, 
but could not stay to do more, Mr. Acton, with whom I had arranged to go 
to Pulau Pisang, re the irrigation scheme, having arrived. We left

Tue P. and O. 8.s. Sutlej, with the Resident and Mrs. Swettenham on 
board, is expected in Penang on Sunday morning, the 29th. 


On Saturday, the 21st June, which was a Chinese holiday, 2,284 
passengers were carried on the Kamunting Extension railway. 


Tue following improvements in the local Postal Service have recently 
been effected. 

A daily post has been arranged with Krian by means of runners, 
who leave Taiping and Parit Buntar at 8 a.m. and 6 a.m. respectively, 
and take about eight hours to accomplish the journey. Formerly the mails 
between Larut and Krian were sent by sea, vid Penang, and averaged thirty 
hours in reaching their destination. 

The mails for Kuala Kangsa and for Upper Perak and Kinta are now 
made up and despatched from Taiping daily at 8 a.m., that is, as soon as 
possible after the arrival of the mails by the Penang steamer, and are 
conveyed by ghari to Kuala Kangsa, whence they are sent on by runners 
to Upper Perak, Ipoh, Lahat, Batu Gajah, and Gopeng. 

In this way they reach Kuala Kangsa in four hours after the receipt 
in Taiping of the Penang mail, and Batu Gajah, the central town of Kinta, 
in twenty-four hours, the average time under the former system, by bullock 
*bus and runners, having been ten and thirty-six hours respectively. 

A corresponding acceleration of the service from these stations to 
Taiping has also been effected. 

There is, as formerly, a tri-weekly dik service between Batu Gajah 
and Tapa and between Tapa and Teluk Anson. Mails for Tapa and Teluk 
Anson are also despatched from Taiping daily vid Penang, and once a week 
by direct steamer from Port Weld to Teluk Anson. 

Telephonic communication between Port Weld and Taiping is being 
inaugurated for the convenience of the public. 


A Cricket Marc has been arranged, to be played at Taiping, between 
the Perak Cricket Club and the Northampton Regiment’s team on or about 
the 21st and 22nd July, and between the Perak and Singapore Club on or 
about the 23rd and 24th July. 


Tue Perak Turf Club’s Race Meeting, as will be seen from the aver 
tisement, will take place on the 7th and 9th August. 

His Highness the Sultan, His Excellency the Acting Governor, 
Mr. A. Hiittenbach, and the Perak Revenue Farmers have presented cups 
to be run for, and a few residents of Penang have presented the prize for 
horses owned by residents in Perak. 
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A HAND-powER diamond core drill has recently been received by the 
Government from England. This instrument will bore to a depth of about 
234 feet in the solid rock, and it will bring up a core of a little over seven- 
eighths of an inch in diameter, and of a height corresponding to the depth 
of the hole. The diamonds are set on the end of a steel tube which, being 
revolved by the machine, cuts an annular ring down into the rock, and 
leaves a rod of the rock intact in the centre, which is every now and then 


lifted out of the hole for examination. 


The drill has already been tried, and seems to work in a most 
satisfactory manner, cutting the hardest granite with ease. It is now 
being erected at the Gaol stone quarry to try its sinking power, and as 
soon as the staff of workmen are sufficiently trained in its use, it will be set 
to work prospecting for mineral lodes, both on behalf of the Government 
and also for private miners and mining companies, and it is hoped that 
by its means some of the lodes which have from time to time been reported 
to exist in the State will be sufficiently proved to warrant opening up.

Carrie Diskase IN THE District or Matanc.—Whereas, upon due 
enquiry, it has been ascertained that a. contagious and infectious disease 
exists among cattle in the district of Matang : 


It is hereby notified that, until further notice, no cattle shall be taken 
into or removed from out of the area comprised in the said district. and 
that for the purposes of this Proclamation the western side of the Kuala 
Kangsa, Simpang, and Kampong Dew Road shall be taken to be the 
boundary of the said district. 


It is hereby further notified that the Regulation No. 71, promulgated on 
the 4th September, 1888, and published in the Guvernment Gazette of the 
14th September, 1888, empowering the Health Officers, amongst other things, 
to order the isolation or destruction of diseased cattle or of cattle suspected 
to be diseased, and the disinfection of cattle-sheds, will be strictly enforced. 

The punishment for any breach of this Proclamation or of the 
Regulations above referred to shall be the same as that provided by the 
Straits Settlements Quarantine and Prevention of Diseases Ordinance,

TO THE STATE SURGEON, PERAK. 


S1r,—I have the honour to report that on July 13th I visited the isolation sheds 
at Taiping and Matang. 

I saw four diseased bullocks ; they were all well-marked cases of cattle plague or 
tinderpest. Cattle plague is considered the most formidable specific disease of the 
bovine family, and generally gives rise to a very high mortality, estimated at go per 
cent, though as seen in the Malay l’eninsula this estimate seems a little excessive. 
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It is doubtful whether any method of medical and hygienic treatment hitherto 
adopted has been of any use, though some observers state that the exhibition of 
carbolic acid with the sulphite or hyposulphite of soda has been attended with some 
little benefit. 


I would not advise any serious outlay in this direction. 


Unless the State is prepared to produce its own supply of cattle and buffaloes I 
fail to see how the stamping out system can be pursued with any prospect of success. 

The disease is, I believe, indigenous in all the countries from which the chief 
supplies of Perak both for food and purposes of draught are derived. 


The object must be by prompt and rigid issolation of all diseased animals, and 
those that have been in contact with them, to reduce the evil to a minimum. 


The isolation sheds | saw seemed well adapted for their purpose. I would 
suggest that two such sheds be erected in each district, (A) for actually diseased 
animals, (B) for those that have been in contact with them, the animals in A shed 
to be detained for 14 days after death or recovery of last case, those in B to be 
released in 14 days provided no fresh cases have occurrtd, the sheds to be some 
considerable distance apart and separate attendants, who must not leave the sheds, to 
be provided. 


The movement of diseased animals along the roads to get them to the sheds is, 
I think, a lesser evil than allowing them to remain with native owners, where it would 
be impossible to carry out rigid isolation with any chance of success. 


All carcasses to be burned, or, if this is impracticable, buried intact with quicklime, 
in six-feet pits. 


A liberal use to be made of desinfectants at isolation sheds and owners’ stables.

CIRCULAR. 


S1r,—I am directed by the British Resident to inform you that the question of the 
high mortality among Statute Indian Immigrants, in certain localities in the Native 
States, has been specially brought to the notice of the Acting Governor of the Straits 
Settlements by a communication from the Government of India, and has been under 
His Excellency’s careful consideration. 


2. There is a generally expressed opinion that the unhealthiness and high death- 
rate have been, in a great measure, due to the inferior stamp of coolies who have 
been brought in from Madras, and His Excellency, while entertaining no doubt that 
there is truth in this opinion, considers that there are, at the same time, two other 
causes tending to increase the mortality, and which require immediate attention. 
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3. These are: 
(1). The low rate of wages. 
(2). The length of the period of contract. 


4. Great stress is laid upon the unfavourable effect upon the mind, and, conse- 
quently, upon the physical health, of coolie immigrants, of the prospect of three years’ 
enforced servitude, upon wages fixed very much below the market-rate of labour, 
which results in many cases in despair, loss of health, and death. The free coolie can, 
His Excellency understands, easily earn from 25 to 30 cents a day, while the pay of a 
Statute Immigrant is only 14 cents a day for the first year, and 16 cents a day for the 
second and third, besides which he has to pay off a heavy debt for the advances made 
to him in Madras and for the cost of his passage. His Excellency, moreover, is 
satisfied that the wages now given are insufficient to provide the Statute Immigrants, 
most of whom in their own country eat fowl or goat meat once or twice a week, with 
proper food, except perhaps in districts adjoining British territory, provisions in the 
Native States being much dearer than in the Colony, and immeasurably dearer than in 
India. 


5. It is further pointed out that the offer of good wages with a shortened period 
of contract will, more tha& anything else, encourage the immigration of a good class 
of coolic, and the experiment has already been very successtully tried in some of 
the Native States, especially in Sungei Ujong, where, on the railway works, men have 
been engaged on one-year contracts at 20 cents a day, with the best possible results. 

6. The Government of Perak proposes to amend the Indian Immigration 
Enactment, 1884, in accordance with His Excellency’s suggestions, fixing the mini- 
mum rate of wages at 20 cents a day for the first year, and the maximum length of 
contract at two years; but, before bringing the matter forward in the Council of State, 
the British Resident is desirous of being put in possession of your views and those 
of other employers of Statute Immigrant labour throughout the State, whose interests 
will be directly affected by any alterations in the provisions of the Enactment.

QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION OF DISEASE. 

* Passep by His Highness the Sura of Prax in Council on the day 
of , 1890. 
British Resident. 

Preamble. Whereas it is expedient to empower 


the Government to make Regulations 
for preventing the introduction into 
the State of infectious and contagious 
diseases affecting either mankind or 
animals and for preventing such 
diseases when introduced from spread- 
in the State: 

It is hereby ordered as follows : 

Repeal. 1. (1)—The Orders in Council 
specified in the Schedule hereto are 
hereby repealed, but this repeal shall 
not affect the past operation of those 
Orders or of any Order of the Govern- 
ment made thereunder or the validity 
or invalidity of anything done or 
suffered under those Orders before the 
passing hereof or interfere with the 
institution or prosecution of any pro- 
ceeding in respect of any offence 
committed or any penalty incurred 
against or under the said Orders or 
either of them. 

(2)—Notwithstanding this repeal 
every Government Order on the 
subject of quarantine and the preven- 
tion of disease shall continue and be 
as if this Order in Council had not 
been passed, but so that the same shall 
be as valid and may be revoked 
altered or otherwise dealt with under 
this Order in Council as if it had been 
made under his Order in Council and 
any contravention or breach thereof 
of which after the passing of this 
Order in Council any person is guilty 
may be punihsed in like manner as if 
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it were a contravention or breach of a 
rule or regulations made under this 
Order in Council. 

2. In this Order in Council and 
any rules made thereunder unless the 
context otherwise requires “ Cattle” 
means bulls cows oxen buffaloes 
heifers and calves. ‘“ Aftimals” in- 
cludes: horses . asses. mules . cattle 
dogs sheep goats and swine and 
any kind of four-footed beast. 

“Fodder” means grass or other 
substance commonly used for food for 
animals. 

“Litter”? means straw or other 
substance commonly used for bedding 
or otherwise for or about animalg. 

“ Disease’ means any kind - of 
disease of an infectious or contagious 
nature dangerous to mankind or 
animals, and includes “leprosy” and 
“rabies”? but does not include any 
venereal disease. 

“ Diseased”? means affected with 
disease. 

“ Carcase” means the carcase of 
an animal and includes part of a 
carcase, and the meat bones hide 
skin hoofs horns offal or other part 
of an animal separately er otherwise 
or any portions thereof. 

3. The Government may from 
time to time make and when made 
revoke or vary such rules and regula- 
tions as may seem to the Government 
necessary or expedient for the purpose 
of preventing the introduction into 
the State of any disease and also of 
preventing the spread of any disease. 

4, The rules and regulations made 
under the last preceding Section may 
provide, amongst other things : 

(i.) For placing vessels arriving at 
any port of the State in quarantine ; 

(ii.) for prohibiting or regulating 
the landing of men or animals from 
vessels either absolutely or condi- 
tionally ; 

(iii.) for establishing and maintain- 
ing quarantine stations for men and 
animals and for regulating the 
management of the same ; 

(iv.) for slaughtering with or with- 
out compensation as may be deemed 
expedient diseased animals or with

(v.) for prohibiting or regulating 
the movement of diseased animals or 
animals suspected of being diseased, 
and the removal of carcases, fodder, 
litter, dung and other things ;

(x.) for prescribing the conditions 
and regulations under and in accord- 
ance with which dogs may be kept 
and in particular the conditions and 
regulations under and in accordance 
with which they may be allowed to go 
abroad in public thoroughfares and 
for destroying dogs kept or allowed 
to go abroad otherwise than under 
and in accordance with such condi- 
tions and regulations ; 

(xi.) for prescribing and regulat- 
ing the seizure detention and disposal 
of ¢ any animal dealt with in contraven- 
tion of any rule or regulation made 
under this Order in Council and for 
prescribing angl regulating the liability 
of the owner or consignor or consignee 
or importer of the animal to the 
expenses connected with the seizure 
detention and disposal thereof ; 
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(xii.) for the registration of all 
persons carrying on the trade of cow- 
keepers dairymen or purveyors of 
milk and for prescribing regulations 
for securing the cleanliness of cow- 
sheds and milk-shops or other places 
where milk is kept for sale and milk 
vessels and utensils used by such 
persons and for prescribing precau- 
tions to protect milk against infection 
or contamination and for preventing 
and punishing the adulteration of 
milk with water or any other sub- 
stance ; 

(xiii.) for prescribing the reporting 
to Government by medical men of 
cases of disease treated by them ; 

(xiv.) for the appointment of Health 
Officers Inspectors and other officers 
to carry out the provisions of this 
Order in Council or of any rules or 
regulations made thereunder and for 
regulating their duties and conduct 
and for investing them with all powers 
necessary for the due execution of 
their duties ; 

(xv.) for prescribing the publication 
of any rules or regulations under this 
Order in Council and for prescribing 
and regulating the form and mode of 
service or delivery of aotices and 
other documents ; 

(xvi.) for prescribing the fine with 
which the contravention of any rule 
or regulation made under this Order 
in Council shall be punishable but so 
that such fine shall not exceed five 
hundred dollars. 

(2). Provided always that nothing 
in this section contained shall in any 
way restrict or be construed to restrict 
the geuerality of the powers conferred 
on the Government by the last pre- 
ceding scction but such powers shall 
extend to all matters whether similar 
or not to those in this section men- 
tioned as to which it may be expedient 
to make rules or regulations for the 
better carrying into effect the objects 
of this Order in Council. 

5. If any person without lawful 
authority or excuse (yroof whereof 
shall lie on him) does or omits to do 
anything which under the provisions 
of this Order in Council or of any

rules or regulations made thereunder 
he ought not to do or omit or if he 
obstructs or impedes or assists in

9. Where the person in charge of 
a diseased person or the owner or 
person in charge of a diseased animal 
is charged with an offence against 
this Order in Council relgtive to such 
disease he shall be presumed to have 
known of the existence of such disease 
in such person or animal unless and 
until he shews to the satisfaction of 
the Magistrate before whom he is 
charged that he had not such know- 
ledge and could not with reasonable 
diligence have obtained such know- 
ledge. 

10. <Any person charged with an 
offence against this Order in Council 
may if he thinks fit tender himself to 
be examined on his own behalf, and 
thereupon may give evidence in the 
same manner and with the like effect 
and consequences as any other witness. 

11. Health Officers Inspectors and 
other Officers appointed under this 
Order in Council shall be deemed 
public servants within the meaning of 
the Penal Code. 

12. The Government may delegate

To THE SECRETARY TO Government, 
Tarrine. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of June. 


2. The Acting Resident arrived here on the 9th, and attended a 
meeting of the State Council, at which His Highness the Sultan and the 
Orang Kaya Temenggong were the only two other members present. 

3. The Acting Resident returned to Taiping late the same evening. 

4. The Inspector of Schools visited the school here on the 11th. 
He considers the attendance unsatisfactory, only a very small percentage 
of the children in the large and, comparatively speaking, populous districts 
of Kota Lama Kiri, Kota Lama Kanan, and Saiong, attending the school. 
I am afraid, though, that there will be no marked improvement in this 
respect until Government can see their way to superintending the religious 
as well as the secular education of the pupils, the Kuala Kangsa Malays 
attaching more importance to their children learning the Koran than to their 
acquiring a knowledge of. the subjects taught in the Government school. 

52 Mr. Collinge suggests opening a school in Saiong, on the left bank 
of the river. I have discussed the matter with several of the Katuahs, 
and, although not very enthusiastic about it, they appeared to think a school 
there would be fairly well attended. 

6. A case of rinderpest was reported at Padang Rengas on the 17th, 
and since then a number of cases have occurred, in spite of every precaution 
having been taken to prevent the spreading of the disease. Both the 
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Chief Inspector, who has had considerable experience of cattle disease, and 
the Apothecary have been indefatigable in their endeavours to stamp it out. 
The latter has been very successful with the cases he has attended, and has, 
I am informed, with the approval of the District Surgeon, adopted a 
different course of treatment to that followed on former occasions. 
7. The 19th being the forty-first anniversary of the birthday of His 
Highness the Sultan, a salute of 17 guns was fired. 

8. The District Surgeon inspected the cattle sheds at Padang Rengas 
and Kuala Dal on the 23rd and 26th. 

9. Kong Lin informs me that there are several Chinese anxious to 
take up land here for the production of silk, the trees required for the 
worms growing particularly well in certain localities within this district.

No. 411.—Krian Montuty Report ror Jong. 

To Tae SecreTARY TO GOVERNMENT, 

TAaIPIna. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of June. 

2. On the Ist I arrived at Selama, having left Parit Buntar the 
evening before with Mr. Irving, in his launéh. It took us about eight hours 
to Kuala ]juk, whence we walked together overland, but the launch steamed 
on to Sclama. The Government has sanctioned the payment of a subsidy, 
and a regular service by river is about to be established. 

3. The body of a Kling, named Mutan, who had been apparently 
murdered in Kedah, was discovered by the Perak police in the Krian river. 
The Acting Resident transmitted a copy of the depositions taken at the 
inquest, which I forwarded to him, to the Hon. Resident Councillor, Penang, 
and British Consul for Kedah. On the 18th-Haji Wan Mat, the Chief 
Magistrate of Kedah, held an enquiry at Bander Bharu, at which Inspector 
McKeon attended. Four persons were under arrest, but there appeared to 
be but little evidence against them, and it is, I Gain unlikely that the 
murderers will be brought to justice. 

4. An overland daily mail to and from Tiiping. which was com- 
menced on thé 4th, has proved a great improvement on the old system of 
forwarding letters vid Penang. 

5.. On the 5th I held court for the first time at Kuala Kurau, having 
instituted a court day there once a fertnight instead of at Gula. , Nearly 
all tlie cases consist of petty charges against the immigrant coolics at Gula, 
many of whom appear to prefer the lock-up to the estate. 

. 6. On the 16th I went to peeing to see the Acting Resident, who 
approved of the necessary expenditure for the erection of water -gates along 
‘the coast road to prevent the salt water from destroying the crops of padi 
above the road. The work is now well in hand, and will, I hope, be com- 
pleted by the end of this month. : 
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7. The low land between the coast road and the sea is to be given 
out for nipah cultivation rent free for three years, after which it will bear 
a quit-rent of sixty cents an acre. I have ‘asked the Resident to extend 
this privilege to the Kurau district. 

§. The fees on port clearances have also been remitted from the 
Ist July, and small boats, which formerly had to pay 25 cents each time 
they left one port for another, are altogether exempted from taking out 
port clearances. 

9. The contract for metalling the Main Trunk Road has heen can- 
celled, and tenders have been called for metalling the whole road with 
laterite as far as Sungei Gedong, which will make it worth the while of 
European firms to tender for the contract. 

10. The Assistant Magistrate, Selama, was here from the 11th to the 
17th, and remained in charge during my absence. We let a contract to 
clear the river banks, and Mr. Bowen has arranged with some Malays to 
clear the snags from bed of the river, but this will be a long and arduous 
task, as it is uscless to work except during dry weather. 

11. The drainage of the town is being proceeded with, and the site of 
the old village laid out as a public garden, which will improve the appear- 
ance of the station. The new hospital buildings are nearly finished. ‘The 
police station progresses slowly, but both should be completed this month, 

12. On the 27th, during my absence in Taiping, the Hon. Resident 
Councillor visited Parit Buntar to try and arrange terms between the 
Kedah and Perak opium farmers with a view to putting a stop to the 
smuggling that now goes on. The Perak farmers tell me they would be 
gl: ud to take over this portion of the Kedah farm, and pay the present lessee 
a proportion of the profits.

No. 412.—Kinta Montvuny Rerort vor June. 
To tie SecreTary To GovERNMENT, 
TalPine. 

1. On the 4th and 5th I sat with Toh Muda Wahab and tried two 
men concerned in the Tambun gang robbery case. The crime was a very 
serious one, as the owner of the ‘house attacked was shot and $1,000 worth 
of property stolen. Sentenced the prisoners to seven and five years 
respectively, ‘ 

9. On the 5th the Commandant Perak Sikhs arrived, accompanied 
by Lieutenant Talbot, who relieves Lieutenant Reid in charge of the 
Kinta police detachment. 

3. On the 6th went with Colonel Walker, Messrs. Reid and Talbot, to 
Papan, and inspected the fire brigade. It was in excellent order, and 
turned out well, and the engine wor ed 3 in the most satisfactory manner. 

4. On the 8th rode to Ipoh vid Lahat, Sorakai, and Selibin, Fu 
Chun’s mine at Sorakai is still giving very good results, but the owners 
will soon have to spend a good deal of money in re-stripping the g?ound 
which they have covered w ith oferburdem removed from the parts” of the 
mine which are now being worked. : 

5. Held meeting of Towkays at Ipoh, some of whom have boycotted . 
the Ipoh sub-farm because they were not given shares in it. Hitherto we 
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have not been able to interfere for want of evidence, but lately there have 
been several cases of intimidation by the Towkays’ agents, and two or 
three convictions have been obtained. I pointed out to the Towkays that 
in boycotting the farm they were not only causing loss to the farmer, but 
preventing him from paying his rent to Government, and that if the farm 
rent was not paid the Government would have to get the revenue in other 
ways which might not be so agreeable to them as the present system. ‘This 
has since had a good effect, and the boycotting combination is broken up. 


6. Mr. Collinge, Inspector of schools, visited the district. The school 
houses at Ipoh and Gopeng are now completed, and before long the schools 
will be opened. 

7. On the 16th a case of small-pox was reported at Tanjong Toh 
Allang. Had the usual precautions taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease. 


8. On the 18th the new mail contract came into force. It is a very 
great improvement, and letters posted in Batu Gajah at 11 a.m. reach 
Penang the following evening, that is about half the time they took before. 


9. Yu Kong, the Kinta farmer, having returned from China during 
the month, I went through the books of all the sub-farms in the district 
with him, and reported the results to the Government. The farm is losing 
heavily. : 

10. Mr. Thorold, Acting Protector of Chinese, came to Kinta on the 
21st. [went through the Kinta branch department with him. Owing to 
the restrictions placed on the officer in charge of this branch office, the 
Protectorate in Kinta has latterly become little more than an office for the 
registration of brothels, and is much overmanned for the work. A change 
is now being made, and I trust the department will be more useful in 
future. 


s 

11. On the 26th the Assistant Magistrate, Ipoh, reported that a 
Malay in Ulu Kinta had blown both his hands off while dynamiting fish, 
and bled to death. Called on the Assistant Magistrates at Ipoh and 
Gopeng for a return of all dynamite in their divisions, and will check the 
issue in future. The practice of dynamiting fish is very common, and is very 
difticult to prevent, as the Penghulus, who should report it, are generally the 
chief offenders themselves. The Malays get the dynamite from the road 
contractors men at the stone quarries, and the only way to prevent its abuse 
by natives is.to insist on the contractors using more supervision in its issue. 


12. The tin and charcoal duty for the month only amounted to 
$38,333.17. The falling off is owing partly to the reduction in duty and 
partly to the dry weather, which has prevented the Straits Trading Com- 
pany from shipping any tin ore from Ipoh for a long time. The river is too 
low for loaded boats to get down stream, and the company have many 

. hundreds of pikuls of tin-sand lying in their Ipoh store at present, waiting 
for a rise in the river. :

On the 20th instant Colonel Ellis, commanding the 58th (Northampton- 
shire) Regiment, arrived at Taiping from Singapore with the cricketing 
team of the regiment (under the captaincy of Lieutenant Smith), and 
remained the guests of the Resident and the members of the Perak Club 
till the 24th, when they returned to Penang. 


A cricket match was played on the Perak Club ground on the 2lst 
instant between the Regiment and the Perak Cricket Club. Play began 
shortly after 11 a.m., and the match was concluded in favour of Perak just 
before tle call of time at 6 pm. The Perak Cricket Club winning the toss, 
batted first, and scored 129, but the 58th men were unable to reach this 
total in their two innings, scoring 36 in the first and 66 in the follow on. 

. 


The fine specimens of tin and silver-lead ore, which were found some 
time back in the alluvial workings at the upper part of the Blanda Mabok 
valley, have now been traced to their source. In the eastern branch of the 
prospecting tunnel which the Government has caused to be driven into the 
hill on the northern side of the valley, a lode of tin and silver-lead ore has 
been recently cut into, and as the ore is identical in every respect with that 
found in the alluvium, there appears to be no doubt that the latter came 
from this vein. The lode is small, but if what has already becn broken out 
is a fair sample of the whole it is rich in tin. Several other smaller veins 
of quartz, which have been traversed in driving the tunnel, all converge aml 
apparently meet at a point about 140 feet further into the hill side, so it is 
anticipated that the lode will be much increased in size when this point is 
reached. Altogether the prospects of this‘lode proving payable are very 
encouraging, particularly as the hill is of such a height that there must be 
a very considerable amount of ore above adit level. In the Chinese mines 
at the foot of this lode quantities of tin ore were found, and it is a signi- 
ficant fact that above it the valley is not rich in tin, and that below it the 
wash-dirt gets poorer the further the workings are from the vicinity of the 
lode, showing that a great part of the tin came originally from the portion 
of the lode which previously existed in the hill-side, but has by atmospheric 
causes been carried down to form the wash-dirt of the valley. 

Further explorations are being undertaken to ascertain the course, 
length, and extent of the vein.

ANNUAL REPORT BY THE BRITISH RESIDENT OF PERAK FOR THE YEAR 1889.— 


REVENUE. 1. The Revenue of the State for the past year amounted to 
$2,776,583, a sum $236,876 in excess of the Estimates and $766,343 over 
the actual revenue received in the previous year. 

2. The increase as compared with the Estimates is mainly in Customs— 
$191,416. Railway receipts give $12,291, and almost every other item of 
revenue shows an increase ; the only notable decrease being Land Revenue 
with $8,618, owing to another very bad season, the last of several in 
succession, in the principal agricultural district of the State. Comparing the 
actual revenue of 1889 with that of the previous year, the extraordinary 
increase is due to the re-letting of the Revenye Farms from 1st January, 
1889, for a new triennial period, which of itself gave an increase amounting 
to $635,850. Duty on tin accounts for another $85,873, and the balance 
is made up of a number of items, amongst which “Interest” holds a pro- 
minent place. 

EXPENDITURE. 3. The expenditure for the year amounted to $2,090,116, a sum 
$223,634 Icss than that voted in the Estimates. The year’s expenditure 
was $686,466 under the year’s revenue. : 

4. The savings on the Estimates and supplementary supply were 
chiefly on Establishments ($32,280), owing to the number of vacant posts, 
Roads ($145,340), Buildings ($56,799), and Misccllancous Services (827,736). 

ere were certain unforescen expenses, such as the Teluk Anson Raiiway 
Surveys ($14,767) and the extension of the Taiping Railway to Kamunting 
($29,913) ; while the special and unforeseen payments for the installation of 
His Highness the Sultan ($8,966), subscription to Chinese Famine Fund 
($10,000), commutation of pension ($16,833), and smaller items amounted 
in all to $73,227. i 

Compared with the expenditure of the previous year that of 1889 
shows an increase of $380,856; of which Establishments absorbed $66,034, 
Roads $145,396, and Works $54,551.

The decrease is more apparent than real, for there is reason to believe 
that the statistics of previous years were not thoroughly reliable and, owing 
to the price at which tin (the chief export) is officially valued, the returns 
of 1889 show a decrease of $850,000 on this item while the actual export 
exceeded that of the previous year by 16,812 piculs. There is also a 
decrease of $850,000 on the import of specie. 

The excess value of Exports over Imports is noteworthy.

g. His Highness Raja Idris ibni almerhum Raja Iskander Shah, 
C.M.G., was formally installed as Sultan of Perak on the 5th April. 

Sir Hugh Low, G.C.M.G., retired from the post of British Resident on 
the 31st May, and was succeeded by Mr. F. A. Swettenham, C.M.G., British 
Resident of Selangor. i 


10. Owing to the difficulty of finding suitable candidates to fill 
vacancies (especially in the professional branches of the service) and the 
absence of Officers on leave, the work of the State was carried on with 
difficulty and only by unduly straining the energies and injuring the health 
of Government seryants. Several of the Senior Officers broke down 
under the effects of tlimate or overwork and had to leave the State. 


11. The Audit Office was reorganised under a new Auditor, and it is 
satisfactory to be able to report that at the close of the year the accounts

of every department and district except two had been audited up to 
within three months of the 31st December. The two exceptions were 
the Batang Padang and Upper Perak Districts, and these had been audited 
to August and September respectively. 

From the 1st September Mr. Spence Moss was appointed Government 
Engineer for Railways in Perak as well as Selangor, and gave his 
attention to the surveys for the proposed Kinta Valley Railway. 

I regret to record the death of Captain C. A. Schultz, Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, an able and zealous Officer, who died in October while on 
leave of absence to Europe. 


12. The work of the Malay Officers of Government is unequal. Some 
give much asssistance, and their zeal and intelligence is of great value, while 
others are of very little use. It would, however, be unreasonable to 
suppose that a// those persons, who by birth or by reason of the offices 
they held when first the Residential system was instituted had a manifest 
claim on the country, would turn out successful Officers under the new 
régime. Where vacancies occur there is an opportuinty of making at least a 
modified selection, and, though the future should see a marked improvement 
in this class of Government Officer, I tonsider the system of native 
headmen, even now, is, on the whole, a success, and the object of Govern- 
ment should be to make the posts of more value and consideration, so that 
the best men in the country may be anxious to secure and retain them. 
Very recently, in company with the Sultan, I visited all the most important 
mukims in the Perak river, where the population, though large, is purely 
Malay and a European Officer or Police constable is very seldom seen, and 
in several of them the good work of the native headman was markedly 
evident. We never heard a complaint, but this is accounted for by the 
fact that there are few complaints to make and, if any cause should arise, 
the grievance is at once reported without waiting for such an opportunity 
as this visit afforded. 


13. The revenue collected by the Land Offices of the State amounted 
to $91,174, against an estimate if $90,727; only $82,108 of this amount 
can be classed as purely land erevenue. The rental from quit-rents 
amounted to $53,315. 

An idea of the progress of land settlement in Perak may be gained 
from the following figures :

In 1881 the Kuala Kangsa District contributed nothing, Kinta gave 
$317, and Krian $18,150. Last year Kuala Kangsa gave $10,267, Kinta 
$17,076, and Krian, which in 1883 contributed $27,011, fell to $15,833. The 
general advancement is satisfactory, but the falling off in Krian is evidence 
of a state of affairs which requires the serious consideration of the 
Government. 

The indefatigable efforts of Mr. N. Denison (the Distict Officer), in the 
early days of the Residential system, resulted in the settlement and 
cultivation of a very large acreage of land in the Krian District, but a 
succession of bad seasons, the want of fresh water for drinking and 
irrigation purposes, has resulted in the abandonment of a great deal of land 
which some years ago, in favourable weather, produced heavy crops of 
rice. . 

The sugar planters have in many instances bought out the Malay 
cultivators and, the price of sugar being good, are extending their opera- 
tions, but unless a comprehensive system of irrigation is adopted this 
district, the finest in the State for rice cultivation, will be abandoned. 
A supply of drinking water for the head-quarters of the district has already 
been arranged for, and the high land to the eastward has for some time 
been under examination in the hope of devising ascheme for irrigating 
the whole district. Whatever the cost the Government should not hesitate 
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to spend the money needed, more especially as once the work is satis- 
factorily accomplished, the money invested will almost certainly give a 
handsome return, as is the case with all money invested in the Malay 
States in public improvements. 


14. The total area of land alienated to the 31st December last was—

During the year 6,500 acres of land were demarcated, against 2,600 
acres in the previous year; 10,000 acres were surveyed against 8,000 
acres in 1888. 


15. In all districts of the State, except Krian, the difficulty is to keep 
pace with applications for land so that even temporary titles may not be 
issued until the ground applied for has at least been demarcated. It is by no 
means possible to do this, for in the Kuala Kangsa District 2982 lots of 
new land were alienated during the year, and in Batang Padang 1326 acres 
of mining land were given out, though undemarcated. 

The most notable features of the year are that the experiment of 
pepper cultivation, begun in 1885, with the sanction and approval of His 
Excellency the present Governor, has proved so successful that there is 
a general desire, not only in the Kuala Kangsa District but elsewhere, to 
take up large quantities of land for this purpose. The danger is rather 
that some who have undertaken this cultivation without much knowledge 
should be discouraged by the time which must elapse and the trouble that 
must be taken to nurse the vines before any return can be gained. There 
are many thousands of acres in Perak admirably suited for pepper, and it is 
difficult to over estimate the advantages of making this cultivation generally 
popular with our large Malay population. 

The success of Liberian coffee has been demonstrated by Messrs. Hill 
and Rathborne, who have done so much for agriculture in the Native States. 
Their Kamuning Estate, in the Kuala Kangsa District, promises to be the 
finest Liberian Coffee Estate yet opened. An experiment in tobacco proved 
that a leaf of excellent quality could be grown in Perak, and I trust that 
efforts will not be relaxed till it is also shown that the cultivation of this 
plant can be made a financial success. 

A Chinese has taken up a block of land in Larut on which he proposes 
to grow mulberry trees and rear silk-worms. The mulberry grows here 
like a weed and the experiment is one of much interest ; if successful, the 
Malays, who are skilful weavers, would probably take to it as a congenial 
industry. 

A sample of tea grown in the Government Plantations was sent to 
London, and very favourably reported upon, while the future of Arabian 
coffee is so far assured that I am told the only estate in existence in 
Perak (Waterloo) showed a profit on last year’s working, and its experienced 
Manager (Mr. Fraser) expresses a most decided opinion in favour of Perak 
as a coffee-growing country. As an independent and reliable opinion on 
a subject of much interest I quote Mr. Fraser's words :— The cultivation 
of coffee promises well and, where land is judiciously selected and opened, 
it cannot fail, in my opinion, to be a success.” 

The sugar estates of Krian exported 59,763 piculs during the year, 
and as the price has improved on the very low figures of past years it may 
be hoped that there are fair prospects for cane growers. 

Iam, however, specially pleased to be able to report that throughout 
the State (always excepting the Krian District) a larger area of padi (rice) has 
been planted this year than for many years past and so far the harvest 
promises to be an feaeaally good one. I have had special opportunities 
for secing this myself and the native headmen are all agreed on this point. 
I still think it would be an immense gain if we could introduce into Perak 
a number of Chinese rice growers with their families, and, though the State 
does not grudge money voted to relieve the distressed agriculturalists 
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in China, it might benefit them as much, and Perak more, if a large 
sum were devoted to assisting them to settle in a country less liable to 
flood and famine. There are, however, great difficulties in the way 
of the emigration of Chinese with their families, and last year these 
difficulties seem to have greatly increased and even to a noticeable 
degree interfered with the usual exodus of the Chinese male population, 
a fact perhaps not altogether surprising considering the extraordinary 
reluctance of some to let the overflow of British Indian labour find a 
profitable field in these States; but, failing the immigration of a foreign 
agricultural people, it is at least encouraging to find that the Malay rural 
population is giving more attention to agricultural pursuits. 


16. Piculs 235,651, or about 14,000 tons, of tin were exported during 
the year, an increase of 16,812 piculs over the export of the previous year. 
The price of tin averaged $34.93 per picul (about £92 per ton), and the 
large production is extraordinary in the face of the tightness of the local 
money market and the remarkable falling off in the numbers of Chinese 
immigrants. The fact is that times being hard the miners worked better 
and for longer hours. The export of tin from the Larut District (by some 
supposed to be getting worked out) showed an increase of 1,500 piculs. 
Kinta gave an increase of 19,000 piculs and considerably exceeded the 
production of Larut, while Kuala Kangsa produced 4,000 piculs less than 
in 1888. 


17. Late in the year the Larut Mining Office was for the first time 
placed under the Commissioner of Lands, a very necessary reform and one 
that will lead to good results. New ground was struck in several places 
north of the immediate neighbourhood of Taiping, and the prospects are 
very encouraging. The extension of the road to Selama, and of the railway 
in the same direction (for both of which His Excellency’s special sanction 
was obtained) are already bearing fruit, and it is more than likely that the 
best days of tin mining in this district have not yet been seen if access by 
road and rail be given to new fields of industry. 


18. The year under review ‘has been remarkable for the attention 
given to lode mining. The Selama Tin Mining Company, undeterred 
by the want of success of the Hong-Kong and Shanghai Tin Mining 
Company, from the ruins of which it has sprung, has subscribed a 
large capital to thoroughly test the value of the Selama tin lode, and 
their work is now being prosecuted with much energy. The State is 
certainly indebted to the promoters and shareholders of this venture, and 
it is to be hoped that they will meet with the success they deserve. All 
those who have visited Selama and can speak with authority, maintain the 
existence of a valuable lode of tin, but opinions differ as to the direction 
it takes and the best way of getting at it. 

Another association, the Shanghai Syndicate, is also prospecting for 
lode mining in the same district. 


19. Indications of a tin lode were discovered at Blanda Mabok, in the 
Larut District, late in the year, and some specimens of ore, unusually rich 
in silver, were discovered there. Prospecting operations are being carried 
on by the Melbourne Tin Mining Company. 

There is also a very rich lode of galena at Asam Kumbang close to 
the town of Taiping, and a lease has been granted to work it. | 


20. In Kinta a company has been formed to work a tin lode at 
Ménglémbu. Specimens from this lode have been assayed, with most satis- 
factory results and here also the pPinion of experts is very favourable. 


21. Another Australian company (the Sandhurst) has obtained a 
lease of land in the Batang Padang District, where it is intended to make 
gold the primary and tin the secondary object of the mining operations. 


B 
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22. At Sflak, in the Kuala Kangsa District, some European miners 
are making an interesting experiment which has so far proved successful. 
It is to work the tin-bearing stratum underground without removing the 
over-burden. Such a system must, of course, be very economical compared 
with the expense of removing a large mass of useless soil before the ore 
is reached, but in a sandy soil and a country with such a rainfall the work 
may be attended with considerable danger. 


23. Of existing mines that at Sordkai, in Kinta, is still the most 
remarkable. After stripping 20 feet of over-burden the tin-bearing stratum 
was reached, and, though the tin miners have gone down 80 feet through it, 
they have not yet come to the bottom of it. 

Larut, however, shows the best worked mine in Perak. It is situated 
at Kamunting, and is owned by Mr. Khu Un Kiong. He has opened a 
straight face of nearly half a mile, and is working all along it, throwing the 
over-burden behind on the worked-out land. 


24. The Government Geologist (Mr. L. Wray, jun.) undertook a 
lengthene€ search for minerals in the neighbourhood of the Piah river, in 
Upper Perak, where he found numerous traces of gold, and the Magistrate 
of that district now writes to me that, having dug a pit 12 feet deep in his 
garden, he began washing with a wooden tray and found gold at every 
trial. 


25. In concluding this review of the mining operations of the year, 
I may mention that the Straits Trading Company, which began work in 
Selangor, has extended its operations to Perak with mutual benefit to 
itself and to the State. The opportunity afforded to the miners (especially 
during these times of money difficulties) of selling their ore for cash has 
been largely accepted, and the success of this company will probably lead 
to the re-opening of the Taiping smelting works. 


26. The strgngth of the Police Force of the State, usually known as 
the 1st Battalion Perak Sikhs, was, on the 31st December last, as follows :— 
The Commandant, four Senior Officers, a Medical Officer, 19 European non- 
commissioned Officers, 663 Indian non commissioned Officers and men 
(including 24 troopers), 207 Malay non-commissioned Officers and men and 
25 Chinese chargetakers and detectives. |The total cost of this force was 
$224,943, and the average cost per man $233. The Services Exclusive of 
Establishments cost $64,139. 


27. Forty Sikhs and one Malay retired on pension during the year, 
and the total number of pensioners now is 113 Sikhs and 13 Malays, 
besides which six Malays elected to commute their pensions at ten years’ 
purchase. The pensions paid in 1889 amounted to $1,833 against $1,388 
in the previous year. 146 Sikhs and 58 Malays were enlisted during the 
year. The health, discipline, and conduct of the force was good, but the 
numbers were insufficient for the duties to be performed and consequently 
the men were overworked. One European Inspector died from the effects 
of hard work and exposure. 


28. The Force is armed with Snider rifles and 50 per cent of them 
are reported as unserviceable. It is intended to gradually re-arm the Force 
with Martini-Henry rifles and 100 stand will be purchased this year. It 
will cost $26,000 to effect a complete re-armament and give a small reserve. 
The usual musketry practice was gone through, as well as that with the 
7-pounder M. L. R.¢guns, and the results were satisfactory. Out of 25 
Sikhs who offered themselves for examination in Malay, two were passed. 


29. The Fire Brigade was maintained in a state of efficiency, and 
fortunately had no serious fire to contend with. 
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30. As regards crime, 16,867 cases were reported to the Police, and of 
these, excluding criminal breaches of contract (7.e., absconding coolies), the 
percentage of discovered cases was 73°85, which may be considered satisfac- 
tory. There is a great deal of serious crime in this State, and I regret to 
say that it seems very difficult to keep it down or to effect the capture of 
a fair proportion of the criminals. For instance, there were:

On the other hand, in many classes of less serious offences, all or nearly 
all were discovered, and it is certainly matter for congratulation that riots 
and attempts to form Secret Socicties were conspicuous by their absence; 
the absence of crime on the coast, where formerly the Police had endless 
trouble, is certainly as remarkable as it is creditable to the Force. 


31. The duty of registering and licensing vehicles is undertaken by 
the Police, and it is satisfactory to find that the numbers registered show a 
fair increase over the figures of the previoys year. 


32. In June a detachment of the Force paraded before Major-General 
Sir Charles Warren, G.C.M.G., who also visited the barracks, hospital, 
armoury, &c. 


33. Lieutenant C. Stewart, of the South Lancashire Regiment, and 
Lieutenant H. Talbot, of the King’s Own, joined the Force as Assistant 
Commissioners during the year. On the recommendation of His 
Excellency the Governor and the Right Hon. the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, Her Majesty was pleased to confer on the Commandant, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Walker (late 28th Regiment), the local rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel for his services in forming the Perak regiment and 
bringing it to its present state of efficiency. 


34. There are three Prisons in the State—viz., at Taiping (for Larut), 
Batu Gajah (for Kinta) and Teluk Anson (for Lower Perak). At Kuala 
Kangsa, Parit Buntar (for Krian) and Tapah (for Batang Padang) there are 
lock-ups, which also serve the purposes of local gaols.

Twenty-eight male lunatics were transferred from the Taiping Gaol 
(where they had been kept for safe custody) to a new lunatic *ward at the 
Yeng Wah Hospital. 


35. One escaped convict, an Indian named Santu, originally condemned 
to death for murder but whose gentence had been commuted to imprison- 
ment for life, was arrested in India, rendered to the Perak Government, 
and is now again in the Taiping Gaol. While travelling in India he 
attacked the Perak Gaoler to whom he had been delivered and wounded 
him, but fortunately not seriously. 
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Another prisoner, a Chinese, condemned to death for murder, barricaded 
the door of his cell with bed-boards on the morning of his execution; the 
‘door had to be forced, and when admittance was gained the prisoner stabbed 
three warders with a sharpened stick before he was overpowered. 


36. The health of the prisoners in Taiping was only moderate, and 
their conduct fair. There were few serious offences inside the Prison. 


The European staff of the Prison gave satisfaction, but the native 
warders need constant supervision. 


37. At Taiping a new block of cells and a new administration block 
were begun rather late in the year, and should shortly be ready for 
occupation. They are greatly needed and the Prison accommodation cannot 
be considered satisfactory till the last of the old association wards has 
disappeared. Another block of separate cells, a new hospital and new 
female ward are provided for in the current year. 


The work of the prisoners everywhere has been good, and what can 
be disposed of—broken stone, rattan work, &c., has produced a fair profit, 
while the convicts thus employed learn industries that will enable them to 
procure an honest livelihood on regaining their liberty. 


38. The usual returns of Court work performed will be found in the 
appendix, and call for no special remark. The Officers who, in addition to 
a multitude of other duties, are expected to sit as District Magistrates, 
have, in many cases, neither the legal knowledge nor practical experience 
for dealing with many of the very important criminal and civil cases which 
come before them, while the trial of capital and other of the most serious 
offences falls upon the Resident and Secretary to Government, often 
necssitating journeys to distant places and the neglect of other work which 
of course accumulates and has to be dealt with on return. The need 
for assistance will, it is hoped, be practically met by the appointment of a 
Chief Magistrate, for whom provision has been made and whose presence 
is urgently needed, but it is by no means easy to find an Officer with the 
necessary qualifications for the post. The circumstances of the place are 
peculiar and a knowledge of English Law is not by any means the only 
necessity. The peculiarities of Chinese mining customs, especially as 
regards accounts, Mahomedan Law, the Malay character and language, and 
a general knowledge of the races using the Courts and forming the Police 
Force, are essential for a satisfactory discharge of magisterial duties in 
Perak. 


39. During the year under review the State expended $254,108 on 
Works and Buildings and $378,193 on Roads and Bridges. A very much 
larger sum was voted for both purposes, but from want of Officers to 
supervise it no more work could be undertaken. 


40. A new block of separate cells and a new administration block for 
the Larut Prison were begun in the second half, and almost completed by 
the end, of the year. A new residence for the Secretary to Government 
was also begun and practically completed within the year. In other parts 
of the State the works constructed have been of the usual class—Govern- 
ment offices, hospital buildings, Police stations, schools and quarters for 
Officers, none of such importance as to deserve specal mention. 


41. One hundred and twenty miles of cart-road and 254 miles of 
bridle-road were maintained, while 41 miles of new  cart-road and 13 miles 
of bridle-road were onstructed, and 11 miles of bridle-road converted into 
cart-road. Over 24 miles of unmetalled cart-road were metalled, and a large 
number of bridges constructed and maintained. It is matter of public remark 
that the cart-roads throughout the State, most of them maintained by 
contract, are in excellent order. 
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42. By the close of the year the construction and metalling of the 
Kuala Kangsa-Ipoh road (32 miles) was completed and opened for traffic, 
and, when the pontoon bridge at Enggor (for which provision has been 
made) is ready, there will be a stretch of 66 miles of metalled cart-road 
completed. At the present time there are cart and bridle-roads from 
Selama to Tanjong Malim—v. e., right through the State, a distance of 175 
miles; and by the end of next year there should be a metalled cart-road 
over 128 miles of this distance—namely, from Selama to Kuala Lépis, in 
the Batang Padang District, and possibly also from Taiping, vid Kamunting, 
to Parit Buntar, on the Krian river, a distance of 32 miles. The work 6n 
all these roads is being pushed on with the greatest dispatch and the time 
of completion depends chiefly on the energy and resources of the contrac- 
tors. It is satisfactory to be able to report that the rich Kinta District 
is now connected with Larut and the railway by a cart-road and that the 
utmost efforts are being used to drive that road right through the district 
into Batang Padang, where already there is a short section of cart-road 
connecting Tapah, the head-quarters of the district, with Chendariang, a 
mining centre, and another short section of 8 miles, also starting at Tapah, 
and running in the direction of the Pahang frontier. 


43. The staff of the Public Works Department is naturally greatly 
exposed to the weather, and as a result the State Engineer and two of his 
senior subordinates were seriously ill at the same time. They are now 
at work again and, as three Assistant Engineers were added to the strength 
of the department during the year, I see no reason why the large sums 
voted for Works and Roads in the current year should not be expended 
under adequate supervision. 


44. Of the Survey Officers, the Chief Surveyor and one Assistant 
Surveyor were absent for the whole year, and it is therefore not surprising 
that no great progress was made with the trigonometrical survey of the State. 
Seven new stations were erected, and on the tops of three important 
mountains huts were erected for the use of Surveyors. Forty-five miles of 
road survey and 83 miles of river survey were done during the year, plotted, 
checked, reduced, and placed on the one mile and four miles to the inch maps 
of the State. Tracks to the summfts of Gunong Sayong and Gunong Bubu 
(the latter 20 miles in length) were cut, and all existing trigonometrical 
stations maintained. 


45. One Assistant Surveyor was detached from his regular work and 
employed on what may be termed preliminary trigonometrical survey work 
in the Kinta District : fixing points, erecting stations, and taking observations 
to connect existing work with points in the Kinta Valley to assist in the 
selection and laying down of proposed lines of railway. The work is now 
being plotted, will be completed next month and will probably prove very 
useful. 


46. The work of the Survey Department was greatly hampered by 
the want of proper office accommodation, as well as by the absence of 
almost half its effective staff. The Government has taken steps to afford 
relief in both directions, for two Assistant Surveyors arrived from England 
in December, and provision has been made this year for the building of a 
suitable Survey Office. The work already done by the department is very 
creditable and may be relied upon, and this year I hope the work in the 
Larut and Krian Districts may be extended to Kinta. In December I had 
the pleasure of handing to His Excellency a map on the scale of one mile 
to the inch, which shows how far the survey work has got. °. 


47. The estimated receipts of the Larut railway were exceeded by 
$12,670, a satisfactory result, in yew of the fact that some of the rates were 
considerably reduced from the rst January, 1889, and the year, as regards 
trade, has not been a particularly prosperous one. The total receipts 
amounted to $82,670 against $45,558 cost of working expenses, which left 
a profit of $37,112, equivalent to 8°36 per cent on capital invested.

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KINTA VALLEY 
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The train mileage for the year was 30,888 miles ; the passenger traffic 
showed a fair increase on the returns of 1888, but, owing to the reduction of 
rates, there was a decrease on goods although the line actually carried 
11,466 bags of rice, 5,652 slabs of tin, 36,277 packages and 336 trucks of 
sundries more than in the previous year. 

The rolling stock was added to, the permanent way and railway 
buildings maintained in good order, the Taiping goods yard remetalled 
and a large amount of work done in the workshops. 


48. The new wharves, station, cargo sheds, offices and _ station 
buildings at Port Weld were completed during the year at a total cost of 
848,000 of which $25,500 was expended in 1889. These works have vastly 
improved the port and are a great convenience to the public and steamers 
calling at Port Weld. Over half a mile of sidings were laid down at 
Taiping and Port Weld. 


49. Itis a somewhat curious fact that goo tons of bricks were imported 
into Larut during the year by the railway, and that these bricks are inferior 
in quality to those made locally. 


50. During the year two persons were injured (not seriously) by 
jumping from the train, while a guard fell from a waggon while shunting 
and died from the injuries received. 


51. On the 14th September the immediate extension of the existing 
line from Taiping to Kamunting (nearly four miles) was recommended to 
the Governor. His Excellency’s sanction was received on the 23rd 
September, and work was begun on the 30th September. Such good 
progress was made that by the end of the year nearly three miles of 
earthwork, with bridges and culverts and a number of buildings, had been 
completed. At the time of writing all but a quarter of a mile of earthwork 
and one culvert has been completed; the plate-laying and metalling have 
begun and half a mile of permanent way has been laid, while Mr. Hanson, the 
Engineer to whose energy this rapid progress is due, confidently anticipates 
that the line, buildiags and stations will be completed and ready for traffic 
by the rst of May. 


52. Surveys were commenced and completed for a line of railway 
between Teluk Anson and Tapah, the total length being 304 miles, but on 
further examination it was considered desirable to survey a more direct 
route between the two points. A preliminary trace of the direct route 
gives a total distance of 22} miles, with almost level gradients and very 
easy curves, conditions which were not obtained on the original and longer 
survey vid Changkat Jong. 

Further extensions of the survey were carried in the direction of Ipoh, 
the most northerly and probably most important station in Kinta. Up to 
date a preliminary trace has been cut through from Tapah to Ipoh, 
distance 34% miles, and a section taken over it. The results are satisfactory, 
though the gradients are necessarily undulating owing to the line of trace 
being at right angles to the secondary watersheds of the Kinta Valley. 


53. It is now proposed to start from a point 16} miles trom Teluk 
Anson, on the direct trace from that place to Tapah, and to run a line 
nearly north to meet the Ipoh trace beyond Chanderiang ; this latter point 
of junction would then be 23 miles from Teluk Anson instead of 39} by the 
Changkat Jong trace, or 30} vid the direct trace through Tapah. 

From the junction, on the Tapah direct trace, to Tapah itself would 
be 53 miles. 

From Teluk Anson to Ipoh by the suggested route would then be 49} 
miles, as against 56 bg the Tapah direct and 64 by the Changkat Jong route. 

The point selected for the junction with the Tapah branch would give 
a very direct route for any main line coming in from the southward from 
Kampong Krusi or Kampong Kelantan, from either of which it is separated 
by about nine miles of easy country. 
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54. In suggesting an alteration from the original line of trace, the 
matters considered were not so much the reduction of railway mileage and 
saving of expenditure (which, however, would be considerable) as the fact 
that the gradients and curves in the original line of trace were unsatis- 
factory and likely to prove a serious hindrance and expense in the working 
of the line, while the original object with which it is believed this route 
was chosen—namely, to get into and serve the mining fields of the valleys 
of both the Bidor and Batang Padang rivers, could not, owing to the 
engineering difficulties, be secured without prohibitive expense. 


55. The first and main object of this Kinta Valley line is, however, to 
give the miners and traders of the Kinta District a better means of transport 
than they possess in the difficult and dangerous Kinta river and the 
route now recommended will serve their interests better than the longer 
and more circuitous trace ; while, looking forward to an ultimate junction 
with the Selangor railway, both that portion which will hereafter be main 
line and that which will form the branch to Teluk Anson will be more 
satisfactory from a railway manager’s point of view than could have been 
the case had the original trace been adhereg to. 


56. The Perak State Surgeon reports that health was generally 
good during 1889. There were a few sporadic cases of cholera, and a 
rather severe outbreak of small-pox in the Lower Perak District. The 
number of patients treated in all the hospitals amounted to 13,432, and 
the death rate was 16.4 per cent. These figures show that in 1889 fewer 
patients were treated, with a slightly increased number of deaths, while the 
1889 death rate was 1 per cent higher than in 1888. The highest district 
death rate was Larut, with 18.9 per cent, and the lowest Lower Perak, with 
8.2 per cent; in the former the rate shows an increase and in the latter a 
considerable decrease. 

57. Europeans are said not to have suffered so much as in previous 
years, but there is no denying the fact that the climate is against those 
whose work takes them out of doors in all kinds of weather and some 
particular spots scem, for a time at Yeast, to breed serious fevers. 2 


58.- The sanitation of the various townships in the State is being 
improved, everywhere as to drainage and, where possible, in water 
supply, and the result, as might be expected, is better health. This 
is specially the case in Larut where, owing to better sanitation, the 
insidious beri-beri, which some years ago filled the hospitals and headed 
the list of fatal diseases, is no longer the dread scourge of Chinese miners 
and occupies a position of comparatively minor importance. ‘In the Kinta, 
Batang Padang, and Selama Districts, where the number of unacclimatized 
immigrants is larger, and it has not yet been possible to insist upon thorough 
sanitation in the very scattered mines and coolie houses, beri-beri is still at 
the head of the list of fatal disorders. : 


59. Vaccination made good progress during the year 1,176 subjects 
having been operated upon. 


60. It is satisfactory to be able to report that no case of cattle disease 
was reported. 


61. The health of the prisoners in the State prisons was uniformly 
satisfactory, though the death rate in Larut Gaol is higher than tisual owing 
to the deaths of prisoners received from out-stations who were beyond 
medical relief when committed to prison. 


62. The number of patienls treated at the Yeng Wah Hospital, 
Taiping, the principal hospital in the State, shows a reduction on the 
number of the previous year, and it is believed that the existing wards for 
ordinary patients will suffice for our present needs without further 
additions. 
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During the year an important change was made in the removal of all 
lunatics from the Taiping Prison to a ward at the Yeng Wah Hospital and 
the following remarks of the Senior District Surgeon on the results of this 
removal and the treatment now adopted are of considerable interest. 
Dr. Wright says:—‘In the Gaol Hospital, for various reasons, those 
lunatics who were violent or restless had to be kept much under restraint. 
They were besides subject to the bad effects of overcrowding and being 
confined with convicts suffering from bowel complaints, &c. 

“ At first, after transfer to Yeng Wah, till the attendants were trained 
and the patients themselves brought under discipline, a certain amount of 
mechanical restraint had to be adopted to prevent the lunatics injuring 
themselves or others. Gradually, however, all restraint was entirely 
abandoned with marked benefit ; even the use of the solitary cells has been 
discontinued to a great extent. The patients are now given a great 
amount of freedom and those who are inclined to be violent to themselves 
or others, instead of being confined, are placed specially under the care of 
one or more attendants and permitted during the day to go about freely 
in the compound. 

“Tt must be specially stated that the lunatics were not made to work 
merely to’ have certain works done or as a means of deriving money. 
Work was introduced and steadily carried out as a very important part of 
the treatment of the insane. The results obtained were highly satisfactory, 
and aided in many cases in bringing about recovery or improving the 
mental condition. 

“A total of 82 cases were admitted, 12 of these were discharged 
after being kept under observation as being not insane. Seventeen of the 
lunatics were discharged after recovery ; only one of these had a relapse, 
and was returned to ward. One convalescent patient absconded, and was 
subsequently seen at Teluk Anson working as a boatman. There were 19 
deaths. This large number of deaths may be explained by the fact that 
many of the lunatics on admission were debilitated and the subjects of 
chronic disease.” 


63. The returns show that 96 cases of leprosy were treated in the 
State, with 28 deaghs, and it is estimated that the State contains about 300 
lepers, almost all of them Chinese immigrants. The Medical Officers would 
like to see every leper compulsorily retained in an isolated hospital and 
it cannot be doubted that, if we had the accommodation and the State was 
prepared to go to the necessary expenditure, this would be the right course 
to pursue. ‘The question is under consideration, and in the meanwhile it 
seems absolutely necessary that we should, as far as possible, prevent the 
entry of any new lepers into the State. 


64. One fatal case of hydrophobia, the first in Perak, was reported 
from Kinta in December, and stringent measures have been adopted to 
prevent the spread of rabies in the State. 


65. I personally visited every hospital in the State during the year, 
and am glad to report that these institutions are, without exception, 
satisfactorily maintained and served. The site of the Parit Buntar (Krian) 
Hospital is very low and the buildings want renewing, so it has been 
decided to put up this year an entirely new establishment on a better site. 

The health of our Indian immigrants was generally good, the percentage 
of deaths being 4:12. On the Government Plantations and Larut-Krian 
road works there were no deaths, while the death rate on the Gula Estate 
was only 2°52. At Kamuning this rate reached 14°81 and at Waterloo 9°34. 
The hospital figures are really misleading, for the death rate is calculated 
on the numbers sent there. If only a small number of serious cases are sent 
to hospital a few deaths make a high percentage, while the death rate can be 
reduced by sending ¢ number of patients with very slight complaints. It 
is certainly somewhat remarkable that at the hospital where most of the 
Tamil immigrant cases are treated the death rate amongst the statute 
estate coolies was ‘27, while the rate amongst free Tamils who voluntarily 
sought admission was 22°53. 
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TEMPERATURE 
AND RAINFALL. 


EDUCATION. 


POSTS AND 
TELEGRAPHS. 


66. The highest temperature registered in shade was 97°, at Kuala 
Kangsa, on April gth, the lowest, 64°, at Taiping, on December 23rd. 

The greatest rainfall for the year was 155°69 inches, at Taiping, and the 
least 64°39 inches at Kuala Kangsa: so the highest temperature went with 
the least rainfall and the lowest with the greatest. 

The greatest rainfall in any one month was at Tapah, in September, 
with 23°68 inches, and the greatest in any one day at Taiping, with 5:17 
inches, on the 2oth July. 


67. I regret that I should again be compelled to give an unsatisfactory 
report on the progress of education. In Perak there were last year 19 
schools, with an enrolment of 626 scholars, against 14 schools in 1888, with 
an enrolment of 519 scholars. That looks encouraging, and is so as far as 
it goes, but the Officer who has fulfilled the duties of Inspector of Schools 
reports generally that in our eight English and 11 Vernacular Schools the 
attendance was bad, the teaching indifferent, and the results very moderate. 
I say generally because there are two notable exceptions in the case of the 
Taiping Central and the Selama Malay School. At the Taiping School 
there are go boys, who obtained g2 per cené of passes in the six standards, 
while the Selama School, with 59 boys on the register, maintains its 
reputation as the best Vernacular School in the State. 


68. Perak is still without an Officer whose sole duty it is to foster 
the cause of education, to find out the defects of such system as we have, 
to overcome the prejudices of parents, encourage teachers and scholars, and 
generally to make his special charge all those educational questions which 
now devolve on no one in particular, though District Officers and native 
headmen are supposed to give them such attention as is possible. The 
reports of the Officer who has from other duties given such time as he 
could afford to school inspections abundantly show that much remains to 
be done if better results are desired, and, as the education of the rising 
generation of Malays, Chinese, and Tamils is distinctly the serious duty of 
Government, I trust it will be possible this year to at least begin to put 
educational matters on a more satis#actory footing. The teachers we have 
are not always popular, nor always very efficient ; parents are in most cases 
indifferent, and scholars find the constraint and routine of school very 
irksome, and the consequence is that the attendance of pupils is so casual 
that it is impossible for them to make any fair progress. To meet this 
difficulty it is proposed to adopt the plan followed in the Straits Settle- 
ments, and, before admitting pupils, ask parents to sign an agreement that 
their children shall attend school on 150 days in each year for a term of 
three years. 

The assistance of a native visiting teacher for vernacular schools and 
the more frequent visits of an Inspector who has time at his disposal, and 
no other work to do, will, I cannot doubt, make an immediate improvement. 

Funds have been provided to build a number of new schools in the 
current year and it is very necessary that these should be started under 
favourable auspices and the care of popular and efficient teachers. These 
are further reasons for the early appointment of an Officer whose whole 
time will be given to the cause of education. 


69. An extension of 26 miles through Province Wellesley to the 
Prai river, with a cable across the river and from thence to Penang, was 
added to the Perak system at the end of the year and gives direct 
telegraphic communication from Taiping to Penang. 

Ten miles of an additional line between Taiping and Kuala Kangsa was 
completed, and the work is proceeding. The total mileage of Perak 
telegraph lines is now 224 miles,qwith 75 miles of telephone. There are 
11 Post and Telegraph and 13 Telephone stations. 

The business done by the department shows a large increase in all 
directions, and the greatest difficulty is found in securing trained and 
trustworthy subordinates. Covers 375,798. passed through the various

offices during the year, against 278,762 in the previous year. The telegrams 
numbered 78,269, against 75,857 in 1888. The total revenue collected 
amounted to $10,993, an increase of $1,741 over the collections of 1888, 
whilst the Money Order business showed a large increase. 


jo. A rough census makes the population of the State 194,801, 
classed as follows :—

It will be observed that in a State which is, in many respects, more 
purely Malay than any other in the Peninsula the Chinese now out- 
number the Malays. 

A return of births and deaths reported to the Police is attached, and 
includes the deaths in hospital. The births numbered 2,511 and the deaths 
6,323. The Malay births number 2,166, against 1,791 deaths. The Chinese 
births are ©23 against 3.949 deaths, while the Tamil births amount to too 
against 548 deaths. 


71. The year under review shows a remarkable falling off in the 
number of immigrants (better described as arrivals) compared with the 
figures of 1888. They numbered only 59,080 against 81,690 in the previous 
year, while the departures were 49,763, leaving a net increase in the 
population of 9,317 souls. This falling off is almost entirely at Lower 
Perak (the port of Kinta), where the figures are— 


1888, arrivals Py os nat ie 34,239

The returns of arrivals aiid departures are misleading in that they 
include every journey of every individual to and from the State; but the 
excess arrivals over departures ought to give the net increase to the popula- 
tion irrespective of births and deaths in the State. From an examination 
of the returns I am, however, inclined to believe that the figures are only 
approximately correct and it is probable that the number of departures 
ought to be considerably higher. 

The number of Indian immigrants who arrived in the State was 782, 
an increase of 104 over the returns of the preceding year. 


72. The Government Geologist and Curator of the Perak Museum 
did a large amount of valuable work in the year and the institution under 
his control, which has been brought to its present state by his zeal and 
ability, is a store-house of interesting and valuable information. 

Fifty-four mammals and eighty-four birds were added to the collection, 
while a large addition was made to the stuffed fish. Five hundred plants 
were collected, dried, and forwarded to Calcutta for use in the preparation 
of the work on the Malay Flora. Five new plants, from specimens contri- 
buted by the Museum, were described and illustrated in Hooker's “ Icones 
Plantarum.” Many additions were made to the ethnological collection and 
the local and general collections of minerals were greatly increased. 

The present accommodation of the Museum is now filled with 
specimens and many are waiting for space in which to display them. 

The Curator spent three months in an examination of the Piah river, 
in Upper Perak, and found gold in many places but not in large quantities. 
It is intended to prosecute these researches, and also to purchase a diamond 
drill for testing rocks for tin and other minerals. 


73. The State’ financial position must be considered eminently satis- 
factory. The year’s transactions left a surplus of $686,466: the Assets 
exceed the Liabilities by $1,818,991 and the revenue of the year 1889 
exceeded that of 1888 by $766,343, the largest increase over the receipts of 
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an immediately preceding year ever made in a Native State or in the Colony. 
This increase has, however, been gained to some extent at the expense 
of those who in the end of 1888 bid for and obtained the revenue monopolies 
for the triennial period 1889-1891. There is now no doubt that in the case 
of every important monopoly.the Farms have been let for more than they 
are worth and the difficulties of the holders have been greatly aggravated by 
three principal causes—viz., the scarcity of money and unusual difficulty of 
raising loans from the local banks; an extraordinary falling off in the 
number of Chinese immigrants, attributed to the action of the Chinese 
authorities ; and, thirdly, to the fact that the holders of Perak Revenue Farms 
are, for the most part, interested in similar monopolies elsewhere on which 
they are also losing money. 

The Government has done and is doing everything in its power to help 
the Farmers by deferring payment of part of their rents, by advancing 
money for the encouragement of local enterprises, and by spending large 
sums on roads, railways and other works, with the double purpose of improv- 
ing communications and giving work to a large labour force. The situation 
is, however, a serious one, and it is impossible to say whether this assistance 
will enable all the Farmers to perform their contracts, but the absolute 
failure of any of them is a possibility whi¢h the Government cannot view 
without concern. The immediate cause of the scarcity of money may be 
variously explained, but it seems evident that the very rapid progress of the 
Malay States in the last 15 years has been accomplished with Straits money, 
and the sources of supply are now nearly exhausted. The field of enter- 
prise has been widely extended, and most of the available capital is invested 
in securities which, for the moment, are not considered safe enough to 
cover anything but small cash advances. The sudden alarm and stoppage 
of supplies involves in difficulty one native after another and the result is 
easily conceivable. The complaints of those who find themselves in this 
trying position, solvent to all intents and purposes, in the possession of 
property the value of which they recognise but which, from its nature and 
situation, is not considered by the banks a safe security, are widespread, 
and it is probable that enterprise will be checked and operations curtailed 
until some other sources of supply can be found or outside capital comes to 
relieve the present strain. 


74. In spite of the tightness in the money market, and perhaps in a 
measure because of it, the production of tin last year was very large indeed. 
Some of the principal miners say they intend to reduce their labour staff 
and wait for better times, but I do not think any considerable falling off in 
production is likely, unless the money crisis becomes more acute. The 
mineral riches of the State are extraordinary, and each year brings to light 
some buried treasure. Several lodes of tin were discovered in Kinta, and 
one at least of these will probably be worked this year. Operations for 
thoroughly testing the Selama lode were commenced and many applications 
received for leave to prospect in the neighbourhood. There is a very rich 
lode of galena close to Taiping, and specimens of rock were found 
at Blanda Mabok (10 miles from the railway terminus at Kamunting) 
containing 500 ounces of silver to the ton of rock. Discoveries of gold were 
made in several places, and, as already mentioned, a serious attempt is to be 
made this year to win it. It cannot be said that either the Government or 
private individuals have done much prospecting in the State, but the 
discoveries already made are remarkable, and I doubt whether the mineral 
wealth of the Malay Peninsula has ever yet been estimated at anything like 
its real value. It is supposed that European companies cannot make alluvial 
tin mining a success, but there is in Larut one Australian company that has 
already returned in dividends a sum in excess of the entire paid up capital, 
while another has just opened very promising ground and has excellent 
prospects before it. ’ 


75. Mining is an attractive pursuit and wants but little encouragement, 
whereas agriculture, jin an untried country, needs a good deal of nursing 
and the difficulties of the planter are enhanced by the rival attractions of 
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the mines in the immediate neighbourhood of his operations. The danger 
of profitable mining-ground being worked out is probably remote, but that 
will not lessen the anxiety of the Government to see its immense tracts of 
forest permanently settled by an agricultural population. Ten years ago, 
when almost nothing was known of the capabilities of the Malayan soil 
and climate, it seemed likely that the field just opened would attract many 
experienced European planters and a considerable amount of European 
capital. Now that the possibilities of agriculture have been to a large 
extent proved, communications greatly extended, and many facilities offered 
which did not then exist, the State seems to have lost its attractions for the 
planter. At the present time a cart-road is being constructed to give 
access to the higher altitudes of the Hijau range, which offers excellent 
soil, a good aspect and close connection with railway and port, while His 
Excellency the Governor has sanctioned the offer of land on the most 
liberal terms to dond fide investors. 


76. As far as the Government of Perak is concerned, it is difficult to 
see what more can be done except to find cheap labour, without which no 
planting egterprise is likely to succeed. The native of the country works 
little for himself and absolutely refuses to hire himself out as a labourer 
on any terms that a planter could accept. The mines absorb the attention 
of the Chinese, who prefer failure there to steady work and steady wages 
on an estate, and the planter’s only chance of a labour force on which he 
can rely depends on the natives of Southern India, whom he must import 
into the State on certain conditions for a term of months. The subject of 
Indian immigrant fabour is one fruitful of discussion about which a good 
deal of misapprehension prevails in various places, but it is a matter of 
extreme importance to the Malay States if planting on any large scale 
is to be undertaken there. As the result of my own observation I 
think the application of the term “slavery,” by uninformed persons, to 
the position of the Statute Indian immigrant can probably be traced 
to the fact that this is the term which the labourer himself sometimes 
uses to describe his circumstances when he realises that he has signed 
an agreement to work for two or three years on an estate at a certain 
rate of wages, while he sees that those of his countrymen who are 
free to take their labour to the best market enjoy much higher wages. 
He does not consider that he has been brought to the State at the 
cost of his employer, that he probably is an indifferent workman, his 
physique is feeble, that he is not yet acclimatised, and that the process of 
becoming so will be accomplished to a large extent at the expense of the 
employer who has brought him from India to a place where, when once he 
has completed his agreement, he can earn such wages as are not to be 
heard of in his own country. I believe that the Tamil labourer is, without 
any exception, well treated in the Protected Malay States. I never heard of 
acase which even suggested the contrary. What takes place in India in the 
process of recruiting, examining, and shipping the people who come here as 
Statute labourers, I have no knowledge of, but unquestionably a large 
number of those who have been sent to Native States are fit for nothing 
but to become inmates of our hospitals, to be maintained there at the 
expense of the Government or the employer until such time as they die and 
help to swell the death returns or are sent back to their employers with the 
certainty of an early return to hospital. Such people cannot do even the 
light work required of them on an estate, and it is not surprising if an undue 
proportion of them die, every death entailing loss on the employer. If 

‘ the present system of recruiting is to continue the importer might fairly 
claim, either that the medical inspection at the port of embarkation be 
thorough, or that the coolies be again inspected on arrival in Penang and 
the rejected be returned to India at the expense of those who sent 
them. Neither diseafe nor debility will make the coolie satisfied with his 
lot and when, on arrival, he finds the ruling rate of wages is higher than 
that paid to him, he becomes discontented, and the knowledge that he is 
bound to work for a term of months or years at a lower rate seems 
intolerable. Hence complaints, neglect to work, and desertion.

There are many European employers of labour in the Native States 
who prefer to pay double the wages to an able-bodied free man who knows 
his work and will do it, to whom wages are paid for labour performed. 
and who can be dismissed at an hour’s notice, rather than be saddled 
with all the trials attendant upon the employment of the Statute Indian 
immigrant. Unfortunately planters are differently circumstanced, and it is 
absolutely necessary for their success that they should always have a large 
labour force at command to take advantage of the propitious moment for 
planting, to turn the variations of weather to the best account, or to save a 
crop from ruin. Under such circumstances the planter cannot afford to pay 
the same rate of wages that is given in the open market for much harder 
work, and he is therefore driven to engage his labour for a term of months 
and to accept all the responsibilities imposed upon him by special legis- 
lation. The interest that the State takes in his success or failure is due to 
the fact that he cultivates the soil, and for that reason it seems to me that 
he deserves all the assistance that can reasonably be given to him. 


It has been said that the Government, as a large employer of labour, 
profits by the difficulties of the planter, raises the rate of wages, and 
absorbs all the Indians originally introduced into the State by the planter. 
There is a certain amount of truth in this, and such experiments as the 
Native States Governments have made to engage Statute Indian immi- 
grants on their own account have not been successful. The Government 
may, and can properly, accomplish what is not open to the private individual. 
To increase the available labour force here and reduce the present high price 
of wages, I think the Government cannot do better than offer free passages and 
certain labour at fair rates, to, say, a thousand Indian immigrants annually, 
without binding them by any contract whatever. The single proviso should 
be that this privilege (and it is a great one, for it means certainty of 
good wages, good food, and good treatment) be only offered to sound men 
and women, not to cripples or lepers or insane persons who will merely 
relieve India of their presence to become a burden on our charity and fill 
our graveyards. 

e 


77. Ihave elsewhere described what was done last year in the way 
of railway survey and construction. The Kamunting extension was only 
taken up late in the year, and could not well have been carried on with 
greater rapidity. With the sanction of the Governor, it is intended to push 
on a railway survey from Kamunting towards and up to Selama, and it is 
probable that it will be advisable to continue the work of construction for 
another six miles or more as soon as the necessary surveys have been 
completed. The country in this direction is turning out very rich in 
minerals and leads to the Kurau District, of which Sir Hugh Low always 
expressed such a favourable opinion. 


The Government is very anxious to begin railway construction in 
Kinta, but, as everything depends on the selection of the best line, any 
delay to obtain that end is more than justified. This question will be 
shortly settled, and I trust that before the end of the current year the work 
of constructing a railway from Teluk Anson to Ipoh will have begun. The 
permanent way and rolling stock, bridge material and most of the plant 
used on a railway will come from England, and, if the name and site of the 
Malay Peninsula is hardly as yet known there, it will probably, in 
time, come home to British producers that it is a placg which takes 
a certain quantity of British manufactures, both those which come to us 
direct and those which are sent through the mercantile houses in the Straits 
Settlements. If the exports of tin from the Straits injuriously affect 
the Cornish miners they benafit a larger class by keeping down the price 
of the metal, and the Malay States may yet hope to supply the English 
market with coffee, tea, pepper, gambier, tobacco, and other products 
which will be not less acceptable if grown by means of British capital 
invested in a country under British protection. 
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78. Perak is steadily advancing along the lines laid down by Sir 
Hugh Low under the instructions of His Excellency the Governor and his 
predecessors in office. The year I have attempted to review has been in 
many ways a hard one for those on whom the success of the administration 
to a large extent depends; though the Returns show a record of undimin- 
ished prosperity, times have been bad and may yet be worse for some of 
the mining adventurers and some of the native capitalists whose money is 
invested in the State. The check is probably only temporary ; an accession 

- of capital would lead to an influx of labour, an impetus to trade, and general 
prosperity. The remarkable results hitherto obtained are mainly due to 
the ability and indefatigable exertions of Sir Hugh Low, and the future 
will only make more apparent the value of his services to Perak.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAaIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for May. 

On the 2nd a report was brought in that a Chinaman had been robbed 
on the Chenderiang and Batu Pipis road, that the robbers had cut his 
throat, and that he was in a dying state. I went out, but met the injured 
man on his way into Tapa; he had only received a blow from a stick 
across his neck. 

On the 4th I visited Chenderiang. 

On the evening of the 10th a fire broke out at Naga Bahru, and fifteen 
of the new shops were burned. 

Fortunately there was no wind, and the fire was confined to the block 
in which it commenced. A large amount of .property was saved, but a 
great deal was looted by coolies from phen Malas Mining Company and 
others. 

The fire BEbeat to have been accidental; the loss was estimated at 
about $6,000. 

A large aan bek of men were arrested next day and charged with 
being in possession of the stolen property, and about 30 were convicted and 
punished. 

The Curator and State Geologist arrived on the 6th and examined 
various quartz reefs in the neighbourhood of Tapa and Chumor. 
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I accompanied him to Chenderiang on the 14th, and examined the 
mines in the Sri Muka valley, and then the Sungei Balik; the result has 
already been reported by the Curator. 

We returned to Tapa on the 16th and left for Teluk Anson on the 19th. 

On the Hari Raya some 300 or 400 people came to my quarters in 
Teluk Anson, and there was the usual dancing, &c. 

On the 2lst I went with the Acting Harbour Master, Matang, and the 
Engineer of the Mena, and tried the new steam gig Speedy. 

On the 24th the Queen’s birthday was celebrated by a parade of the 
men of the Ist Perak Sikhs, who fired a “feu de joie.” After three cheers, 
the officers and visitors present drank Her Majesty’s health.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAaIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward mf report for June. 


I reached Pangkor at 1 a.m. on the Sth, where I met the Superin- 
tendent of Penghulus and Assistant District Engineer. 

‘We reached Sungei S’tiawan about nine o’clock. I went with the 
Superintendent of Penghulus to Kampong Durali, then along the Lumut and 
Bota railway trace, crossing the Bindang Sungei Durian, where a large ditch 
is being made to enable the land to be planted this year. We then crossed 
the Ulu Sungei S’tiawan and returned by the other bank. 

The next morning we went in the Rapid to Ayer Tawar, landed 
and walked through the kampongs, and then on by boat to Penkalan 
Kruing. From there we walked across country till we intersected the 
railway trace. We followed the trace (on which a number of men are 
working, constructing a bridle-path) to near the newly-opened bindang at 
Bagan Si Lanchor, and then on to Pengkalan Wangei, where we found a 
boat and returned to S’tiawan by water, just as it was getting dusk. 

On the 7th Mr. Bryant, the District Officer at Lumut, arrived about 
7 am., and we went with him and inspected part of the boundary line, where 
it comes close to the road, and then we went to Bindang Siam, and then a 
short way along the railway trace. 

On the 8th the Assistant District Engineer and myself left in the Rapid 
for Teluk Anson, stopping to take a fgw soundings at the site of the 
proposed new light. We then went on to Bagan Datoh, where we landed 
and inspected the repairs which the carpenters are doing to the light-house. 
We touched at Kota Stia and reached Teluk Anson in the evening. 
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Accompanied by the District Surgeon, I went to Tapa on the 14th, and 
on arrival inspected the hospital. 

On the 21st I went with the Inspector of bridle roads down the river 
to Merbau Chabang Tujoh, to see what progress the river clearing gang are 
making, and returned by road. 

On the 23rd I went to Chanderiang with the Assistant Surveyor, 
Mr. Beatson. 

We visited the Melbourne Tin Company’s concession, where we found 
Mr. Carr superintending the construction of a large tail race. 

We visited Klians Sungei Ulor and Ryeng, and I showed the Assistant 
Surveyor how they were to be demarcated. 

The next morning I went with Messrs. Woodgate and Beatson and 
Raja Musa to Sungei Bihk, arranged with Raja Musa about his ancestral 
claim to that mine, and then went with Mr. W oodgate to arrange how the 
boundary of Sir G. Elphinstone’s land should run at the upper part of the 
valley. 

On the 25th went with Raja Idris, the Penghulu, up the Chenderiang 

valley to Sungei Baju gnd on to Sungei Sayu. We then visited a Sakei 
w orking near the pass at Belanti called “Anak Ayer Tambah. 

Int ‘the afternoon went to Klians Mering and Jeruang, and scttled their 
boundaries. 

The next morning I went to see what the demareator, who is engaged 
on the kampongs and bindangs round Naga Bahru, is doing, and about 
9 a.m. went down river with Mr. P. Taylor, the manager of ‘the Malacca 
Mining Company, and Raja Idris to Bemban. 

We visited several Malay workings at Anak Ayer Bemban, and then 
went along the west Bujang Malacca Road to Sungei Tumoh. 

I noticed some very pink granite being broken up for road metal, and 
secured specimens for the Taiping Museum. 

Mr. Taylor and the Raja returned by boat to Naga Bahru, and I 
returned to Tapa by the new Bemban road. 

The Superintendent of Penghulus reports that on the 18th a fire broke 
out at Stiawan in one of the “Achinese pepper gardens, which was con- 
siderably overgrown with grass. It spread over a large area and burned 
up a quantity of young pepper. The next day the Raja Mahkota’s land, 
which was in a very dirty state, was also burned, but as there were only a 
few pisangs on it and nutmegs no harm was done. 

The two wood-cutting kongsis at Raja Itam have stopped work, being 
heavily in debt. 

Messrs. Brewster and Ford went to Sungei S’tiawan on the 28th.

To tHE COLLECTOR AND MAGISTRATE 
, 
Kinta. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for last month. 

On the 9th I left this with the Inspector of Mines and Mr. Cologon, 
for Membang Diawan, vii Kota Bahru. 

* * * * * * * 

In the evening I visited the mines, &e. The Soon Chong kongsi is the 
only one still working on a large scale. The manager, Hoh Kum, “informed 
me that, owing to w ant of capital, he would be obliged to stop working there, 
the land being: very deep. The “karang” they were on then was exception- 
ally good. [believe the Inspector of Mines has already reported on this. 

2. The Tanjong Toh Allang village is almost deserted ; this is owing 
to the fact that there are only about 400 coolies in the place at present, 
whereas there were nearly 1,000 in the beginning of the year. 

3. We left Tanjong Toh Allang early on the 10th, and arrived at 
Kampong Changkat at about 1 p.m. The demarcation of His Highness 
the Sultan’s claims at Membang Diawan had not then been commenced. 
Mr. Cologon has built a house there, and is about te erect a kongsi. 
Samples of ore assayed by Mr. C. R. Mackie, of the Straits Trading 
Company, showed very good results. 

+. Very little has been done towards clearing the new channel at the 
mouth of the Kampar river. It is well chosen, but they have merely 
cleared the jungle a few feet in width: we had some difficulty in getting our 
“sagor” through. It is deep enough except in one place, where it will 
require deepening for about half a mile or more. 

5. The Kampar Malays are not inclined to have their children 
vaccinated, in fact they object to it. The vaccinator visited Kuala Dipang 
during the month, but none of the childran were brought to him: the 
Penghulu seems to have very little control over his people. 

6. The Inspector of Schools arrived here on the 13th. We went to 
Sungei Raya, where he propuses establishing a s¢hool. The Penghulu 
guarantees 30 pupils. The next morning we visited Kuala Dipang. The 
people were very pleased at the idea of having a school there, and I have 
no doubt a large number of pupils will attend. 

* * * * * * * 

8. Siew Kow, one of the mining towkays here, has opened up a new 
mine at Sungei Raya Muda, in Toh Domba’s land; it is turning ont very 
well indeed, he has over 200 coolics working. I have given him a new 
block close by of 19 acres, which he will open up shortly. 

9. The miners here are doing well at present, but owing to want of 
rain they have not been able to wash their “karang”; this is unfortunate, 
as the price of tin is falling.

No. 441.—CIRCULAR. 
Forest Reserves.—To Disrrict OFricers. 


The Resident directs that in each district of the State the Collector 
and Magistrate or District Officer in charge take steps to mark out and 
define the boundaries of forest ereserves, selecting localities where there is 
the largest amount of valuable timber trees available and accessible. 

2. It will probably be the case that forests of the various kinds 
of useful timber will be found growing in different parts of a district, 
consequently care should be taken to obtain accurate information from the 
Penghulus and others, in order that the best possible selections may be 
made. : 

3. The proposed reserves should be shown on a sketch map of each 
district, which should be accompanied by a full explanatory report, and be 
submitted by the District Officer for the approval of Government. 

4. It is proposed that within these reserves no timber should be cut 
without the special sanction of the District Officer, who will periodically 
cause trees to be marked for felling and dispose of the right to cut them to 
the highest bidder. 

5. Rules and regulations for the management of the forest reserves 
will shortly be framed, and District Officers are requested to give their 
views on this subject and to say what extra staff will, in their opinion, be 
required in their districts to give effect to these proposals, the objects of 
which thay be summarised in the words of an Indian administrator as the 
prevention of the deterioration of the climate and the retention of moisture 
and the hushanding of the national resources in timber, and fuel for the 
use of the people—a policy of m&ch consequence to the future well-being 
of the State.

14. If it prove that the first measurement was correct to within an area 
valued at not more than one dollar on the purchase money in excess, the cost of 
re-measuring shall be paid by the purchaser, and may be sued for as a debt on the 
certificate of the State Commissioner of Lands, or other duly authorised officer, 
as in Article VI., but if, on the re-measurement, it prove that the first measurement 
was incorrect, beyond the extent above stated, against the purchaser, no charge shall 
be made for the re-measurement, and the price to be paid by the purchaser shall be 
calculated on the re-measurement, whether it prove in excess of or less than the 
measurement given in the particulars. 

15. The certificate of the State Commissioner of Lands, or other duly authorised 
officer, on the result of the re-measurement shall be held to be correct. 

16. The Government will not be responsible for any cost or expenses, legal or 
otherwise, incurred by the purchaser¢in settling questions of disputed area, except as 
above set out.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of July. 


2. On the Ist I accompanied the State Surgeon to Selama. We 
arrived the following day and returned on the 4th. 


3. On the 3rd_I visited the Selama school with the Assistant Magis- 
trate. The attendance and general discipline that prevail reflect great 
credit on the Assistant Magistrate and the schoolmaster, and contrast 
favourably with the Krian schools, which were visited by the Inspector of 
Schools during the month. The Krian schoolmasters are far from com- 
petent, and have no experience of teaching. It is impossible, I think, to get 
good men for the salaries paid, although constant supervision by the 
Inspector of Schools and visiting teacher would lead to better results. I 
think also that the attendance would improve if the Koran were taught 
in the Malay schools during part of the ordinary school hours. 


4. Work on the Selama Tin Mining Company’s shaft is being pushed 
forward now that proper machinery has been put up; at the beginning of 
the month the shaft was 180 feet deep. 


5. On the 9th cattle discase was reported in Province Wellesley, anid 
sentries were posted on the boundary road to prevent cattle coming into the 
district. Since that date a serious outbreak has occurred in Trans-Krian, 
Mr. Khu Bu Ann having lost over eighty head of cattle. Extra precautions 
were taken, and so far no cases have occurred on this side of the boundary. 
The Larut road is also blvcked to prevent cattle being imported from that 
district and Kuala Kangsa. 


* * * * * * 


7. The Bishop of Malacca came here on the 22nd, and expressed his 
satisfaction at the progress made by the Tamil settlers at Bagan Serai. 
There are many complaints amongst the people of the havoc committed by 
rats in their padi fields. I have been giving out plaster of Paris to the 
Malays to use as poison. In some cases it has ‘been very successful, but the 
best remedy is to make the people keep their land clear of jungle all the 
year round, and this, with Malays, is impossible. 


8. The new water-gates on the coast road will, I hope, be finished in 
another fortnight. I have given Hock Seng, the contractor, an extension 
of time till the 15th iistant; in which to complete the hospital and police 
station, as he has been concentrating all his available labour on the coast 
road, so as to complete the water-gates before the wet weather scts in. 
The Sungei Gedong ferry approaches are finished. 


9. There have been many applications during the month fer padi 
land, and I have reccived permission to engage two new demareators to 
keep pace with the work, but no progress has “been made at present, as new 
men take some time to learn their work. 4

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for July. 


2. On the 8th July rinderpest broke out amongst the cattle at 
Matang; steps were immediately taken to isolate the infected animals, and 
the sheds were thoroughly overhauled and disinfected, and it is owing, no 
doubt, to the continued exertions of the Health Officer and the Police that 
the number of deaths have been limited to eight, and although there are two 
now in the quarantine shed, I trust we shall be able to keep the disease 
in check. 

Mr. Burghope, of Penang, came down with the State Surgeon on 13th 
July and inspected the cattle in quarantine ; the result of their investigation 
has already appeared in the Government Gazette. The Government Order 
prohibiting bullocks fgom Matang passing the Simpang boundary bears 
heavily upon the cattle owners here, and 1 am most anxious to assist them 
to recover their trade as soon as practicable. 


8. The work of dredging the northern approach to Port Weld 
continues in a most satisfactory manner, and now that the traffic has 
altogether ceased the dredger and tongkongs are not veered about by the 
wake of steamers passing, and 50 tons of mud are removed daily. It is no 
doubt unsatisfactory for a long vessel like the Lady Weld to have to turn 
round every time, and one hour at least is lost in the passage to Penang, 
but as Captain Thurston has suffered most in the past through this 
shallow part of the river, I feel that I shall be but echoing his sentiments 
when I assert that the work had better be thoroughly done now we are 
about it. . 

4, The public works safictioned in this year’s Estimates are pro- 
gressing favourably; barracks for the crew of the steam launch at Teluk 
Kertang are completed and occupied. The court-house and school are now 
in hand, but the jetty for Pasir Hitam has not been started. 

5. The abolition of reporting and port clearance fees on 23rd July 
will be a great boon to the small traders, and the loss to the revenue under 
this head will, I believe, be more than compensated for in other ways. 

6. The Trong estate is fast growing up into jungle again, and it is 
to be greatly regretted that such is the case.

Sir,—I have the honour to report that I have now completed my 
examination of the new trace from Ipoh to Teluk Anson, and I am satisfied 
that the line, with one exception, has been carefully traced, and fully comes 
up to my expectations. 


2. The exception is in the neighbourhood of Talam, where the line 
passes through a low saddle at the western base of the mass of hills known 
collectively as Bujang Malacca. I am not quite satisfied that it is not 
possible to turn the hills further to the westward, and still keep within 
reasonable distance of Talam. The present trace, if the ruling gradient of 
1 in 200 be adhered to, gives a long and heavy embankment on either side 
of the saddle, with a deep cutting at the summit; and as this portion of the 
trace is the only one that offers any difficulty, I have directed Mr. Maclaren 
to prospect carefully from the saddle westwards in case the hill runs out 
into level ground within reasonable reach of the mines near Talam. 


3. The rest of the 34 miles is without incident, being made up of 
shallow cuttings, low embankments, easy curves, and good gradients, ] in 
200 being the limit. I am surprised to find the country between Talam 
and Kota Bahru considerably opened up, the line running through 
kampones and padi fields most of the way, whilst at the Talam end there 
is a considerable mining population, and a large arca of new mining land 
has been blocked out within the last few weeks upon which the French 
Company are about to commence operations. 


4. The crossing of the river Kinta is effected close to Batu Gajah, 
and is very much more favourable than I had been led to expect from 
previous information. In my letter No. ijt of 17th March, I gave a rough 
preliminary estimate of $120,000 for this bridge, based upon the survey 
contractor’s statement that it would be 600 fect long. But this may now 
be reduced to $50,000, as the span turns out to be only 200 feet, with one 
flocd opening of about 50 feet on the eastern side. 


5. From Batu Gajah to Ipoh the trace traverses mining country, 
including the celebrated Ménglembu lode concession, and runs into Ipoh on 
the side of the slope below the Rest-house. 


6. Both at Batu Gajah and at Ipoh there are long straight station 
sites, adjacent to the high road, and convenient in every way. The site at 
Batu Gajah is behind the Kling lines, and that at Ipoh is opposite and 
beyond the Government offices. 


7. The permanent staking ont of the line from. Ipoh to the Tapah 
junction may be expected to be completed by the end of October, and a 
contract might be let immediately afterwards. 


8. It is not necessary for me to add anything to what has already 
been written as to the urgent necessity for affording relicf to Kinta at the 
carliest. possible moment. I may, however, mention that when in Ipoh I 
found that Mr. Mithlinghaus had 2,000 piculs of tin ore, representing a 
value of $50,000, waiting in his godowns for a fortnight because there was 
not suficient water in the river to enable boats to take it to Kota Bahru.

THE YEAR 1889. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report for the year 1889. 

2. Returns marked A show the staff of the Chinese Secretariat (Chinese 
Protectorate now) and its branches, during the past year. 

3. Re Branch Department, Kinta—Mr. Coghlan White left the department 
on the 18th July, 1889, to take up the appointment of Assistant Magistrate at Gopeng. 
His place was filled up on the same date by Mr. Robert Elgin Bruce. With regard 
to this Officer, he took up the appointment with very great reluctance, as he frankly 
declared that he did not feel himself competent for such a high and responsible 
position. Owing to certain irregularities, | had, under instructions from the British 
Resident, to recall him, and the department is now temporarily under the charge of 
Mr. Tranchell, Assistant Magistrate, Batu Gajah. I would again request that the 
appointment be filled up by a qualified European Officer, but I am, at the same time, 
certain that the Government will not be able to get a qualified man from China, who 
will do his work honestly and zealously, for less than $250 per month with free quarters. 

4. With regard to the Branch Department at Teluk Anson, I have already 
recommended to Government its abolition, and that Mr. McKnight Young, the Regis- 
tration Clerk, be transferred to Batang Padang, where he will be more useful. 

5. Returns marked B show the number of cases settled by arbitration by 
this and the branch department at Kinta. Only a few cases were disposed of at 
Kinta, because Mr. Bruce, owing to his ignorance of mining customs, was not per- 
mitted to arbitrate in civil disputcs. I have recommended to the Government that, in 
order to make this department self-supporting, fees should be charged on cases 
settled by arbitration, but the matter has not as yet been decided by the Government 
(vide Chinese 5,284/88 and Chinese -4,652/88). You will notice irom this return 
that 187 cases were settled by this department last year. The total amount in 
dispute was $405,697.67. If the Government had approved of my recommendation, 
rea scale of fees, a good revenue would have been derived. This return of the head | 
office speaks for itself. 

6. Returns marked C show the documents registered by the department, the 
fees collected thereon, the proceeds on the sale of Discharge Ticket books, and 
licenses to purchase or smelt tin Ore. I would invite your particular attention to the 
following figures, concerning the immigration of Sin-Kchs into the State, during the 
year under review.

These figures will clearly prove that immigration of Sin-Kehs has greatly 
decreased. In the last portion of my annual report for 1888 I made certain sugges- 
tions with a view of giving an impetus to immigration into the State from China; and 
I would again ask the Government to consider the matter, which is very important for 
the prosperity of the State. 

7. Returns marked D will show the exact number of Sin-Kehs monthly, and 
their dgstination. 

8. Returns marked E show the number of Sin-Keh contracts which have been 
entered into at the Chinese Protectorate, Penang, for the different districts in Perak. 

g. Returns marked F show the occupation and tribe of the Sin-Kehs who 
have signed agreements in Larut. ¢ 

10. Returns marked G refer to the number of friendly societies which have 
been registered. The department and the Police will now, owing to the issue of the 
new Order, published in the Government Gazette, No. 30 of 1889, be able to have better 
control over these friendly societies than before.

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11. Returns marked H show the number of shops that have been registered. 

12. Returns marked I show the different Government notices that were 
translated by the head office during the past year. 

13. Returns marked F show the number of brothels, prostitutes, servants, 
and children (under the age of five years) that have been registered, also the fees 
collected during the year under review, at the rate of $25 per annum for each brothel 
and $1 per mensem for each prostitute. These fees come under the heading of “Pro- 
visional Payments and Reccipts.” There has, with the exception of the Kinta branch, 
been no expenditure from these funds. | append a list of the detectives and watchmen 
engaged in Kinta, and whose salaries are paid from this fund for the maintenance of 
good order in the brothels. The amount to the credit of this fund, on the 31st 
December last, for Larut only, was $13,737.50. The collection of the fees dates from 
the rst March, 1888. | have made certain suggestions regarding the disposal of the 
funds, and trust they will be approved of by the Government at an early date. 

14. Returns marked K will show the number of prostitutes who have been 
freed from brothels by the aid of this department. The Government have, on the 
representation of the Commandant and myself, issued an Order, published in Govern- 
ment Gasette No. 1 of 18go, declaring that contracts of an immoral nature, by which 
women are kept in enforced servitude to owners of brothels, will neither be counte- 
nanced nor enforced by any court in the State; furtherno prostitute, who wishes to 
relinquish prostitution, can be removed without a due report to the police or this 
department. The Order will put a stop to the forcible removal of women by gangs 
of turbulent characters. 

15. Re Ban Fu Fu's Affairs—On the 12th July last, ] went to Kinta, at the 
request of Ban Ju Fu’s debtors, and under instructions from the Government, to scttle 
the affair by arbitration. The claims, most of which were for large sums, were 
principally for cash recklessly lent on heavy interest to the miners, previous to the 
collapse of the tin syndicate. Ban Ju Fu, with the exception of a few cases, was 
Towkay Bantu. With the kind and valuable assistance of Messrs. Li Pi and Yu 
Kong, I succeeded in settling the affairs to the satisfaction of both partics. Most of 
the Kinta miners, owing to theic liabilities, have had to mortgage their property to 
Ban Ju Fu, and the latter have handed the mortgaged leases to the Chartered and 
the Chartered Mercantile Banks, who are now trustees for the firm. 

16. Chinese Student Interpreters —The Government have, on my recommen- 
dation, called for applications for four Chinese student interpreters, but up till now 
none have been appointed, and [| am inclined to think that it will be difficult to get 
applications, as, according to the Notification, No. 340 of the 11th October, 1889, 
candidates must have certificates that they have passed the Sixth Standard. As many 
Chinese lads leave school before they have passed the Sixth Standard, I think it would 
be as well to alter the advertisement to the Fifth Standard. 

17.—General.—| am indebted to Messrs. Li Pi and Lim Ah Kai for the great 
services they have rendered me, during the past year, in the settlement of Chinese 
disputes. 

18. As Kinta is progressing, and as there are many regulations which affect the 
Chinese community there, further, as the two Chinese members of the State Council 
are residents of Taiping, not possessing an intimate knowledge of affairs in Kinta and 
its surroundings, I trust it will not be deemed out of place if I were to state that I 
consider that there should be another Chinese representative in the Council for Kinta. 
If you agree with me, I think the Government cannot appoint an abler man than 
Mr. Yu Kong, who has spent a deal of capital in the district. He has been of great 
service to the different Magistrates and my department, and | think his appointment 
would be greatly appreciated. 

1g. In addition to my duties as Acting Secretary for Chinese Affairs last year, 
I was also in charge of the Mines Department, which was transferred to the State 
Commissioner of Lands, with effect from the 1st October, 1889.

21. [cannot close this report without stating that the sad intelligence of the 
death of Captain Schultz, the late prenearye for Chinese Affairs, was deeply felt by 
the members of the department.

TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


SirR,—I have the honour to report on the work of my department during the 
year 188g, and to forward herewith six returns * giving details of the manner in 
which the expenditure under my supervision has been incurred. 

2. The total expenditure for the year, exclusive of Salaries, Transport, and Office 
Contingencies, amounted to $666,651.87, of which sum $34,350.09 was paid away 
under the headings Miscellaneous and Revenue Services, $254,108.50 under Works and 
Buildings, and $378,193.28 under Roads and Bridges. 


3. Of the expenditure on roads, $143,448 was the cost of maintenance of 
existing roads; 119 miles 73 chains of cart road having cost $94,084.28, and 254 miles 
21 chains of bridle road $48,763.72. Great efforts were made by the contractors to 
place the Lower Perak roads in good order: they were eventually relieved of this 
work by the department, with the approval of the Government, and these roads are 
now once more in fair order. 

4. Forty-one miles 14 chains of new cart road were made, at a cost of $144,777.28 
during the year, and 11 mifés 17 chains of existing bridle road converted into cart 
road, at a cost of $47,702.98, making a total increase in the cart road mileage of 
52+ miles. 5 

5. Thirteen miles and 30 chains of bridle road were constructed at a cost 
of $10,893.73, one mile 23 chains of bridle track at a cost of $1,547, and a foot-path 
was constructed along the trace from the end of the Tapa Pahang road to the 
watershed between the Pahang and Perak rivers; but as 11 miles 17 chains of old 
bridle road were converted into cart road and some of the new work was put in to 
shorten the old routes the present length of bridle road remains nearly the same as 
at the commencement of the year. 

6. Six miles 26 chains of unmetalled cart road have been metalled, at a cost of 
$21,789, during the year, and a sum of $8,035.29 was spent on improvement and 
reconstruction of bridges other than that undertaken in the ordinary course of 
maintenance, the District Engineer, Kuala Kangsa, having in particular effected a great 
improvement in the nature of the culyerts and small bridges on his roads. 


7. Three large buildings were erected in Larut; one was completed, and the 
other two are well advanced, great delay in letting contracts having occurred on the 
int roduction of the system of calling for tenders from the Secretary to Government's 
office, owing principally to the inability of the native contractors to understand how 
it affected them. 

8. The staff in Kinta and Kuala Kangsa was fairly well proportioned to the 
nature and extent of the work, but owing to sickness and vacancies, the work in both 
Larut and Batang Padang was much delayed, the State Engineer, the District 
Engineer, Batang Padang, and the Assistant Engincer, Larut, being all seriously ill 
at the same time, and the arrival of the three Engineers from England having been 
delayed until the close of the third quarter of the year it was only by making the 
most strenuous efforts that the Deputy State Engineer was able to get so much work 
done as has been carried through. 

g. The extension of the Taiping Port Weld Railway to Kamunting was located 
and the line pegged and sectioned by Mr. Wallich under my special directions, which 
prevented him from taking up his appointment in Lower Perak until the first quarter 
of the year had elapsed, and one of my most experienced Assistant Enginecrs was 
employed exclusively on this railway during the last quarter of the year, and is still. 

10. ,Some two hundred thousand dollars of the money provided in the 1889 
estimates will be required to complete works carried over into the current year; 
of this amount about one hundred and fifty thousand dollars has been brought forward 
as revotes, the remainder is not provided, principally because the Lower Perak and 
Batang Padang list of revotes came top late for insertion in the Estimates. 

11. The preliminary railway surveys commenced by me in 1888 and carried on 
with the able and energetic assistance of Mr. J. A. A. Williams, Assistant Surveyor

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in the Survey Department, specially attached to my staff for this work, were brought 
to a close as soon as possible after | had ascertained that the location and construc- 
tion of the proposed railway had been entrusted to the Selangor Railway Engineer; 
the plotting of this work is now in hand, and will shortly be completed, and I have no 
doubt that it will be found of great use in connecting existing surveys and enabling 
routes between various points to be laid down with accuracy, the purpose for which 
it was undertaken. As | shall send in a special report with the map when completed, 
it is unnecessary now to go into details as to the nature of the work and the manner 
in which it has been carried out, further than to state that it has been both expedi- 
tiously and economically performed, and with due regard to the required accuracy.

No. 453-—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ACTING MAGISTRATE, SELAMA, FOR THE 
YEAR 1889. 


TO THE COLLECTOR AND MAGISTRATE, 2 
KRIAN. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward to you my report for the year ending 
December 21st, 1889. 

FINANCE. 

1. The revenue for the year 1889 amounted to $11,959.94, the increase over 
1888 being $4,828.80, and over the estimated revenue $7,881.94. 

I may add that, as the Farms were not let when the Estimates for 1889 were 
framed, Farm revenue therefore was not estimated for this district; had it been 
estimated the actual increase would have only amounted to $1,881.94. 

2. Land Revenue shows an increase of $286.43. Licenses an increase of 
$4,875.65. Fees of office, increase $64.75. 

3. Customs show a decrease of $704.44, Fines and Fees of Court a decrease 
of 184.50. 

4. The estimated revenue, however, was exceeded without exception. 

EXPENDITURE. 

5. The total expenditure for the year amounted to $14,653.95 against an 
estimate of $18,933.24, including revotes and supplementary votes, thus showing 
an increased expenditure over 1888 of $2,564.95, and a saving on the amount 
estimated of $4,279.39. 

TRADE. 

6. Import and export returns are kept at the port of Parit Buntar, and therefore 
included in those for that district. 

LAND. 

7. Land revenue shows an increase over last year of $286.43, which is accounted 
for in a great measure by rent for land, which was held free for periods of from 
one to three years, having fallen due. 

8. During the year 598 acres of agricultural land have been alienated to small 
planters in blocks of from two to three acres. About 30 village lots have been 
laid out, and buildings are about to be erected. 

g. The new agricultural settlers are chiefly composed of Banjer and Patani 
men ; the former appear to me to be the most industrious Malays in the district. 

to. I have received great assistance from Penghulu Allib, of Tebing Tinggi, 
by the way he has encouraged agriculture and introduced new settlers. 


MINES. 

11. During the year only one mine of any importance has been opened, and 
that is in quite a new place, Teluk Bharu. 

12. As the owner has only just raised his karang, I am unable to say what likeli- 
hood he has of success. 

13. At the end of December the shaft oh the Sclama Tin Mining Company had 
attained a depth of 77 fect, and has been timbered from top to bottom. 

14. Iregret to have to state that two of the old alluvial mines in the district 
have been abandoned, as their owners declare them to be worked out. 
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POLICE AND CRIME. 

15. The force in this district during the year has consisted of four Sepoys 
and two Malay constables under a Sikh Lance-Corporal. These are stationed ‘at 
Kuala Selama, and no serious crime has been committed there. 

16. During the year 49 short-sentenced prisoners have undergone punishment 
in the district lock-up, and a long-sentenced one has been transferred to Taiping. 

17. From Ulu Selama, where no police have yet been stationed, nine reports 
of robbery have been received, and but one conviction recorded. 

COURTS. 

18. The work performed in the Selama Police and Civil Courts is set forth 
in the accompanying returns. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 
WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 

1g. All the Government buildings have been kept in thorough repair, at a cost 
of $656.80, $482.79 of which was expended from a revote from 1888. 

20. Additions have been made to some of the existing buildings, and the old 
Balai at Ulu Sclama has been converted into a building that can be used either 
as a police station, court-house, or schools. 

ROADS, STREETS, AND BRIDGES. 

21. The only works @f any importance carried on during the year were the 
clearing of the Krian river and the formation of a bridle path from Kuala Iau to 
Simpang—three miles and a quarter—ncither of which works have been completed 
within contract time owing to bad weather. 

22. About 30 miles of bridle road have been upkept and improved, at a cost of 
$1,188.73, but as in the case of last year, heavy floods have considerably increased the 
expenditure for repairs, leaving little money for improvements. 

: HEALTH. 

23. The health of the district, I am glad to say, has been excellent. 

24. One hundred and fifty-four patients were treated in the hospital, of 
whom only 15 died, the greater number of these being old Chinese opium smokers. 
473 out-door patients received relief. 

RAINFALL. 

25. The amount of rain that fell in the year was 146:01 inches, and the greatest 
rainfall in 24 hours 4°50. 

EDUCATION. 

26. The average attendance at the village school during 1888 was 25, and 
the number of boys on the register 38. 

In 1889 the average attendance was 49, and the number on the register 58. 

27. The Inspector of Schools visited the district in November, and I am glad to 
say remarked that more attention should be given to arithmetic than had hitherto 
been the custom, and since his visit a great improvement in this branch is apparent. 

POPULATION. 

28. By a rough census taken this year, the population seems to remain 
stationary, in spite of the numerous settlers that have entered the district. In 1389 
there were 114 births and 86 deaths. 

GENERAL. 

29. A small piece of ground was cleared for the introduction of pepper 
planting during the early part of the year, and the pepper which was planted in May 
last looks remarkably healthy. 

30. This garden is beginning to have the desired effect—that of encouraging 
the people to cultivate pepper. 

31. During the latter part of the year the Government cattle have been sold 
off as fast as possible, but it is difficult to obtain satisfactory prices; what have been 
sold realised from $18 to 830 per head. 

32. The great event of the year has been the advent of European capital into 
the distri¢t for lode mining purposes. 

33. In conclusion, I should like to state that my work was made easy for 
me by the admirable state of order in which I found the district on taking it over 
from my predecessor in March last.

His Excrunency the Acting Governor of the Straits Settlements, 
accompanied by his Private Secretary (Mr. Berrington) and Aide-de-Camp 
(Captain Massey, R.A.), arrived at Kuala Larut in the Sea Belle at daylight 
on the 9th instant. Here His Excellency was met by the Resident of Perak 
in the Perak Government s.s. Mena, which conveyed His Excellency and 
party to Port Weld. His Exeellency left Port Weld in a special train, 
under the charge of the Acting Resident Engineer, at 8.30 a.m., and reached 
Taiping at 9 a.m., where His Excellency was received by His Highness the 
Sultan of Perak, the Secretary to Government, Heads of Departments, and 
a number of Malay and Chinese gentlemen. On leaving the station a 
salute was fired from Fort Carnarvon, a guard of honour from the Perak 
Sikhs presented arms, and His Excellency drove to the Residency with His 
Highness the Sultan, escorted by troopers under Lieutenant Stewart, 
Assistant Commmissioner, Perak Sikhs. 

At 2 p.m. His Excellency and staff, His Hignness the Sultan, and the 
British Resident, drove to the race-course, escorted by Troopers, and 
witnessed the racing. 


On Sunday, the 10th, at 8 a.m., His Excellency, accompanied by the 
Resident, the Secretary to Government, the State Engineer, and other 
Officers, went by train to Kamunting, and inspected the town. 

Returning to Taiping, His Excellency visited the School, the barracks 
of the Perak Sikhs, the Museum, and Prison. 

At 2 p.m. His Highness the Sultan called upon His Excellency the 
Acting Governor at the Residency, and at 4 p.m. His Excellency, accom- 
panied by his staff and the British Resident, returned His Highness’s call, 
and also visited the Secretary to Government and the new club. 

At 9.30 p.m. His Excellency left the Residency for the railway station, 
and on the way the fire alarm was sounded, and His Excellency witnessed 
the muster of the Sikh Fire Brigade. 
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His Excellency and staff, accompanied by the Resident, left Taiping at 
10.15 p.m., and reached Port Weld at 10.45 p.m., where Elis Excellency 
embarked in the Mena and pgoceeded to join the Sea Belle, the Resident 
returning to Taiping. 


NOTES ON SILK-WORMS REARED IN THE MUSEUM. 


Art the end of January, in the present year, I obtained some eggs, moths, 
and cocoons of the silk-worm moth (Bombyx Mori) from a Chinaman, who 
informed me that they had been brought from near Canton, in China. The 
moths and cocoons had been bred in Perak, and the eggs were the produce 
of this brood, and the worms which hatched out of them were, therefore, the 
second generation reared in Perak. 

I found that from the laying of the eggs to the hatching took between 
six and seven days, the eggs being kept out of the sun and in a cool place. 
The first change of skin took place on the seventh day, the second -on the 
tenth, the third on the fourteenth, and on the niaeteenth day the worms 
attained maturity and began to spin. The spinning took four to five days, 
so that from the laying of the eggs to the completion of the cocoon takes 30 
days. It may therefore be assumed that two broods could be reared in 
three months, or eight in the year. 

The silk varies in colour from pale greenish yellow to white. The 
eocoons are rather small, with an average weight of 10°75 grs. 651 go to 
the pound, and it takes 5,833 cocoons to yield a pound of reeled silk. 

There was no difference in the weight or the appearance of the cocoons 
of the first and second brood, but in time they might show signs of 
deterioration from climatic influences. 

The mortality amongst the experimental broods was rather serious, but 
in every case was attributable to the attackg of insects. Of these I noticed 
two species of spiders, the common reddish coloured house ant, and a wasp, 
as offenders, the most destructive being the ants, who killed the caterpillars 
apparently just for the sport of the thing. One tray of over fifty was killed 
in an hour or two, but none of the worms seemed to have been eaten, merely 
stung to death. Putting the tray stands in cups of water and enclosing 
the whole in netting would, of course, prevent loss from all these predatory 
insects. 

The mulberry grows very freely, and can be propagated by cuttings 
with great ease in this climate. Two varietics of the mulberry have been 
introduced into Perak, and both are eaten by the silk-worms. ‘The onc has 
long and the other short fruit. I believe they have been introduccd from 
India; they grow into shrubs, which of course is a convenient form for 
picking, and the leaf is available at all times of the year. 

For the first four or five days after the hatching of the worms the mulberry 
leaves have to be cut up fine, in the same way as tobacco is cut for smoking, 
after this, the worms having grown to a considerable size, they are able to 
feed off the uncut leaf. As far as I can learn, the Chinese method of 
culture differs in no respect from that of the south of France and Italy. 

During my absence from Taiping, the worms were allowed to die out, 
and so the experiments terminated ; but fyom what I have scen there is no 
reason to doubt that silk culture could be successfully carried on in Perak, 
wherever there are women and children to carry it on.

COLONIAL-GROWN TOBACCO. 
°* REPORT 


On the Result of the Competition for the Prize of Fifty Guineas offered by the 
Tobacco Trade Section of the London Chamber of Commerce for the best 
specimen of Colonial-grown Tobacco, and submitted under the following 
specific conditions :— 


1. The Tobacco Trade Section of the London Chamber of Commerce shall, for 
the purpose of deciding on the merit of the specimens competing for the prizes, 
appoint a jury of experts, who will be assisted by recognised scientific authorities. 


2. Each specimen submitted for the competition shall consist of a minimum 
quantity of tobacco, grown on a commercial scale, and therefore not less than qoolbs. 
in weight. 


3. Each sample shall embrace an average of the growth, and not consist alone 
of leaf picked from a larger quantity than that which is submitted to the jurors. It is, 
nevertheless, desirable that the leaf should be assorted in the usual way into sizes or 
colours, separately packed, each sort being left in its natural proportion to the bulk. 


. The name of the grower and the locality and total quantity of the growth to 
be stated. In the case of British grown tobacco, it is requisite that the approximate 
quantjty per acre, the cost of production, and similar particulars be given on the demand 
of the jurors. These details may be required as a means of their making a report 
on the yet doubtful question as to the possibility of growing tobacco in Great Britain, 
such as in quality relatively to prige can compete with that of other countries. 


5. The specimens not grown in the United Kingdom shall be submitted for 
competition in London, and in the bonded warehouses of either the Victoria, the 
London and St. Katherine’s, the East and West India Docks, or other bonded 
warehouse. Specimens of British grown tobacco will only be admitted under bond at 
the Haydon-square bonded warehouse. 
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6. The tobacco grown in the United Kingdom shall be sent for inspection on or 
before the 1st March, 1888, and that of other places on or before the rst of December 
of the same year. 


7. The jury shall reserve the right to require an independent verification of the 
locality and total quantity of growth in all cases where they think desirable, and in 
awarding the prizes shall be at liberty to take into consideration the care bestowed 
on the handling, sorting and packing the tobacco for commercial purposes. 


NoTE.—In order to insure its keeping qualities, and for reasons connected with 
the duty, it cannot be too strongly recommended to growers, that the moisture of the 
tobacco submitted for competition should not exceed 15 per cent as ascertained by the 
usual scientific test. 


REPORT. 


In making their award the judges have had a due regard to the conditions under 
which the prize was originally offered by the Section, the principal of which were (1) 
that specimens submitted for competition should amount to not less than 4oolbs. in 
weight, grown on a commercial scale; (2) that each sample should consist of an aver- 
age of the growth; (3) that the name of the grower, the locality and total quantity of 
the growth should be stated; (4) and that the care bestoWed on the handling, sorting 
and packing of the tobacco for commercial purposes should be taken into consideration. 
With the consent of the Section, the competition was kept open more than two months 
beyond the 1st of December, 1888—the date originally appointed for determining the 
same—in the hope that additional specimens would be forthcoming from the Colonies 
and India. The judges regret, however, that their anticipations were not realised, and, 
consequently, they have only had to report on the three specimens from North Borneo, 
the West Indies, and the East Indies, which had been entered prior to the extension 
of time being granted. 


These three entries were duly inspected by the judges on the 18th of February, 
1889, at the Fenchurch-street warehouse, and their award was agreed upon; at a 
subsequent meeting, after they had had an opportunity of comparing the merits of 
the North Borneo and West Indian tobacco—frcm which samples were drawn for 
manufacture into cigars. The East Indian tobacco, as stated below, was only suitable 
for cutting purposes, and hardly entered into competition with the others. 


The judges much regret that, through inadvertence, a sample of East Indian 
Tobacco marked L B X and T F 782, was not brought under their notice, but they have 
added (Appendix B) a report by Messrs. Grant, Chambers and Co., of 37, Fenchurch- 
street, on its commercial qualities, which was drawn up some time subsequent to their 
inspection of the three exhibits mentioned in the foregoing paragraph. 


Some difficulty was experienced by the judges in arriving at a decision owing to 
the varying characteristics of the tobaccos submitted to them, and opinions being 
nearly equally balanced in favour of the West Indian and North Borneo specimens— 
which were comparable as cigar tobaccos—they decided to recommend to the Section 
that the prize of fifty guineas should be divided between the growers of the two 
specimens. 


The judges are much indebted to Dr. Bell, of Somerset House, for his analysis of 
the specimens submitted to competition, which they append to-this report. 


Subjoined are particulars as to the cultivation and preparation furnished by the 
growers, and our remarks on the tobacco sent in for competition: 


1. West INDIAN ToBACCO (445 Ibs). Grown by Sefior Nicanor Moreno, box 
80, Kingston, Jamaica. This parcel, in two cases, was grown from Havanna seed, 
on an estate at Airy Castle, St. Andrew, the total quantity of the crop beiny 2,500lbs., 
and the approximate yield per acre about 60olbs. The cost of production for the 
whole is stated at from 6os. to 80s. per 100 lbs., and the grower explains that ‘on 
account of dry weather, the produce was not \alf of what it should have been.” The 
entry was made by Messrs. B. and J. B. Machado, of Kingston, Jamaica., who point out, 
with reference to the two cases, that the first contained about 2oolbs. ratoon tobacco, 
or second cut—viz., first and second fillers mixed, and that the second included about 
245 lbs. of first cut, mostly first and second wrappers. At the top of the latter, how- 
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ever, there were also about 5olbs. of fillers as a fair sample of the first cut. The 
method of assorting adopted, it was explained, was due to the fact that the tobacco 
was not intended for exportation, but only for use in Messrs. Machado’s factory. 
These points were duly brought under the notice of the judges. 


Remarks of the Fudges—I\n some important respects, this tobacco most fully 
complied with the conditions of the competition. Its general appearance ‘was good, 
and it was of a uniformly dark brown colour. The leaves were fine and clear, there 
were some white veins, and about 18 per cent of stalk. Viewed commercially, the 
tobacco was more suitable for fillers than for covers, the leaves being comparatively 
small, and consequently not very productive for wrapping purposes. The flavour 
was good, but too strong for the English market, and more suited for Continental 
consumption. The tobacco burned well, though slowly, and did not hold the fire as 
satisfactorily as the Borneo; but if matured it would improve in burning. For blending 
with Cuba, Brazilian, and Havanna it was specially suitable. The samples submitted 
apparently embraced all the classifications in the crop, thereby satisfying the con- 
ditions of the competition. They possessed some resemblance to some sorts of 
Havanna, and for certain qualities justified the opinion that parts of Jamaica are well 
adapted for raising the finer kinds of tobacco. In the island of Cuba only some 
limited districts produce the more valuable descriptions, and similar selected places 
probably exist in other islands of the same group. 


2. BRITISH NORTH BORNEO TOBACCO (533 lbs.). Grown by Mr. P. Persyn’ 
Ranow Estate of the Borneo Tabac Maatschappy, Kudat, British North Borneo. This 
parcel, in three bales, was grown from Sumatra (Deli) seed on the Ranow Estate, the 
total quantity produced being 58,60olbs., and the approximate yield per acre 1,100lbs. 
The entry was made by the British North Borneo Company. 


Remarks of Fudges.—Taking the three bales as a whole, the leaf naturally resem- 
bled Sumatra tobacco; the colour varied from medium brown to light brown, and 
there were some unripe spots; the veins were hard and wiry, but the leaf was thin, 
silky and tender. The proportion of stalk was about 16 per cent. Commercially 
considered, this tobacco was the most valuable submitted to the judges, on account of 
its productiveness and suitability for cigar covers. According to one estimate, about 
one pound, if carefully worked, would be sufficient to cover about 450 middle-size 
cigars. Made up into cigars by itself, the flavour of the tobacco was pungent; 
neutralised by mixture with other toacco, so as to overcome the Sumatra flavour, it 
would probably be better liked. Generally speaking, however, it lacked the rich 
aroma peculiar to the finer classes of West Indian tobacco. The burning qualities of 
the leaf were good, there being a clean ash, and cigars made from average samples 
kept alight for at least five minutes. The specimens submitted were part of a larger 
consignment, and apparently did not represent all the classifications of the crop, and 
for this reason the judges have not been able to form an opinion on the merits of the 
entire growth. 


3. East INDIAN ToBaAcco (514lbs.). Grown by the Superintendent of the 
Government Tobacco Farm, Ghazeepore, Bengal, of which Messrs. Begg, Sutherland 
and Company, of Cawnpore (Begg, Dunlop and Company, London) are the lessees. 
The sample weighed 1,133lbs., and it was one of gt hogsheads shipped for sale to the 
United Kingdom, and not put up specially for the competition. The tobacco was 
raised from “Pryor” seed, and about 60 tons were produced. Messrs. Geo. D. 
Wishart and Company, of Liverpool, who madc the entry, believe the hogshead to be 
“a fair representative sample” of the entire growth, and state that “for some years 
past, the produce has shown steady progression, especially in the handling and curing. 
Only at the last minute did we decide to enter this competition, and we regret that 
we are unable to give any exact details as to total quantity grown, or cost of pro- 
duction. The quantity shipped, however, shows that the tobacco is grown on a 
considerable scale, and that it has passed the experimental stage.” 


Remarks of the Fudges—This tobacco was only suitable for cutting purposes, 
and of a common quality. The leaf wgs coarse, though bright, and the stalks large. 
Nevertheless, the strength of the leaf pointed to the capabilities of the soil on which 
jt was grown for the cultivation of tobacco suitable for the pipe, provided there is a 
judicious selection of seed and the conditions of scientific culture are observed. The 
tobacco submitted resembled the lower American grades; in fact, with proper culti- 
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vation, it would be a good substitute for such kinds in the event of any stoppage in 
the supplies from the United States. It was estimated that in its then state the 
tobacco would be worth in the English market about 3d. per lb., and perhaps more to 
buyers requiring it, on account of its colour for blending with other varieties. The 
fact that during the American war, large quantitics of tobacco grown from American 
seed were imported from the East Indies should be some encouragement to growers 
there. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


In conclusion, we have to repeat our expression of regret that the prize offered by 
the Section has failed in its object to stimulate further attempts to develope a lucra- 
tive branch of production in the British colonies and possessions. This is the more 
to be regretted, because, in the great varieties of climate and soil embraced in those 
localities—so many of them in sub-tropical situations favourable to growth of the finer 
descriptions of tobacco—there is an element of successful cultivation which has not 
been utilized, as yet, to any extent. 


It might certainly have been expected that the offer of a prize for a competition 
of this kind could not fail to draw more attention to the possible capabilities of our 
dependencies in this direction. Every effort has been made since the conditions were 
decided upon to bring them under the notice of Colonial and Indian growers, and we 
are informed that numerous communications on the subject have passed between the 
London Chamber, Colonial Government representatives, and individuals. Yet the 
result, as we have already pinted out, has been confined to three entries. It can 
hardly be thought likely that in both hemispheres, with few exceptions, the only places 
where fine tobacco can be grown are those inhabited by the Spanish race. We think 
it more reasonable to conclude that intelligently conducted trials would have led to 
the discovery in the British colonies and possessions equa!ly well adapted for the 
purpose as any in the Spanish or Dutch possessions.

Str,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly letter for July. 


1. The Inspector of Mines report for last month again points out that 
a number of the Kinta mines, especially the large concessions belonging to 
the Rajas and Datohs, are being worked in a most wasteful and careless 
manner, and the necessity for an Order in Council, compelling mine owners 
to work their land is becoming daily more urgent. Much valuable mining 
land is now being destroyed, and the present rules and regulations do not 
ahs District Officers to interfere. 


A case of small-pox occurred at Batu Gajah early in the month, 
but as ey was at once isolated and the house disinfected, the diseaseedid not 
spread. 

* * * * * * 

4, Vaccination was commenced at Nuala Dipang during the month. 
This is the first time it has been attempted in Kampar mukim, and there 
was a good deal of opposition on the part of the pawangs, who persuaded 
the people not to send their children in, but this was overcome without 
much difficulty, and a large number have now been vaccinated. In all the 
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other mukims the people are fully alive to the advantages of vaccination, 
and bring their children in directly the Penghulus send for them. 


5. On the 10th July Towkay Yew Kong, of Gopeng, one of the 
lessees of the Kinta General Farm, died. Yew Kong is a great loss to the 
district: he was one of the most enterprising miners and traders in Kinta, 
and has done much towards the development of the district. He has also 
on many occasions rendered valuable assistance to the Government in 
settling difficult cases. His death has brought the affairs of the farm to a 
crisis. The farmers have lost heavily ever since they took it, and now state 
that they cannot continue to pay the present rent any longer, and that they 
will have to go into the bankruptcy court if they are compelled to keep the 
farm on. 


6. The precautions taken to prevent the spread of the cattle disease 
have proved most successful, as, although the disease is very bad in Kuala 
Kangsa district, there has not been a single case in Kinta. 


5 


7. There were tlfree deaths from cholera at Ipoh in July, but the 
disease fortunately did not spread, and the heavy rains towards the end of 
the month have done away with any further danger from this source. 


8. The elephant owners in Kinta having lately made an agreement 
among themselves to raise the already exorbitant rates of elephant hire still 
further, the Chinese have at last taken measures to defend themselves, and 
are now beginning all over the district to use wheel-barrows to take their 
stores to the mines. In consequence of this many elephants have been 
thrown out of work, and the owners are now trying to sell them, but cannot 
get purchasers. 


9. The new roads are making steady progress. The cart road from 
Sungei Raya should be finished in October, five miles of the Gopeng- 
Kuala Dipang road are finished? and only two more miles remain unfinished, 
while the Ipoh-Batu Gajah cart road is being pushed cn at an unprece- 
dented rate, and will be finished long before the contract time.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of July. 


2. The ferry at Enggor has been completed, but the concrete 
approaches, although finished, are not altogether satisfactory. As they now

stand, it would be a difficult matter to get a cart from them on to the ferrry, 
but the District Enginecr informs me that this can easily be remedied hy 
the erection of a little woodwork, which he has already commenced. The 
ferry, which consists of a platform built on three ordinary boats and railed 
in, can be taken across the river in about 10 minutes by means of a chain 
wound on to a drum, and requires about four men to work it. 


3. The earthwork for about three miles along the Ijau range road has 

zen completed, and the metal broken and spread for the first mile and a 

half. It has not yet been rolled, owing to the Quarantine Regulations, 

which are now in force, preventing the cattle required for the purpose being 
used there. 


4. The District Surgeon arrived on the 8rd, and inspected the cattle- 
sheds at Enggor and Padang Rengas. 


5. A hundred acres of bendang land in Blanja were granted to a 
Malay named Khatib Abdulrajak, and ninety-nineeothers, rent free, for 
one year, under the Order passed in Council in 1889 for the encouragement 
of bendang cultivation in this district. 


6. The Penghulu of Senggang has asked for permission to give out 
land at Ara Panjang for bendangs. ‘his land has hitherto been reserved 
on account of the “sapi” which were formerly found there, but the Penghulu 
reports that none have been seen in that vicinity for some years, owing to 
there being less cover than formerly, the buffaloes, of which there are a 
large number in that district, having trampled down the under-growth. 


e 


7. The Commandant Perak Sikhs, accompanied by the Adjutant, 
visited this station on the 12th, and inspected the barracks and men. 


8. A Malay boy lost his right hand through the explosion of a dyna- 
mite cartridge, when fishing at Bukit Chandan on the 12th. He had lit 
the fuse and was holding the cartridge with the intention of throwing it into 
the river, but before he had done so, it exploded. He was carried to 
the Hospital, where he was placed under chloroform, and his fore-arm 
amputated. From his account, it appears that he obtained the dynamite 
from Batu Gajah. 


9. The District Surgeon again visited this district on the 16th, to 
inspect the diseased cattle. 


10. The recent drought has killed a large number of Syed Musah’s 
young pepper plants. He informs me that until the last fortnight they had 
had scarcely any rain at Chigar Galah for several months. 


11. Mr. F. Weld, Acting Assistant Collector and Magistrate, left for 
Europe on the 4th, on leave. 


12. During the month 34 cases of rinderpest occurred in Enggor, 11 
at Kuala Dal, and 4 at Padang Rengas, making a total of 49 cases. Of these 
26 died and 23 recovered. There was also one case in Kuala Kangsa 
on the 6th. 


13. Quarantine was established betirocn: Knala Kangsa and Taiping, 
and a proclamation issued that 300 yards were to be observed as neutral 
at the top of the pass. Quarantine was also established between the Salak 
district and Kinta. 
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14. Quarantine sheds and a large enclosure were prepared at Kuala Dal, 
owing to rinderpest having broken out amongst a herd of 23 bullocks 
there, belonging to the proprietor of the bullock coach. 


15. During the month there have been a number of prosecutions for 
breach of Quarantine Regulations, most of the bullocks belonging to chetties, 
who look upon Quarantine Regulations as a species of persecution, and 
never lose an opportunity of breaking them, and encourage their coolies and 
cattle drivers to do the same. 


16. Ihave to bring to the notice of Government that in this district 
the Police are frequently called upon to secure gharries at all times of the 
day and night, at no little trouble and inconvenience to themselves, for 
Government officials and private individuals passing through to Kinta and 
Taiping. It is the only district I know of in which assistance of this 
description is so generally rendered to travellers, and I think the least they 
could do in return would be to pay the hire of the gharries procured for them. 
Lately, however, seveyal instances have been brought to my notice of 
gharries being discharged unpaid, the drivers in such cases naturally 
applying to the Police or District Officer for their hire. It is, I am sure, only 
necessary to draw attention to the inconvenience and, occasionally, pecuniary 
loss to which these Officers are thus put, to render the individuals concerned 
more careful with regard to the due payment of their ghary hire in future.

Str,—I have the honour to submit my report for the half year ending 
30th June. ; 


2. The number of arrivals for the six months was 186, as compared 
with 178 for the same period last year, the number actually on the estates 
books on 30th June, 1890, being 1,329, which shows a decrease of 140 on the 
figures at the end of last year. 


3 I am glad to be able to report a great improvement in the death 
rate, the percentage for the whole State being 2°67, against 3°34 at the end 
of June, 1889—Waterloo and Kamuning estates being especially noticeable 
in this respect: this time last yéar the death rate for these two estates was 
7-79 and 8°13 per cent respectively, whereas at the end of June this year it 
was only 3:09 and 2°40. I hope that this improvement will be maintained 
for the future, as the estates are getting older, and ought to be more healthy 
every year. Sungei Bogah estate has a death rate of 3°79 per cent, but as 
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they only had 29 coolies, one death makes the percentage high. The rate 
on Larut-Krian road works also appears high for the same reason, as they © 
only had three deaths out of 59 coolies. The new hospital on Waterloo is 
approaching completion, and will be a very good building when finished. 
There appears to be great difficulty in getting a suitable apothecary : the 
State Surgeon informs me they are almost impossible to get except at a 
salary far beyond what an estate can afford. 


4, A very large number of immigrants (307) have deserted during the 
half year, Gula estate having the largest share, as many as 275, or 21:03 
per cent of their force. This is very high indeed ; coolies do not seem to like 
the place, and I am not surprised: it is so far away from everywhere. 
Waterloo and Kamuning come next with 10°30 and 8°80 respectively. 
There were altogether 136 arrested. 


5. I am afraid that there always will be a large number of deserters 
while the free coolies receive such high wages; of course this cannot be 
altered until more coolies come into the country. i hope the suggestion of 
the British Resident about importing 1000 free coolies yearly will be 
carried out : it is the only way, in my mind, to reduce the price of labour, and 
if Government hope to induce men to open up estates labour must be cheap. 


6. One hundred and thirty-five immigrants were discharged in various 
ways, all those on the Government Plantations having finished the term 
they contracted for. 


7. I attach half-yearly returns* from the different estates.

Sir,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly letter for August. 


1. There have been no cases of cattle disease during the month, and 
it seems likely that Kinta will escape altogether, owing to the precautions 
taken to prevent diseased cattle from coming into the district. 


2. Owing to the inability of the Kinta General Farmers to pay their 
rent, the farm was taken from them during the month, and has been relet to 
Captain Ah Kwi at aconsiderably reduced rent. Proceedings are now being 
taken against the late farmers to recover the arrears of rent due and the 
loss to Government on the reletting. 


3. A bad case of attempted murder took place at Gopeng on the 16th, 
a Malay being speared through the neck with a sharp-pointed bambu while 
he was asleep on the verandah of his house. He had a marvellous escape, 
as the bambu passed completely through his neck, behind the windpipe, 
coming several inches out on the other side, and just missed the carotid 
artery. Jealousy is supposed to be the cause of the crime, and a Malay 
has been arrested and charged in the Police Court. 


4, Sun Cheong’s mines at Tanjong Toh Allang stopped work owing 
to the Penang advancer having stopped supplies, and 400 coolies left. 
There are now only about 100 Chinese in the neighbourhood of ‘Tanjong 
Toh Allang. The closing of these mines is greatly to be regretted, as, although 
deep, they are very rich, the “ karang”’ being about the best in Kinta, and 
there is a large area of ground still unworked. I have issued strict orders 
to prevent any one sluicing into the abandoned workings, so that if they are 
taken up again the water can be pumped out and the work resumed. 


5. The Inspector of Mines reports most favourably on the lode lately 
discovered by Mr. Treloar at Petai Chabang Sambilan. It is quite the 
best outcrop yet discovered in Kinta. 


6. There were two murders committed in the district during the 
month. The first case was on the 2nd, when a Chinaman was robbed and 
murdered between Papan and Lahat. No clue has yet been obtained to 
the murderers. The second case occurred on the 30th, and was that of a 
Malay orderly at Batu Gajah, whose skull was fractured by a blow from a 
stick. A Lance-Corporal and constable of the Batu Gajah Police are 
under arrest, charged with this crime. 


7. On the 29th contracts were signed for the drainage of Gopeng. 


8. The tin and charcoal duty amounted to $45,739.94.

To tae Actina CoLLEcTOR AND MacisTRatE, 
KRian. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward to you my report for the months 
of June, July, and August. 

2. On June 8th I went with Mr. Colomb, the Apothecary in charge 
of Krian and Selama, and Inspector Hawkesby to Ulu Selama, to enquire 
into some reported cases of cholera: these reports however, I am glad to 
say proved groundless. 


3. I proceeded to Parit Buntar on the 11th to inspect the progress 
made by the river clearers, &c., and remained there till the 15th, as the 
Magistrate was absent in Taiping. 

4. On July 2nd the State Surgeon, accompanied by the Magistrate, 
Krian, arrived, and, after having inspected the hospital, returned to Parit 
Buntar on the 4th. e 

5. The school at Kuala Selama was inspected by Mr. Collinge on 
July 12th, and the new one at Sungei Bayor in Ulu Selama on the 15th: 
the inspection appeared to be a satisfactory one. 

6. During the latter part of the month I was a good deal on the river 
looking after the clearing work, &c., but the Kedah authorities have as yet 
made no move in clearing their side. 

7. Mr. Garland arrived from Taiping on Monday, August 12th, to 
put the earthwork of the Kuala Ijau-Sungei Jambu cart road in hand, and 
is now making good progress with it. 

8. While in Ulu Selama, during the latter part of the month, I took 
over a new agricultural road from the Balei at Ulu Selama to Bangu 
Jah, which crosses the Sungei Damar and Sungei Gobek. 

I also took over one or two other smaller works that have been 
completed. 

9. For the last few days the country has been under flood, owing to 
the heavy rains, but very little damage has been done to roads, bridges, &c. 

10. The Selama Tin Mining Company’s shaft hay attained a depth of 
158 feet, and two levels are now being driven. 

11. During the last few months various minor works have been 
completed—viz., a new school in Ulu Selama, an addition to the Government 
oflices, a new landing stage, and other smaller works. 

12. A school for girls was opened at Kuala Selama on August 28th, 
with an enrolment of twenty-eight pupils.

Govennuent 
Piantations—On viewing figures presented along with this report, the 
question naturally arises what benefit has been derived from the expen- 
diture? That there was no adequate return in revenue has always 
been apparent, and the collapse of the coffee crop in 1888 was met 
by a reduction in expenditure. At one time it was proposed to manure 
the whole of The Hermitage, but when the actual cost and dubious result 
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were duly weighed the proposal was dropped. Similarly, we could have 
continued tea manufacture at Cicely, but the tea would all have had to be 
drained and manured, and the purchase of a new rolling machine was 
demanded by the report on the twist of the leaf. 


Everyone interested knows that coffee has been grown of the finest 
quality in this State, and can see it growing on Waterloo now. The tea 
made at Cicely’ was recognised by the whole commercial world as a good 
useful tea, but no one well advised would put money into tea in Perak. 
Till the results named above—viz., the production of a first class coffee and 
a well-priced tca had been attained—the expenditure incurred was justified 
by what had been already spent on the plantations. Nothing has been 
spent this year except on necessary buildings, grass fields, roads and drains, 
on the curing and dispatch of the coffee crop, and dispatch of the tea crop 
of last year. Next month I shall pack up the balance of the tea to be 
ready to be shipped off wherever it shall be determined to send it. 


In the end of June Mr. Li Chin Ho took over the tea on Cicely and 
The Hermitage on behalf of the lessees, Mr. Le Peh (his father) and 
Mr. Ah Kai. He is working monthly labour at present. If the lessees 
hold out till others are encouraged to join them on the tribute system this 
experiment will be a success. At present money is all going out, nothing 
coming in. 

Government Catlle—I send along with this my stock book, showing 
everything in detail, as tle best I can do to assist Government to arrive ata 
proper understanding on this subject. For some time I found the ignorant 
prejudice of the Tamils a great obstacle to the well-being of our small herd. 
No definite information could be gained from books, and I have found this 
stock book useful, especially in the important matter of seeing the cows are 
served at the proper season. At home a great deal of money is spent in 
improving the breeds of cattle; in America, Australia, India, in fact, where- 
ever our colonies exist money is spent freely on this object. 


Concentration of the existing herds is the best way to set about 
improving the Government cattle. I am aware that the danger of rinder- 
pest originally caused the breaking up of the herd at Kuala Kangsa, but we 
know now that prophylactic measures properly adopted secure immunity 
from disease to a great extent, and proper precautions would be taken 
beforehand in the event of disease appearing in the herd. The principal 
dep5t should be in a suitable place in the low country, and there should be 
cattle sheds on the hills for cattle to be sent to before calving and whilst in 
milk; there they wonld receive the extra food and attention they require, 
while economy would be gained by their joining the herd when not in milk. 
The Government has a good breed in the Alderney cattle, well suited for 
crossing with the smaller native cattle. ‘The Alderney cows do not require 
the same quantity of cake and cotton secd to keep them in condition that 
Indian cattle do, and give more milk. The English bull will not serve the 
Indian cattle, but I thmk he can now be depended on to attend to the native 
cattle. The breed will then be improved in shape, size, and milking qualities. 


I have heard only one opinion expressed as to the value of The 
Hermitage as a health resort. At the end of the year all bmldings on the 
place will be in thorough repair, and there will be a considerable saving on 
the estimate. . 


I have kept the Resident’s instructions with regard to native culti- 
vators in view, and have spent considerable time in discnssing with them the 
merits of pepper planting, and the profits to be derived from it. I have 

4 
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been anxious to get away from this district to S’tiawan and Batang Padang, 
but something requiring immediate attention has always turned up to 
prevent me. I have promised to accompany Mr. Robert Fraser through 
the land below Hijau and join him to-morrow (Sunday) for this purpose. 
About the middle of the month I hope to get away for a short time. I 
have large nurseries of pepper plants, which will be ready for planting in a 
month or six weeks. I have distributed and sold large quantities of dedap 
to people proposing to plant pepper. The first difficulty native cultivators 
encounter is the price of the plants. I wrote fully on this subject to 
Government in January, and learn from the Magistrate that he has esti- 
mated for money for a system of loans in 1891. If the principle is allowed 
would it be expecting too much to ask the benefit may be extended to those 
ready to plant this season? JI am preparing a list of those who have land 
prepared and purpose submitting it to the Magistrate. Should he have 
authority, some good will be done this season, and I will be able to dispose 
of my plants. ‘This assistance with plants will be a great boon to poor 
native cultivators, and jf they are looked after, with the assistance of their 
families, they will be able to weed, maintain, and extend their gardens. 
For carrying on the cultivation on a larger seale, Kon Lin explained the 
Chinese system to me the other day, and I note it down here as some modi- 
fication of it may be useful to Government. A party of, say, six labourers, 
L., apply to a capitalist, C., and engage with him for a period of three years 
to open pepper. C., finds an equal number of coolies (six) S., to work along 
with L. lL. and 8. are supplied with provisions by C., the cost of which 
gocs against the estate, K.E. C. pays 8S. monthly the balance of their wages, 
about $6 or $7, which also goes against K.K. Hach individual of L. has a 
personal account against which goes all cash advances for clothes and 
luxuries, on which intcrest at the rate of three per cent is charged for six 
months only in each year. Buildings, tools, posts, &c., are all charged 
to K.E. At the end of three years the estate is divided, C. takes half, L. 
take half. When the vines ‘come into bearing C. each year buys the 
whole crop at a sum fixed below the market value, takes one undivided 
tenth of the whole, and credits E.K. with the balance till the fund is 
wiped off. Then and not till then L. begin to reap the benefit of their 
labours. The rule is for each man tu open an acre each year, L. finding 
each a partner after the first year, and applying to C. for extra labour as it 
is required. In case of dispute, the malcontent’s land is valued, and the 
capitalist buys him oat. Thus is the well known tribute system applied to 
agriculture. Contrast this with the Malay method on which Syed Musa 
works—viz., payment of from $250 to $275 per orlong for upkeep only, till the 
pepper plants shoot up to eight feet high, say at about two years, Syed Musa 
paying for everything except labour. 

The scarcity of labour is a serious hindrance to progress in agriculture. 
Mr. Fraser’s agents inform him that till the demand for labour at 20 cents 
on one year’s agreement is satisfied he need not expect the labour he 
indented for in the beginning of the year. It cannot be that all labour is being 
absorbed at the higher rate, but this shows how little it takes to disturb the 
labour supply. It is a most serious matter for Waterloo, as not only does 
want of labour retard progress, but when a place is short-handed month by 
month current work falls behind and becomes more expensive. It is a 
matter for regret that the theory pf coolies’ health being affected by the terms 
of a legal contract has received official recognition. A healthy, well-nourished 
cooly is little affected by the terms of his agreement. A dyspeptic cooly, 
be the origin of his malady fever or badly-cooked rations, unless looked 
after, rapidly deteriorates and becomes weary of life itself. 


e 
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As matters stand at present any one proposing to open land must make 
sure of the terms on which he will be allowed to employ labour. He 
must next visit India and see what prospects he has of getting labour. 
My advice emphatically is, commence in the low country. In the first year 
cat out blocks less rather than more than you expect labour sufficient to 
work, fell about five acres sufficient for nurseries and buildings only, clear 
up thoroughly, burning everything except the very largest trees. Plant 
rapid-growing trees in the neighbourhood of buildings to shade the ground, 
and use quick-lime freely all over wherever decaying matter is. Leave a 
good belt at least twochains wide round this five-acre block of standing timber. 
Estimate for a small cattle establishment from the very first. They are a 
wholesome thing about the place, coolics like them, the bullocks save your 
coolies in transport, and milk is necessary for children and ailing coolies. 
When buildings are well in hand and nurseries making a good show, the 
planter must pay India another visit to sce his agents are doing their work, 
and that he will not be disappointed with labour. Then let him commence 
felling with caution. Leave selected trees for shade, plant others, and plant 
Arabian coffee. Three years later let him plant thé ficlds up with Liberian 
coffee. By the time he has reaped two crops from the Arabian trees, the 
Liberian trees will be well grown and demanding the removal of the Arabian 
coffee. When a base to work from has been well established let him open 
clearing on the hills for a permanent Arabian coffee estate. If at the end 
of ten years a man with a good command of capital has 500 acres of coffee 
in the low country, and 250 acres of Arabian coffee free of weeds, well 
drained, with good buildings and spouting laid from top clearing to 
permanent store on the Liberian estate, the work is well done. 

The advantage Arabian coffee possesses over the Liberian variety is 
too well known to require confirmatory evidence. So far as I know, no 
Arabian coffee has been planted by Europeans in the Straits in the low 
country, therefore it may be well to state there is nothing original in the 
idea. Arabian coffee has been and is being successfully grown in the 
Dumbera Valley in Ceylon, which, though about 1,000 feet above sea level, 
has a drier climate than this country, the temperature being as high as the 
temperature of the low country here. I sce the cultivation of Arabian 
coffee recommended under shade in India, and the fact that coffee in India 
under shade escaped the ravages of leaf disease longer than coffee in 
Ceylon has been attributed to the shade trees on the Indian plantations. I 
have put three years as the time for planting Liberian amongst the Arabian 
coffee; I am inclined to think the fifth year would be soon enough. The 
experienced planter would, however, have fields of both coffees and plant up 
the Arabian only when it was showing signs of exhaustion. Shade would 
be dispensed with when Liberian coffee is well started.

Str,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
August.

2. The Assistant Magistrate, Selama, has cleared nearly all the snags 
from the bed of the river as far as Jalan Bharu, so that a small launch 
can now run sately to that point. As soon as the state of the river 
permits, . the work will be continued up to Kuala Selama. Tl® Kedah 

yovcrninent has done nothing towards clearing the snags from the bed of 
the river, though a few Chinese coolies have commenced to clear the jungle 
on the Kedah bank. N 


3. The steam launch service between Krian and Selama has not been 
started, and the boat at present on the river is too slow to make much way 
against the stream. Unless a launch can run right up to Kuala Selama, 
and compete with the native craft in carrying cargo, she is not likely to 
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pay her way. The offer of a subsidy for three months has not been taken 
advantage of by the contractor, and I have therefore recommended that it 
be withdrawn. 

4. A murder was reported to have taken place at Gula, whither I 
proceeded, with Inspector McKeon, on the 20th. The deceased, a Kling 
cooly, had evidently been murdered early on the morning of the previous 
day, and his body thrown intoa canal. We mustered all the coolies, and 
made every effort to discover the name of the murdered man, but without 
success. Unfortunately, on our arrival the deceased had been dead about 40 
hours, whch lessened the chance of identification, but little effort having been 
nade before we arrived to find out who he was. It is difficult to believe 
that a murder could take place on an estate in such an isolated position, 
and not one out of over 1,200 coolies be able to indentify the body. 
A reward has been offered, but so far without success. 

5. The Adjutant Perak Sikhs arrived on the 24th, and I accompanied 
him round the district. 2 

6. The weather so far has been most favourable to padi planting , and 
the nurseries look very healthy. Planting out has commenced in many 
places. ‘here are, however, a large number of abandoned holdings. It 
has been the custom here for shop- keepers and others to advance rice to 
the planters on arrival, to be repaid from their crops after harvest. Iam 
informed that many planters whose crops failed last season have been 
unable to repay these advances, and have not returned, being naturally dis- 
couraged from risking further failure. One good padi season would no 
doubt bring back many of these men. 

7. A Sub-Assistant Surveyor and three Demarcators are at work, 
under the supervision of the Land Officer, demarcating nipah land under 
the new regulations, and land at present held under permits, a large 
number of which have been surrgndered, to be exchanged for agreements for 
leases. In many cases, owing to the incorrectness of the main circuits and 
former surveys, it is impossible to put the holdings on to a general map of the 
district, but the work is sufficiently accurate for present purposes, and 
enables the Land Office to keep pace with applications for new land, which, 
in spite of the recent bad seasons, are numerous. 

8. The new Hospital and Police Station have been taken over, and 
the work is well done. 

9. A girls’ school, which was instituted on Mr. Welman’s recom- 
mendation, has been opened at Sungei Siakup, and 15 scholars attend. 

10. The water-gates cn the coast road have proved successful in 
shutting out the salt water which in former years destroyed a great deal of 
padi. A contract has been let to Hok Sing and Ah Kong to upkeep the 
road, and put watchmen in charge of the gates for four years, as they agreed 
when building the gates to keep them in repair for that period. 

11. The construction of the pontoon bridge at Nibong Tebal, and the 
road across Trans-Krian are being pushed forward by the Straits Govern- 
ment, While the Perak Government has metalled the main road from 
Simpang Tiga to the boundary and has accepted the tender of Messrs. Tait 
and Gardner to complete the met talling of this road as far as Sungei Gedong 
by the end of next year.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
Angust. 


2. On the 2nd the Superintendent of Government Plantations and 
myself accompanied the Secretary to Government to The Hermitage, where 
he remained until the 4th, and during his stay there inspected the Govern- 
ment plantations and cattle, also the tea estate av Cicely, which has now 
been let to some Chinamen. 

3. The State Auditor arrived here on the 28th, and on the 30th 
completed the audit of this station, which had been commenced by his 
clerks on the 19th. 

4. Mr. Hill, of Messrs. Hill and Rathborne, visited the Kamuning 
coffve estate on the 2lst and 22nd. He informsgime that there is a very 
marked improvement in this estate since he last inspected it in June, and 
that it is now making satisfactory progress. There are more coolies 
employed on the estate than formerly. 


5. On the 26th I received permission to work the Government ferry 
at Nnggor free of charge. It is now used occasionally to convey bullocks 
and carts across the river, but docs not work at all satisfactorily. It 
takes from 12 to 15 minutes to cross the river. The wire rope which is 
wound on to the drum on the ferry is a source of danger to passing boats. 
Only a few days since a boat containing several people was upset by it, one 
of the passengers narrowly escaping drowning. Another objection to the 
present system is that the ferry could not possibly be worked, if there were 
a flood or sudden rise in the river, without shifting the ropes on which 
it runs. * 


6. ‘There have been no fresh cases of cattle discase during the latter 
half of the month. Quarantine is, however, still observed between Kuala 
Kangsa and Taiping, and between Salak and Kinta. The following is an 
abstract from the return of cases of rinderpest. since the first outbreak :— 
Total number of cases, 56; reported dead, 4; shot, 9; died under 
treatment, 20; recovered, 23.

No. 511.—Report on Sor or Papi Fisips, Krian.—The following 
report, by the Curator and State Geologist, on samples of soil from padi 
fields in the Krian district, is publishec\ for general information.

Sir,—I have the honour to inform you that some time back I received 
some samples of earth taken from the padi ficlds in Krian, with a request 
from the Collector and Magistrate of that district for them to be analysed, 
and for suggestions to be made as to manuring, &c. 


2. I cannot undertake to make analyses of these samples, as I have 
not the chemicals or apparatus necessary to carry out the very complex 
operations involved ; but I have made an examination, which I think will be 
all that is required. 


3. Mechanically, the soil which is most suitable to the growth of padi 
is an impervious clay, with a small proportion of sand near the surface. 
Samples 1, 2, 6, and 7 are not clayey, and probably that is all that they 
lack to make them productive. Of course, without inspection, it is im- 
possible to suggest the best methods of claying the fields, but in many cases 
it would be only necegsary to trench the land so as to mix some of the 
sub-soil with the surface soil. 

4. Chemically, the soil which is most suitable to the growth of padi 
is that which contains in an available form the bodies of which the plant 
is built up. 


5. These substances are shown in the following analysis to be—

6. The mineral constituents and the nitrogen are alone derived from 
the soil, and a soil which can supply all these substances will of course grow 
padi well. Next to the nitrogen, the phosphoric acid is the most important 
substance, as it constitutes more than one quarter per cent of the weight of 
the graan. 

7. Votash, soda, magnesia, oxide of iron, chlorine, and silica are 
certain to be present in the Krian soil; but nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
lime, in land which has been replatedly cropped, are likely to be wanting. 

8. The manures which contain these substances, and at the same time 
are to be had in Krian, are :— 

(a) Fish manure (the refuse from blachan-making and fish-curing, 
bad fish, &c.). 
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(b) Bone manure and all refuse animal matter. 
(c) Tahi klawer (bat-guano). 


9. Lime and the refuse from shell lime-burning would also be found 
useful on sour land, such as No. 1, 2, and 6. Lime has the power of setting 
free nitrogen in the form of ammonia and making it available for the 
support of plant life, and it as well alters the mechanical characteristics of 
a soil in a marked degree. 


10. The samples of earth came from the following places, and I quote 
Mr. Jeremiah’s remarks on them in inverted commas. 

No.1. Simpang Lima.—“ This land, taken from Simpang Tiga, runs 
in a parallel line to Masjid Haji Musa, extending to Sungei Bogah. 
Where padi would grow the earth is in lumps.” This sample, when dried, 
is a very hard, peaty mould. On ignition it gives off a quantity of 
inflammable hydro-carbons. It contains 54 per cent of organic matter. 
This soil requires more clay, and would be much benefited by a dressing 
of lime. 

No. 2. Ulu Sungei Kota, or Tali Ayer.—* On this land the padi grows 
well, but yields very little grain.” When dried this is a very hard clay, 
imperfectly mixed with peat. On ignition it gives off more gas than No. 1, 
and contains no less than 62 per cent of organic matter. The same treat- 
ments should be applied to this as to No. 1. 

No. 8. Sungei Kota (coast land).—‘ (The padi) as a rule, was doing 
very well, but now, though it grows, it does not yield as previously.” 
When dried this is a hard, drab-coloured clay. It only contains 20 per cent 
of organic matter. This land needs manure, either a, b, or c, to make it 
prolific again. 

No. 4. Sungei Slab.—‘“ Is supposed to be the best land in the district, 
is also pretty low, and yields about 1,000*gantangs or more per orlong.” 
When dried this is a hard, drab-coloured clay, with an admixture of 
vegetable matter. On ignition it yields little inflammable gas, and it, in 
common with all the other samples, does not contain any sand. There is 
30 per cent of organic matter present in it. After ignition the residue is 
nearly white, and the small portion of it which is soluble in hot hydro- 
chloric acid is mostly alumina and iron. The inorganic part of all these 
soils is composed of felspar, mica, and extremely finely divided quartz—in 
fact, granitic detritus. 

No. 5. Teluk Pudu.—* This land is, according to the Malays, good 
for fruit trees. Padi grows very thinly.” It is a hard, light brown 
clay, containing 28°5 per cent of organic matter. It is probably in want of 
manure, as its mechanical state is quite suited to the growth of padi. 

No. 6. Permatang Jelutong.—Soft peaty mould, containing 57:5 per 
cent of organic matter. The same remarks apply to this as to No. 1. 

No. 7. Bagan Serai Tamil concession.—* This land is hard, and the 
padi grows very thinly.” Much the same as No. 6, but contains 48 per 
cent of organic matter. 

No. 8. Sungei Bogah.—* This land is very low, but somehow or other 
the padi would not thrive.” When dry the soil is a hard, drab clay. 
It contains 18 per cent of organic matter, and requires manuring. 


11. Vhe uniformity of the residues after ignition is such as to 
convince one that all these samples are in their inorganic constituents 
practically identical. Their fertility or otherwise therefore is a question of 
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the amount and state of the organic portion of them, those which contain 
too much vegetable matter and those which contain two little being both 
equally unproductive. 

12. In all cases, after the land has been cropped, it would be benefited 
by being drained, burned off, and turned over, and so allowed to remain 
until the next season, fully exposed to the action of the sun and air. 
A soil may contain all the bodies requisite to maintain any given plant, but 
if they are not in a form that the plant can absorb it will not live, and 
weathering, as is well known, is about the best way of rendering available 
for the use of plant life the substances which a soil contains. 


13. In wet padi land the supply and quality of the water is also an 
important factor m the productiveness of the fields. This is a question 
which can only be gone into by those who have local knowledge of the 
district, and the variation of the water supply at different times of the 
year. .

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT,

S1r,—I have the honour to inform you that I have this month visited 
all the estates in Perak employing Statute Immigrants, accompanied by the 
State Surgeon. 


2. On the 1st we went to Gula, and inspected the hospital on the same 
day. We found 65 in-patients, 25 of whom were pronounced incurable, 
amongst them being a man named Manikam, contract No. 235 of 1890, who 
is suffering from partial paralysis, with which he came to the estate. He 
states he was examined by some one in Negapatam, who felt his pulse and 
said he was fit for work. Had he been made to walk I am sure he could 
not have been passed, as it is palpable to the most inexperienced eye that 
there is something the matter with him. This man ought to be sent back 
to India, and the manager of the estate is willing to do so, but I think it 
hard that the estate should be expected to pay his passage, seeing that 
it has alrgady lost heavily over his advances and the recruiter’s fees, and 
that he was passed by a Government official as sound. While I am on this 
subject I may mention that another man, named Rengan, was sent to the 
same estate this year. He is ay ordinary chetty, and utterly unfit for 
agricultural labour, and I am afraid if he stays on the estate he will pine 
away and die. I have sent round to the chetties in Taiping to ask if 
they will redeem him, but as his redemption will cost about $58, besides 
his debt, I am afraid they will not do so. I could get nothing definite 
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from him: when I spoke to him he simply said he could not work, and 
wanted to be taken away. He most distinctly ought never to have been 
permitted to leave Negapatam as an agricultural labourer. 


3. The next day we examined the coolies at morning muster, and 
found that 108 reported themiselves sick, most of them suffering from 
ulcers and venereal. 


4. There are 1,327 Statute Immigrants on the estate books, including 
35 in gaol. There were no complaints from any of the healthy ones. A few 
of the sick men said they could not work, and had never done any work 
in their own country, but in the majority of cases there was no reason why 
they should not work and become good coolies. 


5. On the 3rd we inspected the coolies employed by Messrs. Gardner 
and Tait on the Larut-Krian Road works. ‘These are a good lot, and 
have given no trouble at all. There are 51 on the check roll, including 
five in hospital; they made no complaints, and seemed quite contented. 
The lines were clean and in good order. 


6. We also visited Sungei Bogah Estate on the same day, and found 
27 coolies on the check roll, of whom two were in gaol. They had no 
complaints, and seemed satisfied. 


7. We proceeded to Waterloo on the 7th, and inspected the coolies the 
same day, and the lines and the hospital the next. 


8. There are 122 coolies on the check roll, and they were looking 
very much better than when we last visited them. ‘There were eight 
sick being treated on the estate, and 17 in Kuala Kangsa hospital. There 
were no complaints. 


9. The hospital is not finished yet, but the manager hopes it will be 
by the middle of next month, and the State Surgeon has, I believe, recom- 
mended an Apothecary. 


10. On Kamuning Estate, which we visited on the 9th, we found 
136 Indian immigrants employed, of whom three were in gaol, one in 
Kuala Kangsa hospital, and 23 under treatment on the estate, mostly for 
dysentery and fever. ‘lhe State Surgeon discovered some coolies suffering 
from chicken-pox, and ordered them to be isolated, which has been done. 


1]. All the coolies who arrived this year are strong, healthy-looking 
people. They are only under contract for one year, and are getting 20 
cents a day.

Sir,—I have the honour to report that 1 visited the estates employing 
Indian immigration coolies, with the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent, 
‘during this month. 
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2. September Ist, left for Gula estate, landed at hospital, which we 
inspected ; everything satisfactory; there were 65 patients, including 
ten women and three children. 


3. The prevailing complaints wére diarrhoea, debility, and venereal 
disease. 


4. There were 25 incurable cases, 19 men and 16 women. 


4. Two men were brought to be examined who had been summoned 
before the Magistrate for refusing to work ; one was capable, the other not, 
suffering from syphilis. 


6. A case of hemiplegia was also brought for examination, a new 
coolie who arrived with the complaint, and stated he had suffered from it 
for three years. He is quite unfit for work, having almost completely 
lost the use of one arm. He stated he was examined by a doctor before 
coming over. 


7. There were several prostitutes, suffering from syphilis in all its 
different forms, and who, I should say, would be very much better got rid 
of from the estate, as they must be the means of propagating disease and 
rendering a number of coolies unfit for work. 


&. September 2nd, examined coolies at muster. There are 1,327 
statute coolies on the estate, of these 729 were on muster, 120 at work in 
the mill, 108 off work, and 36 in gaol. 


9. A large proportion of those off work were new coolies, who 
evidently suffer from change of climate and food for the first few months. 


10. There were the usual number of loafers, and those who could not 
work; among the latter was a clerk and a chetty, the last a new coolie 
who should not have been pasged, being a man of weak constitution and not 
capable of performing agricultural work. 


11. The coolies, on the whole, were a fair average lot, the last batch 
of new ones being decidedly of better physique. 


12. The lines were in the same state as at my last visit, very good 
design, but somewhat out of repair. 


13. There was no complaint of the food, the coolies being able to 
purchase articles on the estate. 


14. September 2nd, went to Putus to examine Messrs. Gardner and 
Tait’s coolies. 


15. September 3rd examined coolies at muster. 


There are 51 statute immigrants on check roll. On muster 46, in- 
cluding women eight, in hospital five, absconded one. 


16. There were a very good average lot of coolies, and although 
suffering occasionally from fever, were in very fair health, considering the 
nature of the work they are employed on. 


17. One’ was ordered into hospital suffering from cedema of the feet 
and legs. é 


18. The lines are very well situated, clean, and a very good design. 


19. Water is good, but has to be brought some little distance to 
the lines. 
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20. ‘There is no hospital or medical officer at this working. 
21. September 3rd, visited Sungei Bogah estate, Krian. 


There are 27 coolies on check roll, including nine women and two in 
gaol, no sick. 


22. Coolies a very good lot, all healthy. 
23. September 7th proceeded to Waterloo estate. 
Inspected coolies same day ; there are 122 on check roll. 


24. On muster, 93, including 30 women, sick 25, 8 on estate, 17 
Kuala Kangsa hospital, one ordered to hospital. There is no medical officer 
on the estate, the Apothecary having been dismissed, since my last visit, for 
neglect of duty and incompetency. Coolies improved since last inspection. 
There still appears a want of stamina about them; no new ones since Jast 
visit. ‘ : 

o 

25. September 8th, visited new hospital, being erected, will be ready 

for occupation in about a month. 


26. September 9th, proceeded to Kamuning, stopping at Kuala Kangsa 
for the night. 


27. September 10th, examined coolies; 136 on estate, 23 sick, 3 in 
gaol; of these 77 are new coolies, including 21 women, since last visit. 


28. The coolies are a fine able lot, by far the best of any examined, 
especially those arrived since my last visit. 


29. They suffer a good deal from fever and dysentery, and there were 
some cases of chicken-pox amongst them. 


30. The lines are in very good order, *and clean, and vegetable gardens 
are being planted all around. 


31. The water supply has been improved, but would be better if it 
could be obtained at a greater distance from the lines. 


32. The hospital is being rebuilt. The same medical officer in charge 
as on last visit.

1o. And shall and will, whenever required so to do during the said term, make

the persons employed in, on, or about the said mine. 


14. And shall not nor will close up or obstruct any adit or adits to or from any 
contiguous mine or mines whereby fresh air is admitted or ventilation promoted. 


15. And shall and will permit the Inspector of Mines or his deputy or other 
duly authorised person, with all proper assistants, at all reasonable times during the 
said term, quietly to enter into and upon the said mine and premises to survey and

demanded or not, or if and whenever there shall be a breach of or non-compliance 
with the covenants and provisoes herein contained by the lessee, _h-.....-.-.- executors, 
administrators or assigns, His Highness the Sultan in Council, by and with the advice 
of the British Resident, who alone and finally shall judge and determine the matter, 
upon the evidence or reports submitted by the Commissioner of Lands or 
District Officer for the time being, may declare these presents void, and upon 
publication in the Government Gazette of notice of such declaration, all the right, title

NEGRI SEMBILAN GOLD MINING REGULATIONS. 
ALLUVIAL WORKINGS. 


Prospecting Licenses. 
1. Such licenses may be issued as described in paragraph 5 of these Regulations. 


Licenses. 

2. Licenses will be issued to every working miner to work for stream gold in 
the watershed named on the license, which must be produced when required, and 
any person mining without a license will be liable to a fine not exceeding dollars fifty, 
or to imprisonment. 

Grants. 

3. Grants subject tothe above will be issued to persons or syndicates. (Vide 

paragraphs 13 and 30 of Negri Sembilan General Land Regulations.) 


4. Such grants or licenses will give no rights to the holder over any reef dis- 
covered except in the case of such watershed being free from any prospecting license 
for reefs, in which case the grantee or licenses for the alluvial shall have a prior right 
as the dis@verer of a reef, subject to the Reef Regulations as described below. 


REEFS. 


Prospecting Licenses. 

5.__ Persons desirous of obtaining prospecting licenses can do so on application 
at the District Office by payment of the prescribed fee. The said license may be 
granted for a term not exceeding six months, and may cover an area not exceeding 
a radius of three miles froma declared and defined point. Such licenses may be 
renewed at the discretion of the Resident. 
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Discoverer’s Claims and Claims on the Run of a Reef. 

6. Any person or syndicate who shall discover a reef shall immediately register 
such discovery, and will be entitled to a claim of 400 feet and not exceeding 2,800 
feet on the run of such reef, a syndicate being deemed to consist of not more than 
seven persons. Subsequent applicants will be entitled to claims of 200 feet. 

Breadth of Claim. 

7. The breadth of a claim shall in no case exceed 500 feet, and shall be subject 
to the following condition—that the discoverer of another defined reef within such 
breadth shall make separate application in accordance with the terms of the 
Regulations. 

Demarcation. 

8. The demarcation and survey of a discoverer’s claim shall be ordered by the 
District Officer at his discretion, and the period for such demarcation and survey 
shall in no case exceed three months from the date of registration of the discovery 
of the reef, except by special permission of the Resident. The demarcration and 
survey of subsequent claims shal] be ordered at the discretion of the District Officer, 
who will give notice in writing of the date by which such demarcation and survey 
shall be completed, non-compliance with the same entailing the forfeiture of the 
claim. 

Commencement of Work. 

9. Bond fide mining operations shall be commenced on each claim within one 
year from the date of demarcation and completion of survey, except by special sanc- 
tion of the Resident. 

Grants. 

1o. Grants in perpetuity will be issued for each claim, but, in the event of work 
being abandoned for six months, the claim will revert to the State, except by special 
sanction of the Resident. An agreement for a grant may be issued (vide paragraph 
3 of the Gencral Land Regulations.) 

Returns. 

11, Within seven days from the beginning of each month, every person, syndi- 
cate, or company shall forward to the District Officer a return in respect of the pre- 
ceding month of the gold produced or exported. Any person wilfully making a false 
return under this clause will be liable to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars. 

Management of Mines ard Waterways. . 

12._ The Pahang Regulations (z/de paragraphs 27 to 61 of the Pahang State 
Mining Regulations) for the Management of Mines and Waterways are provisionally 
adopted, and may be seen at any District Office. 

State Regulations. 

13. These Regulations are issued subject to the existing General Land Regula- 

tions of the State. (Vide ‘Straits Directory,” 1890.)

2. On the 8rd the State Surgeon and Assistant Indian Immigration 
Agent arrived on inspection duty, and on the 28th, the State Auditor com- 
menced the audit of the district accounts, which was completed yesterday. 


3. Want of rain during the early part of the month retarded padi 
planting on the higher land, but the weather has changed during the 
last few days, and there is now plenty of water. 


4. The attendance at some of the schools has fallen off considerably 
during the last month, owing to the scholars being employed “by their 
parents in the padi fields. Hach school is closed for 30 days during the 
busiest time of the planting season, but the attendance for some time is not 
likely to improve. .

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for August. 
* * * * * * 


3. On the 1st Messrs. Spence Moss and McLaren left for Teluk Anson. 


4, On the 4th I went to Chenderiang with the Assistant Surveyor, 
visited the Melbourne Company’s land, and met Mr. Carr, who is construct- 
ing a deep ditch which he expects will drain the land where he proposes 
opening to a depth of 14 or 15 feet. 


5. The next day we went to Klian Talam Tengah, where I settled the 
boundaries, and had it demarcated, and in the afternoon went to Klian 
Paho. 


6. On Wednesday, I went with the Acting District Engineer, and 
arranged the line of road across the Chenderiang river towards Sri Muka. | 


7. Jafterwards visited Klians Langkap, Langkap Tengah,and Langkap 
Ulu, and in the afternoon went to Lubu Mas to inspect the demarcator’s 
work. 

* * * * * * 

10. About 8.30 p.m. a fire broke out in a baker’s shop, and although 
everything possible was done, the block of 11 houses was entirely consumed. 
They were plank houses with atap roofs, and burned with great rapidity. 


11. Fortunately there was no wind, and the fire was confined to the 
block in which it originated. 


12. On the 15th Mr. Brewster arrived from Teluk Anson, and I went 
down the following day and met,the Acting Colonial Secretary, who arrived 
in the s.s. Horsburg at about 9 a.m. on Sunday morning, and landed at a 
little after noon, leaving the following morning. 

* * * * * * 

14. During the latter part of July complaints were made in Teluk 
Anson of the depredations of some dogs, which were running about biting 
everything they came across. 


15. On the 11th August Mr. Brewster shot one, which was pro- 
nounced by the Acting District Surgeon to be suffering from rabies. 


16. The brains of this and another dog, which was also rabid, were 
sent to Dr. Hampshire, one preserved in rectified spirit and the other in a 
ten per cent solution of carbolic acid. | 


17. Several people were attacked by dogs supposed to be rabid, and 
several dogs and a large monkey that had been bitten died from the disease 
or had to be destroyed, as they developed symptoms of it. 

18., The Assistant Magistrate, Mr. F. W. Brewster, visited Changkat 
Jong on the 24th, and, accompanied by the District Engineer, went to 
S’tiawan on the 29th. 

19. He reports that he found the road from Batu Tiga towards Bota 
progressing well, and that the Malay school will be opened on the 38rd 
September. : 

20. The Liberian coffee and the pepper is doing well, and a consider- 
able quantity of it is in bearing. 
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21. On the 31st they visited Bagan Datoh, Kuala Perak, and found 
the bridle road, which is being made through the mukim, nearly finished. 
* * * * * * 


23. Mr. Brewster has taken much interest in the Teluk Anson school, 
and the attendance has increased from 45 in June to 63.

No. 533.—Kamuntine Rainway Exrenston.—The following report, by 
the Government Engineer for Railways, on the Kamunting Railway 
Extension, is published for general information.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
Perak. 


Sir,—I have the honor to report, for the information of His Excellency 
the Acting Governor, that I inspected the Kamunting Extension Railway 
on the 4th current, Mr. Barnard the Acting Resident Engineer, accom- 
panying me. 

2. I directed my attention to the following points, in accordance with 
the instructions laid down by the Government of India for the guidance of 
Inspecting Officers. 

(1) “The general formation of the line, and the necessity for 
increasing widths, flattening slopes, or preventing slips.” The formation 
adopted appears to be sufficierit, but I consider the slopes of theNembank- 
ments should be turfed, in view of the sandy nature of the materials of 
which they are composed, and of the rainy climate of Larut. 


(2) “The existence of sharp curves or gradients in dangerous 
positions.” There are no sharp curves, 10 chains being the minimum 
radius. There is a gradient of 1 in 300 falling towards the junction with 
the main line, but combined with a 10 chains radius curve, so that there 
would be no danger of runaway detached wagons blocking the main line. 
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(8) “The general character and condition of the rails and fastenings, 
sleepers and ballast.” These are satisfactory, with the exception that 
two important departures have been made from the Consulting Engi- 
neer’s sanctioned types: (a) in omitting to adze proper rail beds on the 
sleepers, by which the rails are “ canted” inwards to meet the coning of the 
wheels; and (U), in the omission of intermediate holding-down clip bolts. 

Sir Charles Gregory’s instructions (which I presume were sent to 
Perak as well as to Selangor) are as follows :— 

“Plain clips.” “In addition, intermediate clip-washers, without studs, 
to the extent of two to each rail length, are supplied. These are to be fixed 
midway between each pair of rail joints, and should also be used freely on 
curves.” 

“Rail bed.” “J also forward a tracing of the rail bed to be cut on the 
sleepers in order to give the proper cant to the rails; it is necessary, in 
cutting these beds to exercise great care, as any slight deviation from 
correct dimensions or angle will make the gauge either too tight or too 
slack. Templates must in all cases be used.” 


“Cant.” The cant is 1 in 24. When the rails are laid flat instead 
of being canted the wear is all on the inside of the rail bed, and every pair 
of wheels passing over them acts as a blunt wedge to widen the gauge. 


(4) “The strength and quality of all structures above ground.” 
The masonry is excellent, and the structures do the Engineer credit. 


(5) “The waterways of the bridges and culverts, so far as to 
ascertain that they have been fully investigated by the proper officers.” 


There are no large bridges, and the waterway provided appears to be 
ample to carry off the heaviest rainfall.

But in Perak and Sungei Ujong 
slight modifications in height of platforms, distance of platforms from centre 
of rails, &c., might prevent the rolling stock of one State from drawing up 
to the station platforms of another State, and prove otherwise inconvenient 
in the future.

There are three. The arrangements appear to be sufficient.

The accommodation is sufficient; there is a dry earth closet for first 
class passengers ; nothing more seems to be required.

These details are arranged by the Consulting Engineer in London. 
(19) Does not apply. 

(20) “The sufficiency of space and ventilation in passenger carriages.” 
Sufficient. 


(21) “The provision of some proper and efficient arrangement for 
turning engines at the terminus.” 


Tank engines are used; and, in view of further extension, a turn- 
table is not required at Kamunting. 


(22) “The establishment of a proper and sufficient block system, 
or other approved mode of working the traffic.” 


The staff and ticket system is used. 


3. Lenclose the returns (A to E) also required by the instructions 
already quoted (paragraph 2), with the exception of No. 1, “a small index 
plan and section of the line,” &c., which I had no time to Mt during my 
recent visit to Taiping, but which can be obtained and forwarded if desired. 


4. I have seen no accounts of expenditure ; but I understand the cost 
of the extension to have been about $82,000, exclusive of rolling stock, a . 
very moderate sum for nearly 3} miles of Tine.

CONSTITUTION AND POWERS OF CRIMINAL AND 
CIVIL COURTS. 


Passep by His Highness the Surran of Perak in Council on the 1st day 
of October, 1890.

GENERAL. 


1. In this Order the expression “the Government”’ shall mean the 
British Resident acting by and with the authority and consent of His 
Highness the Sultan. 

2. In all cases directed by this Order to be tried with the aid of an 
assessor or of assessors, the Court shall, on the*conclusion of such case, 
require the assessor or each of the assessors to state his opinion orally, and 
shall record such opinion, but in giving judgment the Court shall not be 
bound to conform to the opinion of the assessor or of any of the assessors. 


CLASSES OF CRIMINAL AND CIVIL COURTS. 


3. His Highness the Sultan in Council shall be the final Court of 
Appeal for all cases Civil as well as Criminal. In addition there shall be 
seven classes of Criminal and Civil Courts—viz. : 

I.—The Residency Court, of which the members shall be His Highness 
the Sultan, the British Resident, and the Secretary to the Government, for 
the time being, all of whom together, or any two of whom, or any one of 
whom separately, shall be competent to hold sessions of the said Court, 
subject to the proviso contained in Sectiorf 5 of this Order. 

II.—The Senior Magistrate’s Court, of which the members shall be the 
British Resident, the Secretary to the Government, and the Senior Magis- 
trate, any one of whom shall be competent to hold sessions of the said 
Court, subject to the proviso contained in Section 7 of this Order. 

1II.—Courts of Magistrates of the first class and Courts of two or 
more Magistrates of the second class. 


IV.—Courts of Magistrates of the second class and Courts of two 
or more Justices of the Peace.

VI.—Courts of Kathis and Assistant Kathis.

APPOINTMENT, SUSPENSION, AND REMOVAL. 


4, I.—With the exception of Kathis, Assistant Kathis, and Penghulus, 
all Judges, Magistrates, and Justices of the Peace shall be apgointed by 
the Government, by notification in the Government Gazette, within and for 
the areas mentioned in such notification, and any Magistrate or Justice of 
the Peace may be suspended or removed from office by the Government. 

II.—All Kathis, Assistant Kathis, and Penghulus shall be appointed 
by His Highness the Sultan in Council, within and for the areas mentioned 
in their kuasas, and may be suspended or removed from office by 
His Highness the Sultan in Council.

I—THE RESIDENCY COURT. 

5. Any offence under the Penal Code, or under any law for the time 
being in force in Perak, may be tried by the Residency Court.

6. Appeals from any decision of the Senior Magistrate’s Court or from 
the Court of any Magistrate may be heard and determined by the Residency 
Court.

Provided that in all cases where the punishment of death is authorised 
by law the Court shall try the case with the assistance of one or more of 
the native Memhers of the Council of State as an assessor or assessors. 

8. All matters of debt, damage, demand, or dispute may be heard and 
determined by the Senior Magistrate’s Court. 

9. The Senior Magistrate’s Court shall be a Court of Bankruptcy and 
Court of Probate, and shall, as far as circumstances admit, have in Perak 
similar jurisdiction and powers to those exercised by the Supreme Court of 
the Straits Settlements. 

10.’ Appeals from any decision of any Magistrate’s Court may be heard 
and determined by the Senior Magistrate’s Court. 

III—COURTS OF MAGISTRATES OF THE FIRST CLASS. 

11. Offences under the Penal Code shown in the three columns of the 
Schedule to this Order, and any offence which is punishable with imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding seven years, and any offence under any law, 
for the time being in force in Petak, which empowers the Court of a Magis- 
trate of the first class to try such offence, may be tried by a Court of a 
Magistrate of the first class. 

12. The Court of a Magistrate of the first class may exercise in Perak 
all the powers, rights, and duties appertaining to the office of Coroner in 
the Straits Settlements, but it shall not be necessary to summon a jury in 
holding any inquest. 

13. All suits where the debt, damage, demand, or matter in dispute 
shall not exceed three thousand dollars, and all cases of bankruptcy 
where it is estimated that the liabilities of the bankrupt will not exceed 
six thousand dollars, and all cases of probate and succession in which the 
value of the estate of the deceased shall be estimated not to exceed six 
thousand dollars, and all breaches of the Revenue and Customs laws may 
be heard and determined by the Court of a Magistrate of the first class. 

14. Appeals from any decision of a Court of a Magistrate of the 
second or third class may be heard and determined by a Court of a Magis- 
trate of the first class. 

Provided that in all appeals from the decisions of Courts of Magistrates 
of the second class, the Court shall hear and determine the appeal with 
the assistance of one or more natiye Justices of the Peace as an assessor or 
assessors, in districts where wach native Justices shall have been ap- 
pointed by the Government. 

IV.—COURTS OF MAGISTRATES OF THE SECOND CLASS. 

15. Offences under the Penal Code shown in the second and third 

columns of the Schedule to this Order, and any offence which is punishable 
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with imprisonment for any term less than three years, and any offence 
under any law, for the time being in force in Perak, which empowers the 
Court of a Magistrate of the second class to try such offence, may be tried 
by the Court of a Magistrate of the. second class. 

16. The Court of a Magistrate of the second class may exercise in 
Perak all the powers, rights, and duties appertaining to the office of 
Coroner in the Straits Settlements, but it shall not be necessary to 
summon a jury in holding any inquest. 

17. All suits where the debt, damage, demand, or matter in dispute 
shall not exceed one thousand dollars, and all breaches of the Revenue and 
Customs laws may be heard and determined by a Court of a Magistrate of 
the second class. , 

V.—COURTS OF MAGISTRATES OF THE THIRD CLASS.

Provided as follows :— 

(1.) In no case shall such person be sentenced to imprisonment for a 
longer period than fourteen years. 

(2.) If the case is tried by a Magistrate, the aggregate punish- 
ment shall not exceed twice the amount of punishment which he is, in 
the exercise of his ordinary jurisdiction, competent to inflict. 


For the purpose of confirmation or appeal, aggregate sentences 
passed under this section in case of convictions for several offences at one 
trial shalf be deemed to be a single sentence. 

ADDITIONAL POWERS. 

27. A Court composed of two or more Magistrates of the second 
class sitting together shall have the same powers as a Court of a Magis- 
trate of the first class, and the like appeal shall lie from their decisions 
as from the decisions of a Court of a Magistrate of the first class. 

28. A Court composed of two or more Justices of the Peace sitting 
together shall have the same powers as a Court of a Magistrate of the 
second class, and a like appeal shall lie from their decisions as from the 
decisions of a Court of a Magistrate of the second class. 
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CONFERMENT, CONTINUANCE, AND CANCELLATION OF POWERS. 

29. In conferring powers under this Order, the Government may 
by order empower persons specially by name or in virtue of their office, 
or classes of officials generally by their official titles. 

Every such order shall take effect from the date on which it is commu- 
nicated to the person so empowered. 

30. Whenever any person holding an office in the service of the 
State, who has been invested with any powers under this Order through- 
out any local area is transferred to an equal or higher office of the same 
nature within a like local area, he shall, unless the Government other- 
wise directs, continue to exercise the same powers in the local area to 
which he is so transferred.

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No. 545.—Kinta Montuty Report ror SEPTEMBER. 
To THe Secretary To GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly letter for September. 
1. I regret to say that serious crime is increasing in the district, gang 
and highway robbery especially. There were no less than four cases during 
the month, one a very bad one, on the 12th, in which a gang of nearly thirty 


Chinese attacked and robbed a party of seven who were taking a sum of 
$1,100 to a mine at Tronoh. 


2. Two more lodes have been discovered, one at Daun Sang and one 
at Sayak. This makes a total of 19 lode outcrops now known in Kinta. 
With the exception of one at Tambun, they are all on the right bank of the 
river. 

3. The drainage of the various villages is going on well. Papan is 
finished, and in Ipoh and Lahat the contractors have the work well in hand. 

4. Chin Ah See, of Papan, one of the best known and longest es- 
tablished towkays in Kinta, died on the 2nd. 


5. On the 26th a Malay was killed at Ipoh by one of the Datoh 
Panglima Kinta’s elephants. 

6. ‘Tin and charcoal duty for the month amounts to $40,991.25.

No. 546.—Kuata Kanesa Monruty Report ror SEPTEMBER. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
September. 


2. On the 6th I visited the Kamuning coffee estate. It appears now 
to be making very fair progress, and has much improved in appearance 
during the last few months. 


3. The State Surgeon and Protector of Indian Immigrants inspected 
the cooliv, and lines on the Kamuning estate on the 9th. They report 
that the coolies lately imported there are of a superior class and better 
physique than those formerly employed. 


4. The shooting in the Talang district has been preserved, at the 
request of His Highness the Sultan. 


3 


5. The site for the new Istana has been fixed, and a road traced up 
to it. The contract for the construction of the building has been let. 


( 
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6. Two notorious thieves belonging to the Kota Lama district were 
convicted of theft and house-breaking, at Manora, and sentenced, by the 
Kuala Kangsa Court, to two years and two and a half years rigorous 
imprisonment respectively. Great credit is due to Chief Inspector Buswell 
for the manner in which he worked up this case, the people of Kota Lama, 
many of whom are related to, or connections of, the thieves having done 
everything in their power to suppress all evidence and to assist the prisoners 
in evading the Police. 


7. The British Resident, who arrived here on the evening of the 
28th, inspected the ferry at Enggor on the 30th, and is of opinion that the 
present system of working it might be improved. 


8. About the beginning of the month seven elephants, out of a herd 
of nine, were captured in a “kubu” at Bota. It is reported that some 
of these were formerly tame elephants belonging to the ex-Sultan Abdullah. 
Another herd has since been seen in that neighbourhood. They are sup- 
posed to have come over from the Bruas district where so much of the 
forest is now being felled. 


9. On the 16th a case of rinderpest was reported at Enggor. There 
being no chance of recovery, the bullock was shot on the 18th. This is the 
only case that has occurred during the month. 


10. Vaccination was commenced on the 19th, and since then 141 
children have been vaccinated. The Apothecary expects to vaccinate over 
500 during October.

No. 547.—Quarterty Epucation Report. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the British 
Resident, the enclosed quarterly summary of school returns for ie three 
months ending September 30th, 1890. 


2. The 32 Government schools of the State have an averagé*monthly 
enrolment of 1,063, and an average attendance of 72 per cent. At the end of 
the previous quarter there were 23 schoo]s, with an enrolment of 771, and 
an attendance of 70 per cent. 


3. The padi-planting season will always affect the attendance at the 
vernacular schools more or less, and they have suffered to some extent 
during the quarter just ended. 
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4, The nine new schools established since the last quarterly summary 
are distributed as follows :— 


Larut, 3; Kinta, 2; Lower Perak, 2; Krian, 1; Selama, 1. 


They are credited with an enrolment of 208. This gives an average 
of 23 scholars at each school. 


5. In a correspondence with Government I have explained the 
seeming inequality in the distribution of new schools among the several 
districts of the State. ; 


6. The largest enrolment in any one district is 355, the number 
registered in the nine schools of Larut. With ten schools, Krian stands 
next in respect of numbers, having an enrolment of 326. Thus these two 
districts have between them an enrolment of 681, or 64 per cent of 
the enrolment of the State. 


7. In Larut there are now four schools at which English is taught. 
There is a slight falling off in numbers at the Central School and at the 
school at Kamunting : at the former in consequence of the establishment of 
the Anglo-Tamil school in Taiping, and at the latter in consequence of the 
opening of two private Chinese schools in the village of Kamunting. 
At the Matang school there is an improvement; and the enrolment at the 
new school recently opened in Taiping has latterly so much increased that 
the appointment of an assistant teacher becomes a necessity. 


8. With the five Malay schools in the district there is every reason to 
be satisfied. The one in Taiping has now over 50 scholars in enrolment, 
and has already three standards. 


9. There is an average monthly enrolment of 76 at the Kuala 
Kangsa schools. The attendance has not been regular, averaging only 
68 per cent. This is the only fault I have to find with them. An assistant 
teacher was appointed here during the quarter. 


10. The three schools in the district of Kinta have an average 
monthly enrolment of 74, and an average attendance of 76 per cent. 
At the Batu Gajah school, it will be scen, there is a considerable increase 
in the number of scholars. The improvement is more apparent than real, 
however, as I find the teacher has included in his returns the names of some 
18 native constables, who patronise his school for an hour or so at odd 
times. This irregularity will be put a stop to. The constables—if they are 
to go to school—can very well go after the boys have been dismissed, 
as is done, I believe, in Taiping. The children may otherwise be neglected 
to some“extent, and this must be prevented. The Ipoh and Gopeng schools 
have made a fair start. 


11. In Lower Perak, there is an improvement noticeable in the 
numbers at the Teluk Anson schools. The Malay school, which is now 
conducted in the new building at Durian Sabatang, has more than twice 
the number of scholars it had last quarter, and the attendance, according to 
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the returns, has been most regular, averaging 90 per cent of those in 
enrolment. The schools at Sungei Stiawan and Utan Melintang were 
opened only last month. 


12. At the Batang Padang schocl also there is a marked improve- 
ment, the enrolment being nearly double what it was at the end of June, 
and the attendance 80 per cent of the numbers in enrolment. 


13. Of the Krian schools, generally, nothing favourable can be said. 
They are still in a woefully bad state, despite the efforts of the Acting Magis- 
trate and my own to improve this condition. At three of the Malay 
schools the attendance for the past quarter has averaged less than 50 per 
cent of the enrolment. New masters have been appointed at two of these 
three schools, and I have no doubt there will speedily be an improvement 
in consequence. At only one of the seven Malay boys’ schools has the 
attendance averaged 70 per cent, and in this solitary instance it is only 
just 70. The enrolment at the Tamil boys’ school is 63, and at the girls’ 
38, with an attendance of 74 and 73 per cent respectively. Even this 
attendance is not satisfactory. Something much better is looked for from 
these two schools. The former has recently been allowed an assistant 
teacher, in accordance with rule XXTV., 3, of the Education Code. Of the 
Kiran girls’ school I cannot speak, as no returns have been furnished. 


14. In the Selama district, the girls’ school recently established at 
Kuala Selama shows the best attendance of any school in the State—92 per 
cent of the number in enrolment. The attendance at the Ulu Selama 
school, on the other hand, is most irregular—nearly as bad as that at the 
worst school in Krian—being only 42 per cent. At the Kuala Selama boys’ 
school the attendance averages 73 per cen’ of those in enrolment, and can 
hardly be considered satisfactory. 


15. Although one of the English schools has disappeared from the 
list since the previous summary, and the amount of fees of the Central 
School is somewhat less than for the second quarter of the year, there is an 
increase in the revenue, owing partly to the improvement that has taken 
place-in the Matang school, and partly to the collection of fees at the new 
English school in Taiping. 


16. It will be seen that Larut alone contributes to the revenue. The 
other English schools of the State pay no fees, and, moreover, are supplied 
with books and other school requisites at the expense of the Government. 
It may not be advisable to abolish this strange practice all at once, but with 
the new year it ought to be discontinued. At every school at which in- 
struction is given in English a fee should be exacted, and books and other 
things for class use should be paid for by the scholars, excep®in very 
special cases, and on the recommendation of the District Officer.

Mr. F. A. Swerrensam, C.M.G., British Resident, left for Singapore 
on the evening of the 25th October, to attend the meetings of the Labour 
Commission. 


Mr. F. W. Brewster, Assistant to the Superintendent of Lower Perak, 
furnishes the following account of some cocoanut trees of abnormal growth 
in Lower Perak. 

“TI attach herewith four rough sketches showing some peculiarities in 
growth of certain cocoanut palms in this district, which may be of interest 
and worthy of record. 

“No. 1 are twins from one nut, and were planted by the father of the 
Assistant Penghulu at Passir Panjang Laut; they are a fair height, healthy, 
and in bearing. 

“No. 2 I noticed at Sungei Kabong: it runs parallel with the ground 
for 12 feet to 15 feet, then turns straight upwards for 20 feet or so; itis an 
old tree, and bears well. 

“No. 3 till recently had seven distinct heads, and was first brought 
to my notice by Mr. Berkeley; it is also at Passir Panjang Laut. The 
Penghulu tells me the other four heads have fallen off within the last 12 
months, and since Mr. Berkeley last saw it. y 

“At present it hasonly three heads, very similar to a three-headed 
omiiicetios It is also in bearing, and looks healthy and well. 

“No. 4 is at Bander, up the Perak river, and is a double-headed one, 
and is said by the Malays to have been an augury that there would be two 
Sultans in Perak, which came to pass when Ismail and Abdullah were both 
appointed Sultan ; it is a good height, and in bearing.”

ALLUVIAL MINES WORKING. 


Whereas it has been brought to the notice of the Government that 
mines are worked in certain parts of the State in so wasteful a manner that, 


. While the miners only obtain but a portion of the ore, the remainder is 


rendered inaccessible : 


« 

1. It is hereby ordered that it shall be lawful for the British Resident 
to make, and, when made, to vary and rescind, rules for the better working 
of alluvial mines, and such rules, when published in the Government Gazette, 
shall thereupon have the force of law. 


2. Such rules shall apply more especially— 


(a) to lampan working ; 

(b) to the conditions on which hydraulic mining may be allowed ; 

(c) to the continuous working out of blocks of mining land so as 
to prevent land being only partially worked ; 

(d) to the regulating of the size of paddocks to be opened, so as to 
ensure the true floor of a mine being reached, and to the 
prohibition of pay dirt being covered by overburthen ; 

(e) to the throwing of overburthen behind the working face on 
worked-out land, with the object of levelling up the land 
as far as possible after it has been worked out; 

(f) and generally to securing that all alluvial mining in the State 
shall be carried on in a good and workmanlike manner, and 
to impose penalties for the breach of rules framed under 
this Order in Council. 


3. It shall further be lawful for the British Resident for the time 
being, by notice in the Government Gazette, to alter the duty or royalty 
payable on tin exported from the State. : 


4, Any rules or any variation or cancelling thereof, or any alteration 
in the rate of duty made under this Order in Council, shall be laid before 
the State Council at its next meeting after the promulgation thereof for 
confirmation. 


¢ 
PROPOSED RULES. 


1. In construing these rules the following words and expressions shall 
have the meanings hereafter assigned to them, except when inconsistent 
with the context :— 


(a) “A mine” shall mean an alluvial working for tin ore on land 
granted for that purpose by the Government on a lease, an 


agreement for a lease, or other title. 
t 
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(b) “A lampan working” shall mean individual mining, commonly 
called “ fossicking.”” é 


() “A lampan license” is a license granted to an individual to 
fossick in a certain locality called a lampan field. 

(d) “A lampan field” is a defined area in which lampan work is 
sanctioned. 

(¢) “Hydraulic mining” (leris) consists of ground sluicing, as carried 
on by Malays in their ancestral mines or the more modern 
methods of hydraulic mining. 


CHAPTER I. 
Ordinary Alluvial Mining. 


2. Unless where there exists sufficient reason to allow a variation, the 
following rules shall be observed in opening new mines :— 


(a) The first paddock in a new mine shall be opened at the lowest 
point in the block, and the pump be tlfere erected. 

(b) In opening the first paddock it is necessary to make a spoil-bank 
of the overburthen, but all subsequent overburthen shall be 
thrown behind the miners into an existing excavation, care 
being taken to keep a drain clear from the working face to the 
pump-well. 


(c) A working face shall be opened right across the block of land and 
continued until the whole block is worked. 


It will be sufficient reason for not following the rules laid down in this 
section if it can be shown that part of the land is so poor that it would not 
pay to work it, or that, from the shape of the block, the working face would 
be disproportionate to the size of the block. 


It is occasionally allowable to subdivide large concessions and to sub- 
lease the parts to different parties, who work each part as a separate 
mine, but before this is permitted a map or maps, showing the manner 
in which it is proposed to subdivide the concession must be submitted 
to the Registrar of Mines in Larut, or district Magistrate in other districts, 
for his approval, and his consent in writing must be first obtained before 
any such subdivision can be allowed, and when such subdivision is sanctioned 
each part shall be subject to rule 2 hereof as if it were a separate mine. 


3. It frequently happens that miners are working on a false bottom. 
To prevent this it is the duty of the Inspector of Mines to bore through the 
bottoms of all mines when they are other than rock. The miners shall be 
required to repay the cost of such borings when it is shown that the mine 
was being worked on a false bottom, and that a payable deposit of tin 
exists under it. 


4. In all cases of urgency which will not brook delay, the decision or 
order of the Inspector of Mines on the spot shall be binding orythe party 
affected pending reference to the Registrar of Mines in Larut, or District 
Magistrate in other districts, or other Officer acting in that behalf. 


5. If in the opinion of the Registrar of Mines in Larut, or District 
Magistrate in other districts, any miner is not working in a good and work- 
manlike manner, and that the result of his so doing tends to cause risk to 
life or property, or if, in his opinion, the mine is not being worked to the 
best advantage, and all the available ore is not being won, and the land 

’ 
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is such that the difficulty or expense of winning the said ore by another 
miner is increased, the Registrar of Mines in Larut, or District Magistrate 
in other districts, shall, by a notice in writing, order the said miner to do, or 
cease from doing, the thing complained of. 


CHAPTER II. 
Individual Mining (Lampan Working.) 


6. Lampan working is prohibited on all Government reserves except 
as hereinafter provided, and in private mines, unless specially sanctioned by 
the terms of the concession. 


7. It shall be lawful for the Registrar of Mines in Larut, or District 
Magistrate in other districts, to mark off certain localities as lampan fields. 
These lampan fields are to be localities not suitable for ordinary alluvial 
mining, such as worked-out mining land, almost inaccessible places in the 
mountains, the beds of streams, or places in which, in the opinion of the 
said Registrar of Mines in Larut, or said District Magistrate in other 
districts, no injury or obstruction will be done or caused to either State or 
private mines, lands, or other property. 


8. The boundary of each lampan field shall be distinctly defined so. 
that both the lampan workers and the Officers of the Land, Mines, or Police 
Departments can ascertain, without difficulty, whether a man is working 
outside the limits or not, and, where possible, a map, or, if that is impossible, 
a written description of the boundaries of each lampan field in a district, 
shall be exhibited in a conspicuous, place in the District Land Office; and 
where there are divisional Magistrates a map, or description of the lampan 
fields in the division, shall also be exhibited in the office of the divisional 
Magistrate. All such maps or descriptions shall be exhibited in such a 
manner that the Officers of the Land, Mines, and Police Departments and 
lampan licensees can inspect them. 


9. All persons working larfipan must have a lampan license, which is 
available for six months, and for which a fee of $5 is payable. This license 
the lampan worker should always have on his person when working, and must 
produce it when called on to do so by any Officer of the Land, Mines, or 
Police Departments. 


10. Each lampan license shall state for what lampan field it is issued,. 
and a license shall not permit work on more than one lampan field. 


11. A lampan license is not transferable. 


12. If at any time the Registrar of Mines in Larut, or District 
Magistrate in other districts, shall consider it advisable to close a lampan 
field, it shall be lawful for him to do so by.a notice in the Government 
Gazette, and the licensees shall be entitled to have the fees for any license 
thereby cancelled refunded, but shall be entitled to no other compensation. 


13. Breach of any of the regulations contained in sections 6, 9, 10 and 
11, or diéegard of the lawful order of the Inspector of Mines or other 
Officer in that behalf relating to the diverting of water, disposal of tailings, 
or in any way injuring or trespassing on any State or private mine, land or 
other property by individual miners (lampan workers) shall render the 
offending licensee liable, on conviction before any Magistrate, to a fine not 
exceeding $25, or imprisonment of either description for one month or to. 
both, and in addition to the above or any penalty he may incur in either 
a Civil or Criminal Court to forfeiture of his license. 


( ‘ 
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14. Nothing in the foregoing rules shall be taken as applying to 
ancestral mines. 

CHAPTER IIT. 
Hydraulic Mining (Leris.) 

15. Hydraulic mining, being the most economical method of mining, 
should not only be allowed but encouraged, provided no injury to property 
is thereby done. To guard against this, no hydraulic mining is allowed 
unless the following conditions have been complied with :— 

(a) The sanction of the British Resident shall be first obtained, and 
shall constitute one of the conditions ou which the concession is 
granted. 

(b) Tailing shall not be allowed to flow on to unworked stanniferous 
land, nor on to land alienated for agricultural or other purposes, 
or which it is desirable to preserve. 

If there is any doubt as to whether the land is stanniferous on to 
which tailings are being run, or on to which it is proposed to run them, 
borings should be made by the Inspector of Mines or other Officer in that 
behalf to prove the land, at the cost of the person so running or proposing 
to run his tailings. 

Sand and stones, which constitute the hurtful part of tailings, can in 
most cases be stopped by the erection of wicker screens, while the water 
and light sediment, which, in small quantity, does no harm, passes into 
streams or on to reserved land. The District Magistrate must exercise 
great caution as to whether hydraulic mining can be allowed by taking 
these or other precautions, as it is on his report, as a rule, that the British 
Resident will decide whether permission for hydraulic mining will be 
granted or withheld. 

16. The rule for hydraulic mining shall apply to ancestral mines. 


s 

17. It shall be lawful for the Registrar of Mines in Larut, or District 
Magistrate in other districts, either to inflict a fine not exceeding $2,000 or 
to stop any miner working if the said miner shall fail to comply with any 
order given under sections 2, 4,5 and 15 of these rules, or shall fail to 
appeal either to the District or Residency Court against the said order 
within the period specified for the carrying out of the same, and further, at 
the end of the said period, if ithe said order be not obeyed or appealed 
against, it shall be lawful for the British Resident or any Court of competent 
jurisdiction to determine the title to the said mine, after which the miner 
or any one on his behalf found on the said land or mine shall be liable to 
be treated as a trespasser, provided always that such miner and his servants 
shall be allowed reasonable facilities to remove all live stock, tools, moveable 
plant, and metal or ore that may have been already won by his efforts. 
The said British Resident or Court of competent jurisdiction shall deter- 
mine what, if any, compensation shall be paid to the such dispossessed 
miner, or may refer the question of compensation to arbitration, and the 
said compensation may take the form of a sum of money or a trivute to be 
paid by the successor of the dispossessed miner. 

18. Any order or notice given by the Registrar of Mines in Larut, or 
District Magistrate in other districts, uAder sections 2, 5 and 15 of these 
rules shall be in writing, and shall state a time (not less than one calendar 
month) in which it is to be complied with, and shall be served on the 
registered owner or manager of the mine, either personally or by affixing a 
copy of it on some conspicuous place on the said mine, or on some of the 


buildings appertaining thereto.

DRAFT REGULATIONS FOR LEASES FOR MINING IN THE STATE OF PERAK. 
Interpretation Clause. 


1. Inconstruing these regulations the following words and expressions 
shall have the meanings hereinafter assigned to them except where incon- 
sistent with the context :— 


(a) “His Highness the Sultan” shall mean the Sultan of Perak 
for the ttme being, his heirs and successors. 


(b) “The Resident” shall mean the British Resident in the State 
of Perak for the time being or other person for the time 
being acting as the British Resident. 


(c) “The Commissioner of Lands” shall mean the State Commis- 
sioner of Lands for the State. 

(d) “ District Magistrate ” shall mean the Collector and Magistrate 
or other Chief Civil Officer administering a district in the 
State. . 

(e) “ Land Officer ” shall mean the Financial Officer in any district 
Land Office whose duty it is to collect Land Revenue. ~ 

(f) “The Inspector of Mines”’ shall mean any officer appointed 
by the Governntent to supervise mining and to see that 
these regulations are observed. 

(g) “The lease’ shall mean a lease for mining applied for under 
these regulations. 

(h) “The land” shall mean the land both on and below the 
surface proposed to be included in the lease; and the 
‘surface land ”’ only that portion of the surface of the land 
proposed to be included in the lease. 

() ‘The application” shall mean the application for a mining lease 
left with the Commissioner of Lands in the district of Larut, 
or the District Magistrate in other districts, under these 
regulations, and the expressions “ previous to,” “ after, ’’ 
or “before” the application and the like, shall mean, 
“ previous to,” “after,” or ‘“ before” the time when the 
application for a lease is left with the said Commissioner of 
Lands in Larut or the said District Magistrate in other 

ee districts. 

(j) “The applicant” shall mean any person or persons, corpo- 
rate company or corporate companies, or other legally 
constituted association applying or entitled to apply for a 
mining lease under these regulations. 

(t) The singular number shall include the plural, and the plural 
the singular. 

(1) The calculation of “ days” for doing any act shall be exclusive 
of Sundays, Good Friday, and Christmas Day. 

¢ 
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2. All leases under these regulations shall be designated Mining 
Leases, and the area of the land shall be for the several minerals mentioned 
below, as follows :— 


For gold an area of not exceeding thirty acres, and in case of a lode not 
less than one hundred yards or more than six hundred yards along the lode, 
with a width of not less than fifty yards nor more than two hundred yards 
across the lode. 


For working coal an area not more than six hundred and forty acres. 


For all other metals and minerals whatsoever an area not more than 
two hundred acres. 


3. All applications under these regulations shall be made to the 
Commissioner of Lands in Larut or the District Magistrate in other districts, 
and shall specify the metal or mineral intended to be comprised in the lease, 
and whether it is for alluvial or lode mining. 


As soon as an application for a mining lease has been’ made to the 
Commissioner of Lands in Larut or the District Magistrate in other districts, 
either in person or by letter, the Land Officer shall enter, or cause to be 
entered, in a book kept for that purpose, a note of such application, 
numbered in order, stating the day and hour when the same was received, 
the name of the applicant, the situation of the land and the area applied for, 
and inform the applicant of the steps it is necessary for him to take in 
compliance with Rule 5 of these Regulations. ; 


4. In the case of all applications for lands for lode mining and for an 
area exceeding 25 acres for alluvial mining, the Commissioner of Lands in 
Larut, or the District Magistrate in other districts, shall not proceed to take 
the steps prescribed by these regulations before he shall receive the 
direction of the Resident to that effect. Such directions shall be applied 
for by the Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the District Magistrate in 
other districts, to the Resident, who shall ‘be at liberty to refuse or grant 
such direction as he may see proper, and if he shall refuse such direction 
the application shall be deemed to have been abandoned; but if he shall 
grant the same he shall direct the said Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or 
the said District Magistrate in other districts to proceed, and the application 
shall thereupon be proceeded with as by these regulations directed. 

Requirements Preliminary tu Application. 
5. The applicant shall apply for a mining lease in the manner 


prescribed by these regulations, and within seven days after the application 
is granted he must do the following things :— 


(a) Erect hard wood posts of not less than two fect six inches above the 
ground, as faras circumstances and occupiers will permit, to 
define accurately the boundaries and angles of the land, such posts 
to be painted red, and to be kept so erected and painted until the 
termination of the proceedings under these regulations, and in 
case the application is for mining other than alluvial the 
applicant shall also, as far as possible, define, by erectmg posts 
painted white, the area of surface land for which he applies. 

(b) Post a notice, in the different languages usually spoken in the 
district, on the land, and alsd on the nearest Police Station, 
Mosque, or Penghulu’s balei in the form marked A in the 
schedule hereto. 

(c) Give to every person occupying the land, or having any rights on 
or under the land, or any part thereof, a similar notice. 


1 
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(d) Deposit with the Land Officer a sum to cover the expenses of 
demarcation and survey, which shall be estimated at double the 
survey fees prescribed by the General Land Regulations of 
1885, to be dealt with as hereinafter provided. 


The Application for the Lease. 


6. Not less than six days after the notices required by rule 5 have 
been posted and served, the Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the 
District Magistrate in other districts, shall direct the Inspector of Mines to 
visit and examine the land and report if there is any objection to the 
granting of the lease, and at the same time warn any person having any 
claim to any of the land so applied for to appear before the said Commis- 
sioner of Lands in Larut, or the said District Magistrate in other districts, 
on a day fixed beforehand by the said Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or 
the said District Magistrate in other districts, or other Officer deputed 
for that purpose, and have his claim settled. 


7. As soon as possible after the settling of any claim referred to in 
the last. clause, or before, if he shall see fit, the Commissioner of Lands in 
Larut, or the District Magistrate in other districts, shall cause the land to be 
surveyed. 


8. Any claims to land for which a lease has been applied for, or 
objection to the granting of the same, shall be taken down in writing in a 
book kept in the Land Office, and called the “Claim Book,” and every 
registered owner or occupier of any land in the State shall be entitled to be 
compensated by the applicant for any buildings or improvements, or both, 
made by him, or some one under whom he claims, on the land; and unless 
the applicant and such claimant shall agree on the amount of such 
compensation the claimant shall make a claim to the Commissioner of 
Lands in Larut, or the District Magistrate in other districts, who shall 
determine the same, and also as to whether such claimant is in lawful 
occupation of the land, or any part thereof, at such time and place as he 
shall appoint, of which one clear day’s notice shall be given to the applicant 
and claimant. 


9. The Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or District Magistrate in 
other districts, shall, at the time and place appointed (whether or not the 
applicant and claimant, or one or neither, shall attend), proceed to enquire 
into the matter of the claim, and shall, as soon as practicable thereafter, 
make his award in respect of such claimants as shall appear to him to be 
entitled to compensation, a memorandum of such award, or if the said Commis- 
sioner of Lands in Larut, or the said District Magistrate in other districts is 
of opinion that the claimant is not entitled to compensation, a memorandum 
to that effect shall be recorded in the claim book. 


10. The Commissioner of Lands in Larut, and the District Magistrate 
in other districts, shall not register the lease, although the same may have 
been executed, unless and until the said Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or 
the said District Magistrate in other districts, has been satisfied that the 
applicantylas paid, or satisfied, or tendered, the compensations agreed or 
awarded (as the case may be) to be paid to such claimants as shall occupy 
the land, or any part thereof, contained in the proposed lease. 

11. Leases shall be grantéd according to priority of application 
(unless there be reasons for a different course, of which the Resident shall 
be judge), and the priority of application shall be determined according to 
the time at which each application shall have been received, as noted in the 
application book, and in case of one or more applications for the same land, 


( 
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or any part thereof, at the same time, it shall be in the absolute discretion 
of the Resident which application (if any) shall be granted. 


For all areas of land which it is allowable for the Commissioner of 
Lands in Larut, or the District Magistrate in other districts, to grant, if more 
than one person or company apply for the same land, and in the opinion of 
the said Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the said District Magistrate in 
other districts, one is not entitled to precedence over the other under these 
regulations, or any Government reserve for which the said Commissioner of 
Lands in Larut, or the said District Magistrate in other districts, has 
reason to believe there is likely to be competition for, the said Commissioner 
of Lands in Larut, or the said District Magistrate in other districts, shall have 
such land marked off as directed in clause 5, sub-section (a), and, as far as 
he conveniently can, by boring or other means, have the quantity and 
quality of the metals or minerals in the said land proved, and shall then sell 
the right to mine the same by public auction, having first advertised the 
same for at least one month by having notices in the different languages 
commonly spoken in the district posted on the dand, and on the nearest 
Court-house, police station, mosque, Penghulv’s balei or other public places 
or buildings in the neighbourhood, stating the date of the sale, and that all 
information relating to the said land can be obtained at the Land Office of 
the district in which the said land is situated, and by publishing a notice to 
the same effect in at least the two consecutive members of the Government 
Gazette published immediately preceding the date of sale. 


12. The lease to be issued by His Highness the Sultan to the appli- 
cant shall be in the form and to the effect and shall contain the reser- 
vations, covenants, and provisoes set out in schedules hereto, or with 
such modifications and additions as the circumstances of the case may 
require, or as the Resident shall think proper. 


13. The rents and royalties to be* reserved shall be as follows :—- 
Rent at the rate of one dollar ($1) per acre or part of an acre, or such other 
rate as shall be in force in the State at the time of issue of the lease; 
and royalty (and duty) at such rate as shall be notified from time to time by 
notification published in the Government Gazette, or as shall have been 
specially agreed upon at the time of executing the lease. This royalty 
and duty to be payable at the mine, or at the port of export, or at 
such other places in the State as the Resident may from time to time 
direct. 


14. The Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the District Magistrate 
in other districts, shall have power in the case of alluvial mines of not more 
than 25 acres in extent, and the Resident in the case of all mines, at 
any time during the progress of the application and before the lease shall be 
registered, to declare, by writing under his hand, that the application 
is abandoned, and any lease executed, but not registered, is void, and there- 
upon a notice shall be published in the Gover ument Gazette to the effect that 
“The ats Meaning him) “has abandoned the application, dated. 
day of .18 , for a mining lease of the 
(descr: ibing it as in the application), or that “the lease, dated the 
CayiO8 Sse oh ee, eee 18, between His Highness the Sultan eae 
(the applican 5) “of ‘the land” (describing it as in the lease) “is void,” 
the case may be, and such notice in the Gazette shall be conclusive Bailes 
in all Courts of Law and other judicatures of such declaration having 
been made, and that such application was abandoned, or such lease void, as 
the case may be, as from the date of such notice in the Gazette, and there- 
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upon the land shall be open as if no application for a lease, or the lease 
so declared void had ever been made. 

15. A similar notice to that mentioned in the last preceding rule shall 
be published in the Gazette in every case where by these regulations the 
applicant is stated to have abandoned or to be deemed to have abandoned 
his application, or the lease is stated to be void or to be deemed to be void, 
or when the penalty of forfeiture, prov:ded in any mining lease, has been 
incurred, and such notice in the Gazette shall be conclusive evidence in all 
Courts of Law and other judicatures that the application was abandoned 
or the lease void, as the case may be, from the date of such notice, and the 
land shall thereupon be open as if no application for a lease, or the lease so 
declared void had ever been made. 

16. The first year’s rent reserved on the lease shall be deemed to 
have accrued on the day of the date of the lease, and shall be paid before 
the lease is registered ; and each subsequent year’s rent shall accrue due on 
the lst day of January of each subsequent year, and shall be paid, without 
demand, in advance, into the Land Office of the district in which the land is. 
situated. 

17. The application and all the plans, reports, objections (if any), 
evidence, and all other papers and writings relating to the application, shall 
be filed by the Land Officer with the claim book in the strong room of the 
District Land Office. 

REGISTRATION. 

18. The lease, when executed, and every assignment, sub-lease, 
mortgage, or incumbrance thereof, or any part or parts of the premises 
comprised therein, shall be registered, and every power of attorney so 
authorized by rule 21 shall be filed in the manner provided by law for the 
registration and filing of similar instruments relating to land in the State, 
and the fees to be paid on such registration and filing, and the duties and 
liabilities of the persons conducting the same, shall be the same as in force 
for other land in the State. : 

MISCELLANEOUS RULES. 

19. An applicant may at any time withdraw his application, by giving 
notice to the Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the District Magistrate in 
other districts, to that effect, and thereupon such application shall be deemed 
to be abandoned. 

20. If any party or parties in whom the legal interest in the term 
granted by the lease as issued by His Highness the Sultan, shall, for the 
time being be vested, shall be desirous of working and winning additional 
metals or minerals than those specified in the lease, and which may be 
found in the land comprised in such lease, he or they shall apply to the 
Resident through the Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the District 
Magistrate in other districts, for a license so to do, and, if granted, such 
license shall be at the rents and royalties as provided for in section 13 
hereof, or with such modifications and additions as the Resident shall think 
fit. 

21. K the applicant is out of the State, he may comply with these 
regulations, or any part of them, by his attorney, and if by attorney, such 
attorney shall be constituted by the execution of a power of attorney for 
that purpose in the form or to the effect set out in Schedule hereto 
annexed, or in such other form as shall, in the opinion of the Commissioner 
of Lands, be sufficient for the purpose, and such attorney shall be bound to 
comply with these regulations in all respects as the applicant would have 
been if personally present. Such power shall be registered as provided by 
the regulations for registerjng dealings with land. 
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22. If the lessee or lessees of any lease issued under these regulations, 
his or their successors, executors, administrators, or transferees, shall 
commit a breach of any of the covenants of such lease, it shall be lawful for 
any person to apply to the Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the District 
Magistrate in other districts, in the form set out in schedule __......... hereto, 
and if such application shall be made, and the person or persons so applying 
shall lodge with the Land Officer of the district in which the land so leased 
is situated the sum of $50 for costs, the Resident may, if he think fit, 
instruct the Commissioner of Lands in Larnt, or the District Magistrate in 
other districts, to hold a public enquiry concerning the alleged breach, 
provided always that if the Inspector of Mines, in his official capacity, or 
other officer appointed in that behalf, shall apply, no deposit shall be 
required. 


23. The Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the District Magistrate 
in other districts, shall give such notice to the parties as he shall think 
necessary, and, in failure of either party to attend, he shall proceed ex-parte, 
and in such inquiry shall hear and examine the parties and their witnesses, 
and make a report thereon to the Resident; and on such hearing the said Com- 
missioner of Lands in Larut, or the said District Magistrates in other districts, 
may allow, in his discretion, to the lessees, or lessee, their or his successors, 
executors, administrators or transferees, costs not exceeding $50, to be taken 
out of the deposit made by the person or persons so applying as aforesaid. 


24. If the Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the District Magistrate 
in other districts, shall be of opinion that any breach of any of the 
covenants or conditions of the lease has been committed, and that the lease 
should be forfeited, he shall submit the matter for the judgment and deter- 
mination of the Resident. 


25. If the Resident shall declare the lease to be void, it shall be law- 
ful for him, but subject to the claims of any creditor or creditors, to grant 
to the person or persons so applying, a lease of the whole or any portion of 
the land held under the determined lease, for such term, not exceeding 
SE OE vee oike , as the Resident shall think fit, or in the case 
the Inspector of Mines be the applicant, it shall be lawful for the Resident 
to declare that either part or the whole of the said land revert to the State, 
and as regards such land, the lease shall determine. 


26. In the event of: the lease being declared void, the former lessecs 
may, at any time within 40 days after the publication of the declaration 
of the same in the Grovernment Gazette, remove any plant, machinery, 
engines, or tools on the land so held under the determined lease, but not 
timber used in and for supporting the shafts, drives, galleries, or adits in 
the mine. 

27. When an application under rule 22 of these regulations has been 
referred to the Commissioncr of Lands in Larut, or to the District Magistrate 
in other districts, the said Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or the said 
District Magistrate in other districts, shall also enquire respecting the value 
to the applicant, other than the Inspector of Mines, making such application 
for any work and labour then done on, or within, or beneath the leased land 
and premises which, in the opinion of thg said Commissioner of Lands in 
Larut, or of the said District Magistrate in other districts, is available for, or 
necessary to any future mining operations; and in case the lease shall be 
forfeited and declared void, the said applicant making the said application 
under rule 22 of these regulations shall not receive a lease for the land 
applied for until he shall have deposited with the Land Officer, for 
payment to the person or persons entitled to the former lease, the amount 
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found by the said Commissioner of Lands in Larut, or by the said District 
Magistrate in other districts, as the value of the said work and labour. 
Provided that no sum shall be allowed or paid for any such work or labour 
in any case where it is proved, to the satisfaction of the said Commissioner 
of Lands in Larut, or of the said District Magistrate in other districts, that 
the lessee, or lessees, his, or their executors, administrators, or transferees, 
have neglected to fulfil the covenants of thelease for a period of 12 months 
previous to the said application having been made.

Tin Mining Company’s concession, and afterwards I accompanied him to 
Ulu Selama. 

4. The Curator and State Geologist also paid the district a visit, and 
remained from the 28th September till 1st October.

7. On account of floods, I have been obliged to stop river clearing, but 
the felling on the banks is still in progress.

No. 573.—Krian Montuty Report ror October. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT,

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of 
October. 


2. The Honourable Resident Councillor, Penang, visited Krian on the 
Ist, and returned to Nebong Tebal on the following day. 


3. On the 9th I went to Gula with Inspector McKeon to hold an 
inquest on the body of a Kling coolie who had been killed by a crocodile. 
A second case occurred a few days afterwards, when a Chinaman was 
knocked off the bows of a sampan near Kurau and taken by a crocodile, 
his remains being found in the river the next day. 


4. The Resident visited Bagan Serai on the 11th on his way from 
Penang, ahd returned to Larut after a couple of hours’ shooting. 


5. A Chinese prisoner escaped from a working gang on the 24th, and 
swam across the river into Kedah, but was recaptured immediately after- 
wards by the Inspector, who received prompt assistance from the Kedah 


Police. j 
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6. Heavy rain during the last few weeks has made the main road to 
Bagan Serai almost impassable for gharies. The branch roads, on which 
there is less traffic, are in better condition, except in places which have 
been flooded, and which should be raised next year. 


7. The padi crops look exceedingly healthy, and the padi borer has so 
far scarcely made its appearance at all. The crops round the coast are 
somewhat backward, as the want of rain early in the season delayed 
planting out, and the bendangs are now suffering from the other extreme. 
There is no doubt that when the supply of water for irrigation can be 
properly regulated the benefit will be great.

No. 574.—Kinta Montuaty Report ror Ocroser. 


To tae Secretary TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAaIPING. ‘ 

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for October. 

1. Mr. Mitchell has erected a stamping battery at Batu Gajah for 
crushing slag from the tin mines. It works well, but it has yet to be 
proved whether it will pay or not. If it does, it will be an excellent thing 
for the district, ay the Chinese method of treating slag is so primitive that 
a very large proportion of the tin smelted locally is lost. 


2. On the 6th a prisoner who was being brought from Papan to Batu 
Gajah attempted to escape, and was shot dead by the Police escort. The 
coroner’s enquiry resulted in a verdict of justifiable homicide. 


8. I visited Tanjong Toh Allang on the 7th. There are hardly a 
hundred Chinese left, and the village is in ruins. It isa great pity, as the 
mining land is as good as any in Kinta, but bad mining by the towkays and 
the stoppage of advances from Penang have shut up all the mines in 
the neighbourhood. 

4. On the 10th I visited the lode workings in charge of Mr. Stallard 
at Lahat. His company are now sinking a shaft, but have not got down 
very far yet. The lode is not clearly defined, but so far there is plenty of 
good lode stuff, which averages 5 per cent of tin. 

5. On the 12th and 13th I sat with Toh Muda Wahab and tried seven 
of the Chinese arrested in the Tronoh gang robbery case. The evidence 
was Clear against the whole seven, and they were sentenced to seven years’ 
rigorous imprisonment each. 


6. On the night of the 14th a prisoner escaped from the Batu Gajah 
gaol, and has not been re-arrested. As he had a pair of heavy leg irons on 
there is no doubt he must have had assistance from inside, and one of the 
warders has been charged with abetting his escape. 

7. On the 18th a second Gymkhana meeting was held at Batu Gajah, 
which went off very succesfnlly. . 

8. On the 20th Ah Kai, agent for the new farm, called on me. He 
states that the value of farm stock taken over from the old farm amounts 
to $31,460 instead of $26,000, as was at first estimated. 

9. On the 22nd Mr. Treacher, Secretary to Government, arrived, 
and the next day he and Toh Muda Wahab tried, the two Malay constables 
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charged with the murder of another Malay at Batu Gajah. Both prisoners 
were sentenced to death. 

10. On the 24th Mr. Treacher returned to Kuala Kangsa, visiting the 
Kamuning coffee estate on the way. The estate has made great progress 
since Haster. 

11. On the 29th the Assistant Magistrate, Ipoh, reported that four 
Klings had been asphyxiated in a well some three miles from Ipoh, the 
evening before. The District Surgeon went out, and reported that death 
resulted from asphyxiation by carbonic oxide gas. I issued notices calling 
the attention of natives to the danger of going down deep wells of this sort 
without first testing their safety by lowering lights into them. 

12. The Malays have a legend that some years ago some Malays 
digging a mine in this neighbourhood were struck dead by hantus. No 
doubt they lost their lives in the same manner as the Klings. 


13. There have again been several cases of gang and highway robbery 
during the month. The present patrol system does not appear to exercise 
a sufficient check on crime of this description. 

14. The tin and charcoal duty for the month amounts to $47,421.61, 
against $46,321.43 in October, 1889—over $1,100 increase, in spite of the 
duty being reduced from $12 to $10 a bhara.

To THe SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT,

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for September. 
2. On the 7th I went to Teluk Anson, and next day, accompanied by 
Mr. F. W. Brewster, the Datoh Raja Mahkota, and Raja Musa, went up 
river to Kampong Gajah to see and examine the candidates for the vacant 
Penghuluship of that mukim. 
* * * * * * 
4. During the night of the 9th a Chinese market gardener named 
Hoh Choi was killed. He was stabbed in the stomach, and died within half 
an hour. No clue was obtained as to the perpetrators of the deed. 


5. Op Sunday, the 14th, a bear was reported to be in the patch of 
jungle behind the Hospital, and several of the local sportsmen went out to 
shoot it, but a Chinaman was beforehand, and went into the jungle armed 
with an axe, and killed the bear before their arrival. 


6. I went to Tapa on the 15th to see the State Auditor, and returned 
to Teluk Anson on the 17th to meet His Excellency the Acting Governor, 
who, accompanied by the Hon. the Auditor-General, Dr. Elhs, Captain 
Massey, A.D.C., Mr. Berrington, Private sew aaly and Mr. F. T. Thorold, 
arrived in the Sea Belle peony 1 p.m. 
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7. His Excellency landed at 5 p.m., and was received by the officers 
of the district, and a guard of honour was drawn up in front of the landing- 
stage. Having inspected the town, the Hospital, Gaol, &c., His Excellency 
returned to the Sea Belle at 6.30. 


8. At 6 am. on the 18th His Excellency and suite landed and 
proceeded to Durien Sabatang, where they embarked in the Speedy and the 
pinnace, and went to Bander, from which point the journey was continued. 
in river boats. 

9. A stop was made at Bander Bharu to visit the cemetery, in which 
Mr. Birch and several other Europeans are buried. 

10. Passir Salak was reached at noon. The obelisk and the fort 
of the late Maharajah Lela were inspected, and at 1.380 p.m. the Acting 
Governor and party left for Teluk Anson, where they arrived at 5 p.m., and 
at 6 the Sea Belle sailed for Penang.

12. On the 26th, accompanied by the District Surgeon, I went to . 
Tapa, and on the 28th visited Chumor. The people are anxiously looking 
for rain, as they have not been able to work their mines for nearly two 
months owing to want of water.

5. On the 13th a sepoy on his way up from Teluk Anson was taken 
ill on the road and was found by some passers-by, who brought him 
into Tapa. He was found to be suffering from cholera. 

6. He died early next morning. Two or three cases of cholera were 
reported from Teluk Anson, and a few cases occured in the neighbouthood 
of Tapa during the next few days.

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9. The Secretary to Government arrived in the Mena on the 21st, and 
left in the Speedy for Kinta the following morning. 

. 10. On the 26th I left in the Rapid for Pangkor, went on to Lumut, 
where I landed and called on the District Officer, and reached S’tiawan 
in the afternoon. : 

11. The next day I visited the new school, which has already 48 boys 
on the register, and then went on to Batu Tiga to see the new Masjid. 

At the Batu Tiga end of the Bota road some people from Papan are 
planting pepper and coffee.

14. The following morning I left with Mr Berkeley for Bagan Datoh, 
where we picked up a large buoy, which was formerly at the sandbank at 
the Kuala Perak, and towed it towards Kuala Bernam, where it is to be laid.

16. On the 29th we steamed up to Saba, and I visited some gardens 
on our side of the river; amongst them is a very nice nutmeg plantation, the 
trees look very healthy, and are full of fruit.

1. The Council meets at 11 a.m. pursuant to summons. 

2. An Order in Council, * No. 11, relating to the Constitution and 
Powers of Criminal and Civil Courts, is submitted to the Council and 
approved. ; 

8. The Council considers the case of Private Buta, convicted of the 
murder of Sergeant Sant Singh on the 28th July, 1890, at Taiping, and 
sentenced to death by the Residency Court. 

The sentence of the Court is confirmed, and ordered to be carried out 
in the Taiping Prison on the 7th October, 1890. 

4. The Council considers a petition from a number of Chinese 
merchants and miners of Larut praying that the Government will reconsider 
the case of Kong Pow and Lee Lok, convicted of the murder of Ching Choi, 
at Taiping, on the 20th July, 1890, and sentenced to death by the Residency 
Court. 

After some discussion, the Council decides to commute the gentence to 
10 years’ rigorous imprisonment. oe 

5. The Resipent informs the Council that it has been found necessary 
to make additional rules for executing transfers and charges in respect of 
land, and submits a draft of an Order in Council No. 12, which is passed 
unanimously. 


* Order in Council No. 11, entitled Constitution and Powers of Criminal and Civil Courts, has been 
already published, vido Government Gazette No. 28 of October 17th, 1890, page 659. 


, 
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6. Correspondence relating to compulsory vaccination is laid before 
the Council, and a draft Order in Council No. 18, based on the Straits 
Settlements Ordinance No. 19 of 1888, is submitted by the Resident. 


The Order is passed, after some discussidn as to the age of those to 
whom the rules should be made applicable. 

7. An Order in Council No. 14, for the Encouragement of Bendang 
Cultivation is considered and passed by the Council. 

8. The RxsipENr points oat the necessity of making Regulations for 
preventing the introduction into the State of infectious and contagious 
diseases, and submits an Order in Council No. 15, which is passed 
unanimously by the Council. 

9. The Resipent submits a draft Order in Council No. 16 confirming 
Rules for the Gambling, Spirit and Pawnbroking Farms in the State, and 
informs the Council that, with the exception of a few additions, found 
necessary by experience, and some improvements in the arrangement and 
wording, the rules differ in no essential respect from those now in force. 

The Order is passed unanimously. 


10. The advisability of adopting the Straits Settlements Encroach- 
ment Ordinance is considered, and, after some discussion, the Council decides 
to allow the matter to stand over for the present. 

11. It is decided that the remainder of the sentence of Abdulrahim, 
who was sentenced in June, 1888, to three years’ rigorous imprisonment 
for criminal breach of trust, be remitted, in consideration of the good 
service formerly rendered to Government by the prisoner. 

Ordered accordingly. 


12. The appointment of Haji Ismail, on six months’ probation, to 
the Penghuluship of Kampong Gajah, rendered vacant by the death of 
Penghulu Jaffar, is approved of by the Council. 

Ordered accordingly. 


13. The Council concurs with the Resident in the opinion that 
Mahomed Isa, son of the late Mantri, has the best claims to the Penghulu- 
ship of Bukit Gantang, vice Pandak Abdullah deceased, and orders that he 
be appointed, on a salary of $50 a month. 


Ordered accordingly. 


14. An Order in Council No. 17, with regard to the use of fusible 
plugs in steam boilers, is adopted by the Council. 

15. Licenses to prospect for tin land in Ulu Bruas having recently 
been applied for, and as it is well known that the land in that neighbour- 
hood contains rich deposits, the Resident considers it advisable to appoint 
a Malay as katuah or krani, to see that the tin duty is paid and the mining 
properly carried on. 


The Restpent proposes that Haji Amin Udin be appointed, on probation 
for six months, on a salary of $300 per annum. 

This % approved by the Council and ordered accordingly. 

16.. A successor to Toh Domba, Penghulu of Sungei Raia, who 


retires on account of his old age and infirmities, which render him unfit for 
the post he now occupies, is then discussed. 


Finally, the Council agrees and orders that Ngah Durani bin Toh 
Muda Sator and Che Wahab bin Toh Domba be appointed joint Penghulus 
of Sungei Raia on salaries of $360 per annum each and no “ chabut.” 
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17. A letter from Penghulu Mat Yassim, applying for an increase to 
his salary, is read to the Council. 

On the grounds that Mat Yassim has held the office of Penghulu for 
about 13 years, and his work is favourably reported on, the Council orders 
that his salary be increased to $25 a month. 

18. The Council considers an application from Raja Mahmut bin Raja 
Abdulrahman for an increase of pension, and orders that the pension he is 
now drawing be raised to $25 a month. 

19. The salary of Raja Ismail bin Raja Mahomed Iskander, Krani 
and Penghulu of Kampar, is ordered by the Council to be raised to $25 a 
month. 

20... An increase of $10 2 month to his allowance is ordered by the 
Council to be granted to Raja Mahomed bin Almerhoum Bendhara Iskander, 
of Kampar.

The Council decides that there are grounds for granting this applica- 
tion, and consents to an increase of $300 a year to Raja Musah’s allowance. 

15. The Resipent lays on the table correspondence in which the 
Magistrate of Kuala Kangsa recommends the abolition of the Assistant 
Penghuluships in that district, on the grounds that these appointments are 
unnecessary, and the money provided for them, if added to that provided 
for the kraniships, would enable the Government to procure the services of 
educated and qualified kranis to collect the Land Revenue in the mukims, 
a duty which is now entrusted to men on small salaries, most of whom are 
in no way fitted to undertake such responsible work. 

His Hicuness rae Suntan is of opinion that the services of the present 
Assistant Penghulus cannot be dispensed with except for gross neglect of 
their duties, and that they should not be held responsible even for neglect, 
if it arises from ignorance only.

Passed by His Highness the Suuran of Perak in Council on the Ist day of 
October, 1890.

1. The State Surgeon shall be the Superintendent of Vaccination in 
Perak, and the District Surgeons Deputy Superintendents for their 
respective districts. 


2. The Resident may appoint such public Vaccinators and other 
subordinate Officers as he may deem necessary, and make rules for the 
effective working of this Order and for the isolation of persons suffering 
from small-pox or other infectious disease. 


8. Parents are required to take their children for vaccination to the 
Public Vaccinator of the district in which they may be residing as follows:— 


(a) Every child now in the State of the age of fourteen or under, 
not being already vaccinated, within six months of the coming 
into operation of this Order. 


(b) Every child which may hereafter be brought into the State of 
the age of fourteen years or under, not being already 
vaccinated, within three months of its arrival in the State. 


(c) Any child born in the State, within six months after its birth. 


4. Public Vaccinators are required to vaccinate all children brought 
to them for that purpose with all reasonable despatch. 
e 


5. The same day in the following week after the vaccination has been 
performed the parent shall take the child to the place directed by the Public 
Vaccinator to be inspected by the Deputy Superintendent of Vaccination, 
or other person authorized by him, to ascertain the result of the operation, 
and the Public Vaccinator may take from the child lymph for other 
vaccinations. 


6. If the vaccination is unsuccessful the parent shall, if directed by - 
the inspecting Officer, cause the child to be again vaccinated and inspected, 
as on the previous occasion. * 


7. <A record of all vaccinations shall be kept by the Deputy 
Superintendent of Vaccination in each district, and a copy thereof furnished 
by him monthly to the Superintendent of Vaccination, and a certificate of 
successful vaccination shall, upon request, be granted on payment of a fee 
of 12 cents. 


8. If a Deputy Superintendent of Vaccination considers that a child 
is not in a fit state to be successfully vaccinated he shall give the parent a 
certificate to that effect, which shall remain in force for two months, and 
shall be renewable for successive meriods of two months until the child is 
certified to be fit, when it shall be vaccinated as above provided. 


9. At the end of each successive period of two months the parent 
shall take the child to be examined by the Deputy Superintendent of 
Vaccination. : ; 
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10. The Deputy Superintendent of Vaccination shall give a certificate

to that effect in the case of any child who, after being three times vaccinated, %chid 


is found insusceptible of vaccination, or who has had small-pox, and such 
child shall thereafter not be required to be vaccinated. 


11. Any breach of Sections 3, 5, 6, and 9 of this Order shall, unless 
reasonable cause for such breach is shown, be punishable, on conviction 
before a Magistrate, with a penalty not exceeding $5, and the Magistrate 
may make an order directing the child concerned to be vaccinated within a 
certain time, and if the order is not complied with (except in the case of a 
child unfit for vaccination) the offender shall be liable, on conviction before 
a Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding $25. 


12. Any person who, without reasonable cause, neglects to 
anything that is required of him by this Order, or by Regulations framed 
by the Resident under this Order, shall be liable, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, where not otherwise specially provided, to a penalty not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars, or imprisonment of either description not exceed- 
ing six months, or both. : 


13. Every Public Vaccinator neglecting to perform any duty required 
of him by this Order, or by the Resident’s Regulations under this Order, 
shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, to a penalty not 
exceeding $10. 


14, Innoculation or the wilful attempt to produce small-pox in any 
child or person is prohibited, and shall be punishable, on conviction before 
a Magistrate, with a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, or 
imprisonment of either description not exceeding six months, or both. 


15. The word parent shall include any person having custody of a 
child, and to take a child shall include to cause to be taken. 


16. <Any District Magistrate may, at his discretion, by written pro- 


clamation, exempt any mukim in his distrtct from the provisions of Sections ¢ 


3, 5, 6, 8, and 9 of these Regulations, should he consider that the enforce- 
ment of the said sections will cause undue inconvenience to the people; 
provided that 
(a) Any child liable to vaccination under Section 3 shall be 
vaccinated when the Vaccinator visits the mukim, due notice 
being given beforehand by the Vaccinator of such intended 
visit. 
(0) Should the Vaccinator be able to re-visit any such mukim within 
a week or within two months after performing vaccination 
he shall give notice to the people, who shall be required in 
such case to comply with the aforesaid sections under the 
penalty laid down in Section 11 of this Order. 


17. Should the Vaccinator, without good cause, fail to re-visit any 
such mukim on the prescribed date, after having notified his intention of 
doing so, he shall be liable to the penalty provided in Section 18 of this 
Order. -

BENDANG CULTIVATION. 


Passed by His Highness the Sutran of Psrax in Council on the 1st day of 
October, 1890. 


F. A. SWETTENHAM, 
British Resident. 


Whereas, it is necessary to encourage the cultivation of Bendang land 
in the State, it is hereby ordered as follows :— 


1. From and after the 1st December, 1890, any registered owner 
of bendang land, or person holding under him, whose growing crops are 
damaged by fire or by vermin, notwithstanding the exercise of due and 
customary care and precaution on his part, shall be entitled to sue and 
recover damages from the owner of any adjoining or neighbouring bendang 
land, or person holding under him, who shall have neglected to clear and 
burn off his land, in the customary manner, should there be, in the opinion 
of the adjudicating Magistrate, reasonable grounds for the presumption that 
the damage occasioned by such fire or vermin is due, in whole or in part, 
to the omission so to clear and burn off such adjoining or neighbouring 
bendang land. 


2. Cases brought under this Order shall be heard and determined by 
a Magistrate of the first or second class, assisted by at least one native 
Magistrate or Penghulu. 


8. The word vermin shall mean and include pigs, rats, mice, and insects. 


4. In districts or sub-divisions of districts, when requested to do so 
in writing by a majority of two-thirds of the Penghulus, or of the padi 
planters, it shall be lawful for the District Magistrate to frame rules 
prescribing the dates on which‘ the various operations of planting and 
harvesting padi on bendang lands shall take place, and imposing penalties 
for breaches of such rules. 


5. Such rules, after being approved and confirmed by the British 
Resident, and after publication in the Government Gazette, and after being 
posted up, in the Malay language, for the space of a fortnight, on the 
mosque, or other conspicuous building or place in the villages affected 
thereby, shall have the force of Law for twelve months. 


6. Such rules shall deal with the following subjects, and no others: 


I. The dates on which nurseries, irrigation, planting out, 
fencing, and burning stubble shall be commenced and 
completed. 


II. The nature and dimension of the fences, if any, and the 
portion of each fence to be completed by each planter, 
where bendang fields are contiguous. 


Til. The temporary occupation of fallow or abandoned land.

QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION OF DISEASE. 


Passep by His Highness the Sunran of Perak in Council on the 1st day 
of October, 1890. 


F. A. SWETTENHAM, 
British Resident. 


Whereas it is expedient to empower the Government to make Regula- 
tions for preventing the introduction into the State of infectious and 
contagious diseases affecting either mankind or animals and for preventing 
such diseases when introduced from spreading in the State : 


It is hereby ordered as follows : 


1. (1)—The Orders in Council specified ia the Schedule hereto are 
hereby repealed, but this repeal shall not affect the past operation of those 
Orders or of any Order of the Government made thereunder or the validity 
or invalidity of anything done or suffered under those Orders before the 
passing hereof or interfere with the institution or prosecution of any pro- 
ceeding in respect of any offence committed or any penalty incurred 
against or under the said Orders or either of them. 


(2)—Notwithstanding this repeal every Government Order on the 
subject of quarantine and the prevention of disease shall continue and be 
as if this Order in Council had not been passed, but so that the same shall 
be as valid and may be revokéd altered or otherwise dealt with under 
this Order in Council as if it had been made under this Order in Council and 
any contravention or breach thereof of which after the passing of this 
Order in Council any person is guilty may be punished in like manner as if 
it were a contravention or breach of a rule or regulations made under this 
Order in Council. 


2. In this Order in Council and any rules made thereunder unless 
the context otherwise requires “ Cattle’? means bulls cows oxen buffaloes 
heifers and calves. ‘“ Animals” includes horses asses mules cattle dogs 
sheep goats and swine and any kind of four-footed beast. 

“ Fodder ” means grass or other substance commonly used for food for 
animals. 

“ Litter’ means straw or other substance commonly used for bedding 
or otherwise for or about animals. 

“* Disease ” means any kind of disease of an infectious or contagious 
nature dangerous to mankind or animals, and includes “leprosy”? and 
“abies ”’ but does not include any venereal disease. 

“ Diseased” means affected with disease. 

“ Carcase” means the carcase of an animal and includes part of a 
carcase, and the meat bones hide skin hoofs horns offal or other part 
of an animal separately or otherwise or any portions thereof. * 

3. The Government may from time to time make and when made 
revoke or vary such rules and regulations as may seem to the Government 
necessary or expedient for the purpose of preventing the introduction into 
the State of any disease and also of preventing the spread of any disease. 

4, The rules and regulations made under the last preceding Section 
may provide, amongst other things :

(iv.) for slaughtering with or without compensation as may be deemed 
expedient diseased animals or with compensation animals suspected of being 
diseased or having been in circumstances in which they were likely to have 
become infected with disease ; 

(v.) for prohibiting or regulating the movement of diseased animals 
or animals suspected of being diseased, and the removal of carcases, fodder, 
litter, dung and other things ; 4 


(vi.) for isolating all cases of disease whether in men or animals ; 


(vii.) for the removal of persons infected with disease to hospitals 
or other places for medical treatment and for their detention until they 
can be discharged with safety to the public ; 


(viii.) for the cleansing and disinfecting of houses buildings rooms 
and other places which have been occupied by any diseased person or 
animal or which are otherwise in an insanitary condition ; 


(ix.) for the disinfecting and if expedient destroying with or without 
compensation as may be -deemed expedient furniture clothing litter 
fodder and other articles which have been in contact with any diseased 
person or animal or which are reasonably suspected of being a vehicle for 
spreading disease ; 

(x.) for prescribing the conditions and regulations under and in 
accordance with which dogs may be kept and in particular the conditions 
and regulations under and in accordance with which they may be allowed 
to go abroad in public thoroughfares and for destroying dogs kept or 
allowed to go abroad otherwise than under and in accordance with such 
conditions and regulations ; : 


(xi.) for prescribing and regulating the seizure detention and disposal 
of any animal dealt with in contravention of any rule or regulation made 
under this Order in Council and for prescribing and regulating the liability 
of the owner or consignor or consignee or importer of the animal to the 
expenses connected with the seizure detention and disposal thereof ; 


(xii.) for the registration of all persons carrying on the trade of cow- 
keepers dairymen or purveyors of milk and for prescribing regulations 
for securing the cleanliness of cowsheds and milk-shops or other places 
where milk is kept for sale and milk vessels and utensils used by such 
persons and for prescribing precautions to protect milk against infection or 
contamination and for preventing and punishing the adulteration of milk 
with water or any other substance ; 


(xiii.) for prescribing the reporting to Government by medical men of 
cases of disease treated by them ; 


(xiv.)« for the appointment of Health Officers Inspectors and other 
officers to carry out the provisions of this Order in Council or of any 
rules or regulations made thereunder and for regulating their duties and 
conduct and for investing them with all powers necessary for the due 
execution of their duties ; 


(xv.) for prescribing the publication of any rules or regulations under 
this Order in Council and for prescribing and regulating the form and. 
mode of service or delivery of notices and other documents ; 
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(xvi.) for prescribing the fine with which the contravention of any 
rule or regulation made under this Order in Council shall be punishable 
but so that such fine shall not exceed five hundred dollars. 


(2). Provided always that nothing in this section contained shall in 
any way restrict or be construed to restrict the generality of the. powers 
conferred on the Government by the last preceding section but such powers 
shall extend to all matters whether similar or not to those in this section 
mentioned as to which it may be expedient to make rules or regulations for 
the better carrying into effect the objects of this Order in Council. 


5. If any person without lawful authority or excuse (proof whereof 
shall lie on him) does or omits to do anything which under the provisions 
of this Order in Council or of any rules or regulations made thereunder 
he ought not to do or omit or if he obstructs or impedes or assists in 
obstructing or impeding any Health Officer Inspector or other Officer 
appointed under this Order in Council or any Police Officer in the execution 
ot this Order in Council or of any rule or regulation made thereunder 
he shall be guilty of an offence against this Orde» in Council. 


6. (1)—If any person is guilty of an offence against this Order in 
Council for which no penalty is prescribed by any rule or regulation made 
thereunder he shall be liable on conviction before a Magistrate to a fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars. ; 


(2)—Any person convicted of any offence under this Order in Council 
who is within a period of twelve calendar months convicted for a second or 
subsequent like offence against this Order in Council shall be liable in 
the discretion of the Magistrate to imprisonment of either description for 
any term not exceeding two calendar months either in addition to or in 
lieu of fine. 


(3)—Nothing in this section contained shall affect the liability of any 
person to any punishment or penalty to avhich he is liable under native law 
or under any Order other than this Order in Council, but so that a person 
shall not be punished twice for the same offence. 


7. (1)—If any person lands or attempts to land any animal or thing 
in contravention of any rule or regulation made under this Order in Council 
such animal or thing shall be forfeited. 


(2)—Forfeitures under this Order in Council may be declared by a 
Magistrate and all animals and things forfeited shall be dealt with as the 
Government directs. 


8. When a person is seen or found committing or is reasonably 
suspected of being engaged in committing an offence against this Order in 
Council any Health Officer Inspector or other Officer appointed under this 
Order in Council or any Police Officer may without warrant stop and 
detain him and if his name and address are not known may without warrant 
apprehend him. 


(2)—If any person obstructs or impedes a Health Officer an Inspector 
or other Officer appointed under this Order in Council or any Police Officer 
in the execution of this Order in Council or of any rule or regulation 
made thereunder or assists in any such obstructing or impeding he 
may be apprehended by such Health Officer Inspector or Police Officer 
without warrant. 


(8)—Any person apprehended under this section shall be taken with- 


all practicable speed before a Magistrate. 
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(4)—Nothing in this section shall take away or abridge any power 
or authority that a Police Officer would have had if this section had not 
been enacted. 


9. Where the person in charge of a diseased person or the owner or 
person in charge of a diseased animal is charged with an offence against this 
Order in Council relative to such disease he shall be presumed to have 
known of the existence of such disease in such person or animal unless and 
until he shews to the satisfaction of the Magistrate before whom he is 
charged that he had not such knowledge and could not with reasonable 
diligence have obtained such knowledge. 

10. Any person charged with an offence against this Order in Council 
may if he thinks fit tender himself to be examined on his own behalf, and 
thereupon may give evidence in the same manner and with the like effect 
and consequences as any other witness. 

11. Health Officers Inspectors and other Officers appointed under 
this Order in Council shall be deemed public servants within the meaning 
of the Penal Code. “ 

12. The Government may delegate the enforcement and execution of 
any rule or regulation made under this Order in Council to any municipal 
or local authority subject to such restrictions as the Government may from 
time to time think fit to impose. 


13. All rules and regulations made under this Order in Council shall 
be published in the Government Gazette, and shall forthwith have'the same 
force as if they had been enacted in this Order in Council.

RULES FOR GAMBLING, SPIRIT AND PAWNBROKING FARMS.

The Rules for the Farms of Gambling, Spirits, and Pawnbroking, dated 
the 29th August, 1890, and contained in the schedule annexed to this Order 
in Council, are approved and confirmed, and are to take effect and have the 


« 
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force of law in respect of all Farms of Gambling, Spirits and Pawnbroking 
which have been or shall be granted after the 1st September, 1890.

RULES FOR SPIRIT FARMS. 


Ruiz 1.—A duty of fifty cents for every gallon, or six quart, or twelve 
pint bottles, and proportionate sums for smaller quantities, shall be paid to 
the Farmer on all spirituous liquers imported into his district, provided that 
spirituous liquors on which duty has already been duly paid at the port of 
arrival shall not be liable to further duty on being removed into another 
district. 

Ruiz 2.—Before landing any spirituous liquors the importer shall 
notify the quantity and description to the Revenue Officer or agent of the 
Farmer at the port of entry, who shall furnish a permit, for which no 
charge shall be made, authorising the spirituous liquors to be landed. 

Rue 3.—No spirituous liquors shall be removed from one place to 
another without a permit in writing from the Farmer or his agent. 


Rutz 4.—The Farmer may license distilleries for the manufacture of 
spirits for a period of twelve months, or lesser period in months, with the 
written approval of the District Officer, for which he may charge a fee not 
exceeding fifty dollars. Each license shall contain such rules and con- 
ditions as to the sale and exportation and removal of the spirits manu- 
factured in the distillery as shall be approved by the Government. 

Rute’5.—Persons desirous of keeping an hotel, inn, tavern, eating- 
house, boarding-house, punch-house, or other house of public entertainment 
in which it is desired to sell spirituous liquors, wine or fermented liquors, 
shall apply to the District Officer for a license for one year, or a lesser 
period in months, authorising such person to sell, by retail, spirituous 
liquors, wines or fermented liquors, to be used or consumed in such licensed 
house only, and such license shall not be transferable without the consent 
of the District Officer.

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Rute 6.—Such licensed houses may be classed by the District Officer 
in three classes, according to the importance of the establishment, and the 
following fees shall be paid for such licenses : 


For a first class house, at the rate of not exceeding $96 per annum.

which fees shall be payable to the Farmer. 


Rute 7.—Persons other than those referred to in Rule 5 desirous of 
selling spirituous liquors in any shop or store shall apply to the District 
Officer for a license, who may grant a license for one year, or lesser period 
in months, authorising them to sell in such store or shop spirituous hquors 
in less quantities than three dozen quart bottles or six dozen pint bottles, or 
six gallons, if not sold in bottles, so that these spirituous liquors be not 
used or consumed in the store or shop, and so that not less than one quart 
bottle or two pint bottles, if sold in bottle, or one quart, if not sold in bottle, 
be sold at one time. 


Rute 8.—For every such license a fee at the’rate of not exceeding $48 
per annum shall be paid to the Farmer. 


Rute 9.—Licenses under Rules 5 and 7 shall be issued subject to such 
conditions and restrictions for the management of licensed houses as shall be 
approved by the Government, and shall be liable to be cancelled by the 
District Officer, on breach of any such conditions and restrictions, or the 
person convicted of the breach of any of the conditions and restrictions 
shall, on conviction, be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 


Rute 10.—Every licensed house shall have a suitable signboard exhi- 
bited in some conspicuous place, to the satisfaction of the District Officer, 
aad the owner or manager thereof shall keep his license in some part of such 
house ready to be shown to the Farmer or to any Police or Revenue Officer 
demanding to see the same; and in defgult thereof he shall be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding ten dollars on each occasion. 


Rute 11.—No persons licensed to retail spirits under Rules 5 and 7 may 
sell any spirituous liquors other than such as have been bought from the 
Farmer, or under a license granted by him. 


Rute 12.—The Farmer shall supply to all bakers applying for the 
same such quantities of toddy, of good quality, as they may require for 
making bread, and at such prices as may from time to time be fixed by the 
District Officer, and any Farmer failing to comply with the provisions of 
this rule shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for each 
offence. 


Rutz 13.—It shall be lawful, with the sanction of the District Officer, 
for any baker requiring to use toddy for making bread to register such 
number of trees as to the District Officer may seem sufficient for the 
necessary supply of toddy for his bakery, whereupon the Farmer shall grant 
him a license to use such trees for his bakery, and the produce of such trees 
shall be used solely for the purpose of making bread. For every tree 
thus registered the person registering the same shall pay monthly to 
the Farmer of the district such sum, not exceeding fifteen cents, as the 
District Officer, with the approval of tle Government, shall direct. Any 
person being so licensed, using or permiting to be used the toddy produced 
from the trees so registered for purposes other than those required in his 
own bakery for baking bread, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, and his license shall be cancelled, and all persons who 
shall buy or receive toddy from any person so licensed shall be liable to a 
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eure) not exceeding one hundred dollars, and the fact that such toddy 
as been used contrary to the provisions of this section shall be held to be 
prima facie evidence from which the Magistrate may infer that it was so 
used by the permission of the person licensed. 


Rune 14.—The Farmer shall establish one or more branch shops at any 
place within his district, when directed to do so by the District Officer. 


Rute 15.—Any person selling, or offering for sale, spirituous liquors 
or toddy adulterated or compounded in such a manner as to be injurious to 
health shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars, and 
all such injurious articles shall be seized and destroyed. 


Ruts 16.—Any person selling spirituous liquors otherwise than for 
coin usvally current in the district shall be liable, on conviction, to a penalty 
not exceeding fifty dollars for every such offence. 


Rute 17.—The retail price of native spirits shall not exceed sixteen 
cents a catty for arrack or samshu of eighteen degrees of proof and 
upwards, and twelve cents for such as is less than eighteen degrees of 
proof. ‘ 


Rure 18.—The Farmer shall import, in sufficient quantities to meet 
demand, Ceylon and India made arrack suitable for the use of natives of 
India, and shall sell the same at: prices fixed by Government. 


Rute 19.—Revenue Officers, approved by the District Officer, may be 
employed by the Farmer, and shall, on production of their certificate or 
badge, have the same power of entry and search as Officers of Police, and 
shall be deemed to be public servants within the meaning of the penal code. 


Rute 20.—A correct copy of these rules, distinctly written in English, 
Chinese, and Tamil, or in such other languages as the District Officer may 
direct, shall be hung in a conspicuous place in every Farm shop within two 
months from the signing of the Karm Contract. 


Rowe 21.—The Farmer shall, one month before the end of his term 
give public notice that his privileges are to expire on the date named, and 
that no spirituous liquors purchased from him or from any Farm shopkeeper 
can be used after such date without the consent of the new Farmer, and 
any person making use of such spirituous liquors after such date without 
the consent of the new Farmer will be liable to a penalty not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. 


Rute 22.—Any person who shall knowingly sell or purchase, or have 
in his possession, custody or control, any spirituous liquors imported, sold 
or purchased contrary to these rules, shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
penalty not exceeding two hundred dollars, and the spirituous liquors shall 
be forfeited. 


Rue 23.—Any person committing any breach of these rules for which 
no penalty is otherwise provided in these rules shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding $400 and to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for 
a period npt exceeding six months, and any spirituous liquors in respect of 
which such breach has been committed may be forfeited. 

Rute 24.—Any Farmer who shall neglect or refuse to do any of the 
acts or things required to be done by him under these rules shall be liable 
to a penalty for each such offence not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Rutz 25.—Fines and forfeitures levied under these rules, except such 
as shall be payable by the Farmer or his agents, may be paid to the Farmer;

RULES FOR PAWNBROKING FARMS. 


Rute 1.—The Farmer has the exclusive privilege of carrying on, or 
of licensing others to carry on, the trade of pawnbroking within his district, 
subject to the following rules: 


Rute 2.—A Pawnbroker shall not demand or receive from any person 
applying or offering to redeem any goods or chattels pawned or pledged 
with him a profit exceeding ten per centum ger month, in addition to 
the principal sum lent. 


Rute 3.—A Pawnbroker shall, before he lends any money on any 
goods or chattels, enter clearly and legibly in a book, to be kept by him for 
the purpose, a description of all goods and chattels which he shall receive 
in pawn, and the time for redemption of the same, also the sum of money 
lent thereon, the day of the month and year, the name, sex, and nationality 
of the person by whom such goods and chattels are so pawned, the name of 
the street and place where such person resides, and shall give a note 
or duplicate of such entry, clearly and legibly written, to the person pawning 
such goods or chattels, on which note or duplicate shall also be stated 
the rate of interest payable on such loan. No charge shall be made for such 
note or duplicate. : 


Rute 4.—A book shall also be kept, in which particulars regarding 
unredeemed pledges which have been sold shall be clearly and legibly 
entered ; it shall contain description of pledge, name of pawner, date of sale, 
and sum realized. 


Ruiz 5.—A Pawnbroker shall deliver up to the owner thereof when- 
ever demanded, during the hours of business as hereafter prescribed, any 
goods or chattels pawned within six months of the pawning thereof, or 
within the term agreed upon at the time of pawning, on the tender by such 
owner or other person on his behalf, of the sum borrowed thereon, together 
with the amount of profit hereby made payable, or such smaller amount of 
profit as shall have been agreed upon at the time of the pawning of such 
goods and chattels. For this purpose any person who shall produce the 
note or duplicate note of any goods or chattels pawned shall, so far as 
respects the Pawnbroker, be deemed to be the owner thereof, provided such 
Pawnbroker shall not he obliged to deliver up such goods or chattels if he 
shall have received previous notice from the real owner not to deliver the 
same, or if he shall have received notice that such goods or chattels, or the 
note or duplicate therefor, are suspected to have been dishonestty obtained, 
or if he shall himself have reasonable cause to suspect that such goods or 
chattels, or the note or duplicate therefqr, have been dishonestly obtained. 


Rute 6.—A Pawnbroker shall not sell any goods or chattels received 
by him in pawn during the time he was exercising the trade of Pawnbroker 
before the expiration of six months after the day of the pawning thercof, or 
before the time for the redemption of such goods. 
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Forfeituro of Rute 7.—All goods and chattels which may be pawned shall be deemed 
aaa eho forfeited after the expiration of six months, exclusive of the day on which 
six months. the same were so pawned, or the expiration of such longer time as may have 

been especially agreed upon for the redemption thereof. All forfeited goods 


become the property of the Pawnbroker.

1. Inthis Order the word “Poison” shall mean and include arsenic, 
arsenious acids, and the arsenites, arsenic acids, and the arseniates, and all 
other poisonous preparations of arsenic, and seeds of datura and strychnos 
nux-vomica, commonly called nux-vomica, and any preparation of the same. 


2. It shall not be lawful for any person, without a license from the 
Secretary to Government in Larut, and the District Magistrates in other 
districts, to sell, or to expose or offer for sale, any poisonyor to have in his 
possession any poison, in less quantity, in any of the above cases, than 
twenty-five gallons, if in a liquid state, or twenty-five pounds in weight if 
not in a liquid state. : 


3. The Secretary to Government in Larut, and the District Magistrates 
in other districts, are hereby authorised to issue to such persons as they may 
consider of sufficient skill and habitual caution to sell poison by retail, a 
license authorising such persons to sell poison by retail—that is, in less 
quantities than twenty-five gallons or twenty-five pounds’ weight, as above 
set out. 


4. Such license shall bear a stamp of the value of one dollar, to be 
provided by the person to be licensed. 

5. No license shall be granted to any person for the retail sale of 
poisons in any shop or place where articles of food are sold or exposed 
for sale. 


6. No person shall sell poison to any person who is unknown to the 
person selling such poison, unless the sale be made in the presence of a 
witness who is known to the person selling the poison, and to whom the 
purchaser is known, and who signs his name, together with his place of 
abode, to erftries in the books of the seller before the delivery of the poison 
to the purchaser; and no person shall sell poison to any person other than 
a person of full age. . 


7. Any person selling or exposing for sale poison, or having in his 
possession poison, contrary, in any of the above cases, to the provisions of 
this Order in Council, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, or to imprisonment of either description for any period not exceed- 
ing three months, or to both. 


. 
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8. Nothing herein contained shall be held to affect in any way the 
provisions of Section 284 of the Penal Code. 

Provided always that nothing herein contained shall be held to apply 
to recognised apothecaries, druggists, chemists, and ship-chandlers carrying 
on business in the State. 

Provided further that, in the event of any dispute arising as to whether 
any apothecary, druggist, chemist, or ship-chandler is a recognised 
apothecary, druggist, chemist, or ship-chandler, such dispute shall be 
decided by the Secretary to Government in Larut, and the District 
Magistrates in other districts, subject to the orders of the Government. 


9. All previous Orders on this subject are hereby repealed.

REGULATIONS UNDER “THE QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION 
OF DISEASE ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1890.” 


*QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION OF THE INTRODUCTION OF DISEASE. 


Whereas by “The Quarantine and Prevention of Disease Order in 
Council, 1890,” it is enacted, amongst other things, that the Government 
may from time to time make, and when made revoke or vary, such rules 
and regulations as may seem to the Government necessary or expedient for 
the purpose of preventing the introduction into the State of any disease, 
and also of preventing the spread of any disease: Now therefore it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 


I.—Words in these regulations shall (unless the context otherwise 
requires) have the same meaning as in “ The Quarantine and Prevention of 
Disease Order in Council, 1890.” 


Ii.—The master of every ship which shall bring any native passengers 
to a port of the State to be landed at such port shall be held responsible 
that none of such passengers are landed at such port until they have been 
inspected and passed by the Health Officer or Officer deputed to act as 
Health Officer, to whom he shall give all reasonable facility for duly 
carrying out his inspection, and any Master who shall land or permit to 
land or to be landed from his ship, or from whose ship is landed in any 
port of the State, any person affected with leprosy or any other infectious 
or contagious disease, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding One hundred 
dollars in each case, and shall be responsible that the diseased person 
is returned to the port at which he originally embarked on board his 
vessel. 


III.—Whenever information is received that cholera, small-pox, fever, 
or other contagious or infectious disease of a dangerous natureshas broken 
out or exists at any port or place without the State, it shall be lawful for 
the Government to declare, by notification in the Government Gazette, that 


*Note.—Section 271 of the Penal Code enacta that “whoever knowingly disoboys any rule lawfully 
made and promulgated for putting any vessel into a state of quarantine, or for regulating the intercourse of 
vessels in a state of quarantine with the shore or with other vessels, or for regulating the intercourse 
between places where an infectious disease prevails and other places, shall be punished with imprisonment 
of either description for a term which may extend to six months, or with fine, or with both.” 

And moreover it is provided by Order in Council No. 15 of 1890, that the contravention of any of those 
regulations is punishable with a fine of $50, where no fine is specified. 
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such port or place is infected, whereupon all vessels arriving from such 
port or place shall be put in quarantine, and there detained until released 
by the Chief Medical Officer of the district or his deputy, which officers are 
hereinafter included in the term ‘‘ The Health Officer.” 


IV.—The Master or person in charge of any vessel arriving at, or 
being at any port in the State having on board, or having had on board 
within fourteen days previous to arrival, cases of cholera, small-pox, fever, 
or other contagious or infections disease of a dangerous nature, shall fly the 
quarantine flag, and remain outside the limits of such port, or if already 
within the port, forthwith fly the quarantine flag and remove his vessel to 
the quarantine anchorage of the port. 


V.—The Health Officer shall forthwith thereupon proceed to such 
vessel and make enquiry, and, if he deems it necessary for the public health 
that the vessel and people on board should be placed in quarantine, shall 
give orders to the Master or person in charge of the vessel to place the 
vessel, with the people on board, in quarantine. 

VI.—As soon as sifch orders are given it shall be the duty of the 
Master or person in charge of such vessel to cause his vessel to be taken to 
such place as may be pointed out to him as the quarantine anchorage, there 
to remain in quarantine until released under the provisions of these 
Regulations. 

VII.—All vessels ordered to the quarantine anchorage shall have 
displayed by day the usual quarantine or yellow flag at the foremast-head, 
with the commercial code pendant under it, and by night at the foremast a 
red light over a green light at a distance one above the other of not more 
than six nor less than four feet. 

VITI.—All guard boats shall display a similar yellow flag at the stern 
by day, and from sunset to sunrise a light at bow and stern. 

IX.—Vessels in quarantine shall not be removed therefrom without 
the written permission of the Health Officer. 

X.—No boat, except that of the Health Officer, shall be allowed along- 
side of any vessel in quarantine ; no person shall be allowed to communicate 
with any vessel in quarantine, and the persons on board shall not be 
allowed to communicate with the shore, except in either case through the 
Health Officer. 

XI.—In all cases of vessels arriving at any port of the State having on 
board or having had on board within fourteen days previous to arrival any 
contagious or infectious disease of a dangerous nature, the Post Office 
packets and mails shall be delivered to the Health Officer, who, after 
subjecting the same to such fumigation or other preventive process as he 
may judge necessary, shall forward the same to the Post Office of the 
district. 

XII.—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer, under such precautions 
to prevent contagion as may be from time to time approved of by the 
Government, to allow any steam-vessel touching at a port en route to a 
foreign port to take supplies of coals, water, and provisions, and to land 
cargo. 

XIII.—It shall be lawful for, the Health Officer to require all, or so 
many of the persons on board any vessel in quarantine as he may think fit, 
to be taken to the lazaretto or quarantine station of the district, there to 
be kept and attended to during such length of time as the Health Officer 
may deem proper, before allowing them to return on board the ship, or to 
be transferred to any other ship, or to communicate with the shore. 


. 
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XIV.—Whenever any persons are detained in quarantine at the 
quarantine station, a yellow flag shall be kept hoisted by day at a conspi- 
cuous place on the station and by night the lights required by Clause 7 
in the case of ships shall be displayed. 

XV.—No person, except the Health Officer or persons authorized by 
him, shall land at the quarantine station when the quarantine flag is flying 
or quarantine lights are shown. 

XVI.—The Chief Police Officer shall, on the requisition of the Health 
Officer, supply the necessary guards required to enforce the Quarantine 
Regulations in respect of the quarantine station. 

XVII.—No person who has been detained in quarantine at the 
quarantine station shall, on any pretence whatsoever, leave such station till 
he has been admitted to pratigue by the Health Officer. 

XVIII.—Any person going on board any vessel undergoing quarantine, 
or entering or landing at any quarantine station, shall be detained in 
quarantine for such period as the Health Officer may deem proper. 

XIX.—The Master of a vessel in quarantine shall, if required by the 
Health Officer, furnish the necessary boats and appliances for the landing 
of the passengers and crew at the quarantine station. 

XX.—Vessels placed in quarantine shall be thoroughly washed down 
and disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health Officer after disembarkation 
of the passengers at the quarantine station, and may then be released. 

XXI.—The agents of the vessel shall be held liable to repay the 
Government the cost of the maintenance of such person or persons as may 
be landed therefrom at the quarantine station, and such cost may be 
recovered before any Magistrate on the certificate of the Health Officer. 

XXII.—The Health Officer shall report, without delay, to the Secretary 
to Government or the District Magistrate, as the case may be, all cases in 
which it is found necessary to place the ,passengers of a vessel arriving at 
any port in the State in quarantine, and he shall also inform the Harbour 
Master to the same effect. He shall also report when a vessel has been 
detained for inspection, and again when it is released. 

XXIII.—On any vessel arriving from an infected port or place, the 
pilot shall approach the vessel to windward within speaking distance, 
and shall not go alongside or on board, unless he has reason to believe that 
the vessel is free from infectious or contagious disease. 

XXIV.—The Master and Surgeon of any vessel which arrives from a 
place where cholera, small-pox, or other contagious or infectious disease is 
epidemic, or having on board, or having had on board within fourteen days 
previous to arrival, any case of disease, shall be bound to make a true 
declaration thereof to the pilot and the Health Officer who shall come along- 
side or on board such vessel. 

XXV.—The Health Officer may board any vessel arriving in the waters 
of the State and inspect every person in the vessel. He may, if he thinks 
proper, call for inspection of the ship’s books and papers, and he shall use 
every lawful means which to him may seem expedient for asceftaining the 
sanitary condition of the vessel and persons therein. 

XXVI.—Persons landed at the quarantine station shall perform 
quarantine for the periods stated below :— 

For a period not exceeding 10 days from death 
Bon cholan ak { on perfect recovery of last case. 
le a period not exceeding 14 days from death 


Hor:Sinall pox or perfect recovery of last case. 
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XXVII.—No article, except letters and coins, shall, without permission 
of the Health Officer, be conveyed out of any place or vessel in quarantine, 
and every article which is conveyed thereout shall, before being forwarded 
to its destination, be disinfected in such manner as the Health Officer 
shall direct. 


XXVIII.—ANl letters or parcels for persons in quarantine shall be sent 
to the Post Office, and shall be forwarded by the earliest opportunity. 


XXIX.—The Health Officer shall thoroughly disinfect himself before 
he returns ashore after having visited either a vessel in quarantine or the 
quarantine station when persons are detained in quarantine there. 


PREVENTION OF DISEASE ON LAND. 
XXX.—Whenever a case of cholera, small-pox, fever, or other con- 
tagious or infectious disease of a dangerous nature occurs, the occupant of 
the house in which such case occurs shall at once give information thereof 
at the nearest Police Station. 


XXXI.—The chief officer of such Police Station shall, immediately on 
the receipt of such information, forward an official report to the Health 
Officer, who shall at once proceed to the spot, and shall, if he considers that 
there are no proper means of attending to the patient in his own house 
without danger to others, apply to the Senior Magistrate in the district for 
an order authorising the removal of the patient to the Contagious Diseases 
Hospital, or, in the case of Europeans, to the contagious diseases ward at 
the General Hospital. Every such order shall be in writing, and signed by 
the person granting the same, who may grant or refuse the same at his 
discretion. A patient so removed to hospital shall remain there until 
discharged by the Medical Officer in charge of the hospital. 


XXXII.—After the removal of such patient, the Health Officer shall 
cause the room which he occupied to be thoroughly disinfected, and the 
house may be closed for such period, not exceeding seven days, as the Health 
Officer directs. The room or house in which the case occurred shall be 
again disinfected before it is re-occupied. 


XXXIII.—No person except the Health Officer shall, on aay pretence, 
enter such room or house during the time that it is closed. 


XXXIV.—The chief Police Officer of a district may, on the receipt of 
information that a person known or suspected to be affected with leprosy is 
at large within the district, apply to the senior Magistrate of the district for 
an order upon the nearest Government Medical Officer to examine such 
person, and, on the receipt of a written certificate from the said Medical 
Officer to the effect that, to the best of his knowledge and belief, the person 
is suffering from leprosy, he may forthwith apply to the Senior Magistrate 
for an order authorising the removal of the patient to the nearest contagious 
diseases ward or other building authorised for the reception of lepers. 


Every order under this regulation shall be in writing and signed by the 
person granting the same, who may grant or refuse the same at his discre- 
tion. 


A patient so removed to a hogpital or other authorised building shall 
remain there until discharged by the Medical Officer in.charge of such 
hospital or building. 


XXXV.—The carriage or conveyance in which the person affected 
with a contagious disease is conveyed to the hospital, shall be detained for. 
such fumigation as the Health Officer may think necessary. 
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XXXVI. The bedding, clothing, and other apparel of diseased persons 
shall either be destroyed or be subject to such fumigation as may seem 
proper to the Health Officer, who shall, if he deems it expedient, have 
power to make compensation in cases were it has been found necessary to 
destroy any bedding, clothing, or other apparel. 


DOGS.* 


XXXVII. (1)—Every dog coming from a place outside the State and 
landed at any port in the State shall be detained in quarantine for a period 
of 30 days, and a charge of five cents a day shall be paid by the importer 
to the Port Officer for the care of such dog. 


XXXVII. (2)—A dog in respect of which the fee is not paid or which 
is not claimed within ten days after the expiration of the period of quarantine 
may be sold or destroyed. ; 


XXXVIII.—The Captain of every ship which shall bring a dog to a 
port of the State to be landed at such port from any place without the State 
shall forthwith on arrival of the ship report the fact to the Boarding Officer. 


XXXIX.—The Health Officer in any case when it is proved to his 
satisfaction that a dog brought in a ship from a place without the State is 
free from any contagious or inflectious disease and that he has been in 
company with and under the personal care of his owner for a period of at 
least one calendar month prior to the date of his arrival, may, by writing 
under his hand, abridge the period of quarantine or altogether dispense with 
the same. f 


XL.—Port Officers for the purposes of Rule XXXVII. are— 


At Port Weld, the Harbour Master. 
At Parit Buntar, the Inspector of Police, 
At Teluk Anson, the Senior Inspector of Police. 


XLI.—The owner of every dog shall be required to register each deg 
in his possession if in the State and over three months old. 


XLII.—A registration fee of twenty-five cents per annum will be 
charged for each dog registered ; and, on payment of the above fee at the 
Chief Police Station of the district, the owner will be supplied with a metal 
registered number, which must be affixed to the dog’s collar, and with a 
printed receipt signed by the Registering Officer, which number and receipt 
must be renewed during January of cach successive year, at a charge of 
twenty-five cents per annum. 


XLITI.—Should the owner of any dog sell, or otherwise transfer the 
possession of the animal, the person to whom it is sold, or otherwise 
transferred, must be registered as the new owner of the dog, but no fee 
will be charged for registering the transfer. 


Both the new and old owner of the animal will be held responsible in 
case this provision is not complied with. 


XLIV.—Should the owner of a dog change his place af abode, he 
must report the same in writing, or verbally, at the office where the dog is 
registered, so that his new place of abode may be noted by the officer in 
charge. ° 

XLV.—Any dog found straying at large, whether registered or not, 


may be destroyed by any officer deputed by the chief Police Officer of the 
district to enforce these regulations. 


* See also rule No. LVII. 
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XLVI.—The owner of any dog over three months’ old who shall fail to 
destroy or register any such animal within one month after 31st December 
of each year shall be liable to a fine not exceeding ten dollars, or to simple 
imprisonment not exceeding one month. 


XLVII.—Should there be any doubt regarding the ownership of any 
dog, the proprietor or tenant of the usual place of abode of such animal shall 
be deemed to be its owner, and shall, at the discretion of any Magistrate, 
bo liable to punishment under paragraph XLIII. should he fail to destroy 
or register such animal. 


XLVITI.—Any person failing to destroy or confine any dog or or other 
animal which may be considered to show signs of rabies, or which is sus- 
pected to have been bitten by a rabid animal, shall be liabe to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, or to rigorous imprisonment not exceeding 
6 months, and the animal may be summarily destroyed. 


XLXIX.—In case of rabies appearing in a district, or in case it should 
be considered expedient, in the interests of the public, the District 
Magistrate may order, by* proclamation, the confinement of all dogs for a 
certain period, to be duly notified, and any person who fails to obey such 
order shall be liable to the penalty laid down in paragraph XLVII. Any 
dog which is not confined in obedience to such order may be summarily 
destroyed. 


L.—In the event of rabies appearing in a district, it shall be 
lawful for the Government, within limits to be duly proclaimed, and which 
may embrace the whole or any part of a district, to order the destruction of 
all dogs within the said limits, and any one obstructing or attempting to 
evade this order shall be liable to the penalty mentioned in paragraph XLVII. 
above. 


LI.—Section LVII. of these Regulations shall apply to dogs as well as 
to other animals. . 
ANIMALS OTHER THAN DOGS. 


LII.—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer, or any person generally 
authorised in that behalf by the Government in writing, to enter into or upon 
any stable or place in the State wherein any animal is kept for the purpose 
of inspecting the same. 


LIII.—If any animal be found to be diseased it shall be lawful for the 
Health Officer, or any such person as aforesaid, forthwith to destroy or 
cause to be destroyed such animal and to burn or otherwise dispose of the 
carcase in such manner as may be best calculated to prevent the spread of 
infection. 


LIV.—If any animal be found to be diseased, the owner or person in 
charge thereof shall at once cause the diseased animal to be separated from 
other animals and shall cause the stable or place wherein such animal is 
found to be thoroughly disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health Officer, 
and shall also cause the harness, clothing, bedding, brushes and utensils 
used for such animal to be destroyed or disinfected to such satisfaction as 
aforesaid. 


LV.—No horse or pony suffering from glanders or farcy shall be led 
through any public thoroughfare. ¢ 


LVI.—The owner or person in charge of any horse or pony suffering 
from glanders or farcy shall forthwith give notice of such disease to the 
nearest Police Station, and the Officer in charge of the Police Station at 
pick any such notice is given shall forthwith report the same to the Health 

flicer. 
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LVII.—No horse or pony shall be moved into a stable or place where 
glanders or farcy has existed until such stable or place has been cleansed 
and disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health Officer. 


LVIII. (1)—Every animal brought’ by sea shall undergo an examination 
by the Health Officer, and no animal shall be landed without his permission. 


2)—IE it be found impracticable in any case to obtain the permission 
of the Health Officer before landing an animal, such animal shall be taken 
forthwith either to the Harbour Masters’ Office or the quarantine station for 
animals for examination by the Health Officer. 


(3)—Every animal landed in contravention of the provisions of this 
clause shall be forfeited, and, if found suffering from rabies, shall be at once 
destroyed. 


LIX.—The Captain of every ship which shall bring any animal to a 
port of the State to be landed at such port, shall forthwith, on arrival of the 
ship in port, report the fact to the Boarding Officer, who shall, without delay, 
report the same to the Health Officer. 


LX.—If any animal brought by sea is found to be suffering from 
disease the Health Officer may cause, if necessary, the same to be destroyed 
at once, und its carcase disposed of in such a manner as may be best 
calculated to prevent the spread of infection. 


LXI.—Any animal which has been conveyed in the same ship, or has 
otherwise been in contact with the diseased animal, or which, in the opinion 
of the Health Officer, may be likely to spread the infection, may be detained 
by the Health Officer in quarantine for such period as he may, under the 
circumstances of the case, think proper. 


LXII.—All the expenses connected with the seizure, detention, and 
disposal of animals quarantined shall be borne and paid by the owner 
or consignor or consignee or importer of the animal, and may be recovered 
from him before any Magistrate on the certificate of the Health Officer. 


LXIII. (1)—Where it appears to the Health Officer that any animal or 
any bedding, litter, fodder, fittings, or other articles brought by sea 
may convey infection or spread disease, he shall at once seize and detain the 
same, making a report to the Government, who may order the destruction 
or further detention of the same, or the restoration thereof to its owner. 


(2)—Where any animal not actually diseased is ordered to be destroyed 
such compensation shall be paid to the owner thereof by the Government as 
may be assessed by the Health Officer, and approved by the Secretary 
to Government or the District Magistrate, as the case may be. 


LXIV.—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer to isolate or detain 
any diseased animal or any animal that has been in contact with a diseased 
animal in such place and for such period as he may, under the circumstances 
of the case, think proper. 


LXV.—The owner or person in charge of any animal found within 
the State suffering from disease and of the place in which the same is kept 
shall obey all such orders and directions as to the isolation of such animal, 
and the disinfection of the place{in which the same is kept and otherwise, 
as shall from time to time be given by the Health Officer. 


LXVI.—It shall be the duty of the owner or person in charge of any 
cattle suffering from cattle plague or any other disease, forthwith to report 
the fact at the nearest Police Station. 
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LXVII.—All stables and cattle-sheds must be thoroughly cleansed and 
lime-washed by the owner or his agent at least once every six calendar 
months and whenever so ordered by the Health Officer.

3. In my opinion, the Magistrate’s Action was right, but, at the same 
time, it seems hard that, because a woman has children, she may be allowed 
to break the law with impunity.

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REGULATIONS UNDER “THE QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION 
OF DISEASE ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1890.” 


*QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION OF THE INTRODUCTION OF DISEASE. 


Whereas by “The Quarantine and Prevention of Disease Order in 
Council, 1890,” it is enacted, amongst other things, that the Government 
may from time to time make, and when made revoke or vary, such rules 
and regulations as may seem to the Government necessary or expedient for 
the purpose of preventing the introduction into the State of any disease, 
and also of preventing the spread of any disease: Now therefore it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 


I.—Words in these regulations shall (unless the context otherwise 
requires) have the same meaning as in “ The Quarantine and Prevention of 
Disease Order in Council, 1890.” 


II.—The master of every ship which shall bring any native passengers 
to a port of the State to be landed at such port*shall be held responsible 
that none of such passengers are landed at such port until they have been 
inspected and passed by the Health Officer or Officer deputed to act as 
Health Officer, to whom he shall give all reasonable facility for duly 
carrying out his inspection, and any Master who shall land or permit to 
land or to be landed from his ship, or from whose ship is landed in any 
port of the State, any person affected with leprosy or any other infectious 
or contagious disease, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding One hundred 
dollars in each case, and shall be responsible that the diseased person 
is returned to the port at which he originally embarked on board his 
vessel. 


I1I.—Whenever information is received that cholera, small-pox, fever, 
or other contagious or infectious disease ofa dangerous nature has broken 
out or exists at any port or place w ithout’ the State, it shall be lawful for 
the Government to declare, by notification in the Government Gazette, that 
such port or place is infected, whereupon all vessels arriving from such 
port or place shall be put in quarantine, and there detained until released 
by the Chief Medical Officer of the district or his deputy, which officers are 
hereinafter included in the term ‘‘ The Health Officer.” 


IV.—The Master or person in charge of any vessel arriving at, or 
being at any port in the State having on board, or having had on board 
within fourteen days previous to arriv al, cases of cholera, small-pox, fever, 
or other contagious or infectious disease ‘of a dangerous nature, shall fly the 
quarantine flag, and remain outside the limits of such port, or if already 
within the port, forthwith fly the quarantine flag and remove his vessel to 
the quarantine anchorage of the port. 


V.—The Health Officer shall forthwith thereupon proceed to such 
vessel and make enquiry, and, if he deems it necessary for the public health 
that the vessel and people on board should be placed in quarantine, shall 
give orders to the Master or person in charge of the vessel to "place the 
vessel, with the people on board, in quarantine. 


*Note.—Section 271 of the Penal Code enacts that “whoever knowingly disobeys any rule lawfully 
made and promulgated for putting any vessel into a state of quarantine, or for regulating the intercourse of 
vessels in a state of quarantine with the shore or with other vessels, or for regulating the intercourse 
between places where an infectious disease prevails and other places, shall be punished with imprisonment. 
of either description for a term which may extend to six months, or with fine, or with both.” 

And moreover it is provided by Order in Council No, 15 of 1890, that the contravention of any of these 
regulations is punishable with a tine of $50, where no fine is specitied. 
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VI.—As soon as such orders are given it shall be the duty of the 
Master or person in charge of such vessel to cause his vessel to be taken to 
such place as may be pointed out to him as the quarantine anchorage, there 
to remain in quarantine until released under the provisions of these 
Regulations. 

VII.—All vessels ordered to the quarantine anchorage shall have 
displayed by day the usual quarantine or yellow flag at the foremast-head, 
with the commercial code pendant under it, and by night at the foremast a 
red light over a green light at a distance one above the other of not more 
than six nor less than four feet. 

VIII.—All guard boats shall display a similar yellow flag at the stern 
by day, and from sunset to sunrise a light at bow and stern. 

1X.—Vessels in quarantine shall not be removed therefrom ihoat 
the written permission of the Health Officer. 

X.—No boat, except that of the Health Officer, shall be allowed along- 
side of any vessel in quarantine ; no person shall be allowed to communicate 
with any vessel in quarantine, and the persons on board shall not be 
allowed to communicate with the shore, except in either case through the 
Health Officer. 

XI.—In all cases of vessels arriving at any port of the State having on 
board or having had on board within fourteen days previous to arrival any 
contagious or infectious disease of a dangerous nature, the Post Office 
packets and mails shall be delivered to the Health Officer, who, after 
subjecting the same to such fumigation or other preventive process as he 
may judge necessary, shall forward the same to the Post Office of the 
district. 

XII.—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer, under such precautions 
to prevent contagion as may be from time to time approved of by the 
Government, to allow any steam-vessel touching at a port en route to a 
foreign port to take supplies of coals, water, and provisions, and to land 
cargo. 

XIII.—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer to require all, or so 
many of the persons on board any vessel in quarantine as he may think fit, 
to be taken to the lazaretto or quarantine station of the district, there to 
be kept and attended to during such length of time as the Health Officer 
may deem proper, before allowing them to return on board the ship, or to 
be transferred to any other ship, or to communicate with the shore. 

XIV.—Whenever any persons are detained in quarantine at the 
quarantine station, a yellow flag shall be kept hoisted by day at a conspi- 
cuous place on the station and by night the lights required by Clause VII. 
in the case of ships shall be displayed. 

XV.—No person, except the Health Officer or persons authorized by 
him, shall land at the quarantine station when the quarantine flag is flying 
or quarantine lights are shown. 

XVI.—The Chief Police Officer shall, on the requisition of the Health 
Officer, supply the necessary guards required to enforce the Quarantine 
Regulations in respect of the quarantine station. 

XVII.—No person who has been detained in quarantine at the 
quarantine station shall, on any pretence whatsoever, leave such station till 
he has been admitted to pratique by the Health Officer. 

XVIII.— Any person going on board any vessel undergoing quarantine, 
or entering or landing at any quarantine station, shall be detained in 
quarantine for such period as the Health Officer may deem proper. 
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XIX.—The Master of a vessel in quarantine shall, if required by the 
Health Officer, furnish the necessary boats and appliances for the landing 
of the passengers and crew at the quarantine station. 

XX.—Vessels placed in quarantine shall be thoroughly washed down 
and disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health Officer after disembarkation 
of the passengers at the quarantine station, and may then be released. 

XXI.—The agents of the vessel shall be held liable to repay the 
Government the cost of the maintenance of such person or persons as may 
be landed therefrom at the quarantine station, and such cost may be 
recovered before any Magistrate on the certificate of the Health Officer. 

XXII.—The Health Officer shall report, without delay, to the Secretary 
to Government or the District Magistrate, as the case may be, all cases in 
which it is found necessary to place the passengers of a vessel arriving at 
any port in the State in quarantine, and he shall also inform the Harbour 
Master to the same effect. He shall also report when a vessel has been 
detained for inspection, and again when it is released. 

XXIII.—On any vessel arriving from an mfected port or place, the 
pilot shall approach the vessel to windward within speaking distance, 
and shall not go alongside or on board, unless he has reason to believe that 
the vessel is free from infectious or contagious disease. 


XXIV.—The Master and Surgeon of any vessel which arrives from a 
place where cholera, small-pox, or other contagious or infectious disease is 
epidemic, or having on board, or having had on board within fourteen days 
previous to arrival, any case of disease, shall be bound to make a true 
declaration thereof to the pilot and the Health Officer who shall come along- 
side or on board such vessel. 


XXV.—The Health Officer may board any vessel arriving in the waters 
of the State and inspect every person in the vessel. He may, if he thinks 
proper, call for inspection of the ship’s books and papers, and he shall use 
every lawful means which to him may stem expedient for ascertaining the 
sanitary condition of the vessel and persons therein. 


XXVI.—Persons landed at the quarantine station shall perform 
quarantine for the periods stated below :— 


For Cholera & For a period not exceeding 10 days from death 
or perfect recovery of last case. 
fas a period not exceeding 14 days from death 
a or perfect recovery of last case. 
XXVII.—No article, except letters and coins, shall, without permission 
of the Health Officer, he conveyed out of any place or vessel in quarantine, 
and every article which is conveyed thereout shall, before being forwarded 
to its destination, be disinfected in such manner as the Health Officer 
shall direct. 
XXVIII.—All letters or parcels for persons in quarantine shall be sent 
to the Post Office, and shall be forwarded by the earliest opportunity. 
XXIX.—The Health Officer shall thoroughly disinfect himself before 
he returns ashore after having visited either a vessel in quarantine or the 
quarantine station when persons are detained i in quarantine there. 


_ PREVENTION OF DISEASE ON LAND. 
XXX.—Whenever a case of cholera, small-pox, fever, or other con- 
tagious or infectious disease of a dangerous nature occurs, the occupant of 
the house in which such case occurs shall at once give information thereof 
at the nearest Police Station. 


For Small-pox 
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XXXI.—The chief officer of such Police Station shall, immediately on 
the receipt of such information, forward am official report to the Health 
Officer, who shall at once proceed to the spot, and shall, if he considers that 
there are no proper means of attending to the patient in his own house 
without danger to others, apply to the Senior Magistrate in the district for 
an order authorising the removal of the patient to the Contagious Diseases 
Hospital, or, in the case of Europeans, to the contagious diseases ward at 
the General Hospital. Every such order shall be in writing, and signed by 
the person granting the same, who may grant or refuse the same at his 
discretion. A patient so removed to hospital shall remain there until 
discharged by the Medical Officer in charge of the hospital. 

XXXII.—After the removal of such patient, the Health Officer shall 
cause the room which he occupied to be thoroughly disinfected, and the 
house may be closed for such period, not exceeding seven days, as the Health 
Officer directs. The room or house in which the case occurred shall be 
again disinfected before it is re-occupied. 

XXXIII.—No person gxcept the Health Officer shall, on any pretence, 
enter such room or house during the time that it is closed. 

XXXIV.—The chief Police Officer of a district may, on the receipt of 
information that a person known or suspected to be affected with leprosy is 
at large within the district, apply to the senior Magistrate of the district for 
an order upon the nearest Government Medical Officer to examine-such 
person, and, on the receipt of a written certificate from the said Medical 
Officer to the effect that, to the best of his knowledge and belief, the person 
is suffering from leprosy, he may forthwith apply to the Senior Magistrate 
for an order authorising the removal of the patient to the nearest contagious 
diseases ward or other building authorised for the reception of lepers. 

Every order under this regulation shall be in writing and signed by the 
person granting the same, who may grant or refuse the same at his discre- 
tion. a 
A patient so removed to a hospital or other authorised building shall 
remain there until discharged by the Medical Officer in charge of such 
hospital or building. 

XXXV.—The carriage or conveyance in which the person affected 
with a contagious disease is conveyed to the hospital shall be detained for 
such fumigation as the Health Officer may think necessary. 

XXXVI.—The bedding, clothing, and other apparel of diseased persons 
shall either be destroyed or be subject to such fumigation as may seem 
proper to the Health Officer, who shall, if he deems it expedient, have 
power to make compensation in cases were it has been found necessary to 
destroy any bedding, clothing, or other apparel. 

DOGS.* 

XXXVI. (1)—Every dog coming from a place outside the State and 
landed at any port in the State shall be detained in quarantine for a period 
of 30 days, and a charge of five cents a day shall be paid by the importer 
to the Port Officer for the care of such dog. 

(2)—A dog in respect of which the fee is not paid or which is not 
claimed within ten days after the expiration of the period of quarantine may be 
sold or destroyed. 

XXXVIII.—The Captain of every ship which shall bring a dog toa 
port of the State to be landed at such port from any place without the State 
shall forthwith on arrival of the ship report the fact to the Boarding Officer.

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XXXIX.—The Health Officer in any case when it is proved to his 
satisfaction that a dog brought in a ship from a place without the State is 
free from any contagious or infectious disease and that he has been in 
company with and under the personal care of his owner for a period of at 
least one calendar month prior to the date of his arrival, may, by writing 
under his hand, abridge the period of quarantine or altogether dispense with 
the same. 

XL.—Port Officers for the purposes of Rule XX XVII. are— 

At Port Weld, the Harbour Master. 
At Parit Buntar, the Inspector of Police, 
At Teluk Anson, the Senior Inspector of Police. 

XLI.—The owner of every dog shall be required to register each dog 
in his possession if in the State and over three months old. 

XLII.—A registration fee of twenty-five cents per annum will be 
charged for each dog registered ; and, on payment of the above fee at the 
Chief Police Station of the district, the owner will be supplied with a metal 
registered number, which must be affixed to the, dog’s collar, and with a 
printed receipt signed by the Registering Officer, which number and receipt 
must be renewed during January of each successive year, at a charge of 
twenty-five cents per annum. 

XLITI.—-Should the owner of any dog sell, or otherwise transfer the 
possession of the animal, the person to whom it is sold, or otherwise 
transferred, must be registered as the new owner of the dog, but no fee 
will be charged for registering the transfer. 

Both the new and old owner of the animal will be held responsible in 
case this provision is not complied with. 

XLIV.—Should the owner of a dog change his place of abode, he 
must report the same in writing, or verbally, at the office where the dog is 
registered, so that his new place of abode may be noted by the officer in 
charge. 

XLV.—Any dog found straying at large, whether registered or not, 
may be destroyed by any officer deputed by the chief Police Officer of the 
district to enforce these regulations. 

XLVI.—The owner of any dog over three months’ old who shall fail to 
destroy or register any such animal within one month after 31st December 
of each year shall be liable to a fine not exceeding ten dollars, or to simple 
imprisonment not exceeding one month. 

XLVII.—Should there be any doubt regarding the ownership of any 
dog, the proprietor or tenant of the usual place of abode of such animal shall 
be deemed to be its owner, and shall, at the discretion of any Magistrate, 
be liable to punishment under paragraph XLVI. should he fail to destroy 
or register such animal. 

XLVIII.—Any person failing to destroy or confine any dog or other 
animal belonging to him or in his charge which may be considered to show 
signs of rabies, or which is suspected to have been bitten by a rabid animal, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or to rigorous 
imprisonment not exceeding six months, and the animal may be summarily 
destroyed. 

XLXIX.—In case of rabies appearing in a district, or in case it should 
be considered expedient, in the interests of the public, the District 
Magistrate may order, by proclamation, the confinement of all dogs for a 
certain period, to be duly notified, and any person who fails to obey such 
order shall be liable to the penalty laid down in paragraph XLVIII. Any 
dog which is not confined in obedience to such order may be summarily 
destroyed.

L.—In the event of rabies appearing in a district, it shall be 
lawful for the Government, within limits to be duly proclaimed, and which 
may embrace the whole or any part of a district, to order the destruction of 
all dogs within the said limits, and any one obstructing or attempting to 
evade this order shall beliable to the penalty mentioned in paragraph XLVITI. 
above. 

LI.—Section LVIII. of these Regulations shall apply to dogs as well as 
to other animals. 

ANIMALS OTHER THAN DOGS. 

LII.—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer, or any person generally 
authorised in that behalf by the Government in writing, to enter into or upon 
any stable or place in the State wherein any animal is kept for the purpose 
of inspecting the same. 

LIII.—If any animal be found to be diseased it shall be lawful for the 
Health Officer, or any such person as aforesaid, forthwith to destroy or 
cause to be destroyed such animal and to burn or otherwise dispose of the 
carcase in such manner ag may be best calculated to prevent the spread of 
infection. ; 

LIV.—If any animal be found to be diseased, the owner or person in 
charge thereof shall at once cause the diseased animal to be separated from 
other animals and shall cause the stable or place wherein such animal is 
found to be thoroughly disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health Officer, 
and shall also cause the harness, clothing, bedding, brushes and utensils 
used for such animal to be destroyed or disinfected to such satisfaction as 
aforesaid. 

LV.—No horse or pony suffering from glanders or farcy shall be led 
through any public thoroughfare. 

LVI.—The owner or person in charge of any horse or pony suffering 
from glanders or farcy shall forthwith give notice of such disease to the 
nearest Police Station, and the Officer in charge of the Police Station at 
which any such notice is given shall forthwith report the same to the Health 
Officer. 


LVII.—No horse or pony shall be moved into a stable or place where 
glanders or farcy has existed until such stable or place has been cleansed 
and disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health Officer. 


LVITI. (1)—Every animal brought by sea shall undergo an examination 
by the Health Officer, and no animal shall be landed without his permission. 


(2)—If it be found impracticable in any case to obtain the permission 
of the Health Officer before landing an animal, such animal shall be taken 
forthwith either to the Harbour Masters’ Office or the quarantine station for 
animals for examination by the Health Officer. 


(3)—Every animal landed in contravention of the provisions of this 
clause shall be forfeited, and, if found suffering from rabies, shall be at once 
destroyed. 

LIX.—The Captain of every ship which shall bring any animal to a 
port of the State to be landed at such port, shall forthwith, on arrival of the 
ship in port, report the fact to the Boarding Officer, who shall, without delay, 
report the same to the Health Officer. 


LX.—If any animal brought by sea is found to be suffering from 
disease the Health Officer may cause, if necessary, the same to be destroyed 
at once, and its carcase disposed of in such a manner as may be best 
calculated to prevent the spread of infection. 
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LXI.—Any animal which has been conveyed in the same ship, or has 
otherwise been in contact with the diseased animal, or which, in the opinion 
of the Health Officer, may be likely to spread the infection, may be detained 
by the Health Officer in quarantine for such period as he may, under the 
circumstances of the case, think proper. 


LXII.—All the expenses connected with the seizure, detention, and 
disposal of animals quarantined shall be borne and paid by the owner 
or consignor or consignce or importer of the animal, and may be recovered 
from him before any Magistrate on the certificate of the Health Officer. 


LXIII. (1)—Where it appears to the Health Officer that any animal or 
any bedding, litter, fodder, fittings, or other articles brought by sea 
may convey infection or spread disease, he shall at once seize and detain the 
same, making a report to the Government, who may order the destruction 
or further detention of the same, or the restoration thereof to its owner. 


(2)—Where any animal not actually diseased is ordered to be destroyed 
such compensation shall be paid to the owner thereof by the Government as 
may be assesscd by the Health Officer, and approved by the Secretary 
to Government or the District Magistrate, as the case may be. 


LXIV.—It shall be lawful for the Health Officer to isolate or detain 
any diseased animal or any animal that has been in contact with a diseased 
animal in such place and for such period as he may, under the circumstances 
of the case, think proper. 


LXV.—The owner or person in charge of any animal found within 
the State suffering from disease and of the place in which the same is kept 
shall obey all such orders and directions as to the isolation of such animal, 
and the disinfection of the place in which the same is kept and otherwise, 
as shall from time to time be given by the Health Officer. 


LXVI.—It shall be the duty of the owner or person in charge of any 
cattle suffering from cattle plague or any other disease, forthwith to report 
the fact at the nearest Police Station. 

LXVII.—All stables and cattle-sheds must be thoroughly cleansed and 


lime-washed by the owner or his agent at least once every six calendar 
months and whenever so ordered by the Health Officer. 


PREVIOUS REGULATIONS. 
LXVIITI.—All Government Regulations on the subject of quarantine and 
prevention of disease issued prior to the date hereof are hereby rescinded.

TBE GOVERNMENT FORWARDING THE ANNUAL Reports BY RESIDENTS OF THE 
Prorectep Native STatsEs. 


Srrarts SerrLements. Downine STREET, 
[ No. 277. ] 16th September, 1890. 
Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your despatch 
No. 284 of the 10th of July, enclosing the annual reports, for 1889, by the 
Residents of the Native States of Perak, Selangor, Sungei Ujong and Jelebu, 
the Negri Sembilan, and Pahang, and giving a clear and striking summary 
of the main points of interest. 


2. It appears that the Revenue of the first four States during the 
year under review is the largest which has been collected since they have 
been under British Protection, and the statement of assets and liabilities 
which is given in the third paragraph of your despatch, coupled with the 
tabular statement of progress of revenue, contained in the sixth paragraph, 
is on the whole satisfactory. 


3. You point out that all the States, two of which—Perak and 
Selangor—have now a large surplus standing to their credit, have in their 
earlier days been helped by loans from the funds of the Colony, and I have 
no doubt that the satisfactory results are greatly due to the advantage 
which these communities have derived from their intimate connection with 
the Colony, and which would not have accrued if their only bond had been 
that the Governor of the Straits Settlements was also the High Commis- 
sioner for the Protected Malay States. 


4, The great increase in the receipts of 1889 was apparently due to 
the reletting of the Revenue Farms for three years from the beginning 
of that year. In the case of Perak, Mr. Swettenham states that the farms 
were let for more thanthey were worth, and his account of the financial 
situation at the time of writing his report is not altogether reassuring. I 
trust, however, that the State has now so far advanced in development that 
any check to its industries would be but of very brief duration. I notice that 
in both Perak and Selangor the land revenue was less in 1889 than in 1888, 
and in Selangor there was a slight falling off in railway receipts, due 
apparently to a decrease in the third class traffic, but most other items of 
revenue show a steady increase. 


5. In referring to sources of revenue, I would draw attention to 
paragraph 7 of Mr. Lister’s report on the Negri Sembilan, in which he 
speaks of “a tax of 5 per cent on the average paddy crop from land instead 
of the tax of one dollar per holding.” I am not aware whether any short 
statement of the mode and incidence of taxation on the Native population 
in these States has ever been drawn up, or whether it could be drawn up 
as yet with much accuracy, but it would certainly be interesting and 
instructive ; and at the present time, while I have under my consideration 
the Ceylon grain taxes, with the details of which you are so familiar, I 
should be specially glad to have information as to taxes of a like kind, if 
any such exist, in the Malay Peninsula. 


6. Turning to what is at present, and seems likely to be for some time 
to come, the staple industry of the Native States, I notice with interest 
that, as regards Perak, ‘“ the year under review has,” in Mr. Swettenham’s 
words, ‘been remarkable for the attention given to lode mining.” I 
notice, too, that he mentions an Australian Company in Larut engaged in 
alluvial tin mining, which “has already returned in dividends a sum in

excess of the entire paid up capital,” a result which hardly bears out 
Mr. Maxwell’s statement, quoted in paragraph 5 of your despatch, as to the 
ill-success of tin mining companies. There can, however, I imagine, be 
no doubt that Mr. Maxwell’s contention is right in the main, and that 
the more economical Chinese tin miners can succeed where Europeans, 
working with a more costly staff, fail. Both he and Mr. Swettenham refer, 
however, to the difficulties with which Chinese miners and traders have 
lately had to contend, owing to the scarcity of capital,and Mr. Maxwell, in 
his interesting remarks on the subject, of which you will no doubt have 
taken note, contemplates the possibility of the Government lending money 
to the Chinese to support the mining indutry. Turning to the smaller 
States, there appears to have been a considerable increase in the export of 
tin ore, though not of tin, from Sungei Ujong, a fact which is explained in 
the fifteenth paragraph of the Acting Resident’s report. In Jelebu, there were 
said to be 1,000 coolies at work on the mines at the end of the year, as 
against 600 at the end of the preceding year. In the Negri Sembilan, 
Mr. Lister reports that “ the mining population qt the end of the year had 
nearly doubled, and that the increase in the tin production over 1888 is 
nearly 60 per cent”; while in Pahang the first step towards making mining 
a success was taken by the issuing of mining regulations. 


7. Inthe eleventh paragraph of your despatch, you summarise very 
clearly and concisely the present state of the Land Revenue, and the nature 
and quality of the crops in the Protected States. In my despatch No. 227 
of the 23rd of July, 1889, paragraph 5, I referred to a proposal by 
Mr. Swettenham for introducing into Sclangor agriculturists from China, 
and I wish again to call the attention of your Government to this subject. 
It seems, as far as I can gather from these Annual Reports, that the great 
want of the Native States is a settled industrious agricultural population, 
such as might be procured from India or China by the grant, to carefully 
selected families, of free or assisted passages, or the olfer of land grants, or 
both combined, in the same way as English settlers have in past times been 
nttracted to Canada or Australasia. In tropical countries emigration is so 
constantly synonymous with the supply of indentured labour to planters 
and employers, or with indiscriminate Chinese immigration, that the possi- 
bility of colonising with selected families, under some State-aided system, 
seems to have been rather left. out of sight, though it may have received 
more consideration locally than I am aware of. It is referred to this year 
in paragraph 15 of Mr. Swettenham’s report, while in paragraph 76 of the 
same report the grant of free passages to 1,000 able-bodied Indian 
immigrants annually is suggested simply as a means of improving the labour 
supply ; and I would ask you to consider whether it might not be worth 
while to try the experiment of forming Indian or Chinese agricultural 
colonies in one or other of these States. 

8. The account which Mr. Swettenham gives of the decline of rice 
cultivation in the Krian district of Perak is unsatisfactory, and if the remedy 
is to be found in irrigation, your Ceylon experience will no doubt prove of 
value. Iam sorry to read that the proposed introduction of tolacco plant- 
ing into Selangor, which was spoken of hopefully last year, has been 
abandoned. You have noticed in your, despatch the progress of garden 
cultivation in the Negri Sembilan, and it is further matter of interest that 
sheep and cattle thrive so well in this district, and also that in one part hill 
paddy is abundantly grown. 

9. You will no doubt have given attention to Mr. Maxwell’s remarks 
on the land regulations in the Native States, on which subject he is specially 
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competent to judge, and I trust that in so far as they are defective no time 
will be lost in amending them and making them clear, simple and systematic. 


10. As regards the construction of roads, railways and telegraphs in 
these States, so indispensable for the success alike of mining and agricul- 
ture, Ido not here propose to discuss the large question of railway exten- 
sion, as it has formed the subject of various despatches, and I will only say 
that due note will be taken of the views contained in the eighth paragraph 
of your despatch, and that the consideration of this important matter will be 
facilitated by a review of the statistics which you have grouped together. 


11. As regards roads, I find that, while in Perak “the cart roads 
throughout the State, most of them maintained by contract, are in excellent 
order,’ the Superintendent of Works in the Negri Sembilan “reports that 
the departmental system of up-kceps has proved far more successfal than 
giving the work out on contract”; and Mr. Maxwell in Selangor is “ very 
far from being satisfied with the system of carrying out public works by 
contract.” As was pointed out last year, and as Mr. Maxwell notices, 
constant supervision is necessary, if the contract system is to be succesfully 
worked, and if the Government service is undermanned such supervision 
will presumably be wanting. 


12. With regard to telegraphs, Iam glad to learn that direct tele- 
graphic communication has been established between Penang and Taiping, 
and I hope, it will not be long before the telegraph systems of Perak and 
Selangor are connected by land. 


13. The estimate of the population of Perak gives under 200,000 to 
an estimated area of nearly 8,000 square miles, or not more than 25 to the 
square mile. Sparse as this population is, it is presumably in great measure 
concentrated in the mining districts, and a large proportion of the State 
must, therefore, be practically uninhabited. Under these circumstances, 
there is every reason for encouragfng settlers, especially agriculturists, from 
outside, who will open up and populate the country; and it is perhaps 
matter for regret that Chinese immigration both into Perak and into 
Selangor should have fallen off so largely in 1889, as compared with the 
previous year. 


14. Iam glad to read in your despatch that “the hospitals throughout 
the States are, on the whole, sufficient, and are well managed,” and have. 
but few criticisms to offer on this branch of administration. The Perak 
Report states that 96 cases of leprosy were treated in the State during the 
year, with 28 deaths, and that the number of lepers in Perak is estimated to. 
be about 300, almost all of them Chinese immigrants. It seems to me that 
this matter ought to receive more attention than it appears to have received 
hitherto, and that, at the least, as the Resident suggests, every care should 
be taken by as stringent inspection as possible to prevent the entry of fresh 
lepers into the State. Beri-beri apparently continues very prevalent, 
I regret to observe, and in Pahang, for example, is said to have caused 
great mortality among the Chinese mining coolies. It would be interesting: 
to know whether the medical authorities endorse the reason which is 
suggested in the report on the Negri Sembilan for its prevalence in mining 
as opposed to agricultural districts. Vaccination is spoken of as making 
satisfactory progress in some districts, not in others. In Sungei Ujong the 
native community have evidently cause to be grateful to the Residency 
Surgeon for his efforts in this respect. On the other hand, in Selangor, the 
progress made in vaccination is unsatisfactory, and Mr. Maxwell suggests. 
the probable advisability of compulsory vaccination; which suggestion 
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ought to be carefully borne in mind. It is with very great regret that I 
read of the appearance of hydrophobia in these States, and I earnestly hope 
that every precaution is taken against the spread of rabies. It appears to 
me that in medical, as in other matters, it is all important to have a uniform 
system, as far as possible, running through all these States; but it is 
probably unnecessary to impress this point upon your Government. 

15. In this connection I would, however, refer you to what was said 
in my despatch last year, as to maintaining uniformity in educational 
matters. Mr. Swettenham, who last year wrote of the want of an Inspector 
of Schools for Selangor, this year writes of the want of an Educational 
Officer for Perak, and again it occurs to me that if there is not enough 
work for one man in inspecting and controlling education in one State, an 
Inspector of Schools might be appointed for the Native States generally. 
It is evident that in Perak and Selangor the Residents are not satisfied with 
what is being done in the way of education, and as the most hopeful 


account comes from Sungei Ujong, where a compulsory Ordinance for boys ke 


has been put into force, it would seem worth considering whether education 
should not be made compulsory elsewhere.* It is very creditable to 
Mr. Rodger that he has already been able to start a school at Pekan, and I 
am glad to learn from the Negri Sembilan Report, that there is now a school 
open at Kuala Pilah. 

16. Among many minor points which might be noticed, I will only 
call your attention to paragraph 34 of the report of the Resident of 
Selangor, and ask you to consider whether the arrangement with the Colony 
with regard to the postage stamps used in the Native States requires modi- 
fication, as suggested by Mr. Maxwell. 

17. I cordially concur in your view that the successful development 
of the Native States has been, in great measure, due to the judicious 
employment of the leading natives, and I commented on this feature in my 
despatch last year. It has been especially noticeable in the case of Pahang, 
where, as being the least organised State, the co-operation of the Native 
Chiefs was least likely, and yet most desirable. Mr. Rodger’s report is 
indeed a record of much good work done in a very short space of time, and 
now that the coast of Pahang has been found to be accessible during the 
north-east monsoon, and there is prospect of railway communication with 
the west at no distant date, there is every reason to hope that the progress 
of the State will be assured. 

18. These annual reports appear to me to contain a good deal that is 
of interest to specialists, scientific men, and others, and I hope that they are 
circulated in quarters where they are likely to be appreciated, whether in 
England or elsewhere.

No. 618.—Rerort on Inspection Durty in rae Krian District. 
To tHe Actinc Prorector oF CHINESE, 
Tarrine. 7 

Sir,—I have the honour to submit the following report and a list 
of my inspection of the sugar estates in the Krian and Kurau districts. 

2. I left on the 7th instant dt 9 a.m. by a launch, reached Parit 
Buntar at 1.30 p.m., and reported any arrival to the Acting Magistrate. 
He gave me a letter to the Inspector, who gave me a list of all the kongsis 
of the sugar estates in Krian and Kurau, and instructed the district ticket 
clerk to accompany me during my inspection. 
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8. On the Sth instant I inspected three of the largest estates, and 
found the premises in very good condition, and the Labour Regulations well 
carried out. In the evening I left for Bagan Serai by g ghari, and arrived 
at 8 p.m. 

4, At 6 am. on the 9th instant I left Bagan Serai by boat, and 
on my way inspected eight sugar estates on the ‘banks of the river, and 
found then in good condition. My opinion is that the Labour Regulations 
are carried out better in Krian than in any other district in Perak. 

5. I have seen the provisions of all the kongsis; the rice especially is 
of the best quality. 

6. I asked all the coolies of the estates that I visited if they had any 
complaints to make; they said that they were quite contented, and had no 
cause whatever to complain. The towkays informed me that they are short 
of Sin-kehs, and if coolies do not arrive shortly they will be at.a loss to know 
what todo. ‘The coolics who are sent to hospital generally abscond when 
they get better, they therefore pray that Government will take some 
steps to prevent this. When coolies abscond to Penang or elsewhere they 
have great trouble in arresting them, as the Magistrates are unwilling 
to assist them. 

7. On inspecting the Ju Hin kongsi I found that it has a private 
hospital with an apothecary in charge; it also has an engineer, and it breeds 
cattle similar to estates in Europe. I heard that the fishing kongsis are in 
a very bad condition, and require inspection. The Inspector informed me 
that to inspect the fishing kongsis and all the sugar estates will take 
at least three weeks.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TaIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for November. 

2. On the 2nd the Superintendent of Penghulus and the Harbour 
Master went to Kuala Bernam to lay the buoys which mark the channel 
into that river; they returned on the 5th and reported the work finished. 


8. On the 7th, accompanied by Mr. F. W. Brewster, I went to Bander, 
visited the schools, &c., and then had several cocoanut trees felled; on 
splitting them open they were found to be full of grubs of the cocoanut 
beetle. We left the Penghulu instructions to cut down two or three others, 
and have them all burned. 

4. The next morning went up to Passir Salak and made a survey of 
the site of the obelisk, the Maharaja’s fort, &c., and then took two 
photographs of the obelisk. 

* * * * * * 
7. On Sunday, the 16th, the Government Engineer for Railways and 


Mr. Campbell arrived in the Gympie, leaving again the same afternoon. 
* * * * * * 
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9. There is a wonderful crop of fruit all over Lower Perak and Batang 
Padang. 


* * * * * * 


11. It is curious to note how the seasons differ in different parts of 
the State. 


12. On the Perak river the people are only now preparing their 
bendangs for planting; in the neighbourhood of Tapah and Bidor the padi 
is just coming into fruit, and in Slim it is just ripe. 


13. Owing to the dry weather we have had in Batang Padang for the 
last three months the padi omar is very poor, and in some of the later 
planted ladangs it is a total failure. 


14. The bendang padi is, however, good, and the crop in Slim, where 
the supply of water is abundant, is very fine indeed. 


15. The long spell of dry weather has stopped mining operations in 
a great part of the district. 

16. Iwas much struck with the excellent progress made by Messrs. 
Garland and Company with the construction of the Tapah and Kuala Lepis 
road; the work is being carried out by Mr. E. C. Kay, who has a large force 
of labour employed.

3. On the 13th I walked to Lahat over the new cart-road, which is 
progressing very rapidly. 

4, The Datohs are trying to raise the rent of their shops here, and 
in one case $60 a month is being askedfor a shop which has hitherto been 
paying $30 only. 

5. Iam glad to say that the brick drains have been put in hand, and 
are now nearly completed. 

* * * * * * 
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7. On the 24th the Secretary to Government passed through on his 
way to Kuala Kangsa from Batu Gajah. The Inspector of Schools also 
arrived, and inspected the new school. 

8. On the 28th I went to Tekak and Lahat. In the evening a Tamil 
boy fell into a well from which he was drawing water, about 3 miles from 
Ipoh, on the Enggor road. He was asphyxiated, as were three other Klings, 
who went down the well to render assistance. The water in the well was 
only about 4 feet deep, and the District Surgeon, for whom I wired, 
reported that death resulted from asphyxia caused by an escape of carbonic 
oxide gas just above the level of the water. 


The four bodies were pulled out and buried next morning, and an 
inquest held.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for November. 


2. I took over charge on my return from Europe on the 20th, from 
Mr. Wise. 

3. The appearance of the country as a rice-producing district is not 
such as it was when I was Acting District Officer in 1883-1884, owing, 
I am told, to many successive bad seasons; I very much doubt this being 
the real cause. : 

4, Prospects are, I hear, better now than they have been for the five 
preceding years. 


5. Sugar planters are much handicapped, chiefly by increased prices 
and scarcity of good labour, also by reduced market value for their produce. 


6. My time, owing to vacancies in staff, has been chiefly occupied 
in Court and office. 


7. Two rather important cases have come before me, one the beating 
of coolies by a Chinese overseer, and a stabbing affair. The former has 
been dealt with, the offender being adequately punished; the latter is still in 
the hands of the police, the accused having been remanded. The wounded 
person is still under medical treatment, and unable to appear.

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No. 650.—Kinta Montuty Report ror November. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING, 

Smr,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly letter for November. 

1. In the early part of the month a severe epidemic of influenza broke 
out among the horses in Gopeng. On the 3rd a strict quarantine of the 
Gopeng division of the district was established, and a quarantine shed 
erected and the affected ponies isolated. There were five deaths altogether. 
Owing to the precautions, the disease did not spread, and there are now 
only two ponies left under treatment. 

2. On the 8th Apothecary Nadar died at Ipoh. 

3. There were five small fires during the month at Gopeng, all 
supposed to be incendiary. The fire-brigade was anything but a success on 
the first occasion, but did good work afterwards. Rewards have been 
offered for the arrest of the incendiaries, but hitherto without success. 


4. On the 11th I drove from Ipoh to Gopeng by the new cart-road. 
Though not quite finished, it is now quite fiteto drive over, and is a very 
good piece of work. The cart-road from Gopeng to Kuala Dipang also is 
finished and open to traffic, and the upper portion of the Kampar mukim is 
now supplied from Gopeng instead of from boats on the Kampar river, and 
the Chinese are getting nearly double the price for their tin that they 
used to. 

5. On the 13th a tigress was shot in Sungei Raia by some Malays. 


6. Father Allard’s colony of Christian Chinese at Batu Gajah are 
beginning to plant pepper and coffee, and have taken up several small 
blocks of land for the purpose near the station. They are working with 
their own capital, and no doubt will be successful, as the land is very good. 
Indeed, the natives all over the district, both Malays and Chinese, are 
beginning to take an interest in planting that they have never before 
shown, the foreign Malays especiallyg During the month I visited Raja 
Mahmud’s settlement at Puss found that his people have over 
200 acres planted with fruit trees of all\orts, besides some nutmegs and a 
little pepper. All the trees are well avanced, and should come into 
bearing in two years more. 

7. On the 21st, Wahab, one of the prisoners under sentence of death, 
tried to escape from gaol by breaking a hole through the floor of his cell. 
The hole was discovered before he got out. 

8. The tin and charcoal duty for the month amounts to $43,588.07, 
the out-put being 2,108 pikuls more than in the corresponding month 
of last year. 

9. Meteorological returns attached; they are remarkable for the 
very small rainfall recorded during the month, which is usually the wettest 
in the year.

To THE Cotnecror and Macrstrate, 
Kinta. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward you an account of a trip I made 
with Toh Muda Wahab some time ago. 


2. We started from Ipoh and went through Rotan Segar to Klian Si 
Limau. We left our ponies here and and walked up a gorge through the 
limestone hills. The Chinese are doing a good deal of work in this place, 
and are getting nearly pure ore out of holes under the cliffs. The tin ore 
here is coated with oxide of iron, which makes it very difficult to smelt, but 
the Chinese pound up an acid root called kantan, and the ore is soaked in 
this until a great deal of the iron is dissolved. 


3. On getting out of the gorge we came into the Ulu of the Piah 
river. Some Malays are working here, but the wash is poor and very 
patchy. We obtained a guide to take us up to some workings on the 
limestone hills, and followed up the stream for about a mile. This stream 
rises in the limestone hillsgand then winds its way through both granite 
and limestone. The junction of these two rocks is very plain, and it 
is evident that the granite is the underlying rock. There is a curious 
stone, which seems to be a mixture of both lime and silica, outcropping in 
several places; there are traces of mineral matter in it, and some of the 
specimens that I picked up contained traces of tin. I also got some very 
fine pieces of the transparent variety of calcite. 


4. On getting higher up we crossed on to the limestone hill, leaving 
the granite on our left, and came to a small cave in the cliff where some 
Malays had been working. The tin ore they get here is very coarse, and is 
mixed up with hard ironstone. This sort of wash is characteristic of the 
limestone hills all through Kinta, and is not found except in their near 
vicinity, which may be an indication of there being big iron-lodes containing 
tin intersecting the limestone blu On leaving this place we climbed 
up the face of the hill above us, a on getting to the top, looked down 
into what what might have beey’théGrater of an extinct volcano, so 
precipitous were the sides. Affr a great deal of trouble we got to the 
bottom, which is perhaps two aéres in extent, and is entirely surrounded by 
cliffs. Some Malays had been working here a short time before, but 
abandoned it on account of the difficulty of getting their tin ore away. 
Toh Muda Wahab intends to put big rotans from the cliff above, so that in 
future transport will be much easier. The wash here is very rich indeed, 
and the only drawback is the dearth of water, there being only a very small 
stream, which dries up during the hot weather. 

5. There is a big vein of phosphate of lime (apatite) intersecting the 
valley. The vein is about 2 feet wide, but only contains traces of mineral 
matter as far as known at present, but I have great hopes of it, as I think 
that, if explored, it would give tin. I know of two rich tin-lodes in 
similar mineral. 7 took some very fine specimens from this place. The 
ironstone in thj valley contains tin in small quantities. 

6. As it was then late, we returned, but I intend, when some new 
ladders have been put in, to spend sofne time up there, as the formation is 
quite new, and something rich may be discovered.
